IN ofur Magazine for June 1781 (Vol. I. 
p. 399.) we prefcntcd our readers with 
an account of this Nobleman, who had 
juft at that junAure atchleved the mod 
.i^gnal firrices for his country, and a 
portrait which then afforded to his coun- 
trymen a ftriking iikenefs of their gallant 
defender. In the lapfe of more than 
Sixteen yean, events have occurred which 
have added to his honours, and made 
hina more illuftrious : time however has 
iilently taken from him fome of his for- 
refcmblancc ; it has given him a 



fervice, on their own element, thofe by 
whofe valour the fafety of Great Britain 
had been heretofore lecured $ and in the 
year 1793 Lord (food had the command 
of the Mediterranean fleet. The horrors 
of the French Revolution at that time 
began to develope themfelves, and a very 
deep imprefiion was made on tlie minds 
of the moft confiderate and beft infonncd 
people of Toulon and Marfeilles, whofe 
eyes were at length opened-to the hazard 
of their iiniation. Convinced, though 
, . ^ late, of the villainy of thofe who had 

more venerable appearance, though it feized the reins, and ufurped the powers 



cannot iocreafe the rc^'pefl in which he 
has been held. We ong: more therefore 
8;ratify ourfelres in pointing out to the 
Ration one of its moft diftinguiflied 
heroes. 

In September 1783 Lord Hood was 
created a peer of Ireland, by the title of 
^aron of Catherington ; and })eace, chiefly 
<^wing to the vioories in which he had 
borne fo diftinguiihed a part, fuccetded. 
This enabled moft of the heroes of the 
iea to enjoy their well tarned honours: 
jLord Hood, however, w^s not futfered to 
remain in a ftate of inactivity. The 
Parliament which met in 1784 required 
the aid of every friend of the country, 
^nd Lord Hood was prevailed on to en- 
gage in the difagreeable conteft of a po- 
pu^ ele^ion by offering himfelf a can- 
didate for the City of Weftminfter, in 
which he at length fucgseded. In July 
178S he was appointed one of the Lords 
of the Admiralty p and in 1 790 was again 
returned for the lame city. 

At length the aggrelfions of our in - 
vcteiate enemies once more called into 



of Government, and forcfceing the dan- 
gers with which they would be fur- 
rounded, unlefs fome effeftual meafure 
was adopted, they were able to form no 
expeftation of fecurlty for their lives, 
liberty, or property, but by throwing 
themielves mto the arms of their ad* 
verfaries, and relying on their juftice and 
gentrofity. On this' ground a negotia- 
tion was opened between the principal 
authorities of each place and Lord Hood^ 
in behalf of the Britifli Government^ 
which at length terminated in an agree- 
ment to deliver up both places to his 
Lordihip, in truft for their lawful So- 
vereign Louis' the Seventeenth. The 
preliminaries being fettled, Lord Hood 
took poflcffion of Toulon on the 28th of 
Auguft J but the furrender of Marleilles 
waspreventevl by General Carteau, who 
obtained information of the defign. This 
important buflnefswas tranta^ed with 
great addrels, and the delivery of Toulon 
for fome time promifed to be attended 
with advantages. The enemy were ap- 
prifed of its importance, and ftraLncd 
"^ every 
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every nefre to regain it. They poured 
down troopt in gr^t numbers; «nd» 
after many engagements, in which they 
. often were worftcd, they fo far made an 
impreiTion, that it was judged prudent to 
relinquifti thp place, after dcftroying as 
muny of the ihips, and a» much of the 
ammunition as poiCble. This was ef- 
fected in the month of December, after 
having been in our pofleiTion about four 
months. The dcuil of thefe tranfaftions 
will be found ih our Magasinct for th^ 
years 179^ and 1794.. 

This was the laft fenrlce Lord Hood 
Tras enabled to render to his country in 
the immediate line of his profeflTion. In 
March 1796 he f^ccceded Sir Hugh 



Pallifer in the poll of Mafter of Oftenv 
wich Hofpttal, to which haa been added* 
the Ran|rerihip of the Park. On the ift 
of June m^the fame year he was advanced < 
to the Englilh Peerage by the title of 
Vifcount Hood. Here we leave him to 
the calm -enjoyment of thoff honours* 
and of^at well founded eftimatiooy whicli 
worth and valour and long fervices al- 
ways experience f^om a grateful country. 

Lord Hood married Mifs Lindaee, of 
Portfmouth, by whom he has a fon* 
Henry, bom in 1754, ^^^ married Jane* 
daughter of Francis Wheeler, Efq. by 
whom he hasiflue to perpetuate tb^ 
honours in the family.

WHILE with reverence and re- 
fignation we contemplate the 
PifpenfitfiontofDiviNEpROviDBNCE, 
in the alarmipg and deftru&ive Pefti- 
lence wich which feveral of our eities 
and towns have been vifited,, there is 
caufe for gratitude and mutual conerar 
tulations that thp malady has difap. 
peared, and that we are again permitted 
to aflemble in fafety at the feat of Go* 
vemment, for the*difcharge of our im- 
portant duties. But when we reflea 
that this fatal diforder has, within a 
few years, made repeated ravages in 
ibme of our principal fea-port towns, 
^nd with increafed malignancy, aod 
VFhen weconfider the magnitude of the 
evils arifing from the interruption of 
public and private bufmefs, whereby 
the national interefts are deeply affe^ed, 
1 think it mv duty to invite the Le. 
giilature of the Union to examine the 
expediency of eftabliihing fuitableregu- 
iatioo* ID aid of the health laws of the 
refpcAivc States j for thtrfe being formed 
on the idea that contagious fickners may 
l^e communicated through the channels 
of commerce, there fecms to be a ne* 
ceifity that Congrefs, who alone can 
regulate trade, ihould frame a fyftem 
^hich, while it may tend to preferve the 
general health, may be compatible with 
*hc intcretls of coropaerce, and the fafety 
the revenue. 



While we think on this calatnityi 
and fympathize with the immediate 
fuflferers, we have abundant reafonto 
prefent to the Supreme Be|iig our 
annual oblations of gratitude for a liberal 
panici prion in the ordinary bleftnss of 
his Providence. To the ufnal fiibjc£ta 
of gratitude, I cannot omit to add one 
of tne firft importance to our well being 
and (afety : I mean that fpirit which 
has anfen in our Country again ft the 
menaces and aggrclfion of a Foreign 
Nation. A manly fcnfe of national ho« 
nour, dignity, and* independence haa 
appeared, which* if encouraged and in- 
vigorated by every branch of the go<r 
vernment, will enable us to yiew, un- 
difmayed, the enterpriu* of any Foreign - 
power, and become the fure foundation 
of national profperity and glory. 

The courfe of the tratifaaions in re* 
lation to the United States and France, 
which have copie 10 my knowledge 
during your recefs, will be made the 
fubje^ of a future communication • 
That communication will confirm the 
ultimate failure of the meafures which 
have been takep by the Government of 
the United States towards an amicable 
adjuflment of differences with thaf 
Power. You will at the fame time 
perceive that the French Government 
appears fdicitous to imprefs the opi- 
nion that it is averfe to a rupture witl| 
this country, and that it has, in a qtia. 
lifted manner^ declared itfelf wiilhigtei

Statcf for the purpoTc of reftortng a 
good oDdcrflandiDi^, It is unfortaoatc 
fur profelfioni .of chit kind, that chey 
Aoiild be cxprefTed in terms which may 
eoaatenance the inadtDiifible pre tcnfion 
of a right to pccfcribe the qua 1. neat ioos 
which a Minifter from the United Statea 
tiould pofftftt and that while France 
ii averting the exiftence of a difpofitinn 
on her part to conciliate with fincerity 
ihe difFcreocea which have arifcn, the 
fiacerity of a UKe difpofition on the part 
of the IJnited States^of which fo many 
dtmonftratrre proofs have been ^ven, 
iioold even be indiredly queftioned. 
It is alfo worthy of obfervation, that 
the decree of the Dire&bry ailedged to 
he intended to refkrain tho depredations 
of French cruizers on onr oommerccy 
hit not giren and cannot give any re- 
lief I it enjoins them to conform to all 
the laws of France relative to carrying 
and priyeSf while the^e laws are them* 
iclTcs the fources of the depredations of 
which we hare fo longt fo juftlvy and fo 
fmitlefsly eompUinefj.' 

The jUw m France enabled in Ja» 
nuary Mt, which fubje^ to capture 
and condemnation neotal veffels and 
their cargoes^ if any portion of the lat- 
ter are of Britiih fabric or produce^ aU 
though the entire proper^ bcloug to 
neutrals^ inftead of being refcin^ed, has 
lately recciyed a coniirmatton» by^ the 
failure of a propofition for its repeal, 
t^'hiie this law» which is an pneaui- 
liocal ad of war on the commerce of 
the. nations it attacks, continues in force, 
thofa nationt can fee m the French 
Oovemment only a power re^rdlefs of 
their eflential rights, of their lodepeud- 
fnce and forereignty } and if they pof- 
fefs the mean, they can reponcile no- 
thing with their in(ereftand honour but 
# firm reiiftancct 

Hitherto, therefore, nothing is dif* 
poverabk in the condqft ot France 
which ought to change or relax our 
qieafures of defence; on th^ contrary to 
extend and inFigoraie them is our true 
policy* We have no reafon to regret 
that thefe ifitafures have been thifs far 
adopted and purfued, and in proportion 
as we enlarge our view ot the por- 
tentous and incalculable fituacioo of 
^ur^pe, we fliail difcover new aud co- 
gcot motives for the full developement 
«f our energies and refoarces. 

Bnt ID demonlkrating by our condu£l 
Ihai we do qoc fear war, in the fie* 



ctflfary prote^ion of our rights aivl 
honour, we ihalL give no room to infpr 
that wc abandon the defire of peace* 
An efficient preparation for war cai| 
alone enfure peace. It is peace that 
wc have uniformly and perfeveringlv 
cultivated, and harmony between ua 
and France may be rcftoned at her op. 
tioo. But CO fend another Mtniftec 
without m(<re determinate alTuraneea 
that he would be received, would be an 
a6t of humiliation to which the Unite4 
States ought not to fubmit; it mud: 
therefore be left with France, if Ihc is 
indeed defirous of accomm-xlation, to 
take the requiiite deps. The United 
States wijl ftcadily obfcrvc the maxiojis 
by which .they have hitherto been go- 
verned* They will rcfpc^ the facred 
rights of embaffy, and with a fincere 
dii'poiition on the part of France to defift 
from hoftility, to make reparation for 
the injuries heretofore committed on our 
commerce, and to do juftice in future^ 
there will be no obftacle to the reftora- 
tioo of a friendly intercourfe. In 
making to you this declaration, we give 
a pledge to France and the World thac 
the executive authority of this country 
will attend to the humane aod pacific 
policy which his invariably governed 
its proceedings in conformity with the 
wifhes of the different branches of the 
government and of the people of the 
United States. But conlideriogthe late 
manifeftations of her policy towards fo- 
reign nations, I deem it a duty delibe- 
rately and folemnff to declare my opi^ 
nton, that whether we negoc>ate with 
her or not, vigorous preparations for 
war will be alike indifpenuble. Thefe 
alone wUl give to us an equal treaty « 
and infure its obfervance. 

Among the meafures of preparattOtt 
whi^h appear expedient, ( take thr: li- 
berty tu recall your attention to the Ka<«. 
val Eftabliihment. The beneficial tf- 
feds of the fmall naval armament pro-« 
vided under the Ads of the laft Seflioa 
are known and acknowledged. Pcr« 
haps no country ever experienced mure 
fudden and remarkable advantages fron\ 
any roeafure of policy, than we have 
derived from the arming for our mari« 
time protection and defencer We ougbt^ 
without lo^ of time, to lay the founda- 
tion for an increafe of our Navy, to a 
fixe fuificient to guard our coaJl and 
protect our trade. Such a naval force, 
as it is doubtlefs in the power of the 
United States to create and naiotaiot 
' would 
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won Id Rlfo mffbrd to them the beft 
meant of general defence, by facilitat- 
ing the fafe tranfportaiion of troops 
and (lores to every part of ourexienfive 
coaft. 

To accompliih this important objefl'y 
a prudent forefight requires that fyfte- 
matical meafures be adopted for pro- 
curing, at all rimes, the requifice timber 
and other fupplies. In what manner 
this (hall be done^ I kave co your cod- 
fideration* 

I will now advert, Genilemeni to 
fome matters of lefs moment, but pro- 

riT to be communicated co the National 
egiftature*i 

After the Spaniih garrifons had eva- 
cuated the pofts they occupied at the 
Natchez and Walnut' Hills, the Com- 
miflioner of the United States com- 
menced his obfervations to afcertgin the 
point near the Miiliflippi, which ter- 
minated the northernmoft point of the 
thirty. firft degree of north latitude. 
From thence he proceeded to run the 
^undary line between the United States 
and Spain. He was afterwards joined 
by the Spaniih Commiifiouer, where 
the work of the fbrmer was confined ; 
and they proceeded together to the de- 
marcacion of the line. Recent informa* 
tion renders it probable that the South- 
ern Indians, either infligated to oppofe 
the demarkatioD, or jealous of the con*, 
fcquences of fuii'ering White People to 
run a line over lands to which ihe 
Indian title had not been extinguiihedy 
have, 'ere this time, (lopped the progrefs 
of the Commiilioners. And, contidcring 
the mifchiefs whif h may refult from 
continuing the demarcation, in oppo- 
sition to the will of the Indian Tribes, 
the great expence attending it, and that 
the boundaries which the Commitiloners 
have actually eftdbliihed, probably ex- 
tend at ieaft as far as the Indian title 
has bcen'extiaguiiht.d, it will perhaps 
become expedient and oecelTary to ful- 
pend further proceedings, by recalling 
fvur Commiliioner. 

The Commiliioners appointed in pur- 
ftwncc of the Fifth Article of the 
Tieaty of Amity, Commerce* and Na- 
vignion between the United ScBtes and 
h:s Britannic Matjeily, to det*. «mtne what 
river was truly intended under ihc name 
»f the river St. Croix, mentioned in 
the Treaty of Peace, and forming a part 
of rhe boundary therein dcfcnhed, have 
finaUy decided that quelUon. On the 



Z5th of O^ober, they made their de» 
ctaration, that a river called Schoodtac, 
which fails into PafTamnquoddy Bay, at 
its north-wedern quarter, was the true 
St. Croix, intended in the Treaty of 
Peace, as far as its great fork, whera 
one of its ftreams comes from the weft* 
ward, and the other from the north- 
ward } and that the latter ftream is the 
continuation of the St. Croix to its 
fource. This decifion, it is underftood, 
will preclude ali contenvion among indi* 
vidual claimants, as it feems that tha 
Schoodiac, and its northern branch, 
bounds the grants of lands which have> 
been made by the refpe^tive adjoining 
Governments. A fubordinate queftjon, 
however, it has been fuggefted, ftill 
remains to be determined. Between 
the mouth of the St. Croix, as nowf . 
fettled, a«d what is ufually called the 
Bay of Fundy, lie a number of valuable 
iilands. The Commiiiioners have not 
continued the boundary lines through 
any channel of thefe iflands ; and un* 
Ufs the Bay of PafTamaquoddy be a 
part of the 6ay of Fundy, this further 
adjuftment of boundary will be necef* 
fary. But it is apprehended that this 
will not be a matter of any difficulty. 

Such progrefs has been made in the 
examination and decifion of cafes of 
captures and condemnations of Ameri- 
can vcflfcls, which were the fubjeft of 
the fevench Article of the Treaty of 
Amity, Commerce, and Navigation, 
between the United States and Great 
Britain— that it h fuppofed the Com^ \ 

miflioners will be able to bring their 
buiinefs to a conclufion in Auguft of the 
cofuing year. 

The Commiflioners acting under th^ 
twenty-fifth Article of the Treaty be- 
tween the Uoiied Stales and Spain, have 
adjufted moft of the claims ot our Citi<r 
zens, for loffes fuftaiaed in confcquence 
of their v^ifeU and cargoes having been 
taken by the fubje6ts of his Catholic 
Majcfiy, during tne late War betweea 
France and Spain. 

Various circumftances have concurred 
to delay the execution of the law for 
augmenting the Military £ftabli(hment« 
Among thele is the defire of obtaining 
the fuUeft information to direct the beft 
fele£tion of Officers. As this objed 
will now be fpeediiy accompliihcd, it 
is expe6tcd that the raifmg and orga^ 
ailing ofrfhe- troops will proceed with* 
out obAacle and with eoe^.

The approbation of the learned in 
general followed this performance, thougR 
therd were not wanting feme who did not 
agree with the Author, and more anfwera 
than one made their appearance.

tttrdty June the aoth, 174.7, the Uni* 
vcrfity unanimouily igrccd in convocitioii 
to confer on htm the ckgree of j^. A.

Lent, or fees. Soon after he was ele6^ed 
feJfow of Exeter College, and on the 4th 
of May 17 50 took the degree of M. A. 

Purfuing his fttidies with great dili- 
Hence, he ui 1753 publi(hed ** The State 
' of the printed Hebrew Text of the Old 
Teftjiment confidered. A DiflerUtion in 
Two Parts. Part the Firft compares 
1 Chron.xi. with a. Sam. v. and xxiii. 
ind Part the Second contains Qbienrations 
on feventy Hebrew MSS. with an Ex* 
traft of Miftaket and various Readings,** 
8vo. Oxford. In this Work he firft 
exhibited the utilifv and neceifiit^ of a 
collation of the Hebrew Text with the 
various ancient MSS. exifting. 
' At'^his period the Vnivcrfity of Ox- 
ford was much tainted with difafTeflion 
to the reigning family on the throne, and 
Tory, if not Jacobite orincipies, were 
very prevalent tbere» and met with much 
encouragement. In the rage of party it 
was not likely that any a6live member 
ihould efcape the diforders of the times. 
Mr. I^enmcott adhered to the fide of 
Government, and in {:onfequcnce much 
of the abufe, then liberally diftributed 
amongft the friends of what was called 
the new intereft, or Whie party, fell to 
his (hare *. He defended himlelf how- 
ever with fpirit and acutenefs in the 
pamphlet we have already quoted, and, 
as it was fuppofed, in a Newfpaper then 
published, entitled The Evening Adver- 
ti(er. About this time he was appointed 
one of the Preadiers at Whitehall. 

In January 1757 he preached before 
the Univerfity of Oxford a Sermon, which 
beine milreprefented, occafioned its pub« 
Itcation under the title of « Chriftian 
Fortitude.** Between this period and 
1760 he was prefented to the vicarage of 
Culham in Oxfordihire. 
' He had now employed himfelf for 
feveral years in fearching out and coU 
lating Hebrew MSS. It appears, when 
be began the iludy of the Hebrew lan- 
jruage, and for feveral yeaj's afterwards, 
Se was ftrbngly prfcjudiced in fkvour of 
th« integrity of the Hebrew T<xt : 
taking it tor granted, that if the pointed 
copies of the Hebrew fiible at all differed 
from the originals of Mofcs pnd the 



Prophets, the variations ^ere 1^ fe^^ 
and quite inconfiderable. In 174.S hV 
was convinced of his miftake, and fatis* 
iied that there were fuch porruptions ii^ 
the facred volume at to affeA the ienfe 
greatly in many inftances. The parti- 
cular Chapter, which extorted' from him 
this conviclion, was recommended to his 
pery(al by the Rev. Dr. Lowth, after- 
wards Bimop of London. ?t was the 
ft 3d Chapter of the s4 Book of Samuel. 

Being thus convinced of hit miftake* 
he thought it hit dutv to endeavour to 
convince others i and accordingly, in 
>753t publiflied the work already men- 
tioned. In 1758 the Delegatet of the 
Preft at Oi^ford were . recommended by 
the Hebrew Profeflbr to encouragCi; 
amongft varioqs tither particulars, a 
Collation of all thofe Hebrew ' MSS. of 
the Old Teftamcnt, wht^h were preferved 
in the Bodleian Library, and Archbiihop 
Seeker ftrodgly preifed our Author to 
undertake the ta(k, at the perfon beft 
qualified to carry it into execution. In 
1760 he was prevailed upon to give tip 
the remainder ' of his lif; to the arduous 
work, and early in that year publifhecf 
" The State of the printed Hebrew 
Text confidered, Diflertation the Second," 
8vo. wherein he further infoi-ccd tho 
neceflity of the Collation he had fo ftre- 
nuoufly recomihended. In the fame yean 
he publifhed his propofals, and was im- 
mediately encouragtd by a liberal fub-^ 
fcription from the Univerfities of Ox- 
ford, Cambridge, and Dublin } the Arch- 
bifliops of Canterbury, York, and Dub- 
lin I many of the Bimops i fome Noble- 
men ; the principal of the DiiTenting 
Miniders ; and various Clergymen, at 
well as other encouragers of literature. 
The time he propofed to be employed 
in the work was ten years, and he fee 
about to fulfill his engagement with ala- 
crity j determining to exert the utmoft 
of his endeavours to ferve the public, and 
not at all doubting the een^rofity of the 
public for the reward of his labonrs. 
On the 6th of December 1761 he took 
the degree of B. D. and on the 10th of 
the fame month that of D. D. In that 
year his Majetty's name was added to 
thtM of annual rubfcribert for the Cui^ 
of tool* 

The Importance of the Work being 
generally acknowledged, numberlefs ar- 
ticletot information were received from

Some however doubted the neceflity, and 
fome the ufirfulnefs of the undertaking, 
and objcdiont Toon were ftarted b^ dif- 
kttat perlbnt, fome . with a friendly 
view, and fome with a tetolant one. 
Amongft others, the Profeflbr of Dl. 
viaitv at Cambridge, Dr. Rutherforth, 
pnUiflKd •< A Letter to the Rev. Mr. 
Kennkott, in which hii Defence of the 
Stnmfitao Pentatuch is examined, and 
hit Secgnd DiflcrtatioD on the State- of 
the printed Hebrew Text of the Old 
Tcnment is fiiewn to be in many in- 
ftanccs tfijudipous and inaccurate. With 
a Poftfcript, occafioned by his adver- 
tiang, before this Letter was printed, 
that be had an Anfwer to it in the Prefs,'* 
Ivo. 1761. To thi^ Dr. KeAnicott 
poblilhed an immediate reply, ynder the 
title of «* An Anfwer to a Letter from 
theKcv. T. Rutherforth, D.D.F.R.S." 
&c. tvo. If 6%, in th^ pofticript to which 
he dccl9ltd it to be his reib}ution not to 
bedivehedfirom his principal defign by 
taeiigihg in anv further contrbverfy *. 

This tefoltitton he was unable to per- 
levcie in. An antagonift of fuberior 
Older, whofif influence waa too mighty to 
be treated with' negleft, made his ap- 
pcaraoce. This was i)r. Warburton, 
BiAop of Glottcefter, thjrn pofleiTed of 
aH fait powers, and es^erciling authority 
in the world of Letters almoft without 
CQBtrouL This learned writer, finding 
an ezphmation of a |>^flage in the Pro- 
verbs different fioni his own lentiment$. 
attacked the Collation of the Hebrew 
MSS. In the Preface to his Doctrine of 
Grace, 1764, in a ftyle not unufual with 
him, and calculat^ to make ^n unfa- 
vourable impreffion o]| the public inind. 
To repel the attack, Df.'Kcnnicott 
puUfAied " A Sermon preached before 
the Uflivcrfitydf Oxford at St. Mary'^ 
Church on Sunday May 19, 1765,'* 8vo. 
ia the Notes to which he defended him- 
^f with great fpirit, and even alTailed 
his opponent, whofe reflections he pb- 
firved, with legard to' his work, were a 
»ef* ibrtuttotti concourfe of words, of 
fce t cio geneoug and incompatible mean- 
iKgs, which were therefore incapable of 
StmlBg any regular fyftem of oppofition. 



and had therefore the benevolent faculty 
of defti'oying one another. 

In the fummer of 1766 he vxfited Paris 
for the purpofe of examining the MSSi 
in that place, and was received with the 
honours due to him on account of his 
learning and diligence, and of the utility 
of bis undertaking. In November 1767 
he was appointed by the Archbiftiop of. 
Canterbury, and the other Ele^lors^ to 
the office of RadclifFe Librarian. 

In 1768 he publilhed << Oblcrvations 
on the Firft Book of Samuel, Chap, vi^ 
Verfe i9.'' 8vo. Thefc were dedicated 
to Dr. Lowth, the earlieft and molt 
fteady encburagerof the Work, They 
were the fruit of his viGt to Paris, and 
were foon after tranftated into French. 

At length, in the year 1769, the im-' 
portant Work was concluded within the 
period of ten years, originally uromifed. 
On this occahon he publiflied the tea 
annual accounts of the progrefs of thia 
laborious undertaking, by which it ap^. 
peared that the whole money received 
from the rubfcribers amounted to the 
fum of 9JT7I. 7s. 6d. on the recital of 
which Dr. Kennicott exclaims ** Reader* 
What a fum is here ! Let foreign nationa 
read with aftoniibinent this flory of Bri- 
tons and their King, joined by one foieign 
Prince and one foreign Academy, volun- 
tarily contributing for ten years their 
feveral bounties, with a degree of public 
fpirit beyond all example, for the ad- 
compLihment of a work purely fubfer* 
vient to the honour of Revelation j a 
work facred to the Glory of God, and 
the good of Mankind ! And, under the 
powerful influence of this view of my 
work, it is impoifible for me to be fut- 
ficiently thankful, either to thole who 
have honoured with their patronage xr/r, 
as the humble inftrupient in beginning 
and completing it, or to Divine Provi. 
dence for granting me life to finifli it, 
as w^II as refolution to undertake it.'* 
He then iiates, that after dedu6ling his 
income to live on during thefe ten years, 
the money fpent in collations abroad, and 
aipftants at home, there .remained only

had engaged to pay. His iiiduftry had 
been pnremitte4 i ^^ general ruU being 
to devote to it ten or Twelve hours in a 
day, and frequently fourteen ; at leaft.

conttitution.** In this final ftateraent he 
alio, with proper indignation, notices 
Ibme dcfpicable an$l fordid infinuations 
wluch had been thrown on kirn during 
the progirefs of the Work. 

He bad declared at the outlet of bis 
undertaking, that he bad no doubt of 
rfcviving from the public the reward of 
bi» labours. Accordingly, on the death 
ct' Dr. Ballard, ia June 1770, he was 
appointed a prebendary of Wcftminfter, 
Mich in oAober he exchanged ior a 
cancnry of Chrift Church, Oxford. His 
circumilances being thus rendered cafy> 
le entered into the mairiage (late on tne 
gd of January 1771 with Mifs Ann 
Chamberlayne, filter of Mr. Chamb^- 
fcyne, of the Treafury. 

In 1776 he gave the public the firft 
frnitf of his long and laborious taAc, by 
rhe publication of the firfl Volume of the 
Hebrew Bible, with the vaiious readings ; 
and this^ in 1780, was followed by the 
lecond Volume, with a general DifiTcr- 
tation, which completed the work. The 
revifal cf the prefcnt EnclilhTranilation, 
earneflly rcccmmtnded by him, has not 
jtl taken place. 

Dr. Kennicott had enjoyed an extraor- 
dinary firm Ibte of health, which had 
vot been fliaken until near the conclufion 
ef his labours. He had, we are tcld, 
been prelcnted by the Chapter of Exeter ♦ 
to the valuable living of Mynhenyote in 
Cornwall, which, we have been informed » 
be confckntioudy refigned when he found 
bimfclf incapable oi the duty f • At 
length the ihfirmities of age began to 
make incroacbmencs on bim> and, from a 



remark in The Monthly Rcviffw; it leeoM 
as though his friends had the afBidlion to 
fee him before his death in a f^ate of 
alienation of reafon. This probably ia.< 
terropted his laft work, entitled <<'Re. 
marks on Seled PalTages in the Old 
Teftament : to which are added. Eight 
Sermons,** Svo. of whicb 194 pages wert 
printed in his life-time* and afterward^ 
publifhed in iy^j.

1HAVB Ireqimlly thought, that with 
aa sp«tfaj pccoliitr to Englilhmen 
«t fuifer the teaions of the year to take 
Iheir tum» without /bfikientiy refle^^ing 
«ii the finulitude they bear to the lite of 
ami I ami that ia thisrefpeft ninety- nine 
of as out of the hundnd might fall under 
Werter'a reproach, « that the fall of the 
kaf fuggcfts to ua no other ideaihan that 
«f approaching winter/* If we except 
the aloaanack- maker, the bellman, the 
lamp- lighter, and a few others, whofe 
buiinera or whofe intereft it is to uflicr in 
the New Year, the great mal's of the Na- 
tion fuScr it to approach with heedlefs 
iadifitr recce, and perhaps even Robinlbn 
Cmibe paid more attention to conve- 
aicncc'than to morality, when he marked 
the anniverlary by notching a ftick* At 
this feafim of the year it behoves every 
■an 9 like the flulful merchant over his 
hooka, to balance with care his victs and 
virtues, in order to find which pre- 
poodcrates ; for it is with evil qualities 
af with debts, they incceaie by being 
ncgleAcd, and in procefs of time biing 
%nth them not only an inability to pay, 
but a horror at the idea of infpe^lion. 

Not that I would have men obtrude 
dicir reflexions upon fociety, whenever 
occafion oflTers, regardiefs of time, place, 
or pcdbo i for if there be a creature on 
earth more obnoxious than another, it is 
tbc man who moralizes, like Jofeph 
Surface In the Play, till he fets bis au- 
ditors a^lctjp i who annexes importance 
to the tnoi trivial actions of life ; and, 
u Lady Bolingbroke fa id of Pope, 
** plays the politician about cabbages 
and ttimtps/* The wifdom of fuch a 
nao, like the Infiin^ of brutes, a£ls very 
forcibly in a very fmall compals. Amone 
fools he Is reckoned a prodig^r of wiu 
dooif and among wife men a trol. No 
tianiaAion, however trivial, can take 
place, without drawing from him a 
-fe^ngof lentCBtious reficAions. If, for 
loftaace, yo« ftar the £re, he draws a 



laborious comparifon between the life of 
man and a ftovc. " Does not the lire/* 
cries he, «« bum for a time with pleaCng 
brightnefs, afterwards grow dim, then 
die away in aflies, and is it not in coiw 
clufion caft with fcom away > Even luch 
1$ the JW'e of man 5 to day he flrurUhca 
in youth and health, to-morrow fades in 
fickncfs or in age, and the fucceeding 
day^beholds his afhes, like the aihes of 
the grate, configncd to Tome obfcure and 
loathlbme receptacle." All thia is cer- 
tainly very true, but at" the lame time 
very dull ; and thefe retail dealers in 
morality, while they are lamenting tJ^ 
degenerate ft ate of man, do not couCid^ 
that among other failings we poflrfs 
that of not being able to lilien with \yi^ 
tience to their prolix and unxntcrdting 
harangues ; but in thefe cales it is re- 
rnarkable, that amidft all the vices and 
follies with which we tax others, we 
never fuppofe them deficient in fenfe to 
difcover our fuperior wiidom. 

I am not however to be deterreil by 
the offtnfive conduct of thefe minor 
moralifts, from purfuing thofe plans of 
benefit to my fellow creatures, which I 
have eagerly adopted from my eariieil 
youth, and per fevered in without difmay, 
in defiance of repeated failures, exclaim- 
ing with Terence, ** Homo fum, humans 
nihil a me alienum puto.** I have re* 
|>eatedly confidercd with myfelf upon 
ibme mode of ftopping that tide of ditli- 
{Mtion and folly which threatens, like 
another deluge, to deftroy the world. 
At one time I had fome thoughts of 
entering into holy otders, thinking that 
invefted with the facerdotal robe, I 
ihould command more reverence and at- 
tention. But I foon found our. regular 
clergy, to a man, fo devout and fanfli. 
(led, fo careful of the fouls of their pa- 
rifliioners, and fo carelefs of worldly 
riches, that It was evident no merit cf 
mine could (lied a brighter luftre on the 
clerical funAion. I ncxt^etermincd ty 
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enter the Md ofmethodifmy and taually 
contraaed for an oppoTition Chapcd on 
the Surrey fide of the metropolis, and in 
the mean time contented myfelf witK 
}iaranguing from a tub, like the renowned 
Henley. But I foon found all the old 
•women defert my ftandard for that of 
my towering opponent I for, alas! I was 
ill verted inr the arts of captivating the 
rabble : I had no merry ftories at hand 
to tickle my auditors, neither could I 
elevate my eyes till the whites of them 
•were alont: dilcernable 5 I could riot cx- 
hilcratc their imaginations with an ideal 
paradile, or with a geographical account 
of the diftrlfts that would be faved or 
damned j and I fooliflily conceivetl, that 
the man who was ele^jcd to point tjie 
road to heaven, muft be incapable of 
•* ftarving that flock he undertook to 
ieed,'* by burthenirtg their confciehccs, 
and debafing their principles with the 
turbulence, Ariix, and perjury, of a 
conrcftcd eleftion. 

Mv dilkppointmcnts, however, did 
not long dwell upon my mind, J had 
learned wifdom from my former errors, 
and determined to feck Ibme other mode 
of benefiting the world, exclaiming with 
the profaic Addifon^ 

** ' Tis not in mortals to command fuc- 

cefs, 
♦'But we'll do more, Scmpronlus, we'll 

dcfeive it/* 

I obfcrved that next to the venders of 
religion, the multitude nay the grcaleft 
refpea to the venders of phyfic 5 wilirly 
in this preferring the cure of their fouls 
to the cure of rheir bodies, T alio re- 
marked, thnt as tlie chapel of the me- 
thodic ovttrftows while ihc parilh church 
remains empty, fo the advertizing quack 
carries away all the popularity and bu- 
finds 'from the regular phyfician 5 and 
this I found to he uniformly the cafe, 
fnmi the oblcure Empyrlc, whofe private 
'door opens into ihe alley, to the Ei'cu- 
lapiussot Blackfrinrs Road, whofe vis a- 
viscutglares the equipages of Pali Mall; 
a Sage, whofe difiniereKednefs cannot be 
doubted, fince vi-e have it from his own 
mouth.; and whole (kill is fuch, that he 
pofitively undertakes to cure every difeaie 
incident to humanity. In imitation of 
fo great a genius, J have ftudied the 
phyfical ftru6hire of the human mind» 
and prepared with great pains and (kill 
an inttUe^hial phylk, by ;neans of which 
I hope to efi'ea Ihme furpriring cures, 
verified (if necrlfiry) by the affidavit* of 
the parties. I fliall conclude the prei'ent 



paper with exhibiting (omc fpetimtns of 
my attempts to ** minifter to a mind 
difeafed^" thovgh they have not, owing 
to particular circumftanees, bcco crowned 
Vi^ith complete fuccefs, 

Mr. Marmaduke Stentor» hop-faaor 
in the Borough, was gHted by nature 
with a moft powerful voice i but, as flie 
loves to balance her favours, nature had 
not been quite fo bountiful to him in 
the article of braina. This latter cir. 
cumllance Mr. ^tentor of courfe over- 
looked, and found htmfelf received with 
confiderable applaufe at the Debating 
Societies in Panton-ftreet and'Cbaci- 
makers-hall, and in all other places where 
noife is miilaken for argument, and 
ribaldnr for wit. Proud of his arsttorical 
fame, he determined to become a Mem*> 
ber of Parliament^ and join the ftandaid 
of Oppofition, to the delight of tha 
worW, and uttef coniiifion of the Mi- 
nifter.

Beins; a friend to radical Reform, he 
purchafed a rotten borough ; and, hear- 
ing of my medical (kill, applied to me 
to prepare hifn for his arduous under*> 
taking. The medicine was made upy 
and taken ; but, from fome unlucky 
miftake, Mr. Marmaduke Stentor ftop%

Anthony Abftraa, Efq. is an Authof 
by profcflion ; a grand Ichemer, a citi- 
zen of the world, ^nd a philofopher of 
the new crder ; hut from varioiis caufe^ 
has met with various difaKers. He ban 
wiitten plays which were damned, he 
has publiihed novels which moulder ofi 
the fhclf, and tagged vcrfcs of which the 
bellman might be alhamed. In this di- 
lemma he applied to me for a littJfe 
•'.fpirit of brains,'* but fomehow ot 
other did not meet with all the relief he 
cxpefted ; for, after various' adventuresT, 
his grand fchemes were fruftrated by an 
;irreli, and, from being a ^irizen of th% 
world, he is reduced to the liberties of 
the King's Bench, where his philofophy 
is employed in curfing his ill luck, and 
venting impreca(^ions on his perfecutors. 

Mynheer Stuflin Van Doublechin, for^ 
merJy of Amfttidam, but now of St, 
Maiy Axe, mere liaot^ having by tracV 
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tftjuired a large fortiinf > and by gluttony 
i large belly, refolved to begin a new 
ere, and actually lived three days and a 
hzlf upon vegetables, cyder, and fmall ' 
whey. His bufmefs called him a tew 
dayt ago to Norwich, but before he went 
ht repaired to me, to obtain a bottle of 
my never failing medicine, by means of 
which I aflured him he would quickly 
be reftored to health and vigour,' without 
the fmalleft dcHre for any of his former 
indulgence*. But unluckily, on his re- 
turn to London in the Norwich machine, 
being, from the feftive feafon of the year, 
forrounded by huge packages of turkeys. 
Mynheer was fo tranfported by the aub- 
clation of ideas, that my medicine had 
no power to operate, and Mynheer 
StuflSn Van Doublcchin now riots in all 
the luxm-y of turkeys, chines, and tur- 
tles, in defiance of afthma or apoplexy. 

Mifs Honoria Rampant was an un- 
common genius from' her cradle. She 
defpiiisd the forms and ceremonies of her 
own fcx, and courted the fociety of men, 
i*ho received her with open arms.

boievolence of the rich : and if the rich

ity, and not ' the will is wanting) are 
felftjby indolent^ and NEGLECTFUL OP 
THE CONDITIONS ON WHICH THEY 
HOLD SUPERIORITY OF RANK AND 

roRTUNs, they fink into a fituation 
w6rfe than that of being gratuitoujly 
maintained by the poor* They become 
PAUPERS of an elevated and diftin^ 
gtiijbed clafs'i in no way perfonally con- 
tributing to the general dock, but fab- 
(ifting upon the labour of the indufirious 
cottager 5 and whenever Providence 
thinks fit to remove iiich a charafler, 
whether in bxgb or in low life, whether 
rich or poor^ the community is relieved 
from an ulelcl's burthen. 

«* If theie fhould be among my read- 
eri any •ne whofe views are directed to 
l^imlelf only, I coukl eafily fatisfy him,

^ This acute and learned Phyfician vral 
diftinguifhed in early life for great pow- 
ers of dfgumentation and volubility of 
language $ fo that when he difputed iA 
the fchools of Cambridge, t|iey were al- 
ways crowded with auditors. 

He ufed to fay, that when a man came 
to confult him for an out of the way 
complaint, he always prefcribed to the 
ftomach ; when a woman came to him 
in the fame fituation, he dire6led the in- 
tentions of the medicines he ordered to 
the uterus $ and that in general he fuc- 
cecdcd very well with this method of prc- 
fcription. Hippocrates had indeed laid, 
many centuries ago, that the ftomacb 
gives the law to males, the uterus to fe* 
males. 



DR. DALTRT, OF TORK. 

This great praflitioner in medicine 
was of a good Yorkfhire family, and 
born to a good fortune, which he difli- 
pated in early life. He then went to 
Leyden, where he ftudied phylic under 
the immortal Boerhaave, in whofe houfe 
he lived for three years. In his pra^lice 
he was no lefs liberal than fuccefsful, and 
was extremely humane and generous to 
the poor who required his affiftance. He 
was the ^fculapius of his Country j and 
the chearFulnefs and opennefs of his dif- 
pofition were univerfally beloved. At 
his funeral, in the Cathedral of York»

f England appears capricious in Its admiration of excellent ProfedTors in the art of Mufic. 
Its admiration of Mr. S. Wedey (the greateft improvifatore player on the organ at prefent in 
the world ; a man. who on that inilrument adds the verfatiUty and vivacity of Hayden to the 
ilrength and finew of Handel,) has long given way to the wretched flimfy players of great 
execution, but of vc ') little u(tf upon their 'different inftfuments, with which this'iflaod is 
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one of the b^f-ftafidere pronounced an 
eulogium upon his merit j and the af- 
fe£lion of his widow prevented a fub- 
fcription from taking place for the hio- 
nunient to him in that fabric, which was 
decorated with an elegant infcription by 
Mr. Mafon. 

Tradition fecms to furnifh few notices 
of his opinions and of his praflice. He 
fat to receive his patients in a fmall rooni 
of his houfe in York, with his back to a 
large window, oppofite to which he 
placed thofe who came to confult him, 
whofe countenances * he examined with 
great fcrupulofity, and faid that his. 
practice was much dire^ed by that exa- 
mination. He was fo great a favourite 
with bis mafter Boerhaave> that he often 
fent over patients from thp continent to 
confujt him. 

DR. RATCLIFFE. 

Little Is known of this great prac- 
titioner. He is faid to have been very 
fond of prefpribingblifters, and of giving 
little or no medicine till he faw the ap- 
proach of the crifis of the diforder. Dr. 
jBathurft, the learned Pi efident of Trinity 
College, Oxon* at a very advanced age, 
vras very fond of vifiting Katcliflfe ; and 
once, on feeing few books about him, 
afked him where was his ftudy . Ratcliffe^ 
i)ointing to a flcelcton, fome vials, &c. 
he had, faid, <« There it is." " To 
i'ucceed in the pra6lice of medicine," faid 
]ie one day to Mead, then s^ yo^ng phy- 
fician, " there are two methods, to bully 
or to cajoie mankind : I have dope the 
firft, and fuccecded } you (as a Prefby- 
terian) will chufe the latter perhapsj and 
do as well." 

MR* THOMAS PARTE, 

This learned Hiftorian made extrafls 
^n his own language from the papers of 
King James in the Scots College at Paris^ 
which his widow afterwards fold to Mr. 
Cadell. who furniflied Mr, M'pherfon 
vrkh them for his Hiftory ,of England. 
All the curious papers from that College 
might have been now fafely lodged in 
England* had not a very great peifon in 
it iaid, ** that he made no collection of 
manufcripts." Ko one kno>vs where the 
papers are , at prefent ; papers which 
would have been of infinite ufe in illuf- 
t rating an interefting period of Hiftory, 
and which may perhaps be never again 



recovered. Had a noble and aceompliflidt 
Duke continued Secretary of State, tbe 
papers would have been fecured to this 
kingdom : his fucceifor, a true defcendi> 
ant of a mifcrable financier, took nq 
care about them. 

ALEXANDER SMALL, M. M. 
OF BIRMINGHAM, 

'^as a man -of the moit accurate and 
various knowledge that ever came from 
his country, that of Scotland. Whatever 
he knew he knew perfeAly, and he feein^^ 
to have known every thing with a movt 
difcerning fpirit. He was a great fcho- 
iar, an excellent natural and moral phi- 
iofopher, a profound matheniatician, a 
mechanic* and a very accurate obferver 
of life. His modelly would never per- 
mit him to publifh any thing ; and to a 
friend of his, an ingenious man, who has 
publifhed fmce his death, he ufed to fay* 
*' Slay till you_ are forty before you 
pubiim, and I am fure then that you 
never will/* He had a high opinion of 
the power of medicine when properlv 
applied, and ufed to wonder at the fmafi 
doles of medicine given by the I^ondon 
praftitiontrs to their patients. Of th^* 
falfe appreciation we are too apt to make 
of the happinefs of others, he ufed tq 
give the following account : He faid, 
there was a Gentleman of apparent good 
health, of good fortune, and of agreeable 
manners, who came to fettle in a towQ 
where he rcfided. The Gentleman was 
continually uneafy, and complaining of 
his health and fpirits, for which he was 
laughed at by the principal perfons of 
the place, who treated him ^ ^ maioiie 
imaginaire* On his death-bed, however, 
he confefled he had been guilty of a 
murder." 

He fufpe^ed hypochondriacifm to be 
fometimes owing to the operation of an 
a^ive mind in a fituation to which« it 
was not congenial. The ingenious and 
excellent Author of Sandford and.Mcrton, 
Mr. Day, wrote fome lines on the death 
of Dr. Small (who was his moft intimate 
friend), which have, fince his own un- 
fortunate death, been inJcribed upon his 
monument in the church of Wargrave, 
Ber^s. 

Dr. Small (aid once to a conceited ao4 
wrong-headed practitioner, who had been 
fpilling oceans of human blood, and who 
gravely remarked to himj that he had

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good itufim to thinky that in thtic de-

He was difpleafed with Sauvages for

He 
thought him however right in attributing 
occalionally the caufes of hypochon* 
driacifm to too much felf-love, too much

HAVING lately feen a partial and 
imperfed account of the late Rev. 
T. Alcock in your Magazine for Octo- 
ber, I have taken the firft opportunity 
my leifure hours afforded of communi- 
cating to you fome further particulars 
relating to that Gentleman, which will 
iet his chanUiler in a different point of 
view. When living I refpc^ed his vir- 
tnes $ now he is no more, I will vindi* 
cate his memory from the eife6is of mlf- 
xepreicntation. 

To mention the defe^^i of a good man 
xnufl be painful to a feeling mind, but to 
dwelJ with circumilantial minutenefs 
upon every failing, to magnify error into 
vice, and fupprcis every trait of excel- 
lence, is a fpecies of depravity, one 
would imagine, rarely to be met with in 
a civilized country, and in an age which 
calls itftlf enlightened. Experience con- 
vinces us of the contrary j the pra^ice 
of traducing departed merit is become fo 
common as to lofe in a great meafure its 
rnormity. But the frequency of guilt 
cannot juftify an offender ; nor the exam« 
pic of tbouiands fanflify the commilfion 
pf a crime. No fooner is a man removed 
frvm this llage of earthly exifteace, than 
envy, urged on by pride, and goaded by 
inalice, ftarts forth to Ipread her baleful 
ihadow over his memory : fcarcely could 
a Burke retire to his grave (a man to 
whom it is hardly too much tp fay this 
country owes her independenpe), before 
a M*Cormick comes forward, eager to 
difplay his (kill in the art of deliroying 
charaAers. But we need not look for 
proofs of the truth of this obfervation 
among men blind'ecf by the rancour of 
political animofity, and fmarting from 
the iting of difappointment ; the pra^ice 
has pervaded every rank, it- i^ extended 
to all degrees in fo^lety^ He, who is 
determined to prcferve the integrity of 
his principles, and a^ up to the obli- 
gations impofed upon him ny the purcil of 



all religions, will neceitkrily have many 
enemies^ the gayi the frivolous, and the 
unprincipled, will laugh at that virtue 
yrhich they cannot imitate, and decrf 
that excel ience which refle£ls upon their 
own milcondu^. 

When the merits of a man are brought 
before the tribunal of the public, and 
*« A Sketch of his Life and Charaaer** 
profciTcdly given, it Teems neceflary to 
the purpofes of juftice to take his vir- 
tues into the account, and to reprefent 
them at leaft as faithfully as his fmgu^ 
larities are minutely delcribed. This, 
however, your CorreipondentG. C. fecms 
to have regarded as an a6l of foper- 
erogation ; when he had drawn V a cha« 
ranker fufhciently marked by confiderablo 
talents as well as great fmgularity,** he 
iecms to have thought he had done aU 
that bis duty required. As I differ from 
him in opinion in this refpe^t, and can* , 
not help thinking the virtues of a masi 
principally render him an intereftir^g ob- 
jedl of biography, I will fill up that part 
of the piaure which he has left incom<» 
plete, and re^lify any errors he may ap« 
pear to have fallen into. 

Mr. Alcock, the fubjeft of thefe ftiort 
Memoirs, was entered a ftudent at 
Brazen Nofe College, Oxford, at an early 
age, and at the umal time took his de.' 
grees of B. A. and M. A. paiHng through 
the intermediate examinations in a man- 
ner creditable to himlell', and fatisfaflory 
to the fociety of which he was a membcr« 
Dr. Shippen, tben principal of Brazes 
Nofe, who is Hill remembered for the 
itri«5l difcipiine he maintained, took no- 
tice of his ;nerit, and once paid him the 
compliment of reauefting a fecond recital 
of hi& declamation, << on account of the 
merit (as he exprelTed him(elt) of the 
qompolition.** At that time it wax 
cuilomary for every (Indent, who abfented 
hlmfelf from morning prayers, to deliver 
to the principal a copy of Latin verfrs, 
in which be endeavoured to excufe his 
negligence. 
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aegligcncey woA to irert the punifliment 
lie had incurred. On tlie(e occafions 
Mr. A. diltinguiftied hiinfelf by the 
elegance of his Latin, and the ingenuity 
of- his defence. His fervices were fre* 
^tiently volunteered in the caufe of an 
offending fellow- ftiident, and many a 
criminal owed his acquittal to the ability 
of his iinfufpe6ted advocate. From an 
Yuifortunate coincidence of circumftances> 
fceioe^ difappointed in his hope of be- 
coming a fellow of that refpcftable fo- 
cicty, he found it neccflary to leave Ox- 
ford, and retire to a curacy in the coun- 
try. ' That venerable feat of learning, 

«• Where thro* poetic fceues the genius 

roves, 
" Or wanders wild in academic groves,'* 

he quitted with the utmoft regret ; yield- 
ing to a power it was vain to contend 
a^ainftv he fucceeded in obtaining, after 
lome difficulty, the fmali cure ot Stone- 
iioufc in Devon(htre, and with this tri- 
fling pittance contrived to maintain his 
independence, and to pain the refpc^ as 
well as lore of his parifhioners. Aware 
of a truth, of which many feem to be 
ignorant, that the condu£^ of the clerey 
is of the greateft confequence to the 
caiiie of relieion, he determined fteadiJy 
to perform all the duties of his office, 
unmoved by the fear of Angularity, un- 
tnaifed by any confideration of worldly 
advantage. To this refolution he ad- 
bered in the loweft circumfhmces of his 
fortune ; and when his merit had brought 
liim forward, and placed him in a more 
comfortable fituation, he ftill perfevered 
in the fame line of conduct. Tnough his 
Jeaming was profound and embraced a 
Tariety of l'ubje£ls, an^ his difpoGtiou 
fbch as would have rendered him the 
delight of any ibciety, he chofe rather to 
fpend his life in the calm retreat of do- 
ineftic privacy, amid the circle of a few 
leledk iriends, than fuffer the vexations 
vrhich a more public entrance into the 
world, and' a general and enlarged ac- 
quaintance, always induce. From this 
refervcd turn of mind, as well as from a 
ftrong principle of duty, which regulated 
all his condud, he took more pleafure 
in inilruCling ^nd advifing thofd who 
Hood in nerd of his counfel, m reproving 
]the profligate, and encouraging the un- 
fortunate, than in Iharing the tieftivities 
of the rich, or frequenting the aiTemblies 
of the ^reat. 

In his religious opinions he was what 
l» pfuiilly nyled a High- Churchman^ 



from coDvi6(ton t firm believer and tfeadr 
fupporter of the do^rines of the Church 
of England. Candid however, and li- 
beral in this refpe^, he willingly liftened 
to objeftions, when he thought them 
confcientioufly ur^ed, and felt no refent- 
nient againft thole whom he could not 
convince. Well verfed in the fludy of 
divinity, and acquainted with every thing 
that concerned his faith, it rarely hap- 
pened but his arguments removed the 
doubts, and fatisfied the fcruples of the 
wavering. An eminent inftance of his 
fuccefs in recovering to the bofom of the 
church the heir of a refpe^lable family in 
Devonihire, who, led away by the force 
of an heated imagination and the fug- 
geftions of a few artful men, had been . 
induced to join a modem fed, is well 
known, and I believe gratefully acknow- 
ledged. In politics, as foreign to his 
profsflion, he interfered but little i he 
wiflicd well to the liberties of his coun- 
try, and thought them moft likely to be 
preferved under the aufpices of a good 
King. With a cool penetrating judg- 
ment,^ pofleffing great ftrength of mind, 
he was immoveable in his refolves} ' 
hence he was fteady In his friendihips, 
and fixed in his areriions. His avcr- 
iions, however, were few $ if any abfent 
perfon became the topic of converfation, 
and fell under the diipleafure of calum- 
niating goilips, he always ftood forth in 
his defence $ and, when he could no 
longer be blind to the follies which iiared 
him in the face, he ftrove to palUata 
what he could not approve. 

To his relations he was generous and < 
indulgent, ever ready to relieve their 
wants, and alleviate their diltrefles. 
Thofe who were pining in obfcuritv, and 
unable to advance themfelves m the 
world, he refcued from poverty, and 
placed in fuch fituations as afforded them 
an opportunity of becoming refpeflablt 
members of the community. To many, 
whofe mifcondufi would have jullified 
i^gle^i he continued his bounty. A 
favourite fentiment of his from Seneca 
will exemplify this part of hischaraSeri 
"Bis dat, qui cito dat.*' He freely dif- 
tributed among his friends a portion of 
that property in bis iifi: time, which at 
his death he meant to be whollv theirs. 
He was unfortunate in a fecond matrix 
monial conneflion, which he entered into 
at an advanced period of life, confirming 
the truth of one of Dr. Johnfon's re- 
marks, ** that thofe whom marriage does 
pot tind equal, it ftldom makes fc.** 
^ This 
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as 



Ijhis ladf vn$t in -alinoft every thin^) 
the direct oppo^te of bimfelf. He evi* . 
dently drooped for fome years previous 
lo hit death, nvbich happened the be- 
ginning of Auguft (not September, as 
your Correfpondcnt G. C. nates) X79S, 
Ufiog nearly atuincd to the 90th year 



of bis a^. As his life had been amiablo 
and uieiul, fo his death was tranquil, and 
undillurbed by any fears of futurity.

MISS MARIANNE, 

I TAKE leave to congratulate you 
on being pronounced, by competent 
judges, moft likely to equal all ot your 
fac, who have preceded you, in the fcience 
of Mufic J in confcqucncc of which, it 
was very natural for the amateurs to en- 
deavour to peduade you (who would 
prove fo capital an acqulfition, and fo 
great an ornament to that favourite 
amufcment) to add to the entertainment 
of the mufical world : in (hort, you have 
been folic ited t^ come upon the ftage. 
Yowanfwer was, that you underftand 
the lofs of charafter would be the imme- 
diate confequence of taking fuch a ftep. 
Your reafon does yoti infinite honour : 
this notion arofc from, I prefume, your 
Wfog heard that no woman on the ftage 
vas ever deemed virtuous : believe me 
tbis is a vulgkr and falfe conceit ; it is 
their own imprudent condu6^, and not 
the voice of the public, that ftigmatizes 
(htm with fuch infamy. I am indeed 
to confefs, that the inftances of virtuous 
**omen on the ftage are rather rare ; but 
will it not therefore, Mifs Marianne, 
greatly redound to yoUr honour, to add 
ttother to thefe very few inilances^ I 



will not, in order to perfuade you to 
appear on the ftage, remind you that 
there has been a Duchefs of Bolton, who, 
in the early part of her life, belonged to 
the theatre; becaufe I am perfuaded, 
the virtue of this lady did not raife her 
to her enviable titles *. Such an ex- 
ample, therefore, would tend rather to 
increaie than lefTen an aversion to theilage 
in a virtuous mind ; but I am happy itt 
being able to fpcak confidently ot Mrs, 
Pritchard, and Mrs. Palmer her daughter 
(for they were both on the ftage in my 
time ) : the mother afted with the grcateit 
applaufe, as well in tragedy ,a» comedy, 
for many years, and behaved with the 
utmoft prudence and propriety : fhe re- 
tired fome time before her death, which 
happened in April 1768, was buried in 
Wefhninfter Abbey, and has an epitaph 
written by the Poet Laureat of that time, 
the late William Whitehead, Efq. 5 fome 
lines, recording that fhe preferved an 
unimpeached, irreproachable, and unfuU 
lied character throughout her private life,.

with fuch a natural gift he has vouch- 
fafed you ; when I confider that your 
complying with the requeft of your real 
friends will prove the fincerity of your 
obedienpe to your parents, in complying, 
contrary to your own inclination, to 
both their wiihes ; it will (hew a proper 
deference, in a young perfon, to the 
more experienced judgment of your 
friends ^ befides you will, by your filial 
piety, have it in your power to provide 
for your father and mother, in cafe ca- 
pricious fortune (hould chance to frown 
on them, and thev (hould happen to be 
long lived, and affiifled with infirmities 
in the latter part of their lives, your 
compliance will render you the admi- 
ration of the public ; all theiie feveral 
confederations cannot but induce me to 
think you ought to meet the wifhes of 
ihofe who arc fo fmcerely concerned for 
your future fuccefs in lite, and I hope 
YOU will duly weigh whatever you have 
iieard on fo important a fubje6t, and not 
raflily (for you will not be able to fay 
unadvilcdly) AifFcr Co great a bleifing of 
Providence (for all natural gifts are 
providential) to pafs you i but that you 



will receive it with humble thanks itiA 
fubmifTivc gratitude, and exercife it for 
your own private emolument, and the 
entertainment of a generous public. 
Indeed, I cannot but confider the not 
accepting what the Supreme Being has 
bfcen pleafed to voiiclifafe, or not making 
a proper ufc "tof it to the beft advantage, 
otnerwife than as almoft bordering oq 
impiety ; neither your parents nor friends 
have the leaft doubt but that your com- 
pliance will prdve a blefllifg fo you, id 
every acceptation of that word; and 
remember that fuch an opportunity 
miffed is irretrievably gone, loft for ever 3 
in the words of Siiakfpeare, it never re* 
tuiTis : 

*« There is a tide in the afFa'rs of men,

<< Is bound in (hallows, and in miferies.** 
—Julius Ca'sar, Aftiv. Scene 3* 

Is it not therefore more advifablc to 
facrifice your own inclination at the 
flirine of filial piety, of the fmcere foK- 
citationof teal friends, «d of your own 
cftablifhmcnt in and for Vih with honour 
and credit, thai* at that of your own 
judgment ? as yet, as may be prefumcd, 
not fo perfe^ly matured by experience 
as that of thofe who have gone before 
you through this tranfitory world. 

I am afraid, in cafe you perfevcrc in 
your refufal to oblige, you will have 
reafon, in the courfe of your future lifict ^ 
to repent; and in that repentance, to 
lament and to upbraid yourfelf with 
having wilfully made a ra(h and prema. 
ture refolution ; apd will alfo thereby 
(hew rather an indecent difrcfpe6l to the 
advice of your bcik friends ; as you muft 
always reflect, that their endeavour to 
periUade you to appear in public, was 
the refult of a (incere opinion in them 
all, that the following fuch advice would 
inevitabl)\ turn out to your own future 
welfare and happinefs ; nay, fome may 
even b6 of opinion, that you blve thereby 
incurred the iin of filial impiety. To

CURIOUS ANECDOTE 

o? 

THE VENETIAN STAGE: 

A GOOD HINT FOIt. THE REFORMATION OF OUR OWN^ 



THE Venetian Stage had long been 
in polfeflion of Goidoni, a dramatic 
poet, who, by introducing buftlc and 
ikew into his pieces, and writing princi- 
pally to the level of the Gondoliers, 
•rrival to the firft degree of popularity 
in Venice. He had a rival in Pielro 
Chiari, whom the belt critics even thought 
warfc than Goidoni j but fuch an epi. 
demic phreniy feized the Venetians in 
favour of tlfcfe two writers, that it 
qaickly fprcad itfelf to almoft 9U parts 
of Italy, to the great detriment of better 
aothors, and the derangement of the 
public taAe. 

It is difficult to tell how long this 
dramatic mania would have continued, 
bat for the following circumftance : 

Carlo Gozzi, a younger brother of a 
noble family, was the firft that attacked 
Coldo&i ami Chiari, and many others 
£wn followed. The two bards, finding 
themfelvet thus attacked, thought pro- 
per to fufpend their mutual animolity, 
and join to oppofe their adverfaries. 
taiiari was a great profs fcribbUr^ as well 
a$ a comedy ^monger t fo that a briik paper 
^»ar was quickly commenced, which 
gitw hotter and hotter by rapid degrees. 

It haopened one day that Carlo Gozzi 
•let with Goidoni in a bookfellerU fhop. 
They exchanged (harp words, and in the 
heat of the altercation Goidoni told 
Cotti, •• that though it was an eafy 
talk to find fiult with a play* it waa 
very difficult to write one/* Gozzi ac-, 
kiiowledged ** that to find lault with 
a play was really very eafy, but that it 
vas Hill eaficr to write fuch plays as 
would pleai'e fo tbooi^htlefs a nation as 
Ae Venetians ;" adding, with a tone of 
contempt, ** that he had a good mind to

make all Venice run to ice the tale of the 
three Oranges formed into a comedy." 
Goidoni, with fome of his partizans then 
in the (hop, challenged Gozzi to do it^ 
if he could ] and the critic, thus piqued, 
engaged to produce fuch a comedy within 
a- few weeks. 

Who could have ever thought, that to 
this trifling and cafual dil'pute Italy 
ihould owe the greateft dramatic writer 
that it ever had ? Gozzi quickly wrote 
a comedy in five a6ls, entitled / Tre 
Aranci ; or, 'the three Oranges j formed 
out ^i an old woman's ftory, with which, , 
the Venetian children are much enter- 
tained by their nurfes. The comedy 
was a(led, and the three beautiful 
Princefles, born of the three enchanted 
Oranges, made all Venice crowd to the 
theatre of St. Angelo. 

It may be eafily imagined that Goidoni 
and Chiari were not fpared in the tre 
Aranci. Gozzi found means to intro- 
duce in it a good many of their theatrical 
abfurdities, and expofed them to public 
derifion. 

The Venetian audiences, like the reft 
of the world, do not much relifh the 
labour of finding out the truth \ but 
once point it out to them, and they will 
inftantly feize it. This was remarkable 
on the tirft night that the comedy of The 
Three Oranges was ifled^ The fickle 
Venetians, torgetting inftantly the loud 
acclamations with which they had re* 
Gcived the greateft part of Goldoni^s 
and Chiari's plays, now laughed out 
moft obftreperouily at them both, and 
applauded The Three Oranges in a moil 
frantic manner. 

This good fuccefs encouraged Gozxi 
to write morc; and hit plays changed in a 

kittle 
S 
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little time Co entirely the tafte of the 
Venetian avidiencesy that in about two 
feafons Goldoni was entirely ftripped of 
his theatrical hofiours> and poor Chiarl 
totftlly annihilated • Goldom qiaitt^ 
Italy, and went to France, confiding 
much in Voltaire* s iniereft and recom- 
mendations, which procured him the 
place of Italian mailer to one of the 
Frincefles at Verfaiiles ; and Chiari re- 
tired to a country houfe in the nei^h* 
bourhood of Brefcia. 

Thofe who arc any way critlcariy ac- 
quainted with the knowledge o^ our 
Knglifli ftage, cannot forbear drawing a 
comparifon b iween its ft ate at prefent, 
and that of the Venetian > under the con- 
troul of Goldoni and Chiari. tf the 
Venetians, forty yeait ago, were intcxi- 
cated with fie^acle^ imf^obnbU fahUf 
and low b:-ffoonrry \ have we not oUr 
fpf&rei and bobgobttnsy our manual 'ujity 
miferable puns, and improbable JabUs\ 
with chaia5lcrs more drawn from the' 
narrow or ideal vit^s of the writers, than 
from truth or general nature ? Nay, what 
is ftill worfe \ are not we in danger oi 
having our ftage inundated with a new 
fnecieS' of Gerfffan moraliif 5 where either 
the ranks cf iubordination are conftantly 
^atcmpted :obe invaded, or proftitution 
luiiered to triumph- over the weaknefs of 
humanity ? 

it is no excufe to the writers, the ma- 
nufacturers, or tvanflators^ of fuch piecea 
to fay, ^hat they tvtrk to pleafe their 
cujUmers \ and if the latter are gratified 
with tl)eir peiibrmancest their obje6l is 
attained : writers, tofpired with a true 
defire of fame, freuld not feek their 
emoluments in the ignorance or paflions 
of the public. It It ftili lefs an excuie 
to thofe of ^Tupcricr talents, to repoic in 
indolence under the exhibition of fuch 
pieces : they (hould confider' themi^K'ea 
as guardian I of the public tafte, and as 
lucli k ie their duty to draw off the 
public mind to more rational enjoyments. 
This is not fo diftkult a taik too, as is 
generally imagined ; for though the great 
Aials ot Englifti audiences fometimes 
cannot, and often will not, « be at the 
trouble of thinking for themfelves," let 
sc ytritcr, properly qualified, think far 
tbem \ and they will, like the Venetians, 
loon join in the laugh aeainft their fojt- 
nicr follies and intt-xications. 
- Thdfe convcrlam with the ftate of the 
flage in the reign of Charles the Second, 
muft;4ook back withhorK>r and contempt 



at moft of the' miferable produftioot of 
that a^e ; where novelty was the great 
"idol ot the day, and where even wit and 
genius ibme^mes itooped to aftift her ia 
her fantaftical and ridiculous drapery s 
yet no fooner did *< 1 he Rehearlal" ap- 
pear, wherein the abfurdities of tho|« 
pieces were pointed out and properly ri- 
diculed, than fucceflive audiences made 
atonements for their paft miftakes, and 
banifhed the greater part of them from 
the ftage for ever, 
'< Thus fliame regained the poft that 

fenfc betKiy'd, 
" And virtue call'd oblivion to her aid.'* 

Our own timet produce us fimilar >n- 
ftances: Garrick's fine natui-al ailing 
and tranfcendcnt powers foon put to 
flight the hoft of pantomime mongers^ 
wire dancers, &c. who infefted at tiia& 
period the two winter theatres. O'Uara's 
*« Midas** had the fame efFeft upon th* 
operas which were about \» be introduced 
into Dublin about foi*ty years aj[o,- t» 
the exdufion almoft of all dramajtic per* 
fbrmances ; whiUt GoldIi»ith*s " Good- 
nattuied Man,*' and Footers " Piety in 
Pattens** put a ftop to a fpecies of fen- 
ttmentai comedy, which, inftead of tJie 
Jhetuluffi vitePi was nearly converting the 
theatre into a». kaU'-intwmed academy^ 
for moral philoibphy. 

We truft this hint will be fufficient 
for men of real ^nius* Some we know 
to be well q|Ualii&d» by their former pro*. 
duAions, tor fuch a taik ; and many 
more, no doubt,* though unknown to the 
drama, .who Would find proper empltiy* 
ments fn* their talents in this depart, 
ment. The object would be-finr above 
the bare emolument of fueh a fervice > it 
would be recovering to the ftage kM 
priftine character — *« Dekitando pariiir- 
que monendd*^"^9JBA giving the rule anfl 
the example to fuceeuive authors to write 
up to this ftandard. In ftiort, ail would 
be benefited by fueh a reibrmation : the 
Managers would liave fuller audieoces ^ 
as, in addition to the /<m/s> the triflers^ 
and indijferertts^ they would have the 
refort and countenance of men of ienfe^ 
sa(te, and education. The a£l«s would 
^njoy more of the benefits of their pra« 
firifion, 1^ having theiv talents properly 
exerted. The audiences would find in 
the cup of entertainment the fweeta of 
impix>v«iiient, wbilft the authors would 
gather with their emoluments the higher 
rewasda of a virtuous reputation.

AT the conclufion of the Trial of 
Mr. Haftings, that difgrace to the 
Nation (as the Chairman of the E^ft 
India Company lately with great pro- 
prietv called it), the Houfe of Lords 
direfted that the Lord High Chancellor 
ihonld give order for the printing and 
pabliAiing of the whole ot the proceed- 
ings i an arder which has not yet, nor 
we fuppole ever will be carried into exe- 
cution. Porthenon- performance of this 
order, many rcafons of fufficient validity 
naj be afiigned : amongft the reft, that 
which is not the leaft, the impofllbiiity 
^ nrociiriiig any perfon who would im- 
pott Dpon himfeif the labour of reading 
twelve volumes in folio on a fubjed al- 
itady obiblete. Could the whole pro» 
eccdings be effaced and forgotten, it 
would rcdoond to the honour of the 
Natioa^ but as that cannot be hoped, 
it is necefiarv that fome authentic me. 
morial of this long protra^Hcd trial, this 
fpawB of inflated oratory, fliould be 
traofinitted to pofterity. 

The preient Volume, which is not 
printed for ial{ is that which Mr. 
naftings has thought nece(&ry to guard 
his fntore fame. It contains, ift, The 
Debates of the Lords in their own Houfe 
(alreadv printed by Mr. Woodfall) on 
theevidence of the trial f afligning and 
ififcnffing, on both tides, the arguments 
apon each queftion propofed tor their 
?«nli6l, and ending with their verdi£(> 
fevetalJy and folemnly delivered.

queftiofls propofed for the indemnifi- 
cation of Mr. Haftlhgs*s lofles fufiained 
in the courfe of the trial, and for granting 
him a bounty as a fvward for his ier vices ;

fubje£ts by the Court of Diredors ia 
concert with his Majefty*s Minifters. 

3d, The Addreffes of the BritiOi In- 
habitants of the City of Calcutta, and 
of the Officers of the Army of the Ben- 
gal Eftablilhment, delivered before the 
Trial.

fo to the fublcribers. 

5thftndlaft, The Letters of Congra- 
tulation which were written to Mr. 
Haftings by the British inhabitants of 
Calcutta $ by the Officers of the different 
ftations of the army on the B«:ngalEftab- 
lifhment ; and by the Britifh inhabitants 
of the Company's Settlement at Fort 
Marlborough J with his written acknow* 
Icdgments of the fame. 

To the whole is prefixed a preface by 
Mr. Ha (lings, admirably written, from 
which we (hall make ibme extra^U : 

•'*The impeachment,*' he obferves, 

«« had, from a variety of well known 

caules, excited at firlt a curiofity and 

inttreft in the minds of the public to 
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an unccrnmon degree ; but as year after 
yetr dragged on the lengthened proceed- 
ings, without opening any apparent 
profpcft of their termination, this very 
circumflan(:e, which had a principal 
ihare in producing the fird impreflion, 
and which might have been expe6\ed to 
augment it in proportion as the caufe 
was greater, deprived it of much of its 
effect . The wonder ceafed at what had 
been long and without variation in ule | 
and at length faded into indifference to 
all but the Taft refult, which had ftill the 
power of novelty to attraft it, 

" By him ^ho was the immediate 
fubjcft of this great fpcftacle, thefe 
changes wrought by it in the minds of 
Ijis countrymen were contemplated with 
much regret and folicitude. JBound to 
.the 'ilake during a period of nine long 
years, aiid aHailed 33 he had been by all 
the'powcr of the nation let loofe at once 
upon him, all his hopes of future retri- 
bution grew naturally out of tlie fen- 
^ations of that part of his fubftance (if 
the expreflion may be allowed) which 
had fuflPered moil from the attacks of his 
accufers, and to which ]:hey were wholly 
directed ; his prefent fanie> and the elii- 
ipation of his chara^ler in the judgment 
of futurity. Had he been permitted to 
mix* in that quiet retirement which his 

, time of life demanded, with the general 
inafs of fccicty, the utmoft cxtenfion of 
exiftence which he cpuld have expefle^, 
beyond the duration of his bodily. fram?, 
was what a page of hiftory might bc- 
flow upon him, tor having, m a troubled 
adminiftration of thirteen years, yielded 
fome acceflion of wealth and refpefl to 
the general ftock of his country. B\it 
when every meafure of his Government 
was arraigned as criminal in the name of 
that country, and crimes uncharged were 
preft into .the faufe againft him ; and 
when the two great parties which divided 
this kif)gdom, difagpeeing in all things 
befjdes, agreed in his condemnation, he 
iaw himielt placed, as it were, on a leaf- 
fold of fuch elevation as to become a 
confpicuous objeft, not to one alone, but 
to remote ^ges and diftant nations ^ and 
his name doomed to be reconled in large 

" and lafting remembrance, in . the cha- 
ra6>ers of praife or infamy, according as 
the final imie or the trial, if he lived to 
reach it, fliould hamp it with either. 
Uiiequal as the contcA feemed, he knew 
his own innocence, and thus confcious 
looked i'orward with confidence to that 
in*ue 5 fearful only leafl the courfe of 
nature, in which there were many clvances 



againft him, might intercept it; and, 
while unconcerned for any incidental 
confequences of the trial, hopctul only 
that his reputation might ultimately 
rife, and ifs duration ir.creaic, in pro- 
portion to the attempts which had been 
made to deprefs and deilroy it. 

** If in entertaining this expeftation 
he wa$ miflcd by a faUe eftimate of his 
own importance, many circumftances 
conrpired to crcatt, and to juftify the 
delulion : the enthufiaftic anxiety of his 
numerous friends $ the refpcft which, 
even in the mott unfavourable times of 
his profecution, he experienced from 
ilrangcrs amongfl whom he occafionally 
mixed, but to whom he always fought 
to be unknown ; the marked intereft of 
his legal advocates in his caufe, greatly 
exceeding the impulfe of mere profcfiional 
zeal, and adding a redoubled force to 
their accuflojned eloquence, though all 
flrangers to him btfore they were en- 
gaged in his defence ; the animated re. 
pliejj which were made by many of the 
witnefles, both thofe who were called to 
the profecution and to the defence, to 
queAions put to them refpefting his 
general charaflerj and the loaded tcfti- 
monials of the native inhabitants of the 
provinces which he was charged with 
having opprefTed, plundered, and defo- 
lated, not only difavowing the complaint 
made in their behalf, but profefTing thf 
contrary fentiments of applaufe ani 
thank fulnefs. To thefe may be added*, 
though of prior event, ,ihc adJiefics ot 
the firitiih iiMiabitants of Calcutta, an^ 
of the officers of the army ; the fii-fl de- 
livered to him on the day of his de- 
parture from them 5 the latter fcnt after 
nim to England ; which were fuch tefti- 
monies of general approbation iB had 
never been beltowed on any of his pre- 
decefTors in the office which he had held, 
though many were moft defcrving of. 
them. His own heart told him that his 
intentions had been good ; and fuccels 
had invariably attended them. If from 
fo many concurrent reafons he had arrp-^ 
gated to him fe If fome prettnfions to ce- 
lebrity, it was not either unnatural or 
imreafonable to cxpe6l a much larger 
portion of it in the event of his acquittal 
from fo Icvere and complicated a cWgc> 
preferred by fo great and refpc6lable a 
body, and tried by fo auguft a tribunal, 
with a world (as might be faid) for ijs 
' afTeffors. Had that tribunal pronounc<jd 
Lis condemnation, inltead of his acquit- 
tal, his name would have been founded 
with infamy to every nat^ion in Europe, 

and 
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tad recorded with that dreadful adjun£^ 
to the lateil pofterity : he muft have 
abandoned his own country, or remained 
in it an outcaft from fociety ; nor found , 
in any other a peaceful rclting place for 
the loies of his feet, except that only, 
if there he might have been permitted to 
end the (hort term of his remaining days,' 
which was the fcenc of his allcdged ini- 
quities, ami which had already pro- 
n.'unced a very different judgment upon 
them. Surely then the converfe ought 
to be his lot, fmce he has pafled through 
fuch an ordeal, and flood the ted of it. 
Not fo : the event of his trial fcemed at 
thef7.T7ic inftant to have clofed the public 
attention upon it, though for a ihort 
interval revived by the generous efforts 
of his ever indulgent mafters, the Eaft 
India Company, lo alleviate his pecu- 
niary lofTes, and, by an aft of extiaor- 
dir.ary bounty, to ftamp their approba- 
tion on his part lervices. The merits of 
his trial are now kno^wn but to a few, 
ard by a very fmall portion of thefe 
diftinrtly rcnicmbcred. To the refl of 
the world, if it recurs at all, the length 
of its duration, and its legal iflue, are 
probably ail that remain of it Thus 
lar the plea of Davus, and his nia(ter*s 
fliort and decifive reply may be aptly 
Applied to the cafe of Mr. Haftings, in 
his appeal to the jufticc of his country : 

*' Non hominem occidi— non pafces iq 
cruce corvos." . 

Well will it be for him, if no worfe 
deftlny awaits him. The virtuts of can- 
dour and benevolence are gentle and im- 
' cbtnifive j and, although the portion of 
the far greater part ot mankind, rarely 
operate to the benefit of thofc who are 
the public objefts of them. The fevc- 
rity of cenfvre is an aftive principle, 
and when under the guidance of malice 
or prejudice, though but the breath of 
an individual give it utterance, it will 
fometimcs overpower* or at leafl outlaft 
the It ill voice of applauding thou (and?. 
Something like this he has already ex- 
perienced | and, to *guard againft the 
future tffefts of fuch a caufe, it was na- 
tural for him to wifh to place, either in 
the hands of the public, or in fuch other 
as would enuire a' conveyance to pofle - 
rity, fome memorial which might ferve 
at the fame limc for a proteftion to his 
future fame, and a jultificaiion of his 
acquittal 5 for exalted as that Court is, 
by which it was pronounced, its juflice 
|flay bv, and has been arraigned/' 



Mr; Haftings then enumerates the 
contents of the prefent Volume, ai^ 
makes his acknowlegment to his friends 
for the kindnels and fidelity of their at- 
tachment to him. He then notices the 
portrait of Lord Thurlow, prefixed to 
the Work, which he declares *« is not 
intended as a tribute of gratit-ule, but as 
the pledge of a vcier^tion lurpalfing far 
all that he ever felt for any huiKaii being.*' 
He. then particularizes the bodi<rs of men 
who nobly Itood forwai*d in his defence, 
and to whom he owes his prefent enviable' 
fituation, 

*« Endlefs would be the tafk,'' he con- 
cludes, ** to enumerate all the benefits 
which he has received, which \vere ren- 
dered neceffary by his impeachment, and . 
were heaped upon him in confequence of 
it. To an ingenu us and independent 
fpirit, fuch a burthen, uwder other cir- 
cumftances, would be intoicralde. To 
him it is the rcverfe. HemuiVhearit 
through lire, nor can he, n r ought he' 
to wifh evtr to (hake off its weight. 
Every benefit fo contcrred ennobles the 
heart which prompted itj and does ho- 
nour to its objeft. Like the poet's dc- 
fcrlption of mercy, * it is twice bled : 
it blcffeth him that gives, aM him that 
takes.' HJs public mends of this de- 
fcription have been many j his perfonal, 
iBotafew, Of the firft ot" thefe clalTcs 
are the native inhabitants of the firifi/h 
dcmini i.iS in India, who intci'poied their 
confederated luffrages in his behalf. In 
both, perhaps, he may include a great 
part of his countrymen, who united 
theirs for a diiTerent though equally be- 
neficent purpoi'e. 

" It is to thefe laft almoft cxclufively, 
to the Britifh inhabitants of Calcutta, 
to the officers of the army on the eftab- 
lifliment of Bengal, and to his fellow- 
fervants of the fettlemcnt of Fort Marl- 
borough, that he devotes the books of 
this imprelTion. He dcfires that they 
may be feverally prefenied to every 
Gentleman who has already manifefted 
an intereft in the fubjeft of them, by the 
joint addrelTes to which they have affixed 
their names. He requells their accept- 
ance of them, wifhing them to be con- 
fidered rather as a charge than as a gift. 
They have all made his their common 
caufe by their cfpoufal of it. He makes 
it his requefi that they will retain thefe 
depofjts themfelves while living, and 
tranfmit them as a perpetual truft to 
their children and defcendants. Some 
ar'ieait of the number /thus ^iftributed 
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wjU furvive the lapfe of that time, to 
which fuch humble defert as he might 
afpire to be ^membcred, and ierve as the 
materials oF refutation againft both the 
milrtpreren ration of contemporary hif- 
torians, and the revival of the documents 
of antiquated malevolence, or the love of 
paradox, in thole of another age/* 

*' Cheqgereii as his life has been, and 
unprofitable the laft long period of it 
both to himfelf and to fociety, yet in the 
review of the whole he Ctts lb much 
czufe to rejoice at the predominancy of 
the good which has been its allotted 
|>ortion, that he is content and tiiankful 
for it J and loolcs forward to the future 
with a firm and devout reliance on that 
Being, who has gracioufly and fignally 
proteiled him through fo many vicifH- 
tudesof his life j who has lengthened his 
ienfe of its duration by a greater variety 
cf incident than fuch as commonly falls 
to the lot of other men ; who hath mdeed 
Yifited him with difficulties and cala- 
snities, but hath caufed them to pafs 
without a fting, and converted them into 
the means either of averting worfe evils, 
or of producing fome fubftantial good ; 
yrho faath placed him in fituations to 
tH:come, as he humbly deems he has * 
been, an inflrument in his good provi. 
dence for ibme purpofes beneficial to his 
fcUow-creatures $ and who hath coiv 
figned him, in his lafl flage of mortality, 
to the peaceful pofTeflion of fecial chear- 
fulnefs and domeftic felicity ; ivith the 
£nal hope, that when the deftined hour 
of his corporeal extinftion arrives, he 
Ihall not wholly die, but fliU live injhe 
hearts of many ; and his name be tranfr 
mitted with refpeA to generations yet 
unborn, through the protc6lin|r care of 
thofe, who ftood forth to do it honour 
while the poffeffor^was living.** 

Amongft the congratulatory addreiTes 
to Mr. Haftings, the following from 
Lady Dacre • to him is fo honourable a 
teftimony in his favour, that we cannot 
forbear preienting it to our readers. It 
Vas received oa the raorniog of the day 
of his acquittal* 

" SIR, 

•'Justice, to the unbounded confi- 
dence ever j-epo/ed in me by the moft

fefTions \ and I beg leave to afTure you» 
his opinion of your merit was increafcd 
by each day*s obfervation of your con- 
dua.

IT has been the concurrent opinion of 
crthodoz divines, and found momlilis 
m all ages, that in the difpen^ation of 
God"* providence, i^ood is often produced 
from evil ; and in the cafe of the late 
Empiel's of Rulfia we may fairly infer, 
that puHIic good was the rcfult of her 
peribnal vices. 

A flight review of the reigns of her 
female prcdeceflbrs will fully convince 
thole who ftudy political hifiory, that the 
Court of Peter (burgh was immerfed in 
indolence^ luxury* and fenfuality ; that 
the extenfive plans projedled by Peter I. 
conunonly ilyled Peter the Great, for the 
civilisation and general improvement of 
the empire* had been totally abaiidoned ; 
snd that, during the long inglorious reign 
of Elizabeth, RuiTia was falling back 
into its original infignificance, having 
but little weight or influence in the 
sffairs of Europe. Under thefe circum* 
Aances, had Catharine fucceeded to the 
throne by the natural demile of her 
hulband, or by a general free eleflion of 
the principal orders of the State, vis. 
the Nobility, the Clergy, and the General 
Offictrs of the Army, it is more than 
pfohahle, that her propenfity to ftnfual 
gratifications would have enervated her 
njcmal pow«-$; that the vigour of her 
undcrftanding would have been debilitated 
from the want of excixife ; and that, 
Jtfigding the reins of government, like 
her predecefTors, uncontrouled, to worth- 
lefi favourites, flic would never hav6 
raade that confpicuous figure in the an- 
nali of Europe* which her critical fitu- 
ation, after the firft aft of the Revo- 
lution was over, in a manner compelled 
her to afpirr to. 

A deep laid confpiracy of a few pow- 
erfiil parti zans placed her on the throne, 
^here either hcriclf alone, or her chief 
adherents and favourites, did not think 
her fecurely feated, till tlicy had bar- 
hiroufly put to death ihtir unfortunate 
rtnjHTur and theguiltlcl's Prince Iwan ». 
Thtic atrocious ciimes, by whomfoever 
committed, and whether by the fee ret 
diiieU mandates of the Emprefs, or by 
her indireA countenance and Connivance* 



rouzed the fpirit of a nation, nide and! 
ferocious in their manners, but religious 
and jult in the general line of their con- 
du6l. We therefore find, at the com- 
mencement of her reign, marmurings and 
difaffeftion riling into open a£is of ie- 
dition and revolt amongft the troopa 
and the inhabitants of Peterfburgb, as 
ibon as they had recovered from the fur- 
prize* and I'ubfequent ftupor* into whick 
iuch a fudden Revolution had throwm 
them. 

Scarcely were theie commotions ap« 
pealed by largefles and fair promifes* 
when the reception (he met with on her 
public entry into Mofcowf, the ancient 
-capital of her vaft empire, muft have 
convinced her that nothmg but the moft 
animated exertions of her great talents 
for Government* and an unremitting^ 
attention to the cares of it, as well as a 
patriotic zeal for the profperity of the 
country* could efface trom the memoiy 
of the unbiaiTed mals of the people the 
ailailination of their rightful Sovereign* 
and tJie foul murder of the lalt lineal 
male defendant from Peter the Great* 
the idol of the Ruflians'; and let us add 
to all, thele ttrong caufes of difcontent 
that national hatred to the government 
of foreigners, which had proved fatal to 
the Emprefs Ann. 

Thus Simulated to great atKl glorious 
af^ions, no fooner did fiie return from 
Mofcow than (he afliduoufly devoted the 
greateft part of her time to the framing 
thofe internal ordinances, laws, infti* 
tutIons,and general improvements, which 
conftitute the chief glory of her reign^ 
and fome of which are lb worthy of imi- 
tation, that it is on thefe that we mean 
more particularly to enlarge ; for as to 
her foreign conquetts, and her political 
condui$\ with regard to the other Powers 
of Europe, they have been fo often dif- 
culTed in numerous publications, that it 
is totally needleis to recapitulate them j 
but we fhall not entirely pals over the 
il'cret intrigues now broujght to light* 
by which the ever memorable and dif- 
^laceful partition of the ancient kingdom 
ot Poland was brought about s an event

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that, if we may venture an opinioR \ipon 
a iubjcft ot luch magnitude, v.<:s the 
origi;t of thole convullive fliccks, which 
l"o laicly menaced the total overthrow of 
ali tbe ancient \\eU conltituted reguiar 
Governments of Europe. The culpahle 
ftlent fubm mon of the other Powers of 
Europe to that (liameful viohtionof «« U 
iiroit publnjut ileWEuropi^ fonde fur ties 
Traities — The general Law, oi acknow- 
ledged Right* ot Europe, founded upon 
Treaties,"- ibme of which guaranteed 
the Cruwn and Kingdom of Poland, 
fpread i?.i and wide thofe ntw principle* 
©f politics, which produced the fangui- 
naiy Revolutign in France. 

To ^he intrigues juft mentioned we 
ffiall therefcrc dire6t the attention of our 
rtadtiff, before we proceed to ihofe wiiC 
dcmtdic rcguUiions by which Catharine 
iniui td the permanency of her reign, and 
the herxdictions of Iicr fubje.?.s. In hrs 
iecond Vclun:e, our Author gives a 
concllo account of the forced eietiion of 
Count Poniatoffi'ky, one of Catharine's 
firlt favourites, to the Crown of Poland ; 
cf the fubfequent unljappy divifions in 
that uifunitcd country ; and of its final 
({ifmembeiment, and the partition of its 
territories by Catharine, Fiederick the 
Orear, Kirg\^f Prufha, and JoJej)h II. 
Emperci ct Germany. The clandelHne 
manner in which this extraordinary Re- 
volution was negiciatcd, is thus i elated : 

** Long before this plan was carried 
into execution, the Emprcfs and the King 
©f Pruiha equally felt the neceffity of 
conferring on that defign j but thinking 
that an interview between them would 
not fail of giving umbiage to the other 
Potentates, and that they might perhaps 
£nd means fir diicovcring the motives 
©f it, they thought it mi.ll advilable to 
decline it aitogvither. Frederick then, 

fiving inftru^ticns to Prince Henry bis 
rother, charged him with a commil'ion 
to go to Rudia. The better to conceal 
the object of his journey, Piince Henry 
gave out, that he intended only to make 
a viiit to his lifter the Queen of Sweden. 
XVhile he was at Stockholm he mentioned 
that he (houhl return to PruiTia by the 
way of Denmaik J but all at once he 
teemed to change his rcfolutiou, and 
yield from ccmplailance to Catharine, 
who, hearing that he was fo near her do- 
minions, gave him preifing invitations 
to come and fee her at Petei (burgh. 
Thus, though he had quitted Berlin in 
no other defign than to proceed to Rufila, 
lie found pieans to make it believed. 



that he was noj«r going upon an onptCr . 
meditated journey. 

** Th^ Prince em'-iaiked at Stockholm 
in a galley that conveyed 'him to Abo, 
tlw capital of Finland. From thence he 
repaired to Pcterfburgh A Chamberlain 
ot the Emprefs was difpatched. to meet 
hirt) on the frontiers of RufTia ; General 
BibikofF received him at the laft ftation* 
before t!ie entrance to Peterfburgh, and 
conducted him to the palace that had 
been prepared for his reception, where 
the Min liter Panin was waiting for him ; 
in (hort, he received the fame honours 
that are paid to Sovereigns. The next 
day he prefentcd himfcif at Court with a 
numerous train, and dined in public with 
the Emprefs, All that pafted on that 
day v/as conducted with the moft ri- 
gorous attention to ceremony j but af- 
terwords ali etiquette was laid afxde, as:d 
the Emprefs and the Prince might fee ' 
and dilcourfc with each other without 
the fmallcft rettraint. Every day was 
marked with Ibme fellivity, or fomc new 
entertainment j it would be fuperfiuouji 
to enter into the particulars of any> 
except the fcftival given at I'zarJkO'felo^ 
the magnificence of which is deferving 
to be remembered." Here follows an 
ample defcriptioQ. of that palace, and of 
the aHonifliing decorations and fupcrb 
entertainments, which refembles more 
the fi 61 ions of the Arabian Nights, than 
an authentic nan*ative of real events. 
Witli pleafure we refer the fpcculativc 
reader to this intereiling part of our 
Author's elaborate Work, affuring him 
that he will be equally furprized and in- 
formed j for no fpeCtacle in any othei' 
part of Europe ever equalled it : and of 
this we have the evidence of Profeflbr 
Richardfon, of Glafgow, who was then 
at PcteriL>urgh as tutor to the prefcnc 
Lord Cathcart, and of foreigners of dir. 
tin5lion of other nations, who were pre- 
icnt at all the public rejoicings in honour 
of the Prince or Friiifia. 

Among the various prefents, which 
he received from the Emprefs, was ob-' 
fervcd the (tar of the order of St. An- 
drew, full of very large brilliants, to- 
gether with a fmgle diamond, valued at 
4.0,000 rubles. However, neither fefti- 
viiies ncr pleafure prevented him from 
accomplifliing the fccret cbjeft of his 
journey. In the private converfations 
with the Emprefs, the difmembermeut of 
Poland was refolved on : Catharine and 
Frederick were equally dcfirous of un- 
dertaking this difmexubei'msntf but they 
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tooU Hot' do it Without a tliiixl ally. If 
Muia Tlimra had been ftUl fole miftrefs 
•f the German Empire, they would not 
perhaps hare fucceeded in making her a 
wtrer in Q> unjult a fpoiiation : Joieph IT. 
vas DOC To difficult. Turkey, Prance, 
Bagiand, might alfo have maintained the 
tretties, of which they were the gua- 
mteet i but thefe Powen were io eafily 
deccsTed, or fo indifferent to the fate of 
other nations, that Catharine faid to 
PHoce Henry t *< I will frighten Turkey ; 
Iwill flattor England j do you take up. 
OB yott to buy over Auftria> that flie may 
aaaie France/' 

Prince Henry knew fo well the difpo- 
fitioQof Joieph II. and of his Minifter 
Kaonita, that be a^ed as if be had been 
ahtady in concert with them. He fettled 
with Catharine the conditions to be ob- 
Arred in the difmemberment of Poland^ 
snd fixed the extent of territory that 
each of the Powera in this copartnerihip 
tfwuki appropriate to itfelf. But the 
treaty was not figned at Peterlburgh till 
two years after, via. in February 177a. 
So fir our Author, who adds to his own 
aathority that of the aforelaid Mr. Ri- 
chaidfon, who, with an almoft prophetic 
fpirit, developed the views of Frederick 
aod his brother at the time. 

A more pleafing fubjeft will now oc« 
copy oar regard, and place this far famed 
bsprefs in the moft favourable point of 
view. Our Author juilly obferves, that 
the only means of diminifhing the num- 
ber or criminals is to difl£ninate in- 
ftroAioo, Iblemnly to «ftabli(h the prin- 
ciples of found morality, aod to honour 
thofe vrho put them in praAice. While . 
legiflators have beeif for ever multiply, 
hig laws againfl vice (penal laws), they 
have always been toonmigent of making 
ioftitutiona in favour of virtue. 

Catharine was invariably fenfible of 
the benefits arifine from fuch inftitntipns, 
lod negleAed nothing that ieemed likdr 
to promiie a tendency to the profperity 
of her empire. At the very time when 
fte had the ftrongcft reafons to apprehend 
for the iafcty of her perfon, ihe^was 
hufiedin all tht particulars of government 
with aa much calmnefs and afliduity as 
if her reign was to be cveriafting. She 
fouaded Colleges and Hofpitals in every 
partoftheera^rei flie encouraged Com- 
BKrce and Induftry« Seeing with real 
concern that the population of the coun- 
tiy was not proportionate to its vaft 
extent, and chtt the lands of the moft 
^tttile provinces produced only fcaaty 
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haryeftsi entirely from the want of hands, 
ihe publifhed a proclamation inviting 
foreigners to come and fettle in Ruffiat 
holding out to them confiderable advan* 
ta^s, and, above all, the free exercife of 
their religion, with the facility of quit- 
ting the country when they pleafe, and 
of carrying with them the riches they 
have acquired. It was of no confequence 
to Catharine that fuch as came to fettle 
in her dominions were of a different re* 
ligion from that which ihe profcffed, 
provided they were cultivators of the 
ground, or laborious manufacturers and 
peaceable citizens. As to the riches ihe 
promifed to allow them to carry away^ 
ihe well knew that the generality of men, 
who have formed eftabliihments in a 
country, become attached to thofe eftab« 
liihments in proportion to their import- 
ance, and have but rarely the refolution 
to quit them. Here we muft notice one 
of the few errors we have detefted in our 
Author. The condu£t of the late Em* 
prefs of Ruifia, with refpeCl to foreigners, 
tempted by her well known liberaUty to 
fettle in her dominions, was more poli- 
tical than joft i well calculated to pro* 
mote the profperity of the empire, and to 
meliorate the condition of her fubjeAs, 
by means of the fuperior induiiry and 
ingenuity of foreigners, but extremely 
Icruel to thofe who wiihed to return to 
their refpeAive native countries. If they 
accepted of her bounty, in order to ei- 
tabliih themfelves, they were immediately 
confldersd as her fubjcCls, and could no 
longer claim the proteAion of their own 
Sovereign's Ambaffadors at her Court, 
nor of their Confuls 1 thus that part of 
the proclamation which allowed them the 
liberty to depart the country with the 
property they had either carried thither, 
or acquired in it, was evaded } and even 
thofe who received no money in advance* 
but only the recular ^(alaries allowed 
them for conducing manufiaftories, or 
cftabllihioff works of ingenuity before 
unknown in Ruffia, had their paffpona 
fo ihamefully delayed by her Minifters, 
that, wearied out with repeated appli- 
cations, they at length abandoned the 
hope of obtaining thunn, and ended their 
days in her dominions. This ihould be 
a caution to Engltihmen, how thev enter 
into engagements with the Minifters of 
foreign Princes i it being the Rcneral 
political maxim, under all defpotic Go- 
vernments, to feducc ingenious arti^s 
and manufaAurers to leave their native 
homes, by holdin|^ jgt(^| them larger 
t ! ze y falarics* 

F 
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falariet, waees, or rewards, than they 
vfually receive for their labour and in- 
genuity, but they fhoiild remember that 
for thtle ihey rauft facrifice their liberty, 
and forfeit the prote6\ion of their own 
benevolent Sovereign. It is in Hritain 
alone that foreigners may have free in- 
ercls and egrcis ; may refide only as 
long as it fuits their own convenience, 
and withdraw their perlbns and property 
without any dcl.iy, or other imptdiment. 
There is icarcely a confidcrablc city on 
the Continent which cannot boall of Ibme 
rich citiren, who has acquired a fortune 
in England, and returned home with it. 
The Swifs, the French, the Italians, and 
the Germans, can attelt this truth ; but 
Knglith fubje6\s, who have refcrted to 
foreign countries to acquire riches, if 
they have fucceeded, have rarely been 
permitted to leturn home, efpecially from 
Kuflia. 

The New Code of Jurifprudence, 
framed in a great meafure by the Em- 
prels herfelf, . has been defcrvedly ad- 
mired, and is imiferfally known j the 
principles upon which it was digefled 
are however properly inferted in our 
AutluT-s Second Volume. Her national 
inHittiftions for charitable purpofes have 
a marked line of diltinflion from our 
own, which del'erves notice ; but whether 
worthy, or capable of imitating, under 
the different ciraimftanccs of the two 
• countries, we leave to the better judg« 
mtnt of our i'uperidrs. It will be fuf. 
ficient to Hate that diltinftion. " The 
recepracirs . for lying-in women, for 
fourdlings, and crphi^ns, and the femi- 
naries for rhtrir eviucation, are ail formed 
en a large Icale, and with gieat I'agacily } 
fr itijhch injlitutions cvtry thing Jhoulii 
/'-' eiont! or notbiti^. To thcfc receptacles 
lying-in women may ccme, and are im- 
intdiately admitted, without any hefita- 
fion, by day and by night, witli^ut any 
•,:*;^«fc*d*ring to alk them who, 6r whence 
without danger of their cir- 
iiUHTnt^s or fituation being known out 
^pfcioors j nay, even without the neceffity 
ot ihtrwing their hcts j for, if they 
4Ji^fc it, they may keep them veiled 
«4nrint;- their Itay-r They are taken in, 
a»)ri bting exaniir.al by a midwife, one 
wtekprioi lo their expected delivery, and 
kept for two v^eeks after. When they 
go avuflv, ihty leave tl^e child behind. 
It may he l\ip]K)led ni>t unfrequently to 
hapi^en, that paribus of better condition 
ct.me hither for private realons : thefe 
enj( y, in projvrticn to what they pay, 
vhc moii delijuble acccmmodations 3 and 




thefe advantages, together with fecwntf 
and repofe, naturally contribute much 
to the prefcrvation of both the mother 
and the child." 

Children are in like manner received 
at any hour of the day or night, whether 
male or female, foreigner or native. 
No one may Itop any pcrfon carrying 
inch a burtlcn in the ftreet ; nobody in 
the hofpital may aflc who that pcrfon U 
who brings it, or wlwfc the child. It 
muft only be declared whether the child 
be baptized, and with what name. It 
the perfon to whom it belongs does not 
chufe to be feen with it at the foundling 
houfe, it may be taken to the prieft of 
any parifli church in the town", or to the 
poor- houfe, or to a monattery or convent, 
where they muft receive it without fcru- 
ple or helitation. Whoever then brings 
It by commiflion to the hofpital is paid 
for their troubfe, two rwbles foi* eadi 
child. If any one has adopted a poor 
child, and nourifhed it for a length of 
time, the party may afterwards take it 
to the foundling, where he or (he wiil 
receive thanks and praile for the hu- 
manity they have fliewn j only the chiM 
mull not be/i/^ years old . The account 
of the food, cloathing, employment, and 
final dettination of the children, and the 
regulations of fuperinlcndance, manage- 
ment of the houle, &c. are nearly the 
fame as that of the London Hofpital; 
but the following arc important dif- 
tin^ions : «*The youths, who have been 
four or five years in the praflice of 
working in or for the houfe, and thcfc 
who have been placed out to handicrarft 
arts, or to trades, or are employed as 
gardeners, or workmen in any capacity, 
if they are defirous of marrying young 
women of the foundling or 01 phan honfes, 
are allowed free lodgings in thefe infti* 
tntions, and to carry on their profcflion 
for their own benefit. If this does not 
fult them, when they fettle elfewhere, 
they are allowed 15 rubies each, to begin 
the workl witlu 

** By various methods the public is 
induced to make contributions to thefe 
eltab4ifhmenrs. The Emprefs and the 
Grand Duke firft fet the generous ex- 
a4n}>le. From private individuals the 
Gov«»mors accept not only money but 
provif)ons, raw materials for their works, 
and wrought articles. Whoever is ap- 
pointed to any othce as fuperintendant, 
Sec, of thele inftitations, is fure to be 
noticed by Government, and in due time 
to be promoted for his lervice in the 
-civil or military departments of the 

empire* 
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cmptft. A foenefaftor, In proportion to 
the Axm and to his ftation in life, is re- 
warded with rank and title. And laftly, 
tik holy direaing Synod id'ue pailoral 
letters to all the members of the orthodox 
Ralfian Church, exhorting them, in pa- 
tlietic terms, to fupport thefc excellent 
iatlitutions by liberal contributions/* 

The Medical Colle|;es, and every aid 
tQ be afforded to the Uibjefts in time of 
iUoefs, are inftituted upon the fame be- 
iiCfoWnt fyftenit and facilitate the means 
ofproriding, at a very trifling exnence, 
for the health of the inauftrious and poor 
cla0es of the community. But it would 
cvnr us beyond all bounds, if we were 
to fch6i only a fmall portion of thofe 
iiktary regulations which endeared the 
Emprefs to the Ruffians, and cancelli^, 
io die public opinion, her acknowledged 



great failings ; over which we wiih to 
caft a veil, as the particulars accurately 
given, we doubt not, in thefe Volumes, 
*are too indelicitte for female readers ; 
and, too generally circulated, might have ' 
an immoral tendency : we therefore con- 
clude thp Article with affuring our read- 
ers, that it is a Work, taken altogether, 
replete with important information and 
entertaining anecdotes. Since our hit 
Review, a new Edition has appeared, 
and we hope the language is corre6^ed, 
of which it ITands much in need ; the 
Rev. Author, having followed the French . 
phrafeology in the tranflated' parts fo 
clofely, that many of his Knglifh readers 
would find it difticuU to underftand fome 
palTages : we. have even been obliged to 
alter the ilyle occafionally in our Review,

THE frequent rcduflion of the rations, 
mentioned in this Work, owing to 
iUrcity of provifions, affords the mind 
^ (he reader ample fubjefl tor contem- 
plation. In the firfl five or fix years of 
the Colony, wf often find the inhabitants 
reduced to fuch an allowance of food as 
wu barely fufBcient to keep foul and 
body together ; and from the failure (by 
accident or other caufes) of arrivals from 
Eo|land, the continuance even of that 
Scanty allowance for a week Idhger was 
i fonetimes doubtful. -Added to the in- 
adequacy of the fupply for fair con- 
iiunptioD, great havocK was at . fome 
times nude in the ftores by armies of 
ntt, and m others by the depredations 
of the flothful and difhoned. 

Among the moft driking traits in the 
Mnduft of this fettlement, we obferve 
die attention of Governor Philip to the 
norajs and manners of the convicts ^ the 
promptitude with which he always clie- 
riihed and rewarded the fmalleli advances 
toward reformation ) and with what dif- 
ficulty he brought himfelf to fanflion 
upital puaiihments, where repentance, 
or probability of amendment, could be 
^ceroed. Mis benevolence (hewed itfclf 
iaathou^ukl inflaaces, but |H:rhaps in

ration which was received in common 
from the public flore, without any dif- 
tinflion of perfons j and to this refo- ^ 
lution he rigidly adhered, *< wiHiing (as 
Capt. CoUms fays) that if a convift 
complained, he might fee that want was 
not unfelt even at Govcrnmcnt-houfe. 

On the 20th of April 1790, the ration 
ifTued from the public ftore to each i;3nu 
ior feven days, or to feven peoj^jle for one .^. 
day, was 1 pounds and a half of Hotiy,* 
a pounds of rice, and 1 pounds of pork i 
the % pounds of pork, when iSotled, from 
the length of time it had been in ftore, 
fhrunk away to nothing j and when di- 
vided among feven people for their day's 
fuilenance, wrely afforded three or. four 
morfels to each. What a ration for k 
labouring man ! The inevitable confe- 
quences of this fcarcity of provifions 
enfiied ; labour flood nearly fufpendf^ 
for want of energy to proceed ; and the 
countenances of the people plainly bf- 
fpoke the hardfhips they underwent. A 
female convi£l, coming from Rofe Hill, 
was robbed of her week's provifions ; 
and, Ai // was impoffible to repleue tbem 
from the public ftore, fhe was leTt to fub- 
fifl on what fhe could obtain from the - 
bounty of others, who, though almofl 
famifhed themi'elve^i commifcrated her 
fituation. 

Another female convi^k occafioned her 
own death by overloading her ftomach 
with flour ana greens^ of which (he made 

Fa a mefa 
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a mcik during the days uui att Kearttly j 
but not being fatisned» ihe ro(e in the 
Bightf eagerly finilhed it, and died in 
conlequence. 

On the isth of May a man dropped 
down at the ftore, whither he had re- 
paired with others to receive hit day*s 
fubfiftence. Faintinff with hunger, he 
was carried to the hoipital, where he died 
the next morning. On being opened, 
his ftomach was found quite empty. It 



ation be was diligent, fober, and ini* 
partial) and bad rendered himfelf £> 
eminently ferviceable, that the OoTemor 
ijpfolved to draw him from the line of 
conviAs I and, with the inftnunent of 
his ejnancipation, hcreceiveda grant of 
thirty acres of land in an eligible fituation 
near Parramatta *.

On the nth of December in the fane 
year. Governor Philip quitted tjic Ifland 
- "^ ' ' * tranlpo 



his own wherein to cook his provifions, 
nor ihare in any, he was frequently com- 
pelled, fliort as his allowance for the day 
was, to give a part of it to any one who 
would fupply him with a veflel to drefs 
his idftuals i. and at thofe times when he 
did not choofe to afford this deduction, 
he was accuftomed to eat his rice and 
other provifions undrefled, which brought 
on indigeftion, and at length killed him. 

On the 7th of September, Governor 
Philip was wounded by one of the na- 
tives, who, in a conference, miftook the 
intentions of the Governor. The latter, 
meaning to take particular notice of this 
man, IVepped forward to meet him, hold- 
ing out both his hands. The favage, 
not underftanding this civility, and per- 
haps thinking that he was going to leize 
bim as a priibner, lifted a fpear from the 
grafswitb his foot, and, fixing it on his 
throwmg- flick, in an inflant darted it 
at the Governor. . The fpear entered a 
little above the -collar bone, and had been 
difcharsed with fuch force, - that the 
barb of it came throuah on the other 
fide. Fortunately, we nnd that the fpear 
being extra^^ed, his Exceliency was only 
temporarily difordered by the accident. . 

On the 3d November 179a, three 
warrants of emancipation pafled the feal 
of the territory ; one of which was in 
favour of a man, whofe name will be fa- 
miliar to moft of our readen $ a man 
who, our Author tells us, « whatever 
might have been his condu6^ when at 
large in fcclety, had here not only de- 
meaned himfelr with the (IriAeft pro- 
prlety, but had rendered eflential fervices 
to the colony — Oeorj?e Barrington. He 
came out in the Aaive ; on nis arrival 
the Governor employed him at Toon- 
gabbe,and in a fituation which was likely 
to attra£l the envy and hatred of the 
convids, in proportion as he might be 
vigilant and inAexible. He was firfl 
placed as a fubordinate, and fhortly after 
as a principal watchman ) In whicn fitu-

in the Atlantic transit for England, 
and the care of the (ettlement devolved 
on Francis Groie, Efq. as Lieutenant- 
Governor. 

This Gentleman left the fettlement 
on the 15th November 1794. 1 and the 
direction of the colony was aflumed, /rs 
iefftpore, by the officer higheft in rank 
then on fervice there, Captain Willian^ 
Patterfon, of the New South Wales corest 

Governor Hunter arrived in the Re- 
liance, on the 7th September 1795, and 
took on him the government in chief of 
the lettlement on the nth of the toe 
month. 

Many of our readers will recolleft| 
that wnen Governor Philip returned to 
England he was accompanied by two 
natives of New South Wales { their 
names, we find, were -Ben nlMong and 
Yem-me-rawan-nie j ** two men (fays 
our Author) who were much attached to 
his perfon, and who withftood at the 
moment of their departure the diftrefs 
of their wives and the difinai lamenMb- 
tions of their friends.** 

Of the former of thofe natives we 
find, in p. 4.39, a very neatly-engraved 
portrait } and on this man^s return to his 
own country, in company with Governor 
Hunter, Capt. CoUms noakes the fol- 
lowing remarks t 

<' On his firfl appearance, he eondnfied 
himfelf with a poliitied familiarity toward 
his fifters and other relations j but to his 
acquaintance he was diftant, and quite 
the man of confequence. He decnredy 
in a ton^ and with an air that feemed to 
exped compliance, that he (hould no 
longer fuffer them to fieht and cut each 
other's throats, as they had doot} thslt 
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ke fiumUL introduce peace among them» 
tad make them love each other. He ex- 
fpeflod his vftfk that when they vifited 
bn at Goferrnnent-houfe they wonid 
coBtrive to be fomewhat more cleanly 
a their perfons, and lefs coarfe in their 
Buuien I and he feemed abfolntelv 
cftodcd at (omt little indelicacies whicn 
Ik ohiervcd in his iifter Car- rang ar- 
nog, who came in fuch hafte fiom Bo- 
tioyBay, wfth a little nephew on her 
l»dc, to vifit him, that ihe left ail her 
bbilinents behind her. 

'^BcDniJ*longhad certainly not been 
w inattentiye obierver of the manners of 
tl^ people among whom he had lived; 
ht condttded himfelf vritli the greateft 
Rropricty at tmbk, particularly in the 
mi kaiice of tho(e attentions which are 
chiefly requifite tn the prefence of women* 
Rii drefs appealed to be an oh]e6k of no 
fcal) concern with him } and evyy one 
*hokjiew him before he left the country, 
*ad who law him now, pronounced with- 
Mt befitation, tKat Ben-niMong had not 
tny defiie to renounce the habits and 
conibrts of the civilized life which he 
appeared fe readily and fo fuccc Is fully 
ta adopt, 

/' His inquiries were diref^ed, imme« 
dtately on hit arrival » after his wife 
Go-roo-bar roo-booMo j and her he 
fcand with Carney. On producing a 
very fa/liionable rofe-colound petticoat 
and jacket, mad^ of a coarfe fluff, ac* 
cmpanicd with a gypfy bonnet of the 
^me colour* flie defcrtcd her lover, and 
toUowed her former hufband. In a few 
Ays however^ to the furprife of every 
"^ we faw the lady walking unincum- 
^wl with clothing of any kind, and 
Acn- oil. long was miffing. Carney was 
iwgbt for, and we beard that he had 
^ fcverely beaten at Rofe Bay by Ben- 
aii-lfing, who retained fo much of our 
f^oms, that he made ufe of his Mt 
oftsad of the weapons of his country, 
to the great annoyance of Carney, who 
•Wild have preferred meeting his rival 
wly in the field, armed with the fpear 
■*i the club. Carney being much the 
y^nger map, the lady, every inch a 
•Man, followed her inclination, and 
«a-oil-loog wis compelled to yield her 
*»<hottt any fitrther oppofition. He 
«oncd to have been fatisfied with the 



beating he had given Caruey* and hinted 
that refting for the prefent without a 
wife, heihould look about him> and at 
fome future period make a better choice. 

« His ablences from the Govemor^a 
houie now became frequent, and little 
attended to. When he went out, he 
ufualiy left his clothes behind, reftiming 
them carefdlly on his return before he 
made his vifit to the Governor.^* 

In January 1796, <* fome of the more 
decent ciafs cf prilbners, male and female, 
having Comt^ time lince obtained per- 
miflion to prepare a play-houfe * at 
Sydney, it was opened on Satuixlay the 
1 6th, under the management of John 
Sparrow, with the play of The Kcvenge 
and the entertainment of The Hotel. 
They had fitted up the houie with more 
theatrical propriety than could have been 
expe^edi and their performance was far 
above contempt. Their motto was mo- 
deft and well chofcn— ** We cannot com- 
mand fuccefs, but willendearour tode* 
ferve it.'* Of their dieffcs the greater 
part was made by themrelves ; but w« 
underftood that fome veteran articles from 
'the York theatre were among the beft 
that made their appearance. 

** At the liceniing of this exhibition 
they were informed, that the fltghtefl 
impropriety would be noticed, and a 
repetition punifhed by the banifhmentof 
their company to the other iettlements 1 
there was, however, more danger of im4 
proprieties being committed by fome of 
the audience than by the players them* 
felves. A feat in their gallery* which 
v^as by far the largelt place in tne houie> 
as likely to be the moft reibrtcd to, waa 
to be procured for one (hilling. la the 
payment of this price for admiflion, one 
evil was obfervable, ^which in hA could 
not well be prevented ; in lieu of a 
Ailling, as much flour, or at much meat 
or fpifits, as the manager would take 
for that fum, was often paid at the gal- 
lery door. It was feared that this, like 
gambling, would fumiih another induce- 
ment to rob ; and fome of the worft of 
the convicts, ever on the watch for op- 
portunities, looked en the play-houfe aa 
a certain harveft for them, not by pick- 
ing the pockets of the audience of tkeir 
purfet or their watches, but by breaking 
mto their houfea while the whole family

In p. 461 we 6nd an account of the 
dreadful fate of the people belonging to 
the Shah Hormuzear, on Tate Ifland» in 
the ftraiu between New Holland and 
New Guinea •. 

In March 1796 we heaf again of Ben- 
nil, long, who occafionaiiy Ihook off the 
habits of civilized life, and in native nu. 
dity went for a few days into the woods 
with his friends. ** He now fent in 
word, that he had had a conteft with his 
bolbm friend Cole-be, in which he had^ 
been fo much the fufferer, that until his' 
wound! were healed he could not with 
any pleafure to hinifelf appear at the 
Governor's table. This notification was 
accompanied with a requeft, that his 
clothes, which he had left behind him 
when he went away, misht be fent him, 
together with fome viouals, of which 
be was much in want. 

"On his coming among us again, he 
appeared with a wound on his mouth, 
which had divided the upper lip and 
broke two of the teeth of that jaw. His 
featui-es, never very pleafmg, now feemed 
oat of all proportion, and his pronun- 
ciation was much altered . Finding him* 
ielf badiv received among the remales 
(al though improved by his travels in the 
little attentions that are fuppofed to have 
their weight with the fea), and not being 
able Co emlure a life of celibacv, which 
iiad been his condition fnun the day of 
>is departure from this country untiJ 
nearly the prefent hour, he made an at- 
tack upon nis friend's favourite, Boo- 
•rec-a, in which he was not only unliic- 
cefsful, but was puniftied for his breach 
of friend fiiip, as above related, by Cole^ 
be, who farcalticaUy aiked him, «< if he 
meant that kind of condu6^ to be a fpe- 
cimen of EngliHi manners?'* 

Oii the 1 6th of this month Mr. Jofeph 
Gerald f breathed his laft. «< A con- 
fumption which accompanied him from 
England, and which all his wifbes and 
ettbrts to (bake off could not overcome* 
at length brought him to that period 
when, perhaps, his ftrong enlightened 
•mind muli )>riV(* perceived how full of 
vanity and vexation of fpirit were the 



bufieft concerns of thti world { %tA Into 
what a narrow limit was now to be 
thruft that frame which but of late trod 
firmly in the .walk of life, cbtte and 
blowing with youthful hope, glorying in 
being a martyr to the caufc which he » 
termed that of Freedom, and coniidering 
as an honour that exile which brought 
him to an untimely grave {. He was 
followed in three days after by another 
viaim to miftaken opinions, Mr. Wil- 
liam Skirving. A dyfentery was the ap- ^ 
parent caufe of his death, but his heart 
was broken. In .the hope of receiving 
remittances from England, which might 
enable him to proceed with fpirit and 
fuccefs in farming, of which he appeared 
to have a thorough knowledge, be had 
puichafed firom different perfons, who 
bad ground to fell, about one hundred 
acres of land adjacent to the town of 
Sydney. He foon found that a farm near 
the fea-coaft was of no great value. Hit 
attention and his efforts to cultivate the 

rind were of no avail. Remittancea 
received none i he contraAed fome 
little debts, and found himfelf negle^^ed 
by that party for whom he had (acrificed 
the deareft connexions in life, a wife and 
family ; and finally yielded to the pref* 
fure of this accumulated weight. Among 
us, be was a pious» honeft, worthy cha* 
ra6)er. In this fettlement his political 
principles never manifefted themfelves i 
Dut all his folicitude^ieemed to be, to 
evince himlelf the friend of human nature* 
RequieficU im pace /** 

On the S9th September 179^9 ovr 
Author left Port Jackfon for England* 
and his Jtmrmol concludes with the fol«t 
lowing paragraph : 

'< The Account of the Englifh Colony 
of New South Wales muft here be ciofed 
for a time, the writer being embarked in 
the Britannia on his return to England* 
On reviewing the pages he has written, 
the queftion involuntarilv arifes in hie 
mind. In what other colony under the 
Britilh Government bat a narrator of its 
annals had fuch circumftances to record ? 
No other colony was ever eiUblilhed ua» 
der fuch circuntftances. He has, it ia 
true, occafionaiiy had the gratification 
of recording the return of principle in 
fome, whole want of tkat ingredient, to

many others. The difficulty under Aich 
diradvantaees of eliabliihing the bleiTings 
of a regular and civil government mutt 
bave occurred to every well-infonned 
niod that has refle£i«d on our fituation* 
The duties of a governor, of a judge- 
advocate, and' of other magiftrates and 
civil officers, could not be compared with 
thofe in other countries. From the dii- 
pofition to crimes and the incorrigible 
chancers of the major part of the co- 
lonifts, an odium was, from the firft, il- 
liberally thrown upon the iettlement ; 
and the word *< Botany Bay** became a 
tenn of reproach that was indifcrimi- 
natcly caft on every one who refuted in 
New South Wales. But let the reproach 
l%ht on thofe who have ufed it as fuch. 
Thcfc pages were written to demonftrate^ 
that the bread of government has not been 
eaten in idlenefs by its different officers $ 
and that if the honour of having deferved 
^1 of one*s country be attamabie by 
facrificing g^ood name, domeftic comforts, 
and deareft connections, in her fervice, 



the officers of this fettlemcnt havejnftlf 
merited that diftinCiion.** 

The next Article in the Volume pre« 
fents us with the particulars of the ftate 
of Norfolk IflaaJt drawn up from the 
papers of Lieutenant-Governor King; $ 
to which is added, fome account of mw 
Zealiind, comprizing much curious an4 
ufeful information. 

To readers in general our Author*!

FABLE. 

Aurelio (the Monk) is in the higheft 
degree of popularity for his eloquence^ 
and the aufterity of his morals. Won 
by his talents, his virtue, and his perfon, 
Miranda, a young lady of rank, contrives 
to get into Aurelio*s convent as a man» 
and becomes one of the Order. After ■ 
having Aronffly interefted the ieelings of 
Aureho, and fecured his friendAiip, flie 
ventures to difclofe herfelf. At firft 
Aurelio treats her with fcom, and in- 
dignantly repels the effufions of her re- 
gard, but at length the charms of her 
perfon prevail over his imagination, and, 
as he had previous to the difcovery fo- 
lemnly vowed that, whatever it might be» 
lie would not force her to leave the con- 
vent, his paifions cheat him into a belief 
that he is obferviog his oath in permit- 
ting her to remain. Previous to this 
difcovery, Agnes, a Nun, had been at 
confeilion, ai^ was abfolved by Aurelio 
fbr all her trifling faults ; but as flie is 
departing from the confeflional, flie drops 
a letter, and manifelting great alarm when 
the circumftance is noticed by Aurelio, 
'he infiflson peruUng it. The letter be- 
trays an intrigue that had taken place 
between her and Don Raymond, by whom 
flie acknowledges that ftie js then with 
child. The inflexible virtue of Aurelio 
induces hinfto call the Superior of her 
Order immediately, to punifti the fair 
culprit. Agnes in vain attempts to 
foften the rigour of Aurelio, who at 
length configns her to the Priorel's; by 
whom flie is deftined to be thrown alive 
into a fubtcrraneous cemetery, where flie 
is deliv^ed of a fon. Finding the in« 
fluence of Miranda on his feelings groW 
ftrongcr at every interview, Aurelio be- 
gins to pitv the frailty of poor Agnes, 
whofe death he laments that he did not 
prevent. At length Aurelio becomes 
the vi£tim of defire, and he endeavours 
to carry on a guilty commerce with 
Miranda. Miranda, however, glows 
with the pureA ardour towards Aurelio, 
and endeavours to cynvince him of the 
depravity of his feelinjrs, exprefling no 
wifli but that the moft virtuous friend- 
fliip fliould take place between them. At 
this period it appears thjit Aurelio had 
been ftolcn away early in infancy by a 

G gang 
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gang of giplWs, in revenge for the fe- 
verity with. which his father, the Diike 
of Medina, had treated them. They had 
left the child in the convent, nxKi he was 
brought up by the Friars, who trained 
him to learning and virtue, and who con- 
fidercd him as the gift of Heaven, be- 
C3\ile his eloquence and exemplary pvrity 
1:3d railed tbcr Older into a high degree 
of renown. It appears alfo, that Agnes 
IS not dead, but had fuflfcrcd the utraoft 
miiery in hc-r fubterraneous confinement, 
ar.d was rtlievtd with food by Miranda, 
who takfi away her child to pj-efeivc it. 
Aurelio, taught by his own frailty to 
pity Agnes, and hearing what (lie has 
lufTercd, finally relcues her from the 
cruelty cf the Pricrels, and rcx'ealing his 
birth, which ablblves him from his mo- 
raftic vows, the play concludes v/ith an 
intend^ marriage between him and Mi- 
fimda, and Raymond and Agnes. 

This piece is avowedly fornacd on the 
celebrated novel of The Monk, by Mr. 
LewiSf and the deviations from the ori- 
ginal ai« inch as propriety points out, 
and requires. The efieA, however, was 
rot highly intcrefting, and there were im- 
prcbabilities in the conduct of the per- 
formance that could not efcape the notice 
of the audience. The aiUng of Mr. 
Kembiewas admirable, and Mis. Powell 
exerted herfelf with great cffeiK Mrs. 
Siddons alio was entitled to praife in the 
fmall part flie performed. After fix 
nights' performance, the run of the play 
was iloppcd, and probably will not be 
revived.

The plot entirely turns upon the con- 
d«a of young VizardJy, the Votary of 
Wealth, who, perveited by the general 
adulation paid to riches, however ini- 
auitoudy acquired, fuppreflesevcr^ monl 
reeling, and facriBces every vkrtuout 
confideration m the purfiiit of epuieiic«« 
He robs his friend Drooply of bis eftatCf 
through the agency of a (harper i at- 
tempts to obtain the hand of his coufiiii 
Mifs Cleveland} by fofcci in order to 
poffcfs himfelf of her fortune j tod per- 
iuadcs his father, as heir at law to Mr. 
Cleveland, who is fuppofed to be dead, 
to claim her property, on the grousd that 
Mrs, Cleveland, having been privately 
married in India, could not prove her 
marriage. He is difappointed in all hit 
fchemes. Drooply obtains by accident 
the writings of his loft cftate $ he alfo 
refcues Mifs Cleveland from the bafe 
dehgns of Leonaixl, and the nnexpefied 
appearance of Mr. Cleveland render! 
every proof of the marriage imneceflary. 
Defeated in his plans, he pleads, in ex- 
tenuation of his guilt, the rcfpeft and 
veneration (hewn by the world to the 
knave or fool polTefled of Wealth, while 
virtue and merit, when «* fteeped in Po- 
verty,*' are difrcgarded and defpifed. 

This piece is entitled to refp^ for 
its moral tendency ; and, though without 
much pretenfion to novelty ot charaAer, 
yet from the fituations which the fable 
exhibits, the attention of the audience is 
kept alive until the conclufion. The 
charafiers are properly difcriminated, and 
judiciouHy oppoltd, though the female 
ones are drawn with the leaft force, and 
produce the leaft tffcft.

THE Houfe having refolved itfelf 
into a Committee on Lord NelibnU 
Annuity Billy Lord Walfingham in the 
chair, the Provifions of the Bill wei^e 
agreed to nem. diff, 

M011DAY» DEC. 17. 

The Royal Aflexit was given, by Com- 
miffion, to the following Bills, viz. 

The Malt Duty Bill, the Place and 
Penfion Duty BUI, Lord Nelfon's An- 
ouity Bill, and the Bill for the better 
Prevention, &c- of Pcrfons fcrving in 
li« Majcfty's Sea or Land Forces b^Ing 
fiiiaccd from their Duty and Allegiance. 

Mr. Hobart prefentwi from the Houlb 
of Commons the Bill for continuing the 
Aft of laft SeflioD rcfpefting the Service 
of the British Militia in Ireland. 

Mr W» Bird brought up the Small 
Note Continuation Billil which, with the 
fiwegoing Bi 11, was read a firft time. 

•n the queftion for the fecond reading 
«f the Bill for authorizing the Continu- 
ance of the Britifli Militia ferving in 
Ireland, 

The Earl of Radnor rb(e to exprefs 
his difapprobacion of the meafiire. His 
leading obje^ion againft the Bill was, 
that it went virtually to difTolve the com- 
paft originally entered into between the 
Country and the Militia Force \ a mea- 
fiire of tbe kind was, he conceived, un- 
pi^cedentcd in tbe le^iflacive annals of 
the country* He objected alfo againft 
the meafore, as operating injurioufly with 
tfpefl to the diicipline of the militia ; 
and one of tbe worft e^efls it obvioufly 
niuft have, would be the prevention of 
jncn of property from fervjng in the 
militia. 

Tbe queftion was then put, and tbe 
Bin was ord^ed to be read a fecond 
iime to-morrow« 



' TtrSSDAT, DEC. 1«. 

Lord Grenville moved the Order of the 
Day for taking the Militia Service Bill 
into confideration ; which being read. 

Lord Holland faid, this was a fubje^l: 
fo unconftitutional as to admit of no 
debate; that was even allowed by his 
Majefty's Minifter ; but in a matter of 
fuch vaft magnitude, he was amazed they 
had not deemed it prudent, as well as 
political, to have a Call of the Houfe. 
He did not fee any necefiity for the con« 
tinuation of the Engliih militia in Ire« 
land, now tranquillity was reftored there^ 
and he knew of no reafon for it. It was 
faid, that thev had all volunteered their 
fervices t he knew the- contrary to be the 
cafe* Officers of certain regiments, wh^ 
bad local intereftsinthat country, exerted 
every influence to perfuade and induce 
the men ta go thither ; thofe who had 
no fuch interdts were obferved to be not 
only lefs fanguine, but in many inftancei 
not even to offer their fervices for that 
occaGon. He therefore defired forae 
plaufible pretext, if not argument, for fo 
great an innovation of the 'Conflitution* 

Lord Orenville replied, that it did not 
appear that any Call of the Houfe was 
ncceflary, as there was not a Noble Lord 
in it but who was acquainted with the 
pro^refs of the Bill, and equally ac- 

Suamted with its purport. It lafl year 
iiey fan6lioned it from the necefiity of 
the times, they would this year find the 
fame caufe for continuing it. Though 
the Rebellion was extinft, flill there re- 
mained fuffictent reafon to continue fome 
Englifh regiments in Ireland, as it was 
juft as important to maintain tranquil- 
lity as to iupprefs rebellion. 

The Bill was then read a fecond timei^ 
and ordered to be committedt 
Adjourned*

The Houfe being refumed, the Report 
was ordered to be received to-morrow. 

Sir Fmncis Burdett, after fome few 
obitrvations, moved.

Continental Alliances, he 
was _of opinion they could not be ad- 
yadtateous to Etigland, and H mull be 
p(hfr" arguments than thoic he had al- 
ready, hcaxd that would convince him to 
the contrary. It may he faid that the 
motion infringes on the Royal Prero- 
jativc 5 that he denied i as well might 
t be i'aid, that the withlickUng, or eveii 
rcfufing the ftipply> which can prevent 

carrying 
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tutybtg Oft #a/, infif-iR^fd'ttfon the pre* 
revive of the KiOBarcb» who had the 
|»wer of muking peace and war. He 
wu aware of the many objcEicms that 
might be ttutod to the ilnHion. It might 
be (aid it damped the rifing fpirit ihat 
pnvaiied throughout tlit* uation, and 
throughout all Europe agalnft the com* 
HMB enrfRj. He dented there exifted on 
the CoAtiiienf fucli a tendency. He 
heggtd tie Hmile to confider the re^si- 
tife Ittaation of Kuffia, PniflSa, and th« 
Porte, the formidable Allies with whom 
we were to engage. CouM any man of 
cunnM» lerrie believe that cordtality 
would exift between the Ottomans and 
the Rufltans r Or fuppofe that the Eiff> 
ftr^ and the Ruffians c«»id agree in a 
tooimon caofe ? or could a child hi po- 
liticf be convinced that Rnffia, the £m- 
fcror, and the Porte, could be called to- 
gethtr IB any one caufe wharfoever, psr- 
ticttiarly in a Aibfidiary war ? He wa« 
coovioced of the impoffibility. He ad- 
verted to the farmer « General Confe- 
dency ;** Ibewcd how Proflta, with 
ifaooyOttol. »n her pocket, fell off thtf 
ii^i how tht fimperor followed her 
canple ; and bow, at this moment, each 
of theie powers area^ually endeavouring^ 
each for tbemielves, to iecore a lading 
9eace with the French Republic on the 
heft terms they can. 

He was of opinion Peace conid now bo 
vade.with France on eligible terms f 
the time of vi^ory was the time to 
achieve it. We manifelted a difpofition 
in a moft generous way foon atter the 
^iftory of Lord Dnncan ; it was ft ill 
more %rttksn our reach now, fince that 
ipkndid vidory gained foy Lord Nehbn, 
If, however, we are to have war and 
alliances, the way for England to co« 
eperate would be with her mvy ; but^if 
we wen to fend away our troops, h«r 
wottkl, by his duty at a Representative 
af the Nation^ proteft s^ainft it ; and if 
we were to fend fubiidies, he would, by 
the (hare of domeftic happineis which ha 
amft forfeit on the occahon, proteft 
sgaiaft tfaem. He then took a riew of 
the ftate of Lrehnd, which he confidersd 
■t this tnftant in a precarious fituatton* 
He noticed the dangers that threatened 
•or Eaftsm fettlements from the irruption 
of Buottaparte in India. He otiferved 
ilfo that the Weft Indies indicated 
fympcoma no lefs alarming. Whilft, 
thexWbre, we had fo much to apprehend 
at home, and fb little to do with foreign 
alliances, he would ever oppofe crufades. 
Bi then moved asbcfoix exprcfTcd. 



The motion being feconded, 

Mr. Canning'oppoled it in very ^ 
and energetic terms. He took a com- 
prthenfivc view o1 the war, it« progrefs, 
and its pre lent ftatj 5 be adverted ift » 
marttrly manner to the oblervations made 
conccrnifig our allies, and AitJ^ed in pic- 
turefque colours the cr'»e!ties committed 
by the French in SwUaerlaod, the crimes 
committed arainft Venice, their uiurp- 
arion of the Welhei lands, of Holland, and 
of Egypt, their depredations in Germany^ 
and their fpoliatron in Italy. Hence he 
arjued the neceiTnty of refilling them, ancf 
of forming alliances for that purpofe. 
He took into cnnfideration, in a mafterfy 
manner, our relative fituation with that 
of all otiier coontfies, and difplaytd a 
vigour of mind equally intellTgcnt, 
equally Clascal j and having replied) in 
a convincing Itile of argument, to the 
leveral points adduced by the Hon. 
Gentlenuin who made the motion, con^ 
eluded with invoking the4Ioufe to reiift 
ft in evcrv ftiape. 

Mr. JtkyW iaid, he difappi-oved of 
eontinental alliances, and would theieford 
tote for the motion j as continmng thtf 
war, and iiicreafing our exjxnces m fo 
romantic a meafure as impro\'ing Frendf 
morals, would be attended with liich an 
expence to Englifh juftice, that the 
amount would be infinite, and the end 
unanfwered. 

Sir James Murray oppofed the motion, 
as did Mr. William Dickinfon. 

The motion was then put and nega« 
tived without a diviiion. 

WKDNBSDAY, nEC. *2. 

TheHouie in a Committee on the Bill 
empowering his MajeKy to accept the 
voluntary ofter of fuch miliiia regiments 
as tendered their fcrvices for Irelaml, or 
clfewhere, 

Mr. Pitt introduced a claufe, that it 
fhould be in force till one month after 
the commence<nent of the next Seflion of 
Parliament. 

Mr. M. A. Taylor faid, the mcafurtf 
was uBconftitutionaF in the extreme, ami 
vnneceflfary in its purport. He paid 
many compHmeftts to the Noble Marquis 
who is Lord Lieutenant in that cotintr jr, 
and conceived that all that could be danit 
for Ireland was already achieved undef 
his wile and humane adminiftraticm, and 
continuing any longer Englifh regimeiita 
of milttiA there, he was of opinion, wa# 
wholly ufelefs, and a redundant cantion* 
He could of himfelf lay (for he txpe« 
rienccd it), that Ireland was now in A 
more flout ifliing ftate than ever it was. 

Ha Mr. 
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Mr. Pitt bore teftlmony to the merit 
*oi Lord Cornwallis, but deemed it as 
juft and ftiir to pay a very extenfive tri- 
bute of applaule to the Noble Lord 
(Camden) who preceded him> and who, 
in the hour of trial> difchargtd a moft 
arduous duty } as well as to the officers 
and men of every defcriptioa, who, to 
their fignal honour, volunteered in the 
difficult and hazardous fervice. 

Sir James Muiray, in like manner^ 
complimented the armv ferving in Ire- 
land> and attributed tne falvation of the 
country to their Zealand patriotil'm. 

Mr. Johnes faidy he was a friend to 
the Bill, and ^differed onl^ with the laft 
Hon. Gentleman in not thinking Ireland 
fafe whilft there was an armed rebelin 
the country. 

The Mutiny Bill was read a third 
time and pafled. 

The Englifti Small Note Bill was 
pafled, and ordered to the Lords. 

THURSDAY, DEC 13. 

The Houfe went into a Committee on 
the Bill for explaining and amendinfi^ 
certain A^s regarding the trade carried 
on by neutral vclfels to the Cape of Good 
Hope. The Report was ordered to be 
brought up to-morrow* 

FRIDAY, DEC. 14. 

On the Order of the Day being read 
that the Report of the Committee on the 
Bill for a Tax on Income be further 
confidered, a divifion took place, when 
there appeared for the Recommittal iSj ; 
againft it, %^. Majority for the Bill 
i6o. 

MONDAY, DEC. 17. 

The Report of the Bill for amending 
the Land T^ Redemption Bill of laft 
year, was brought up, and the Order 
read for taking it into confideration, to 
which t\)e Houfe agreed. 

Mr. Pitt then introduced a very con- 
fiderable number of claufes, which occu- 
pied the Houfe nearly ibur hours, all of 
which were mere matters of local ten- 
dency. Among the reft, he introduced 
one, the purport of which regulation was» 
** that furveyors (hould bf appointed by 
the Conuniifioners acting under the law, 
who Ihould be duly fwom to eftimate the 
ftflual value of fuch lands, previous to 
their fale." 

This brought on a very long and un- 
interefting converfation between the Maf- 
ter of the Roils, Mr. Simeon, Mr. 
Kyder, Colonel Wood, Mr. EUifon, the 
Solicitor General, Mr. Tierney, and Mr. 
Pitt, when it was at length agreed to* 



The Order of the Day being' rtad fo^ 
the recommitment of the Income Bill, 
and the queftion being put for the Houfe 
to go into a Committee, a divifion took 
place, when there appeared for the mo- 
tion, 116; againft it, 3. 

The Houfe having reiblved itfelf inta 
a Committee, 

Mr. Tierney contended againft the 
preamble of the Bill, Lord Hawkelbury 
having moved *< that the preamble (hould 
ftand part of the Bill." 

This motion, therefore, produced a 
debate, or rather altercation, and the 

2ueftion was again put, ** That this 
'reamble do make part of the Bill $'* 
when 

Mr. Tierney oppofed the motion, and ^ 

renewed, but in a more violent ftrain, his 
former arguments, and concluded by 
ftating, that as the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer had rated the income of the^ 
people at loz millions, out of which laft 
year they paid no lefs in taxation than 
one third ; he thought, that in ap- 
proaching them this year for an ad- 
ditional and ferious claim, he ihould have 
at leait advanced with refpe6^, infttad of 
charge, accufation, libel, and ingniti- *l 

tude. 

This called up Lord Hawkeibury, who* 
denying that the " whole people'* were 
implicated in' the charge, read the w&rds 
in the preamble as follows : " Whereas 
in fundry inftances the faid payment 9 
have been greatly evaded ;*' and thence 
contended that the meaning forced on the 
fentence did not apply. 

Mr. Tierney then faid, that this tax 
would be as unproductive as all the 
Minifter's new meafures turned out to 
be. He expected feven millions by bis 
AflelTed Taxes— they produced but four 
millions — he calculated ten on this — he 
would find himfeif equally deceived. 

Mr. Ellis profrfleid his fupport of the 
Preamble of the Bill, from circumftances 
of evafion that came within his know- 
ledge. 

I'he Attorney General and Mr. Pitt 
fupported the Bill in principle and detail ; 
Mr. Tierney and Mr. William Smith 
oppofed it. At length Mr. Wigley, in 
arguing on the firft claufe, moved. That 
inltead of the word " Income," the word 
** Property" be . infcrted ; upon which, 
after fome further obfervations, the Houfe 
dividedi for the motion, 9 i againft it^

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BATTLE OF THE NILE. 

AUTHENTIC NARRATIVE OF THE PROCEEDING'S OF HIS MAJESTY'S SC^ADRON 

UNDER THE COMMAND OF REAR- ADMIRAL SIR HORATIO NELSON> FROM 

ITS SAILING FROM GIBRALTAR TO THE CONCLUSION OF THE 

GLORIOUS BATTLE OF THE NILE: 
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r{£ aflion commenced at fun-fety 
which WIS at 31 mln. pad (:xP.M* 
with an ardour and vigour which it is 
impciTible to defer ibe. 

At about ieven o'^clock total darkncfs 
had came on ; but the whole hemifphere 
was, with intervals, illuminated by the 
fire of the holiile fleets. Our mips, 
when darkjiefs came on, had all holiled 
tbeir diftin'ruKbing lights, by a fjgnal 
imm the Admiral. 

^ The van fliip of the enemy, Le Guer- 
rier, was difmafted in leis than twelve 
minutes \ and, in ten minutes after, the 
iecond (hip, Le Conquerant, and the 
tbird, Le Spartiat^, ' very nearly at the 
fame mcment were alio difmafled. L*A- 
Quilon and Le Souverain Peuple, the 
ioorth and fifth (hips of the eneniy*s line, 
were taken pofJeiTion of by the Britiih at 
half paft eight in the evening. 

Captain Berry, at that hour, fent 
Lieutenant Galway, of the Vanguard, 
with a party of marines, to -ake pof- 
fcilion of Le Spartiate, and that ofhcer 
nturntd by the boat the French Cap- 
tain's fwoid, which Captain Berry im- 
mtdiatcly delivered to the Admiral, who 
^s then below, in confequence of the 
£:ve7ie wound which he bad received in 
tbe head during the heat of tlie attack. 

At this time it appeared that viclory 
bad already declared itfelf in our.favour ; 
f >r although L*Orient^ L'Heureux, and 
Tonnint, were not taken poiTefTion of, 
tbey were confidered as completely in 
our power, which pleaiing intelligence 
(Captain Berry had likewife the latif. 
^^ion of communicating in perfon to 
tlie Admiral. 

At ten minutes after nine, a fire was 
obferved on board L'Oricnt, the French 
Admirars. fiiip, which Teemed to pro- 
^«d' from the after part of. the Cabin, 
Sftd which incrcafed with great rapivlity, 
prefentiy involving the whole of the 
after part of the fhip in flames. This 
circunftance Captain Berry immediately 
^ommusicated to the Admiral, who, 



though fuffering fevcrcly from his wound, 
came upon deck, where the firrt con- 
fideration that ftruck his mind, was con> 
cern for the danger of fo many lives j to 
fave as many as poflTible of whom, he 
oi-dcred Captain Bftrry to make every 
pra6iicable exertion. A boat, the only 
one that could fwim, was infianily diU 
patched from the Vanguard, and other 
fhips that were in a condition to do io 
immediately followed the example; by 
which means, from the beft poflible in- 
formation,' the lives of above feventy 
Frenchnven were faved. 

The light thrown by the fire of L'Orient 
upon the furrounding obje^s enabled us 
to perceive with more certainty the fitu- 
ation of the two fleets, the colours of 
both being clearly diftinguifhable. The 
cannonading was ft ill partially kept up 
to leewa|-d of the centre till about ten 
o^clock, when L'Orient blew up with a 
moft tremendous explofion. An awful 
paufe and death- like filence for about 
three minutes enfued, when the wreck of 
the malls, yards, &:c. &c. which had 
been carried to a vad jieight, fell dowa 
into the water and on board the furround. 
ing fljips. A port fire from L'Oricnt 
fell into the main royal of the Alexander,, 
the fireoccafioned by which was however 
extinguifhed in about two minutes, by 
the ai^tive exertions of Capt. Ball. 

After this awful fcenc, the firing re- 
commenced with the fhips to leeward of 
the centre till twenty minutes paft ten, , 
when there was a total ced'ation of firing 
for about ten minutes ; after which it 
was revived till about three in the mgrn* 
ing, when it s^in ceafed. 

After the vi6lory had been fecured in 
the van, fuch Britiih (hips as were in a 
condition to move had gone down upon 
the frefh fliips of the enemy. 

At five minutes palt five in tlie morn- 
ing, the two rear Ihips of the enemy* 
Le Guilliaume Tell and the Geneirtfx, 
were the only French fhipk of tbe line 
that had their coLurs flying. 

3 At 
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At fiftv-four minutes paft five a 
French frigate, L'Artetnife, Bred a 
broadfide and ftruck her colours ; but 
iuch was the unwarrantable and in- 
famous cofidu6( of the French Captain, 
that after having thus furreiidered, he 
fet fire to his ihip, and with part of biv 
crew, made his cfcape on flio^e* 

Another of the French fri^tes, La 
Sevitufe, had been funk by the fire 
from fome of our (hips ; but as her 
poop remained above water^ her men 
were faved upon it, and were taken 
olF by our boats in the morning. 

The Bcilerophon, whofe mails and 
cables had been entirely (hot away, 
could not retain her fituHcion sbreaft of 
L'Orienr, but had drifted out of the 
line to the lee fide of the Biy, a little 
before that fliip blow up. The Auda* 
cious was in the morning detached to 
h*r afliftance. 

At eleven o'clock, Le Genereux and 
Guillaume Tell, with the two frigates, 
La Juftice and La Diane, cut their ca- 
bits and fl^ood out to fca, purfiied by 
the Zealous, Captain Hood, who, as the ' 
Admiral himfelf has ftated, handfomely 
endeavoured to prevent their efcape; 
but as there was no other Ihip in a con- 
dition to ftipport the Zealous, ihe was 
recalled: 

The whole day of the id was em- 
ployed in fecuring the Frenoh (hips 
that had flruck, and which were now 
all completely in our pofleffion, Le 
Tonnant and Timoleon excepted ; as 
thefe were bott^ difmaf^ed, and confe- 
quently could not efcape, they were 
naturally the lad of which we thought 
of taking poflWTion. 

On the morning of the 3d, the Ti- 
moleon was fct fire to, and LeTonnant 
had cut her cable, and drifted on fliore ; 
but that a£tive ofEcer, Capt. Miller, 
of the Thefeus, foon got her off again, 
and fecurcd her in the Biitifh line. 

The Britifh force engaged cpniifled 
of 12 (hips of 74 guns, and the Leandcr, 
of 50. 

From the over anxiety and zeal of 
Captain Trowbridge to get into aftion, 
his (hip, the Culloden, in (landing in 
for the van of the enemy's line, un- 
fortunately grounded upon the tail of 
a (hoal running off from the ifland, on 
which were the mortar and gun bat- 
teries of the eoemy ; and notwiihftand- 
ing an the exertions of that able Officer 
aoa his (hip's company, (he could not 
be got offi This uttfortunace circum- 



ftance was feverely felt at the momenC 
by the Admiral and all the Officers of 
the fquadron; but /i&^/r feelings were 
nothing compared to the anxiety and 
even angutih of mind which ciieCaptm 
of the Culloden himfelf experienced for 
fo many eventful hours. There was but 
one coofolation that could offer itfelf 
to him in the roidft of the diftreffes of 
his (it nation — a feeble one it is tNc— 
that his (hip ferved as a beacon for three 
other ihips, viz. the Alexander, The- 
feus, and Leander, which were ad-« 
vancing with aH poffible fMlI fet clofe in 
his rear, and which otherwii« might 
have experienced a fimilar misfortune, 
and thus in a greater proportion ftijl, 
have weakened out force. 

It was not till the morning of the ad, 
that the Culloden could be got off, and 
it was found (he had foHered very 
conliderable damage in her bottom ; 
that her rudder was beat off, and the 
crew could fcarcely keep her afloat with 
all pumps going. 

The refources of Capt. Trowbridge's 
mind availed him much« and were ad« 
roirably exerted upon this trying oc- 
cafion. In four days he bad a new 
rudder made upon his own deck, which 
was immediately fiiipped ; and the 
Culloden was again rn a (late for aftual 
fervice, though llilt very leaky. 

The Admiral, knowing that the . 
wounded of his own (hips had been well 
takeit care of, bent his firft attention ro 
thofe of the enemy. He eftablifred a 
truce with the Commandant of Aboukir, 
and through him made a communication 
to the Commandant of Alexandria, that 
it was his Intention to allow all the 
wounded Frenchmen to be taken a^ore 
to proper hofpitals, with their own 
Surgeons to attend them : a propofal 
which was well received by the French, 
and which was carried into cftt€t on 
the following day. 

The adlivity and generous confidcra- 
tion of Captain Trowbridge %vere again 
exerted at this time, for the general 
good. He communicated with the fliore, 
and had the addrcfs to procure a fupply 
of frefh provifions, onions, &c. which 
were ferved out to the fick and wound- 
ed, and which proved of effcniial uti- 
lity. 

On the ad, the Arabs atid Mame- 
luke&, who during the battle had lined 
the (horef of the Bay, faw with ir»nf- 
port.ihat the viftory was decifivel^ oors» 
an cvcttt ia which ihey particlp*!^ 
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with «A ezulkatioB ak»oft equal to •ur 
owa ; ami o*. that and the two follow. 
mg ai^hUythe whole coaft aod country^ 
were illiuninaited as far a» \v e coiild fee^ 
iaceldbratioo of our victory. — ThU had 
ajgrcat eJ9e6^ upon the uunds of our 
I DritoQcry, as they conceived that thU il«> 
i luDtioation was the confequence not 
eotJrel/ x)f our fuccefs, but offome 
ii^al adiraiicage ob£a4oed by the Arabs 
aod Mamelukes ovcf Buonaparte.

The. pr.iife exprelFed in this Memo* 
randum could not fail to be hi^l]|r ac- 
cepiable and gratifying to every indi- 
vidual in the fquadron ; and the ob* 
fcrvation which it endeavoured to xm- 
prefs upon the minds of all« 0f tb^ 
jir iking advantages derived from disci* 
PLiNE and GOOD oRi>Ba»^as fo much 
the efiedt of recent experience, that 
every heart immediately aflented to it« 
juftice. 

The benefit of this important, truth 
will not> we truft, be confined to any 
particular branch of the Britilh Navy ; 
Che r«ntimeat of the Heao of the Nile 
muft infufe itfelf into the heart of every 
Britiib fcaman, in whatever quarter of 
the globe he may be extending the glurv 
and ioterefts of his country, and will 
there ptoduce the coavidiion, tbaf 
Courage alone will not lead him to Con«> 
quefty without tlte aid and dire£kion of 
exa& Difcipline and Order. Let thofe 
who defire to emulate <as every Britilh 
feaman muft) the glory acquired upon 
this (ignal occasion, purfue the Camf 
means which principally led to its. ac« 
quifuion« Let them repofe tiie moft 
perfe^ reliance on the coux^ge:, judg^ 
mcnt, and Atili of their fuperwr o£.. 
cers, and let them aid the defigns of 
thefe by uniformly fubmiifive obedience 
and willing fubordinatioa— fo ihall the 
Britilh Navy continue to be tUe ad- 
miration of the world till time ihall he 
ao more I 

Immediately after the a£tion, fo»e 
Maltefef Grcnoefe, and Spaniards, who 
had been lerving on board the French 
fleets otfered their C&rvioes to oufv, 
which were accepted I a«i4 th^ e«- 

preflTed 
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preffed the greateft happtnefs at thus 
being freed, as they themfeWes faid^ 
from the tyranny and cruelty of the 
French. 

On the fourth day after the a6iion, 
Capt. Berry, of the Vanguard, failed 
in the Leander, of 50 guilt, with the 
Admiral's difpatcbes to the Comnnandir 
in Chief, Earl St. Vincent, off Cadle, 
containing intelligence of the Glorious 
Victory which he had obtained. 

-fHerc ends the Journal irom which 
this Narrative has been compiled. We 
confider it unnccelTiry here to reflate 
the Line of Battle of the two fietts, or 
to repeat the Lifts of the Killed and 
Wounded, fcc. as thcfc h-ivc already 
been (o fully given to the public through 
the official channel of the Adnniral's 
difpatches. 

it would to us, however, appear a 
want of juft feeling and fentiment, 
were we to fend a Narrative into the 
world, fo authentic and circttmftantialy 
without attempting to exprefs, however 
.Inadequately, our homage^ for the 
fpiendid talent and heroic energy by 
which the glorious event of which it is 
defcripttve was achieved. The daring 
enrerprize of the Attack could only be 
rivalled by the perfeverin^ Courage 
with which it was fupported, and the 
unparalided Succefs with which it was 
crowned. , 

Where the fervices of all upon this 

Sreat occdfion were fo eminently marked 
y the mod animated gallantry, it 
would not only be invidious, but perhaps 
iwpoffible, to make a fclcftion of indi- 
▼iduaJ pre-eminence. If every man 
had not done his duty to the utmoft 
ftretch of his ability, it feems impoffible 
that an inferior force ihould have ob- 
tained fo fignal a victory over one fb 
very confiderably fuperior. The dif- 
ferent fituations, however, of the dif- 
ferent ihips, certainly placed fome in 
circumftances of more arduous and. un- 
equal combat than others. The un- 
daunted magnanimity with which the 
Bellerophon was placed alongiide L'O- 
r4ent, excited at the moment the higheft 
admiration, and the perfeverance with 
which ihe retained her fituation, muft 
-ever be the theme of eulogium with 
every officer and man in the Britilk 
fquadron. Other inftances, which gave 
room for a more peculiar difplav of 
heroifm, might be adduced ; but where 
'jiLL were Heroet , the praife of Heroism 

IS JUSTIFY DUE TO ALU 



In the Chief Commander upon this 
occafion, it is evident that the high gal- 
lantry of his fpirit is Oie lea ft ^r iking 
qualification for the command with 
which he had fo judicioufly been in- 
veiled. To fight and to conquer had 
been familiar to him \ bat he was now 
called upon for the^xercife of 'qualities 
which riiife the true Hero above the 
level of the general mafs of mankind » 
and conflituce the cbara^er of a great 
Cirfflnvaff^^r.— Thefe, it has been feeo^ 
he not only fully poffelfed, but moft 
admirably exerted. He purfued to 
every pvnnt in which there feemed the 
bcft chance of finding his enemy— he 
fuiFercd incertitUvlc and difappoinimenc 
with unC)aken firranefs ; and th*^ d^hy 
which occurred in the gratification of 
his wifhes, only added to the heroic 
feeling from which they arufe. 

An idea has gone abroad, that the 
attack in Aboukir Bay was direfted by 
accident. No idea can be more un- 
founded, or more derogatory to the 
profeffional character of the gallant 
Admiral. It is proved from this Nar- 
rative, that his mode of attack was the 
refult of deep and deliberate cogitation ; 
and fo clearly had he explained himfelf 
to thofe who were to bear their rc« 
fpe£livc (hares in the execution of hi^ 
plans, that when they difcovered th^r 
enemy, little remained to be done but 
to commence the premeditated attack. 
How well the plan for the attack at 
anchor was concerted, the event has 
fully proved \ and. there is certainly 
every juft ground for the conclufioo, 
that wherever, or in whatever fituation, 
the Bricifh fquadron, under Rear* 
Admira4 Neifon, had fallen in with 
the enemy, the refult would have beea 
fuccefsful and glorious iu a fuperUtive 
degree. 

As it was— BO battle was ever more 
defperately fought— no victory was ever 
more complete in itftif, or more im- 
portant in its confequences ;— and when 
the fuperiority in force of thfe eneroyy 
and his advantages of fituatioAy are 
confidered, it muft be pronounced to 
be the moft daring enterprize, under the 
conduct of reafon and Ikill, that ever 
was attempted 5 and The Battle of 
THE Nile, which now fills all Europe 
with fenfations of aftoniihment and ad- 
miration, muft continue to be our fa- 
vourite theme of pasegy ric^ our fride, 
and our boast, while generous and 
heroic feelings ffiall continue to be cl)c- 
riihed by the Brkilh Nation.]

GIFFORD, Firft Aide-dc- 
Camp to Gen. the Hon. Charles Stuart, 
arrived this afternoon at the Office of 
the Right Hon* Henry Dundas, one of 
his Majefty's Principal Secretaries of 
State, with a di^atch from the General^ 
of which the following is a copy : 
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Ciudadellai Nov, it, 1798. 



I HAVtt the honour to accjuaint you^ 
that hU Majeity's forces are in podeiiioa 
of the Ifland of Minorca, without hav- 
ing fuilained the lofs of a fingle man. 

'As neither Commodore Duckworth 
or myfelf could procure any ufeful io«« 
formation relative to the object of the 
expedition at Gibraltar, it was judged 
advifeable to d:rpatch the Peterell floop 
of war to cruite off the harbour of 
Mahon for intelligence $ where, after 
remaining a few days, fhe joined tjie 
fleet near the Columbrttes, wuhouc 
having m^de any cffcntial difcovcry. 
So circumilanced, it was agreed to at- 
tempt a dcfccnt in the Bay ot Addaya ; 
and the wind proving favourable on the 
7th inft. a feint was made with the line 
of battle ihips at Fcrnelles, and boars 
were alTLmbied for that purpofe under 
the direction of Capt. Bowen, Capt. 
Poldcn, and Capt. PreisUnd. Previous 
to the landing of the troops, afmall bat* 
tery at the entrance of the Bay was eva- 
cuated, the magazine blown up, the guns 
fpikcd, and Ihorily after the fi^ft di- 
vifion, confidine of ^00 men^ was on 
fiiorc. A confiderable cxpKfu^n to the 
Wedward indicated that the Spani'irds 
had alfo abindoncd the works a: For* 
neiles. Nearly at the lame momehe 
loooof the encniy's troopH jppioached 
in fwVeral. ditferent directions, and 
threatened to furround i' '^ mconfide- 
rable forces but were repuilcd witLi fome 
lofs on the Ufr, while the guns of the 
Argo checked ?i fimllar aticnpt on the 
right flank i and the pod was maintained 

until 
1 
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until the debarlcation of the different 
divifioni afforded the means of eftab- 
lifliing a poficion from whence the 
enemy's troops would have been at- 
tacked with conAderable advantage, had 
they not retired, in the beginning of 
the night. 

The ftrengtb •f the ground, the 
pafT^s, and the badnefs of the roads in 
Minorca, are fcarccly to be equalled in 
the moft mountainous parts of Europe ; 
and what increafed the difKculty of ad- 
vancing 'upon this occaiion was the 
dearth of intelligence ; for although ne^r 
xoo deferters had come in ftom the 
Swift rtgimeotSf and affirmed that the 
remainiog force upon the lAand ex- 
ceeded 4000 men, no particular account 
of the enemy's movements wasobraioed« 
Under this uncertainty it was fcr a few 
minutes doubtful what meafure to pur* 
fue, but as quickly determineJ to pro- 
ceed by a forced march to Mercadal, and 
thereby feparate the enemy's force by 
pbffeffing that efTencial pafs in the firft 
inftance, and from thence advancing 
upon his principal communications to 
cither extremity of the liland, judly de- 
pending upon Commodore Duckworth*s 
zeal and exertion; to forward from 
i%dda^a and Fornelles fuch fupplies of 
provihons and ordnance l^ores as might 
favour fubfequent operations. 

' To effeft this object, Colonel Graham 
was feat with 600 men, and by great 
exertion arrived* at Mercadal a very 
few hours after the main force of the 
enemy had marched towards Ctudadella, 
making feveral ofhcers and foldiers 
prifoiers, feizing various fmait m»ga- 
sines, and eftablifliing his corps in front 
of the village. 

' The perfevering labour of 250 fca- 
men, under the direction of Lieur. 
Buchannan, during the night, having 
greatly affiftedthe artillery in forward- 
ing the battalion guns, the army arrived 
at Mercadailon the 9th, where, learning 
that Mahon was nearly evacuated, a 
difpoiition was inf^andy made to operate 
with the whole force in that diTe£tion, 
and Col. Paget detached under this 
movement with 300 men to take poffef- 
(lon of the town : upun his arrivati he 
fummoncd Fort Charles to furrendcr, 
and made the Lieutenant-Governor of 
the iHind, a Colonel of arrilleryi and 
i6o men, prifoncrs of war, removal the 
boom obftradling the crrtranrt of the 
harbour, and gave free p^-fTagc 10 the 
Cormorant and A unora frigates, which 
were prcvioufly lent by Commouorc 



Duckworth to make % diverfion off that 
port, But ihefewere nbt the only 
advanttges immediately refiiltine from 
this movement •, it favoured delcf tion, 
intercepted all flragglers, and enabled 
the di fie rent departments of the ajmy 
to procure beafts of burthen for tht 
further pro^reCs of his MajeHy's arms. 
Having alcertained that ih^ enemy's 
troops were throwing up works aad 
entrenching themfelves in front of 
Ciudadella, it was refolved to force their 
pofition on the night, of the lyh inft» 
and, preparatory to -this attempt* CoU 
Paget with 200 men was withdrawn 
from 'Mahon ; Col. MoncrUf fcnt for- 
ward with a dctachmenj to Ferapas; 
three light twplve pounders, and 6ve 
and a half inch howiixers, and 90 
marines landed from the flec^ ; v«hen» 
in conftquenc? of its having been com- 
ihunicated to Commodore Duckworth^ 
that four fliips, fuppofcd of the hnc*, 
were fcen between Majorca and Mi- 
norca fleering towards the laft-meotioncd. 
ifland, he decided to purfue them, re- 
quefted that the feamen and marines 
might reimbark, and fignified his de- 
termination of proceeding with all the 
armed tranfports to fea: but weighing 
the ferious cont'equences which would 
rcfult to the army from the fmalleU de- 
lay on the one hand, and the advantages 
to be reafonably expcfted from a fpiritcd 
attack on the other, it was thought, 
advifeable to retain them with the army 5 
and, on the lath inftant, the whole 
force marched to Alpiuz, and from 
thence proceeded on the 13th to Jupet* 
Col. Moncrief's detachment moving in 
a parallel line on the Feirana^s Road '« 
Mala Garaba. Thefe precautiooS| and, 
the appearance of two columns ap- 
proaching the town, induced the enemy 
to retire from their half- con ft runted 
defences within the walls of Ciuda- 
della; and in the evening of the fame 
day, a fmali detachment, under Capt. 
Muter, was fent to take poffeilion of the 
Torre den Quart, whereby the army 
• was enabled to advance on the 14th, an* 
pareotly in three columns, upon Kane s, 
the Ferarias, and FornelUa. Roads, to 
the inveftment of the town at day- 
break, occupying ground covei'ed by 
the pofition the enemy had relinquiihcd :

tbofe who hav« fecured the fafety, or 
enlarged the glory of their country^ 
iiould jiarticipate in her favours » And 
. it is with a pride highly flattering to 
I EngliOimen, that we look back on the 
almoft unexampM exertions of pur ga}- 
last Commanders and Seamen during the 
foarfe of the prefeni Warj exertions 
which have not only done the highe^ 
honour to their country, but have given 
*he example and opportunity to other 
nations (if they are wiie enough to avail 
themielves of them) colle6liveJy to make 
head againil an enemy ; who, in defiance 
of all laws human and divine, feems to 
feel a favage pleafurie in being the ens- 
ay of all mankind. 

In the illuftrious line of thofe naval 
iieroes which we have given in the couri'e 
«f this Work, we are happy to add fom.e 
account of the Gentleman whofe portrait 
app^s in the front of the pcefent puli- 
lication $ a hero,> who though in years 
has fcarcely reached the mrridiatt^Vman- 
hood, io/oKr^ has eiven fuch proofs of 
profeffional ikiU and valour, as not only 
to demand the praifes of his countrymen, 
hut to Jiold him up as one of the prin- 
cipal pledges of their future glory. 



Sir Edward BeIIry is' the foi\ of 
— !- Berry, Efq. not long fmce a con- 
fiderable Merchant in the city, who at 
his death kft a young widow and feven 
children to be provi<Kd for on a fortune? 
by no means adequate either to thoir rea- 
A>nat>je expe£);a(ions, or the manner, in 
which they had been brought up. Thft 
family confifted of two Tons (of which 
Sir Edward is the eldeft), Mr. Titus 
Berry, bred a fur^on, and now rifing 
into eminence in his profeiifion, and fi\e 
daugliters, one of whom died young— 
jtwo are married, and two remain Qngle* 

Young ^erry had the good fortune of 
having his profefllon in life afiigned hini 
by his own choice $ a circumllance ge« 
nerally favourable, as it meets diflicultiet 
with a better grace, and goes a great 
way in infurtng us the obje6l of our 
contemplation. His pencbant was the 
fea fervice; and as fuch a purfuit far 
voured the circumllances of the family* 
he made his firft voyage before he waf 
quite fourteen years of age. 

Of the early parts of his naval life, at 
there was nothing could be atcbieved* 
there is nothing to be recorded. The 
firft circumftance of any consequence wat 
his fpiritedly boarding a ihip of war 
with which they were giappled, and for 
which Lord Spertcer made him a Lieu- 
tenant. Soon after this we find him la 
the lift of heroes who figoalized then>- 
felves under Lord Howe on the ift of 
June 1794 \ an a^ion, though becoming 
lefs popular from tlie nuqubcr . of re- 
fplendent vi^ries which have focceeded* 
yet deferves to be ever remembered for 
the great nautical ikill and fpirit with 
which it was performed j and to the 
I, a praifi 
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prftt(e of the icreral ofiicers and feamcn 
who diilingiuihed themfelves on this me- 
morable occafion, we are happy to add a 
deferved euiogium on the Commander in 
Chief, not generally known. 

This venerable Seaman (the title he 
moft afpifes to, and whofe. (kill and 
courage will be at much the theme of 
pofterity as it is of the prefent day) was • 
then, at the age of feventy, three days 
without ever taking offhis clothes bring- 
ing the French to a{lion> and two days 
more fighting them, nor did he relax one 
moment from the ftrifteft attention to his 
duty till tUe victory was completely de- 
cided ; nature then yielding to fucn ac- 
cumulateii fatigues, he was carried down 
into his cabin almolV quite exhaufted. 

When the intimacv commenced be- 
tween Capt. Berry and the prefent Ad- 
miral Lord Nelfon, we are not precifely 
acquainted with :

Whenever it was, we find 'it firmly eftab- 
liflied in the memorable a6lion off the 
rock oi St. yincenti led by the gallant 
Adminl fmce fo defervedly raifed to that 
title. They both participated in the 
honours of that glorious day ; and they 
were both thought fo highly of by Lord 
St. Vincent, that when he thought fit to 
Inake an attempt upon the town of Santa 
Cruz in the liland of Teneriffe, which 
from a variety of intelligence he conceived 
vulnerable, he appointed Rear-Admiral 
Nelfon to the command of that expe* 
dition ; Captain Berry commanding the 
ihip in which the Admiral made his at- 
tack. 

Of the event of this attack the public 
•re already acquainted, which, though 
rendered unfuccefsful from a number of 
untorefeen accidents, his Majefty^s arms 
•acquired a confiderable degree of luftre. 
Captain Berry was in the boat with the 
IRear- Admiral, when the (hot ihattei^d 
the latter*8 arm, and which previoufly 
pafTed between him and Mr. Nefbit (the 
AdmiraPs fon*in-law), as they \iere 
talking together. This unfortunate ac- 
cident, which was not then fcen in the 
extent which it afterwards appeared , 
icarcely difconpofed him : it was in* 
llantly bound up with a handkerchief, 
and the Admiral conducted his rerrca( 
with all that coolnei« and circumfpe^ion^ 
which is the, general attendant of true 
^ravcjy, 



The Rear-Admiral, in Ma difpatehct 

to Lord St. Vincent, fpeaking of thia 
event, fays, " Though we liave not beea 
able to fucceed in this attack, yet it ia 
my duty to ftate, that I believe more 
daring mtrcptdity never waarfhetrn thaa 
by the Captains, officers, and nlen, you 
did me the honour to place under my 
command.'* Though Captain Berry wa» 
implicated in this general euiogium, hit 
friend rcferved for him a more particular 
honour in the prefence of his Sovereign* 
by telling his Majeily, when he condoled 
with him on the lofs of his arm» " Tliat 
he had ftill his right hand left,'* alluding 
to the Captain who was near him. 

Much as thefe actions contributed to \ 
Captain Berry*s reputation, more laurels 
ft ill awaited nim ;, being appointed one 
of the fquadron detached by Lord St. 
Vineent into the Mediterranean, under 
the command of Sir Horatio Nelfon» 
He was Captain of the Vanguard, a' 74 
gun ihip, in which the Admiral failed } 
and though the public are already ac- 
quainted with the proceedings ot this 
fquadron, from the time of its failing 
from Gibraltar to the conclufion of the ; 
glorious battle of the Nile, there are 
feme particulars neceflary to be remarked 
upon towards ilhicidating thefe memoirs. 
About a fortnight after their lailing 
from Gibraltar, a moft violent fquall of 
wind took the Vanguard, which carried 
away her top- m aft s, and at iaft her fore- 
mal^, and though all the fquadron in 
fome meafUre ielt the effe^s of this . ! 
ftorm, a ftronger vein of wind attacked 
this ftiip ; inibmuch that ftte was obliged 
to be towed by the Alexander for the 
purpofe of gaining St. Pierre's Road ) 
but notwithftanding this misfortune, and 
their hopes being Iruftrated in not meet- 
ing with a friendly reception at the place 
ot their deft i nation, the Admiral was 
determined not to quit Captain Berry's 
ftiip J and if any thing could be fuppoled 
to accelerate the latter's duty, it was 
thehappinefs he would derive in making 
the Admiral's. fituation tenable; his un- 
common efforts, and Ihoferefources which 
Britifh feamen have within themfrlves, 
foon enabled him torefit whiift at anchor 
at St. Pierre's Road, and he again put 
to Tea with the reft of the fquadrcn in 
tolerable condition. 

Wibcfl^ A'dmiral Nelfon was firft in- 
formed by the difgatches brought him 
by Captain Hardy, ol the La Mutincj 
«' That Captain Trowbridge had been 
detached with ten fail of the iine ^nd a 
fifty gunihipi to reinforce them, he^wcut 
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ip to CaptaSn Berry who wai on the 
quirt er deck» and in a tranfport of joy 
exclaimed, «Now I ihall be a match for 
any holHle fleet in the Mediterranean, 
and the wifli of my heart it to encounter 
we." 

During the aftion, which happened 
foon after, and w^ich fiiines and will for 
ever Oiine in the annaU of Briiifh glory. 
Captain Bory'a courage and prefcnce of 
latod never forfook him. As foon as 
efer he faw the Le Spartiate difmafted, 
iie knt an officer with a party of marines 
to take pofTeflion of her, which he effefVu- 
. ally did, and on that officer's returning 
with the French Captain's iword, Capt. 
1 Berry immediately delivered it to the 
Admiral, who was then below in confe- 
qucace of the fevere v^'ound which he had 
received in the head during the heat of 
tk attack. 

^hen the L'Orient, the Fnench Ad- 
niirars (hip, was on fire, and which foon 
iacreafed with fuch rapidity that the 
whole of the after part of the fhip was 
in fiames. Captain Bcrry^s humanity 
prompted him infiantly to communicate 
I this intelligence to the Admiral, to fee 
what could be done towards faving the 
lives of the unhappy crew. Tht Ad- 
miral was at that time under the hands 
of the furgeon^ who was dreiTmg the 
wound he received in the beginning of 
the adion; but the call of humanity 
fboo made him overlook his own danger 5 
he inibntly came upon deck, and ordered 
. Captain Berry to make every practicable 
I \ exertion in their favot^r. hi confe- 
qonce, a beat, f he only one which could 
Iwtog, wjis inftantly difpatched from the 
Vanguard $ other fhips that were in a 
condition to do fo foon followed the 
example, by which means, from the heft 
poflibie information, the lives of above 
fcfcnty Frenchmen were faved from their 
impending fate. 

We mention thefo particulars to (hew 
the cardial co operation between the 
Kcar- Admiral and Captain Berry, and 
the high confidence the former had in 
the latter's abilities, whiph appeared in 
Buny inftarces, particularly in never 
changing his iliip, though at one time 
in a perilous fituation, and always con- 
certing with him the beft mode ot attack 
under all the poflibie fituations of the 



enemy ; but the ftrongcft confirmatioA 
of theie fa€^8 was the AdniiraPs own 
difpatch, when, after mentioning the 
wound he received in the beginning of 
the aAion, which obligeil him to leave 
the deck, he pays the handfomeft eulo- 
gium on the fpirit ancl condudi of hit 
Captain. 

Soon after this a6lion Captain Berry 
was difpatched by the Admiral, in the 
Leander, Captain Thorn pfon, to firing 
the account of this glorious vi^ory to 
Europe ; but unfortunately was met by 
a French ihip of much fuperior force 
both in guns and men. Here, perhaps, 
itri^t prudence Aiould have diflatad a 
quiet lurrender ; but the Conquerors of 
the Mouth of the Nile could not brook 
fubmiflion to any enemy. It was re- 
folved by both Captains to fight her, and 
the conteft was perhaps one of the 
bloodieft which have been fought thit 
war. Captain Berry found himfelf at 
onetime with fix ofthefhip*8 company 
falling around him in the agonies of 
death, when he himfelf receiveo a wound 
from part of a man^s fkull being driven 
through his arm. He was then obliged 
to retire, in order to have his wound 
dreffefl, when the carnage increafmg, 
from the great force and fi-c(hnefs of the 
enemy oppofed to the infei'ior and crippled 
flate of the Leander, (lie was, after a 
fevere conteft of feveral hours, obliged 
to furrender ; but in this fbrrender every , 
thing honourable was obtained but vie* 
tory*. 

Such were the hair-breadth fcapes of 
this gallant ofhcer ; it now remained for 
him to reap the honourable rewards of 
his fervices :-»on his exchange and re- 
turn to this country he met the praifes- 
of his countrymen, and a cordial re- 
ception from his Sovereign, who honotired 
him with kniehthood and the fuljeit ap* 
probation of his condnft. Capt. Berry 
IS at prefent at Bath for the benefit of 
his health, which has iuftered conflderably 
from the variety of tatigues which he 
has undergone in the fervice. We are 
happy to hear, however, that the watero 
have agreed with him, and that he is now 
in a fairway of rccoveiy. 
» As the relatives of a deferving public 
chara£ler become in a great degree the 
obje6ls of public attention, we have a 



* When Captain Berry was carried down from the deck to have his wound drefTcd, he 
fevod NimftU fb covered over with the blood and brains of his unfortunate (hipmates, tharhv 
wai under a nccefftt/ of changing his dothes, and pucting on his fiiU drefi imiform. This 
afterwards twned out rather a lucky circumllance, a., on the furrender of the Leander, the 
fiti^h iailjors made rather free wi(h He Ipofe wardrobe of the (hip's company. 
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pkafure in kying before them* the fol- 
lowing pai'ticulars of this Gentleman* s 
family : 

Captain, now Sir Edward BerrVy as 
we before obferved, i« the ekieft fon of 
hit father, formerly a merchant in the 
city, and was born in the year 1766. 
He married I a few months before he laft 
went out with Admiral NeUbn, a yonng 
lady of the name of Foftcr, a daughter of 
Dr« Fofter, of Norwich, who is his own 
couiTn-german* His fecond brother, Ti- 
tiss Berry, was bred a furgeon, and is 
jafi commencing in that profeiTion with 
confiderable.^d^/ ; two ot his fifters are 
well married, and the other two young 
ladies, who are faid to be very beautiful 
and accompliftied, remain as yet fmglc. 

Mrs. BerrV) his mother, married a 
iecond time the late Mr. Godfrey, the 
0ekbi*ated chcmiil of Southampton-ftreet^ 



who, dybg in left thalt two years after' 
his marriage, left her a jointure of 500I. 
oer year, with which flie now lives at 
Kenfmgton in very great refpe^t and 
chara^er. Slie is reckoned very amiable, 
in her perfpn and manners, and, being 
now only in the meridian of life, is fullv 
capable of feeling and participating with 
her. fon the honours and rewards of his 
Ii:rvices. 

Captain Berry had an uncle, who wfol 
out early to India, and returned with a 
very confiderable fortune ; but dying on- 
marriedi he bequeathed the grcateft part 
of it to his nephews and nieces, wni^h 
is fuppofed at leaft to have amounted to 
two or three thoufand pounds a piece ; 
fo that all the immediate branches of this 
Gentleman*s family may be faid to be iiv 
a very independent fituatioa* 
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THAT a man*§ friends often times 
prove his bittereft enemies we 
Inve frequently of late had occafion to 
ofelerve, and it would be verified anew, 
were I difpofed to mkke ufe of the op- 
portunity afforded me by your corre- 
fpondent O. I. in the attack he has 
recently made on the Sketch of the Life 
and Chara£)er of the late Rev. Thomas 
Alcock, which I lent to the European 
Magasine for 06lober lail, under the 
title of " S(m€ Memoir Si<£cy 

Conceiving myfelf, though an anony* 
mmis coiTcrpondcrtt, as rcfponfible tor 
every thing I communicate to the public, 
1 trttft your readers will allow me to fay 
a few words for myfelf in reply to what 
this angry writer has advanced aeainft 
me, akhough it may be to the exciafion 
•f more entertaining matter, 

I find myftlf accufed of partiality and 
mifreprefcntation.— But not one loU« 
tary mttance is adduced of either. 

It is pretty plainly inftnuated that 
I am the traducer oH' injured merit, but 
not the fmallelt attempt is made to refute 
or point out any of thofe calumnies, 
which one would think bad been diiipo- 
vcred.

Let 
us fee how he has executed the ta^ 
which he has himfelf undertaken, \n 
which he is fairly committed to fay every 
thing that can be faid on the fubjd^. 

He telU us that Mr. Alcock, whiii .. 
at College, <« was oncf requcfted to repeat f 
a declamation a^iecond time } that hft 
ufed to make exercifes for the bl«ck* 
heads of Oxford (perha{>s O. I. was a 
cotemporary and f peeks feelingly) ; that 
he did his duty as a Clergyman irre« 
proachably, and took more pleafure in 
gw'ixt^ good cui'vici to the poor, than in 
aflbciating with the rich 9 that he be- 
lieved the do£lrincs of the church of 
England ^((trange! that a C]6rg}'nian 
fliuuld believe the dofirines of his own 
church) ; that he fucceeded in bring- 
ing back a ft^ay (beep from the modern 
feet of methodiiin $ that he did not join 
the gofiips at the tea tahl^, in calumni- 
ating their neighbours (an amiable tnit, 
and to which I cordially unite my tribute 
of applau(e) ; and finally, that he gavs 
fome money to his poor relations.'* 

This is the amount of the mig*ity 
vindication of departed merit, which 
was to fct Mr. Alcock in a new li-rhtf 
and refcuc his name from ^e ioul inil- 
leprcfentatioA of G. C. 

'^ Whether 
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Whc^cr dat ntmc will rc^c^it^ any 
additiwBal ludrc from thofi; difcoveriety 
I know not; but I am of opinion that 
O. I. bas aAed very uoNyiicly in pro- 
feffing to do (o much, and in reality 
doing io iittit;. 

, Indeed I an almoft tempted to believe 
that this pretended . friend to Mr. Al- 
cock*s memory is an enemy in dilguife, 
who wifhes to provoke a more minute 
9ni fijiHhed repreientation of hn (ingu- 
Juitics than has already appeared. 

If he be fo, however, I will not gratify 
kim. Peace be to the allies of a man 
whofe cbarafter in many points I trui) 
eieemed) npr fliall the iiijudicious in« 
I ^erfcrence of O. I. provoke me to fliew 
how very far J have been from exagger- 
ation, or to more narrowly examine how 
little Mr. Alcock has gained ^y the 
finiAiiog touches ^f this oflkious friend. 

I midl, however, tell O. I. in his ear, 
that if he really be the friend he pro- 
fefla hinxiielf., he has been treading on 
very (lippery ground, and has more rea-

I Setting myfeiAherefore quite at eafe, 
' as to any cauie I may have for reproach-

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I have panegyrised ; w*hom I have de* 
icribed as the medUkt friend of the poori 
the Oracle of his parifh delivering on all 
occalions the beft opinion that could be 
obtained \ and as one whofe predominant, 
if not his only failing, was a too great 
attention to rigid ceconomy \ let nae 
now in my turn take notice ^f the cruel 
afperfion whkh O. I. has caTt upon his 
widow. 

A Lady, one would imagine, wa« 
entitled to more delicacy and refpeffr, 
but the days of chivalry are paft, and 
this gallant defender of injured merit 
drags her forward without the fmalieft 
neceHTity \ and, with one Iweeping daub, 
makes ner the very reverfe of all that i# 
excellent and good. 

Was it fair 1 was it juft to attack a 
poor defencelefs woman with fuch a rude 
and unprovoked blow as this ? Whem 
was O. I.* 8 urbanity — where thofe high 
founding fcntiments which, conjuring up 
the fhade of Burke, bade us look for 
nothing but what was liberal and decoc#> 
ous? 

I will now. Sir, after begging a thou« 
fand pardons of your readers, for intrud- 
ing io long upon them, conclude wifji 
adviiing O. I. to examine his ground 
better before he next ventures tp attack*

YELLOW FEVER. 



npHE following Extra6l fnom a Voyage 
X to the South Seas, lately publifhed 
hf Captain Coliiett, of the Royal Navy, 
is highly deierving of the attention of all 
Coounandcrs of (hips and otheis who go 
into hot climates, as it exhibits a fuc- 
celsfiil mode of treating the Yellow 
fevtr, a diforder, which, alas ! has fo 
often baffled the (kill of medical praAi« 
tioncrs (page So) : — 

'' The wjiolc crew had been more or 
lefsafTeacd by the Yellow Fever, from 
which horrid diforder I was however fo 
fortunate as to recover them, by adopting 
the method, that I faw pra^ifed by the Na- 
tives of Spanilh America, when I was a 
prLConer among them. Qn the (irft fymp- 
toms appearing, the fore part ot' the head 
was immediately fhaved, and.the temples 
Hd poU va^cd with vinegar and water. 



The whole body was then immerfed in 
warm water, to give a free courfe to per- 
fpiration : fome opening medicine was 
afterwards adminiiiered, and every four 
hom's a dofe of ten grains of James'^s 
Powdrrs, If the patient was thirfty, thf 
drink was weak white wine and water» 
and a (lice of bread to fatisfy an inclina- 
tion to eat. An incrcafmg appetite was 
gratified by a fmall quantity of foup, 
made from the mucilaginous part of the 
turtle, with a little vinegar in it. I alfo 
gave the fick fweetmeats and other 
articles from my private ftock, whenever 
they exprelfed a diftant wi(k for any^ 
which I could fupply them with, ^y 
this mo^le of treatment, the whole crew 
improved in their healtii, except the car- 
penter who, though a very ftout robuft 
man, wa« at oucl time in fuch a ftate of 
^,g,t,ze^i 4eMrium, 
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dcliriuiDt axKi Co much reduced that I 
gave him over i but he at length reco* 
▼crcd." 

A more jodicieus treatment of this 
diforder couid not have been devifed. 
The fame good fenfc, indeed, which 
dircfled the medical concerns (for there 
Itas no fuegeon on board) feems to have 



prevailed upon every occaGoili of H^cttty 
or danger, which required nautical ikiil i 
but of this we are the leis furpri&dy 
when we find that Captain Colnett had 
ferved under that celebrated navigator

Sefent with him as long as her extmsr- 
nary paflion woiild give her leave, which 
at length threw her mto fitts, not being 
Bhle to rpeak whileft with him, fent a 
iseiTage to him to excufe her abfence, and 
to beg his pardon if ever ibe had of* 
ftndcd him in ail her iif«. He replvM, 
Alas ! pcor woman, (he beg my pardon ! 
I beg hers with all my heart. The ' 
Qii^een that row is was a moli paflionat^ 
{liitgibtt) tender-hearted as to think a 
crown dearly boueht, with the lofs of 
Jnch a brother i there was no one Indeed 
o^' cither fex but wept like chiUren. On 
l^ryday moixinjg ali the churches were fo 
^rcngM with peoirftr to prav for him, 
all in tears and with dejefied looks, that 
4or my part I found it a hard taik, and

Uras the iight as well as were the thoughts 
of the occafion of it. The Biihop of 
9ath and Wells * watching on Wednelday 
right (as my Lord had done the night 
l^ibre), there appe;u:ij)g then fome danger^ 



beean to difcourfe to him as a dtvin^ 
and thereupon he did continue the fpeaker 
for the reft to the laft, the other bi(h*ps 
giving their aflillance both by prayers 
and otherwife, as thev faw occaiion, with 
many good ejaculations and ihorl. 
fpeeches, till his fpecch quke left him, 
and afterwards by lifting up his hand 
exprefling his attention to th« prayers, 
he made a very glorious Chriftian exit, 
after as laftinr and as ftrong an agonj 
of death almoft as ere was known. 

About 4 o'clock King James was 
proclaim^ with the ufuail folcmnity, 
and with great acclamations, togethes 
with a decent concern for the lofs of fo 
good a prince. All things were managed 
with great order and quiett, and his 
Majeftic at night in council made a very 
gracious declaration (which I fupfop

either by toleration or any other wav 
whatever. This day the Archbiihop and 
Biihops waited on his Majettie, and dc»^ 
fired private audience in the clolett : thf 
Archbi/hop made a very eloquent fpeeck 
by way of thanks, in the name of th^ 
whole clergy, for the laft night*« dccls- 
ration as what prevented what otberwi^ 
they muft have made their earneft prayqr ^ 
and fiiit to him to patronize the Churcji 
as his royall brother of blelTed memory 
had all along done : giving him all aflii- 
rancesof loyalty in the cler^as'whsf 
he might depend upon, as it is both thf 
do^rine and praftice of cur Church be- 
yond any Church in the world. His 
Majeftie again repeated what he had btt 
fore declar'd, and faid moreover, he 
would never give any fort of counteaanct 
to the difienters, knowing that it muft 
needs bee faftion, and not religion^ 
men could not be content to meet nfc 
befides their own familie, which the law 
djfpenfcswith. Thus to make amend! 
for t>ur mat lofs, wee are much com- 
forted wuh the hopes wee have of our 
Church continuing in its tbrroer flourilh- 
ing cft^tc.

COMPOSED with fuch celerity, that 
many of jiis beft overtures were 
wiitten in three hours each. Of his merit 
as amulkian Sir John Hawkins gives 
this extraordinary ttiiimony i " In all 
theatrical rcprefentations a part only of 
/ the audience can judge of the merit of 
what they fee and hear $ the reft are 
drawn together by motives in which 
neither tafte nor judgment have any 
ikaie : and with refpe6t to Mufic it is 
BOtorious, thai- the greater number of 
mankind are ideftitute (though not of 
hearing, yet) of that fenfe whxcb> fuper- 
added to tne bearing, renders it fufceptible 
of thje barmony of mufical founds j and 
ID timea when Mufic was lefs faAiionable 
than it is now, many of both fexes were 
ingenuous enough to confefs that they 
wanted this fenle, by faying ** 1 have no 
ear for Muiic." Perfons luch as thefe, 
who, had they been left to themfelves, 
would have interrupted the hearing of 
others by their talking, were, fy ibe 
ferfwmance ofUandely not only charmed 
mtofilence, but were generally the loudeft 
in their acclamations* This, though it 
could not be faid to be genuine applaufe, 
wai a mvch Wronger proof of the power 
of harmony than the like eiFe6i v}K>n an 
audience composed onifr of judges and 
lational admirers of bis art.

Hiechanically repeated, without the flight J 
eft attention to its meaning. They who 
from the pulpit, the ftage, or the prefs, 
take umm themfelvtt the fUfficult taik of 
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enlightening the worlJ, Teem to thtnk it 
beneath the dignitv of truth ta raife a 
fmile on the face or her votaries ; that si 
fh'ournful lolemnity of di6lion cannot 
fail of benefiting the caufe of virtue ; 
and that, as the Miu«rva of Athens is 
depi£led with an owrl on her cnA, it 
nccefTarily folLws that no modern writer 
can cxpea a (ingle convert to his dec* 
trines, unlefs he alTume a rueful gravity 
of countenance, and hang around his 
mournful volume cyprefs, coffins, and 
cfcutcheons. 

The Monks of La Trapp arc faid to 
have lived in the cxiremcft rigour of 
folitary devotion, and to have each his 
coffin to deep in by way of m^menio mart j 
but if an accidental meeting took place, 
the iepulchra] filence vras no otherwife 
1>roken than by exclaiming with a mourn- 
ful (hake of the head> '^ Brother, we 
muftdie!" 

The gloomy bigotry from which this 
felf' denial origmated, is now univerfally 
reprehended : but while we exclaim 
a^infl monkiih fuperftition, are we not 
from different motives falling into the 
▼ery error we condenm ? Do not volu- 
minous treatifes ifTue from the prefs, the 
fole purport of which is to make man- 
kind difcontented with their prefent fitu- 
ation, by informing them that the exit- 
ing laws of focietv are but incentives to 
vice, and that ail their exertions for 
centuries paft, have produced no other 
effeA than that of iinking them every 
day deeper in the fnares of depravity and 
corruption ? Even romances and novels, 
which ufcd to be written with fcarcely 
«ny other intention than that of com- 
tntinicating harmlefs pleafure, are now 
made vehicles of fophiftry and difcon- 
tent : and whetiier the hero or heroine 
enter the flage coach for Oxford, or dine 
with a Bifhop ; whether they fcale the 
cftdle wa^l by moonlight, cr convtrne at 
. li/eak of day with the Under- Gardener, 
they equally delight to exercife the pe- 
tulant familiarity of calling in queltion 
tlie ordinances or fociety. 

But when men fit down to wnte 
poetry, we naturally expe6l another line 
of condufl. Since the province of po- 
etry is to delight as utII as inftrufk, we 
xaiionally hope to find the poet avoiding 
all topics that are calculated to Cxcite 
linpleafant ideas, and rathtr imitating 
the bee in extracting honey from flowers^ 
than like the Ipider pciloning whatever 
)2e touches, hi this ho^e, however mo* 
derate, we aie doo^neii to experience 
dUappointmeot. The prticot fact «f 



bards', like the harpies of old, taidt everf 
object they touch with the fickly hue of 
melancholy^ and very kindly take upon 
themfelves the talk of manufadluring 
miieriea, where the bounty of natcue 
meant to beftow happinefs. 

In a fmall volume of poems now be- 
fore me, written by three or fo«r inge* 
nious young Gentlemen, the above ob- 
fervations ieem to be well exemplified. 
Whether thefe iofpired youths hold a 
nijghtly convention, like the Inquidtprs 
otPortugal, or a tuneful afTemblaffc, like 
cats on a houfe-top^ certain it is they 
<' difcourfe mofl eloquent mufic,'^ and 
are never fo happy as when they appear 
completely miferable. The death of an 
intimate friend is a treafure to a yvriter 
of this fort ; he turns the dead body in 
every dire&ion, howls over it with the 
ludicrous yell of an Irifh moumeri and 
fometimes, like the favage of America^ 
dtfinters his aflbciate, to iheyv the piety 
with which he embalms his fame. r{ay» 
fo wide does this fympathv extend, that 
for want of a younger miftrefs, one will 
indite a dozen fonnets on tlie death of hia 
grandmother, exclaiming -with the Hi* ^| 
bemian, ** Arrah '. why did you die ?" 

Whew by the bounty of Providence a 
dearth of mifcry takes place among the 
human fpecies, it might be fuppofed that 
thefe figning fwains would lay down thtf 
pen : but not fo — one of the fraternity 
puts on his hat, opens the houfe door^ 
and Tallies forth, like the Caliph of 
Bagdat in difguife, to find whether the 
brute creation have any complaints to \ 
prefent. Having crofTed twQ^ fields, an- 
noyed by the gay carol of the birds, and 
tormented by the imiling face of nature, 
he happens to efpy an als grazing on a 
common, with her foal innocently frilk* 
ing by he«* fide. This is thought fuf- 
iicient provocation for a dirge of fix* 
and- thirty lines, in which the bard thus 
fw^Iy fiflgs.

The propriety of this laft epithet I ani

iuiy be added, that (houTd this veiy pious 
and refpe^abk perfonage mifchievouily 
encourage them in their ms (deeds, they 
perrevere in them with tenfold Tigour. 
The ^e may be faid of our modem 
poets. They would hardly hare ven- 
tofed to petter us with " hyming Ty- 
bani*sekgia£ ftrains,** if therefpedable 
Bsne of Gray had not fet them an ex* 
ample. The rational admirers of this 
I ocellent poet will not be difpleafed bv 
tbe fliort crittciiiB with which I fliaU 
«nclade this Number, though they 
^^Dold have been better pleafed^ had he 
Umfelf pruned thole excrefcences which 
oamiber rather than adorn his fame. 

When, after a iopg abfeoce froni Eton 
College, the poet returns to Tiew the ipot 
vKrs he received his eady education^ 
sad wanders in imagination over his fa- 
foQntt fields^ »ad by the basics of a 
, rim* which neither youth nor age can 
farvey without ienfations of delight, the 
rcsder expe6ls to hear him exprefs the 
^thing and phicid fatisfaAion which 
Itich fcenes are calculated to infpire j he 
opens the book, impreffed with an ardent 
pnfa|;e of the glowing colours in which 
(Ik philojbpbic bard will paint the future 
^ of eacik youthful ftudent : one by 
^» forenfic excellence arriving at the 
^bett honours of the bar : another 
|«idiiig the helm of ftate amidft the 
nsnn of contending faftions, and a third 
adorningjprivate life by elegant literature 
tod unaflluming virtue. Inftead of re« 
^ions like the above, which the reader 
^tfaottt any great violence to probability 
^ht exped, iiow great will his difap- 
poiotment be to find in Gray^s Ode on 
s diflant View of Eton College^ an 
lodnlg^ce' of morbid melancholy and 
pBerifli defpondence, an over drawn pic* 
ture of human mifery, and a gloomy 
compafiion for the unfortunate youth 
**o are about to enter on the ftage of 
the world. The pocf indeed confcfles 
tktt "Gay hope is theirs by fancy fed,'' 
yrt in the following verlc dpes not fcruple 
tff wither every bloflbm of hope in thcic 
words, 

Alas I regardlefs of their ddQm, 

The little *viBims play, 
^^ would not imagine from thia fcn- 
* »^ tb«t they 'were a ^^ce of beings 



condemned to fome dreadful maflacre»« 
inftead of a fociety of boys, many of 
whom were deftined to become the pride * 
of their friends and the hope or the 
nation ? The bard gives additional 
(Irength to the ihocking fufpicion by the 
lines that follow i 

See how all around them wait^ 
The Miniilers of human fate. 

And black misfortune's baleful tralnl 
Ah ! fhew them wherein ambulh ftand^ 
To ieize their prey the murderous band^ 

Ah ! tell them— they are men. 

The Information contained in the coa« 
clndine line, though very important, is . 
certainly not of futticient con(equence to 
need the tremendous artillery of lines 
that precede it. 

In tbe next verfe, among the ^* fury 
paflions," the poet enumerates fear wA. , 
Jbame\ to which he adds forrow with 
peculiar impropriety, as forrow, which is 
the effe^ of various paflions, cannot be ' 
called ititif a paflfion, and leaft of all ^ 
Jury paffion. out the writer is not con- 
tent with tormenting his devoted viclim$ 
with anger, fear, (hame, love, jealoufy, 
envy, &c. &c. he overwhelms them wit£i 
'* keen remorle, with blood defiled,'' and 
** moody madncfs j'* evils which civi- 
lized fociety feldom witnefles, and there- 
fore difguftingly unfit for a general ne- 
fie6tion1ilce wie prefent. Neither is he 
yet content, but hunts the unfortunate 
tribe through life to poverty, difcafir, and 
" flow conluming age." 

In the concluding verfe -a reflect ion 
occurs, that would with more propriety 
have prelented itlclf at the commence- 
ment of the Ode, " Yet ah \ -why (hould 
they know their fate ? Indeed a very- 
rational queffion, though father mil- 
pls^ced ; and if their fate be but lialf ae 
calamitous as Gray propheiies, may 
they long continue ignorant of it ! 

The wits of Cambridge have held that ' 
an epigram fliould, like a jelly bag, be 
pointed at the end. This rule Gray' 
ieems to have applied to ah ode, if we 
may judge from tlie manner in which he 
concludes it : 

No more— where ignorance is blifs, 

' ris folly to be wile. 

This fentimcnt, to fay nothing of its 
moral tendency, has not even the merit 
of novelty to recommend it, being evi- 
dently borrowed from the did ballad t 

O Juniper 1 who would be wife. 
If madneis be loving of thee« )OQ Ic 
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Thus hat Gray eofidcfccnded to horrow 
a jovial renllnient from a dronken fong , 
In order to grace the conclofion of a 
ieriout ode. So unfortunate is plagiarifm 
when unaffiftfd by Judgment^ and fo fure 



is the poet, who has once written wsHr - 
to extort applaufe in aii his future pv«» 
duAions, however faulty their tendency » 
or imperfeA their conftru^on*

AN EASTERN TAL£. 



WHILE Ihdta wa* yet an immea. 
furable foreft, and her diamonds 
lay undifturbed in the mine by the 
drudgery of European avarice, a tribe 
of natives had fixea their reiidence on the 
fide of tlie coaft, where the trees agreeably 
admitted the fummer breezes*. Of thefe» 
Edmorin was Sovereign. Beyond a ridge 
of mountains extending to the South 
were fituated another clan, with whom 
Edmorin and his people were at war. 

, Edmorin, however, was the darlirtg^ of 
his lubje6ts, and beloved by all f his 
humanity was unbounded, his knowledge 
uncommon, and his a^iivity i\irprirmg« 
His arrows were often known ♦a-fbar 
otit of Aghtf even till they feemed to lodge 
in. the bofom of the clouds ; his fpeed 
furpailed the rapidity of the rein-deer j 
and the proportions of his peribn were 
exa6l and graceful as the growth of the 
Cedar. His manners were as mild as 
the mornin?, and his charity warm as 
the noon of day. He governed his people 
with gtntlenefs, and invented, upon plans 
cf his own conftniflion, new inltruments 

I tor the ufe of war, and new fports and 
games for the entertainment and exercife 
of peace. ^Yith the bark of the fir, and 
the rind of the tougheft trees, he formed 
a lighter fliield ; and contrived to fix a 
ilint with luch dextej-Ity in the fling» as 
enabled it to kill at the fartheft mark. 

Edmorin was enamoured of foHtude : 
his mind, though neither poliihed by 
education, nor enlightened by experience^ 
enjoyed a natural refinement, and a fu- 

' periority to thofe of his fubjedb. He 
would fomctimes delight to fcqueftcr 
liiffrteJf in the decpeft retirement of his 
bowers, and appear ingenioudy deHrous 
to ekpiore-the hidden myfteries of nature. 
At length, however, his fpirits fuddenly 
forfook him, and his mind' became me- 

. Jancholy ; his tyes, that htid wont to be 
the i'par)wlin^ intelligencers' of the fe» 
licity of his (oul, were clouded with care, 
and his brow contra£ted into gloomy 
wrinkles. He did not loVc iolitude kls 



than beforci but he found that folitude 
had lefs charms to afbrd him } he often 
would cafi his eyes around him, and a(k 
himfelf in the moment of defpondence* 
" wherefore he felt himfelf unquiet ?" 
and Ibmctjmes, rebuking his own dif- ^ 
content, would exclaim " O Edmorin I 
wherefore doft thou repine ? art thou not ' 
the fovereign cf a thoufand fubjefts, who 
are loaded with arrows to preferve thy 
life? Haft thou not the command of - 
women for thy plcalure, cyen to a variety 
that puziles thy ohoice ? Doft thou not 
ftp the lavage of thy woods enjoy con- 
tent—why then doft thou /igh ? Alast 
I am weary of myfclf : certskinly fofiiudc 
has occafioned my deprefGon 5 I will feek 
an inftant relief in Ibcioty."— Among 
thofe whom Edmorin indulged with par- 
ti 9ular tokens of his regard was an In- 
dian lage, whofe name was Ramor. He 
was a phiiofopher of nature, and had 
acquired his knowledge by ao unaided 
application to her laws. He was 906 
whom the Edmoriaeana uniterfally re--^ 
garded as a man, whom the angel o(4 
death fpared in pity to thenxfelves } his 
maxims were confidered as invariable, 
and his fentimenta were held in the 
higbeft veneration. He had been loag 
in the confidence of the Prince, who, at 
the death of Ifdabel his father, had taken 
the chai^ of his education (i'uch as 
could at that early time be given): 
Edmorin therefore felt towards him 
much of the reverence and duty of a 
child i and Ramor, on the other handf 
united an equal degree of the affe6tion 
of the parent with the loyalty of the 
fubjca. 

To Ramor therefore he communicated 
his uneafmefs, and difclofed the manner 
in which he fdt himfelf af^acd t '' I 
am mifcrable(iaid he, fighing), y;et know 
not why i the verdure of the fpridg, K)A 
the glow of the fnmmer, have loft their 
alluriements 5 i.have no longer any de- 
light to glide along tKe rivers in my* 
canoe» to ftick the pluuef of vi&ory in 
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Ay brpWy or with my dtrt purfue the 
dace. I am wretclMcl, even amongft 
the fprightlieft of the women, nor regauxl 
(at u(\al) their dalliances to pleafe* or 
tbeir folicitude to charm— >all is tafteiefs : 
1 sm fick with folitude, yet have no relifli 
for (bcietv : fomething is I'urely wanting 
tomyfeUcity. To thee I have flown 
ftvm myiclff and do thou therefore miti- 
gate jny diftrefs/* 

The hoary fage had long ftudied the 
temper ^f bis Prince, and was Intimately 
Skilled in the characters of man 3 he re- 
gaided Edmorin with a look of obfer- 
vatioQ^ and foon penetrated into the 
caafe of hijt diftempef $ and, without 
soy Servilities of prottration, thus ad- 
dftded him in the language of fimplicity 
and truth : — ** Be the anguifti of my 
child diflipated,and the burthen of forrow 
Rmoved from his bofom $ for if the voice 
of Ml iervant Kamor is regarded, and the 
vifdom of his tnfiru6iions followed, 
Idmorin fliall be happy. 

" Thou complaincft, mv fon, that the 
■orelty of life is over, anci that from the 
variety of nature thou no longer canft* 
find repoTc. To what caufe, therefore, 
can thy inquietude be afcribed, but to 
that which even in the bowers of paradife 
cottld introduce anxiety : to the want of 
tt elegant and virtuous companioa of 
thy throne and bofom. Thou art dif- 
cantcQted, not, becaufe the excellences 
that heretofore engaged thee are in them- 
6ives iefs excellent, but becaufe thou 
haft ao partner with whom thou m»yft 

ttbe plcafore tbey^beftow. There is 
a any (elfUhneU in the fecial tem- 
per. In the generous benevolence of thy 
youth thou lookeft around thee, and, 
comprehending in one point of view the 
Snodeur and beauty of the world, art 
uohappy that thou canft not communicate 
^y featiments of wifdom and tendernefs 
to the object whom thy virtues have 
conquered uid approved. Thou per- 
cetveft that few, even of the multitudes 
of thy train, are otlculated for the honour 
of thy confidence i and ftUl fewer for 
thea&aion of thy friendfliip. Of thofe, 
whoa thou ruleft in the gentlenefi of 
Jhy fway, many are the fport of playful 
tdleaeis or aftive folly, and more th^ 
(kfu of inlignificant ambition : fome 
^fwelling with fpleen at the proudnefs 
of a rival's plume, and fome are conteft.. 
iflg (in the bitteroels of rancour) about 
the duns of the £ivage. To fuch thoii. 
caaft not unboibm the iecrets of thy. 
heart t they are not equal to the dignky 
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of hrnft, and thou art therefore compelled 
to feal up thy refie6tions and thy know- 
led^e, or to utter them to the air, or 
lavilh them upon the ignorant. Thy, 
mind, my fon, is fuited to the f^eetnefa 
of virtuous meditation, and nature hat. 
endowed thee with the power to difcern 
the beauties of her works ; but when thy 
eenerous curiofity has procured thee in. 
ftru£tion, thou wanteft one to whom thou 
mightft impart the benefits of enquiry,. 
Knowledge is ufelefs unlefe it is dif^ 
fufed ; but to circulate it to thofe who 
have neither capacity or idea, would be; 
a wiidnefs equal to his, who was deter* 
mined to encircle the head of the bear 
with a coronet of flow^ers, and to en-^ 
wreath the horns of the (beep with a 
garland of rofes. 

' ** Caft thine eye aloof, and behold on 
yonder fir-tree the turtle fits forrowing; 
among the branches ; ihe difregards the. 
profpefls around her, and is vifibly over- 
whelmed in the anguiih of defpondence. ' 
Her feathery partner has awhile forfook 
her, and in the meridian glow of life anj 
day thou obferveft how fhe pines I The 
Ain is to her an orb of darknef^, and the 
lively earth enrobed in mourning I 

** Thine,, my Sovereign, is at preient 
the condition of that turtle, and a tendev 
obje£l l^though one a^etable to the dig- 
nity ot thy nature) is equally neceflary 
to reftore the tranquillity of Doth« For 
again, fix thy attention upon the ^r, and 
tell nw what thou (ecfl.** 

"I fee (faid Edmorin) that the hap« 
pinefs of the dove is reftored { Her fu- 
gitive mate is retumed— lo, Ramor, how. 
their wings flutter in rapture t the one 
feems tenderly to chide> and the other 
appears anxious to excufe ; and hark |. 
fhe returns a fong of gratitude for hit 
fafety ! Henceforth, my friend, I will 
not fuffer a turtle in my region^ to hp 
dcflroyed." 

<< I admire (replied Ramor) th« foft,^ 
nefs of the lenfte, more than the fimpli- 
city of vour expreflion s be taught, front 
that ot which thou haft been a witnef^p 
a remedy for thv diftrefs. The moft' 
trifling image will aflford an hint of uti* 
lity to the eye of remark. Thou hrnft 
fecn the caoie of the complaint of a bird 
that was grown indifferent to every thine 
around it, and even weary of itfelf I and. 
cantt thou not as eafily account for the 
miiery of thvfelf, who art not Iefs in- 
(enfibM to the privileges of royalty } 
Thou haft leen by what means the peace 
of the bird waa itftored, and canft chou 

not 
N 
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npt form to ^-thyfelf a fimilar method,, 
thereby thy own bofom might again 
have comfort ?" 

' ** Ktoor (anfwcred the Prince baftily, 
While his cheek became endama(ked witb^ 
deeper blu(he$), my heart is lightened, 
stnd f feel the caiifc of my difcuder. I 
am difpleafed with myfelf, that my fen- 
fibility did not before point out to me, 
and remove the reafon— -the purity of 
lt)ve, I fee, it ncceflary to the happmefd 
of a King/- ^ 

** It is ncceflary (lejoiped Ramor) not 
only to -the happmcfs of a King but of 
his fubjffts, and indeed of every human 
Individual. But my ion muit diftinguilh 
between the intcmocrance of dc(lrc«n4 
the ardours of an elegant paflion. Thou 
art weary of the dalliances of thy womeoi 
bec^ufe it i« not in ihe power of more 
A an one to afford thee felicity j or at 
Jeaft to confer fuch as Is cither peruM* 
sent- or pure. 

" .Go then, my Sovereign, con5der 
this and be happy. Let thy eyes rove 
.^mong thel fcrvants whom thou cora- 
mandett, . and thy leafcn ihall loon exalt 
one to^ thy bofom, to whom nature has 
been kind, and virtue affe^lionatei 

" An honcuiable attachment will pcr 
norc to every obje«5l its accuftomcd charm j. 
.again wilt thou itccive confolation from- 
thy wonted fource : the bloflbm ihall 
ftem to wear a livelitr bloom, and ihr 
fcr a brighter blue : fuch are^thc dl^^Hs 
of a generous lo¥e upon the mind that 
18 fati^te. with folitude and luittjl to 
fcciety."

whom he left with jan a^ruiance of cj». 
ierving his counicl,' anil o{ indnJging hi4. 
eyes in fuch ohyc^^s ^9. were molt lil&ely 
fo engage his heart. 

" He who looks to love, and love with; 
ftonour, will ibon find aa objcft worthy- 
's regard: it w^s not long htfere- 
Edmorin becan-e cnamoui-^d of maidea 
excellence. He \va«^ one day puriiuifig 
alone an elk, which he- had arouicd fr©m' 
a grove of fpLces, when, perceiyiog if 
toke towards tiie mountains (which were 
tile preliminary bound;iiies of hie io^c^ 
eignty), he |ircf5.d.f«i,ward» witii -yei»e*« 
, ^ce, Jeaft it flioWd elude hiisd by 
ing fa the territories pf Zimfor* 
igc was ji^lt, bounding tip.jh» 
.J the hills, when the Prince dif- 



charged hie wrow, but by iome oMaaa. 
or another without fvccefs^ and his 
game in the next inftant reached the 
lummit, and fprung out of fight, Ed- 
mcrin was juft about to tura again among 
the covert of his woods, when his eari 
were fuddenly ftartled by a ihriek that 
intimated diftreff i He |kopoed and fouw} 
that the voice proceeded from the other 
fide of the mountains ; aad that whicl| 
he had too much bonpui* to do. from the 
mere fpirit of fport, be had top roucli

Although ihe was it>U fain^ 
and isarfal leail Ihe might have ele«p(4 
from one diiaftpr by the interventicaof 
another ftill more ditadful, yet ihe R- 
covered herieif fo- at to return her com- 
pliments of gratitude to her deiiyeitr in 
an attitude ot pfoftratios.

Thought the Wince was fetretly vety 
anaioQc to learo the particulars of the

BUT aiwl w«s tinder the inquietude of her 
Satediffiers. He therefore reprciTed* hit 
^wiofity, vA Iblely applied himfelf to

cygnet *s down : nor could the Prince be 
perfuaded to leave his clnrge, but, in-

While the gentle Edraorin &t watch- 
ing her repoicy Iw the light of the taper» 
ht indulged bimlelf in gazing ardently

Having laid this, he extingulfhed thft 
taper, leaft his reafon fhould yield to the 
captivation of his eyes j when fuddenly 
the apartment was re-enlightened bv a 
flafti of lightning, a thunder-clap luc- 
ceeded, and in the next moment a vifion 
of the night, arrayed in an irrefidlble 
robe of light, appeared before him. The 
ai^oniihecr Edmorin put his hand to hit 
forehead, and fell proftrate to the illuf- 
trious appearance, when^ gently waving 
ft wand which it held in its hand over 
the eyes of the Princcfs, addreffed itfelf 
to the youth :— «* Lift, Edmorin, and be 
happy ! I am the angel of truth and 
innocence j thou remembereft the in* 
ftniftions of Kamor ; the hour is at hand 
when his inftruAions will be ufeful. 
Her, whom thy valour has faved, is £lla» 
the daughter of Zimber, the Monarch 
beyond the mountains. — Thy Divinity 
has ordained her to be thy wife— Do not 
wonder, or doubt, becaufe that (he is tht 
child of thy enemy — To Fate nothing it 
tmpoilible — I am commiflioned from 
above to gtve thee this ruby, which, ^ 
while ihe fleeps, thou art to put upon her 
finger { do this, and thou no more (halt 
figh in folitude, or experience forrow.'' 

The evaneTcent vifitor inftantly di(ap« 
peared, And t(ic noife of the thunder, that 
again rolled a volley as it vanifhed^ 
alarmed the Princefs, who became pale 
with affright. It was now the dawn of 
day, and £dmorin was about to execute 
the order of the vifion at the moment (he 
awoke { he had juft fixed the ruby on her 
finger, and was ftill holding her • hand 
gently within his own. Thev were both 
t)verwhelmed in a fpeechlels confufion, 
yet neither had the power, or perhaps the 
inclination, to alter their pofition. From 
their meeting eyes fliot inttant afFc6lion j 
their fouls melted within tliem, and a 
thrilling pvrlfation ran a tide of rapture 
thro* every vein j at Icneth, however, 
the united impreffions of hope and love 
gave the powers of utterance to Edmorin, 
who communicated the commands of the 
ang^el of truth, and concluded with pro- 
feihons of fondnefs and fincerity.

I am a captive— Ella is the 
llave-*ihow therefore can die ever be thy 
wife ?'* Though her duty fccmed to 
rcauire this candour, yet her eyes mani* 
fcited the tendernefs of her wiOies. 

** Ntfw- found fpirit of parity and 
fweetneli (replied the Prince), thou art 
no captivci but the prefent of the angel 
of truth I I will not only ihield thee 



firom the pef fecutSont of Dorin, and fbm 
the vrnith of Zimber, but will alfo (b> 
.licit his friendihip) and thoo ihalt'be at 
once the inftruiaent not only of love, 
but of peace/* At this momeat entered 
Raroor, who wat iniiantly commifiionfl4 
to the Monarch. of the Mountains, who, 
in gratitude for the prefervation of EHai 
conlented to a union from which pro- 
ceeded every enjoyment of life, and the 
prophecy of tlie fagc was now remem« 
bered and fulfilled j " for ihe was now 
exalted to the throne to whom Nators 
was kind and Virtue afFe6tionate, and 
Edraorin and Ella became the idols of 
India*

ACCOUNT OP WARREN HASTINGS, ESQ* 

BY MAJOR JOHN SCOTT, 

CFr<m Mr, Stivard's ** Biograpbiancu*'' ) 



MR. HASTINGS was bom in the 
year 173^-3, and defcendcd from 
a family of great refpe^ability, which 
for many centuries had poiTeiTed con- 
ftderable cftates in the counties of Wor* 
ccrter artd Gloucefter. 

The father of Mr. Haftings was a 
Clergyman, and held the living of 
Churchill, in Gloucefter (hire, a village 
near Day Icsford. On his dcceafe Mr. 
Haftings was removed by his uncle Mr. 
Bowam Haftings to Weftminfter fchool, 
where he was educated, and went into 
college the bead of his eleflion in the 
year 1746. His acquaintance with the 
iirft Lord Mansfield commenced wliiie he 
Was at Weftminfter Ichool, and at a time 
when the former wa^ Solicitor General 1 
Lord Mansfield* through life, profefted 
the ftrongeft friend fhip tor hhn, and the 
higheft opinion of his talents and public 
ferviccs. 

On the dcCeafe of Ms uncle Howard 
Haftings, wbofe fortune was inconfi- 
derable compared to the general idea of 
its amount, young Warren Haftings was 
to determine on hit fature fituation. 
DoftrrNichols, the He^d Matter of Weft* 
trvinfter fchool, had ever treated him with 
the greateft kindnefs, and, on ib untyc- 
pe^ed a turn in his fortune, offered to be 
nimfelf at the whole expcnce of completing 
his education at Oxford. Mr. Crcl'wick, 
an India Dire^^or, and executor of his 
uncle, offered him a writer> appointment 
!• firngai. Fortanatelx^ for his c^uatry , 



Mr, Haftings chofe the latter, embtrked 
for Bengal in the winter of 1749, and 
arriyed in Calcutta in the fumnwr of 
1750. TheEngUfh at that time i»erc 
mfcrc merchants, and Calcutta an incon- 
fiderable commercial town. ThcV had 
fa£lories alfo in different oarts of Bengal 
for the piirpofe of providing an annual 
inveftment for the Eaft India Company, 
which was principally pur^hafed by bul- 
lion fent from England. To oiie o^ 
thcfe faftopes Mr. Haftings was fbon. 
appointed, and from thence detached krtO 
the interior partrof Bengal, wbe«, to a 
feclufion from the focicty of his country* 
men, he acquired a knowledge of the 
Perfian language, which few ihen pof- 
feflfed, thougli his example has fincebeea 
fo generally followed, that it is now cil- 
tically underftood by almoft every civil 
fervant of the Company, and by many 
^f their officers in the army. 

At the capture of CalcutU by the 
Nabob Su rajah Doutah in 175^ «deri 
were iflued for the feiture of every 
Engliftinian in Bengal, and Mr. Haftings 
was brought a pfifbner toMoorfhadabad, 
the capital ; but being well known to 
many men of rank at the Nabob's e^t. 
he was treated with indulgence, and aJj- 
lowed to i-efide at the Dutch fhaoryof 
Calcapore. When the feet and anny 
under Watfon and Clive anri\*d In the 
river of Bengal, Mr. Haftingf joined 
Colonel Clive, and fervedasavoluntser 
at the re capture of tJalcutta, and at the 
4 »»8"^ 
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a%fct attack of the Habob*t camp. He 
tMD itfumcd bis civil amknntinentt ; 
and, after the depofition of the Nabob 
Sorijah Douhhy became the Britifli 
Miniibr at the court of hit fttcceAbr« 
Thia office he filled with great credit to 
himiclf» and advantage to the public, 
until the year 17619 when he became a 
Xloaber of the, Government. In F«. 
hnm 1765 he quitted Bengal with his 
friend Mr. Vaalittart) his fortune did 
9oi, as was fuppofed, exceed thirty thou- 
^Rd pounda ; the principal part of which 
be left behind him, and, his remittances 
&liDg, he was early compelled to apply 
Cleave tojretum to Bengal. His friends, 
bovrevcr, had then little influence in the 
diiiAion, and his application was un» 
feccefsfuK In the year r766, Mr. 
Hayings, by the advice of Doaor John- 
^cn» propoled the tnAitution of a Pro- 
feiR>Hhip for the ftudy of the Perfian 
iiBguage at Oxford, and might have 
been at the head of that inflitution at 
tbis nom#it, if, fortunately for his 
cooDtry, a change in the politics of 
leadenhall-ftreet had not taken place* 
In the winter of 1766 the affairs of the 
Eaft India Company were brought before 
Parliament, and Mr. Haftings was exa« 
oiined £»r iererai hours at the bar of the 
Houfe of Commons, where the informa- 
tion which he gave was lb clear and fa- 
titfaAory, that it brought him into ge* 
aeia] notice. 

A change in the next year took place 
ia Leaden hall ill ect, and he was ap- 
pouMed iccond member of the adminiUra- 
4pu at Madras, and to iucceed to the 
government. He left England in the 
^jnter of 1761$, and remained at Madras 
ttntil January 1772, when he proceeded 
to bengal, being appointed by the Cora* 
}^ to fill that government,^ and with 
anliaiited powers. This appointment 
ke received very unexpectedly, and with* 
«*t (blicitation on his part. The cir- 
tumftances which led to it properly make 
a part of his hiftory. 

In the year 1765 the Company ob- 
^iaed the lovereijgnty of Bengal, which 
IffdClivehad adured them would yield, 
•w the payment of eyery poflible ex- 
pwca> a clear profit of a million per 
ttimnnt the coniequence of this refn-e- 
jwation was, that their ttock rofe to 
«o<ibU its fbnner value, and the King*s 
^Huaiflcrs claimed a right to Bengal tor 
^■ation. To orevent the ag\tation of 
this queftion of right, tlie Company 
*g'«ed to pay five hundred thou land 
P^^ a year to Govcrument^ and they 



increifed their dividend frort eight to 
twelve and a . half per cent. A very 
ihort time proved the fallacy of Lord 
Clive*s ftatemept s for between the years 
1765 and 1 77 1 the refources of Bengal 
barely balanced its public expenditure. 
Bills were drawn by Bengal Upon Kng- 
land for twelve hundred thoufand pounds, 
and a debt to that amount was contra^ed 
abroad. 

The Company di^ not impute their 
difappointment to a want of ability in 
Bengal to yield a million furplus« hut to 
the defective fyftem which Lord Cliva 
had eftabliifaed, whofe principle it was 
to leave the collection of the revenues, 
and the adminiftration of juftice, in the 
hands of a native minifter ; they deter- 
mined, therefore, to try a new experi<- 
ment 3 tliey dtfplaced the native minifter, 
and left it to the Britilh Government of 
Bengal to form a new fyflem, to be di- 
re6lcd by their own admin iftrat ion. 

iA.t the head of this adminiftration, and 
with unlimited authority, they placed 
Mr. Haftings ; and the man who was 
rejeHed in 1766, when he applied to 
return upon any terms to Bepgal, who 
was reduced by their refufal to propoft 
the inftitution of a profeilorlhip at Ox- 
ford as a plan for adding to his means of 
fubfiftence, was, without any felicitation 
of his own, appointed to fill the higheft 
office which a iiritifh fubje£l could pof- ' 
ftfs. 

In. April 177a Mr. Haftings aftumed 
the government of Benaal, and for two 
years was feduloufly eminoyed in forming 
and carrying into effect thofe plans and 
regulations under which Bengal has for 
fix and- twenty years enjoyed internal 
tranquillity, &e natives private iecurity 
and happinefs, and the Britlfh nation the 
greateft public advantages. In thiy pe- 
riod he regulated the' colle6lion ot the 
public revenues, and the adminiftration 
of civil and criminal juftice. He formed 
foreign alliances, which added to the 
iecurity and the wealth of Bet^l. He 
opened a communication with Kgypt by 
the Red Sea, which promifed the crreatell 
advantages to Beneal, and would have 
fixed the Britifti influence in Egypt on a 
foundation not to be (haken by any eflbrta 
which France might now make, if the 
ftort-fighted policy of the Company had 
not countera6ted his meat u res in this in- 
ftance, under an idea that a commercial 
intercourfe with Turkey throush £gypt 
might atPeft the trade of London. He 
deputed a public minifter to Thibet, and . 
kept up a friendly intereourie with the 

Lamaj 
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Lama, wliich ha» continued unintrirupt- 
cdly to the prefent time* It' is but bare 
juAice to Ml . HatliDgft to fay, that every 
ihJDg of domtAic regulation or foreign 
conned ioQ, by which Bengal has ib ■emi- 
nently flour Khedy originated in the niea- 
fures which he himlelf adopted in the 
£ri\ year oi' his ad mini Oration. 

While Mr. Haliings was labarloufly 
exerting himleU tor the public fervice in 
Bengal, a rigid fnt|uiry into the pa ft 
condufi of the Convpany*t fervants wsu 
carried on in the Hoiil'e of CGn>mcnt. 
Violent (and in oaoH inftances very un- 
Jutt.) ceni'ures were ca^ upon them i but 
no part of this general cenfure r«{led 
upon Mr. Hattings, whofe reputation 
rbie ft ill higher Irona the fcrutiny. The 
refuk was, that the Miniiier, Lord Norths 
furopcfed to fix a new government lor 
jBergalf and that the members Hiould be 
nominated by parliament. He pronounce^ 
a very warm panegyrick on the chara^Ur 
ftud condu£^ of Mr. Haftings, who was 
nominated Governor General of Bengal 
for five yeais, with the unanimous con* 
knt of both Houfes. 

It would be invidious, and would mnke 
no proper part of the prefent Biographi- 
cal bk«tchy to enter into the diilentiont 
which prevailed in Bengal under the new 
{y&<mj and which continued with little 
intermifiion until Mr. Francis quitted it 
in 1 7?o. It can however with truth be 
averted, that thofe diflcnticns did not 
difturb the public tranquillity. The 
regulations adopted by Mr. Hafiings on 
his liicceeding to the government in 177a 
produced ail the efiPeBs which he had 
predifled from them : the pi^lic debt 
was paid off, and Bengal yielded a tribute 
of more than a* million a year to Great 
Britain, until meafures originating in 
England again involved us in difficiuties 
in IbiJia. 

The American War estcited the reft- 
UCk ambition of France. She early de- 
Jtennined on an interference) nor had (he 
Iwheld without jealcuiy the rife, progrefs, 
and. great improvement of our Indian 
Empire. Her great obje6l was to anni» 
iiilale our powtr. To tfftSi this, fhe 
commenced her intrigues in India long 
)>efcre Ihe threw oft* the ma(k in Europe. 
The ficjfty commanded by D'Eltaing, 
ythuQh failed for America in April 1778, 
was originally deftined forlndia) though^ 
by the prtlling folicitations of Dr. 
IPrankliji, its deft ination was fubfequently 
changed. In the fucceeding years of the 
war,. France ient twenty fail of. the line, 
iiDven tbouiiu^d Imii torcesj and levea 



millioai flcrling to India. We liad allb 
to contend with Hyder AUy Cawn awl. 

the Mahrat^as. Daring the wliole o# 
this au-duows conteft, Mr. Haftings re- 
roaixied at the. head of the Bengal govern* . 
tnent-^^ace was concluded with all our 
enemies-— we loft no territory: on the 
Contral-y, b]r teftotlng the conqucfts mada 
from Frante and Holland in India^Lonl 
Lanfdown recovered two Weft India 
Iflands to Oi%at Brkain« 

Were wt not writing at X period wbfii 
the event* are fre(h in our recollcAion, it 
could hstfdly be ci edited, that tbe Houle 
of Commons, during the moft critical 
period of the war, voted the recai oi^Mr* 
Haftings^a vote which the better fenft \ 
of the Company rtfi4ied $ and for f* 
doing, at a fubfequent period, the Min i* 
ber (Mr. Dundas) who moved tbe recal 
declared that the Company deferved tlia 
than kf of- the public . 

Mr* Ilailings waa exprefsly defired by 
the Company to retain tbe .govaniaietK 
until peace was completely #eftoffed in 
li^dia. He did io, and cm the rcftHm of 
traaqiiiilityf applied for tbe appokitaMnt 
of a fucceHor, and notified hie sntentkit 
to return to England. ^ 

The mepfwres which were at ^lat dnfe 
purfued in England prevented tht Com^ 
panv frum appointing a fuccefibr to .Mr« 
Haftings. In N vcniber 1783 Alr.Fo» 
propoled his celebrated India. Bill. It 
was reje6^ed by the Hcufc of Lcrds^asd 
his adminilhation difmifled. Undbr the 
new minidry, a fyilim was framed for 
the gevernroent of India. JFnll jnfticc 
vras ^ne to die merits of Mr. Uafttng*^ ' 
thanks were tranfmitted to him ibr ilia 
long, faithful, and able fervicea by t^ 
Company ^ and in compliance with hie 
requed a fucceiTor was appointed* 

In June 1785 Mr. HaAmgs anrtved 'm 
EngWd, *and- was received writk avcfy 
mark of attention by his SovereigiBf tht 
Minit^ers, and the Eall India Company* 
The Direflors repeated their thankt f 
him unanimoudy for his long, fattJiful» 
and valuable fervices. On leaving fien* 
gal, public add redes were prefentcd ta 
him by the Britiih fub}e6U of Calcutta^ 
regretting his depart me^ and l^ating in 
iirong terms his beneficial exert ioiss in 
the public fervice. Similar addreilea 
were tranfmitted to him from tbe army^ 
. and he appears to have been hrU in uni* 
4^erfal veneration by the natives of Ixtdia* 

If there ever was a man whole, life 
had been fpent in the fervice of the pub- 
lic, that might lo<^k to an undiltuibed 
enjoy man t of giium cum^ii^mitate Hot the 
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mmum oTbit days, Cvxtlj Mr. HfliHnga 
Ml tint mm. He hid been thiiteefl 
fan the Governor or Governor General 
<f Bengali thefirft under the Company' t 
appoftttmentf y the latter by Avt fcparate 
farliancnury appointment!. He reco- 
nnd that govemmenty loaded with a 
hayy ppblic debt contraAed in peace, 
Hd hi refonrcef not exceeding three, 
nilliont fterling a year» a Aim barely 
•lieqiiate to its annual expences* He 
Quitted it, after a long, ardaout, and 
Mccefifal waft with itg cfnpife confi- 
fkrably extended, with the general voipe 
■f his countrymen and the natives in his 
iivour, and its annual rciburees ^^e 
Biittioos and a half fterling, being two 
Billions beyond the annual expenditure. 
Mark the contraft at home ! When his 
gOTftnnicnt commenced in t77*» the 
evpiiv of Great Britain extended over 
America — her debt was one hundred and 
tiiiny 'milJiona. In 17S5 (he had loft 
America, ibme of her Weft India Iflands, 
Miaoita, and her debt was two hundred 
nd iaty miUions. It was broadly ftated 
hy Mr. Dundas, and hot denied, that 
imgat had been tna progrelTive ftate of 
improycment under tneBhtifti govem- 
ffleot. Fa£i$ of public notoriety proved 
^•troth of tliif aflVrtion ; but Vhat in- 
<Hv{diial''URfiipported merit can relift the 
faiy of Party ? On the day Mr. Haft- 
inn anivfld in London, Mr. Burke no- 
tified to th^ Houfr of Commons, that 
/arty iQ the next feiflions he would move 
SB ^uiry into the conduft of Mr. 
Hafttogs. During the recefs, Mr. Hsft- 
iagt was ftrenooufly advifed by men who 
«tU knew the nature of Parliament to 
fty no attention to this menace f or, if 
R wa^ determined to notice it, to come' 
into Parliament himfelf, and a feat waf 
oSbjpi to him. He reje^ed the advice 
ia both inftance<> (kelaring that be nei- 
Aer wifhed to court nor to elude tbe 
Mi}airy, ftiH leis was he difpofed to owe 
his fcKoriiy to the forbearance of Mr. 
Borkej he ' therefore exprcl'sly delired 
Major Scot^ to a4k Mr. Burke in hif 
place at the next meeting cf parliament, 
^"^hcr he meant to Institute the en<]uiry 
w not ? To this qUcftion Mr. Burke 
pve an evaiive anfwer, but Mr. Bo;p a 
<iircft one. SubfeqUent to this conver- 
sion in the Houlc, a general meeting of 
the Party in oppofilion aiTembled at Bur- 
Houie* The queftion was de- 



bated, and great cAfl^ieaee of op'niom 
prevailed. The late Lord North, the 
prefent Marquis, of Hertford, the Duke 
of Norfolk, th^ Lord Surry, and many 
otber gentlemen, were againft any fur- 
ther proceedings ; but Mr. Fox, with 
an unjufti£able gencrofity, for which he 
has been amply repaid, fupported Mr. . 
Burke, and, conceiving his chara^ei to 
be at ftake, ftrenuoufly contended for the 
proceeding, and it was taken up as a 
party meafure. Mr. Dempfter, the late 
Colonel Cathcart, Mr. Eloper, Mr. Ni- 
chols, and a few other mpmoers, feceded { ' 
but the party in general weiit with Mr, 
Fox.* Two years were fpcnt in the 
Uoufe of Commons before the impeach* 
ment was voted. The trial laftcd ^x 
years in Wcftminftpr Hall, and a feventh. 
in the chamber of Parliament ; fo that, 
if we reckon from j 785, when Mr. Burke 
gave his notice, to 1795, when the ac- 
quittal was pronounced, this celebrated 
t^ial might vie for duration with the 
fiegc of Troy •• 

The evidence on this celebrated trial 
was lummed lip by Lord Thurlow with 
an accuracy and precifion that.reflei^ th: 
higlieft honour on that diftinguifhed 
character ; and His fpeecbes contain the 
b^ft hiftorv of Mr. Haftings's adminidral 
tion that nas hitherto been publilhed f . 

This remarkable profccution coft the 
nation dbove one hundred thoufand • 
pounds, and the law cxpences of Mr. 
Haftings amounted to more than fixty. • 
thoufand pounds j to which, if we add 
the ir.cidental expences attending it, wc . 
may fairly fay, that the trial coft him 
one hundred thoufand pounds ahb. 
While it was depending, it had been re- 
peatedly laid in the Houfc, that in the 
event of his acquittal he had an un- 
doubted right to remuneration from par- 
liament. A petition was accordingly 
d«wn up by him, but the Mini (tcr would 
not advifc his Majefly to agree to itt 
being prefcntcd, A General Court waa 
afterwards called at the India Houfe, and. 
a motion made by Mr. Aid. Lufliington, 
prefaced by a very eloquent and ener- 
getic fpecch in favour of Mr. Halvings, 
After the fulleft acknowledgment of hl^ 
fer vices, it was propofed to pay the legal 
expences of his trial, and to grant him a 
penfion of five thoufand pounds a year 
for the remninder of the charter. Both 
motions were carried by conliderablc

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majorities ; but doubts were ftarted as 
to the^ right of the Company to difpofe 
of their own money without the confent 
of the Board of CommiiTioners. The 

freat Jawyers held diftcrent opinions j 
ut the Attorney and Solicitor General 
were decidedly againtt fuch a right being 
▼efted in the Company. On this decifion 
a new motion was brought forward in 
concert with his Majeity's Minifters, who 
agreed (without any reference to the 
trial), in conildcration of Mr. Haftings*s 
public fervices, to grant him a peofion of 
Four thoufand pounds a year for twenty, 
eight years and a halt ; of this penfion 
they immediately gave him forty- two 
thoufand pounds, and lent him in ad« 
ditfon fifty thoufand pounds. The whole 
fum voted was one hundred and fourteen 
thoufand pounds, of which they inune- 
diatcly paid him ninety^two thoufand j 
the remainder he was to receive at the 
rate of five thoufand pounds a year to 
the clofe of the charter j the other two 
thoufand pounds were to be ftopped to 
repay the loan of fifty thoufand pounds, . 
and his elhre was charged with a mort- 
gage for the Aim of fourteen thoufand 
pounds, which would be due to the 
Company when the charter expired. We 
have given this account, becaufe few 
have known what fum was really granted 
toMr.Hittings. 

There have been various impeachments 
at different periods of our hiftory i but 
Mr. Haftings is the firft Brilifh fubjea 
acquitted alter a* trial on an accu&tion 
prefened by the Commons. There are 
many inQances of acquittal at the bar of 
the Houfe of Lords j but in all otbera 
they hat^ prccecded from a difference 
between the two Houfes, as in the caiea 
of the Whig Lords in the reign of Wii- 
Jiam the Tliir^l, and of Lord Oxford in 
the reign of George the Firlt, and fome- 
times by the Commons not profecuting. 
But to the honour of the adminiftratton 
of jufticc in this reign, the trial of Mr. 
Hayings was brought U> a legal de- 
termination without any interference on 
the part of tiie Crown, the King's Mi- 
niflers, or the Houic cf CoiumoBS, and 
by thofe Lcids only who had generally 
atreniled the trial. Two other cii cura- 
/lancts highly honourable to Mr. Hattings 
oi.'g!it alio to be mentioned. Hr was 
inipcnched in the name of the people of 
E J 'gland, for ads of tyraiioy, injiiftice, 
and op prclT on, exercifedupon the natives 
of India. While the trial was yet pend. 
ing, the natives of India, of all ranks 
Had fea», tr^tnlinittcd to tjic Ea^ft India 



Company^ through Lord Conwallis, 
their full di Avowal of the charge, and 
exprefTed their perfeA fatis£iftion with 
the condu£k of Mr. Haftingty and their 
ftrong attachment to him. When th« 
inteiugence of bis acouittal arrived in 
India, it was received with cnthufiaflic 
pleafure. Addrefles of congratulation 
were tranfmitted to him by the Britifli 
fubjefls in Calcutta, by theofficcra of the 
army, and by all clalfes amongil the 
natives i and the event was celebrated by 
public rejoicings in every part of Ben- 
gal. 

The charge preferred acainft bim in 
behalf of the Eaft India Ccmf^nf was 
alio difclaimed by that body. He waa 
'accufed of 'having brought upon them 
great lofs and damage» and of having 
wantonly, wailed their property. Men 
bred to bafiDefs reforted to the evidence 
of figures { they found thai Mr. Hatting 
had preierved the Britiih Empire in India 
entire, bad even improved it dnriaga 
hazardous war> and had added two Bul- 
lions a year to their annual refourcet. 
They thought him entitled to appbufe 
rather than to cenfui«» and they returned 
him their ananimoas thanks for hialoBg» 
iaithful, and able ierviccs. 

Prejudice has now fubfided» and Bug* 
land and India proclaim witb uaitcd 
rapture their obi igatiooa to Mr. Haftingt* 

In private life, he is univtrfidly al- 
lowed to be a man of very general know- 
ledge— an excellent Engineer (bavtaf 
pn&ifed that ait under the celebrated 
Mr. Robins)* and an Architea. Hh 
minutca on military fubjeAs prove bim 
well qnaliM to command an army { and 
that be is an able Financier* and an ad* 
mirable Lawyer* ap|iears by his ** Plant 
for the Better Admmiftrationof Jufttce/* 
which have been publilhed. 

Many fcholari and men of talenta have 
tranilated the celebrated Ode of Horace 
which begins, ** Otium divos rogat,'* 
&c^ The tranflatton of Mr. Hattings it 
fuperior to them all. He wrote the fol* 
lowing lines in Mr. Mickle^s excellent 
Vcrfion of the Lufiad of Camocas, to be 
inferted at the end of* the fpeech q( Pa* 
checo : 

Yet A^ink not, gallsnt Lufian, nor repine 
ThSt Man's etern.il dciiiny is thine | 
Whene'er facotf* the sidvent'iOMS chitf be« 

friends» 
Fell MsIIce on bis parting fteps attcndi {

Dr. Beatti^ has one oalTage in his 
Diflertation ,on the *« Theory of Lan- 
guage'* alxnoft verbatim from Adam 
Smithes celebrated Chapter on the DI- 
yliion of Jlabour. It ought to have been 
marked as a quotation : tis pofliblei 
however, that he himfelf wm not aware 
of it The Doftor is, I believe, de- 
fervedly efteepned for being candid and 
liberal in his fentlments ; I was th^e^ 
fore fomewhat furprized that he fhould 
accufc thofc clergymen of nicety^ &c. 
who very properly, in the Lord*s Prayer, 
fay ". Our Father, wbo art," ^c, 

Monro, in one of the numbers of the 
'* Olla Podrida,'* fpeaking of fomcthing 
impra6\icable, fays, « A map may as 
well hunt for beauties in Offian.'^ This 
is a remark that will do him no credit 
with impartial difpaflionate readers. For 
my own part. I can find in Oflian (no 
matter whether a real or forged «pro- 
du6(ion) pa(&ges that will pleafe me as 
much as any in the OllaPodrida. I own 
myfelf an admirer of Mr. M— 's ; but 
to cenfure others for a difference of opi- 
nion in. mere matters of tafti is beneath* 
a» writer of mej'it. 

Smart, in his «' Tranflation of Horace,'' 
has rendered rore marinoy with fta-devj ; 
which makes nonienfe of the paffage. It 
requires no great proficiency in the LatMn 
language to know that ro$ tnarinus means 
rojematy,

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A Journal of the niofl: remarkable Occurrences that took place in Rome upon thft 
• Sul)\rerfk>n of the Ecclenaflical Government in 1798 • By Richard Duppa. Zyo» 
Kobinfons. 1799* 



THE Author of this Journal is an 
art id' who reHded ^t Rome during 
the cxtracrdinary events which are here 
narrated. He is alfg pne who appears not 
to have viewed the proceedings of the 
French through a partial prejudiced 
iTiedium* " It was/' fays he, " when 
ihe French were at the gates of Rome 
that I myfclf looked with anxious though 
clouded expe^aticn for the realizing 
thofe theories of .republican virtue that 
had fometimes ferved to ainufe the fpe- 
culations of an hour. The opening fcene 
was highly favourable to the molt flat- 
tering hope both of liberality andjuftice. 
In oj:e and the fame day all right of ccn- 
<jueft v»'as rclinquifhed, and Rome de- 
clared a free and independent govern- 
ment ; to exercife whole fun6lions, the 
honcftelJ, the ableft, and the beft men 
that could be chofen out of that party 
vrere felc6\ed. This was even conibla- 
tory to" the enemies of the revolution ; 
but it was of fhort duration, for the men ' 
%\\2Lt were made oftenfible to the Roman 
people as provifionary governors, foon 
lound that their power was hardly even 
the fhadow of authority. They were 
made ulc of only to /hew where, and in 
vhat confified the little remaining wealth 
of the ftate, and politely compelled to 
give their aflent that that little might be 
taken from it : they had alfo the privi-* 
lege of iffviing edifts j which pri\ilegc 
they were compelled to exercife, for op- 
prefiing the pec pie beyond all example of 
even the grealeft dcfpotifm of ancient 
times, and^ were thus made obnoxious, 
Si^itbout even deriving any profit Hem 
the plunder tlua was executed under their 



names. Hence, as might eaiily be ex* 
pe4^ed, thofe who felt the lealt regifrd for 
their own pei'fonal charailers, foon with- 
drew themfelves, or by making oppo- 
(ition to fuch mtafures were compelled 
by others to retire. \ 

** The vacancies produced were now 
filled up "by men of unfcnitinized cha- 
rasters, who in this opportunity boldly 
ftepped forward to recommend them* . 
felves, thiough the intereft of their 
money, or other collateral means, and 
were nominated, as thofe means ieemed 
to bear a proportion to their pretenfions. 

** This mode of ele6\ing men into 
ofHce had many advantages. The indi<^ 
viduals who had the power of difpofing 
of fuch places became enriched ; their 
orders were net likely to be <iifobcyed 
or reluctantly ccmplied with ^ and at 
thefc agents were to have their per cent- 
a^e, fo they would be likely to take good 
care that their mafters ihould have no 
rcalbn to complain of any deficiency in 
the military chelK 

*< When this was done, and Generals 
and CommifTai ies had glutted themfelves 
with wealth, quarrelled about a jufl di- 
yifion of the ipcil, mutinied, and dif- 
peried, other unpaid, unclothed, unpro- 
vifioKcd armies from the North, with 
new appointments, fucceeded j and when 
at length, even by ihefe conftitulional 
means, nothing more was to be obtained, 
and artifice had exhaufted every fefource, 
the maflc was put under the feet that had 
been long held in the hand : liberty was 
declared dangjerous to the fafety of the 
republic, the confiitvted authority Jin* 
capable of managing the affairs of the

late, and military law the only rational 
expedient to fupply their place. Thus 
at once the mockery of confular dignity 
was put an end to, the fenators Tent home 
to take care of their families, and the 
tribnnes to bknd with the people whom 
they before reprefented. Thi».newand 
preferable fyltcm began its operations 
with nothing lefs important for the ge- 
rxral welfare, than feizing the whole 
asnual revenue of every eftate produ^ive 
of more than ten thouland crowns $ two 
thifds of every eftate that produced more 
than five, but lefs than ten j and one half 
of ^very inferior annual income. 
'* Tnis, in a few words, has been the 
' progreHlve conduct of the Great Na«

friedom and libit tj had been reftorcd, that 
they mieht know to appreciate the virtue^ 
of their Dencfaftors, and the ineftimable 
Uefiings of independence.** 
^ The prefent Volume begins at the pe« 
riod when General Duphot was killed { 
but this event, thougii it might acce- 
/ krate, did not produce the Revolution. 
That was determined on before, ,and 
^ould have taken place, had no iuch 
circumftaoce happened. Mr. Duppa 
%s, p. 55, <^ A Prior of a Dominican 
convent, with whom I was acquainted, 
converfiag familiarly one day with a 
French officer on the circumftances of the 
]Revoliition» the latter had the liberalitv 
.and franknefs to fay, * We were dil» 
^trefled for money, and we were obliged 
to come \ as for the death of Duphot^it 
Would have been of no confequence, if 
there had net been other obje6ls of greater 
importance." The feeble counfcls of the 
Pone contributed much to his downfall, 
^ the reward he met with ought to 
|atisfy other Powers of the meafure than 
x< likely to be dealt to them, Ihoukl they 
fubmit to an enemy arro^nt, rapacious, 
cruel, infidious, and fetting every focial 
obli^tion at defiance. On this occafion 
^*e cannot but remark how clofely Mr. 
Burke^s prophetic piiiuit at an earlv 
ftage of the Revolution, which gave lo , 
much offence to the viiionaire retormers 
of the day, has been verified, when he 
^harafleriz^ the French, not then be- 
come a Republic, as << an irrational*

Some of the circumftances refpefling 
lbei)thaviovr of the French to the Pope 
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have already been detailed in our^ Ma^« . 
zine for July.iaft, p. 5 { we ihall now no« 
tice the remaining contents of Mr. 
Duppa*s performance. The entry of the 
French, the planting the tree of liberty, 
the facking of the Vatican and . other 
palaces, the funeral fete in honour of 
buphot, the mutinv among the French 
officers, the infurreaion of the Trafteve- 
rini, tl^ abolition of the Monafleries and 
the imprifonments of the Cardinals in 
the Convertiti, the Federation, the pro* 
ceedings of the Jacobin Club, the al* 
teration of the drefs and manners of the 
Romans after the change in their govern* 
ment, ^e deIlru6lion of public craiit* 
the confifcations and contributions, the 
dignity of the Confuls with remarks on 
theii^ condu^l. All thefe are circum- 
ftantiaily related, and generally from th« 
Author*s own obfervation. 

The proceedings of the Jacobin Club 
are worthy of particular attention : << la 
order that the fpirit of equality might 
be more extenfively diflufed, a confti-t 
tutional democratic club was inflitutedf 
and held in the hall of the Duke d' AltemU 
palace. Here the new born fons of free- 
dom harangued each other on the blef<f 
finss of emancipation, talked loudly and 
bolclly again ft all conftituted author! ty» 
and even their own Confuls had hardly 
been inveAed with their robes, when they 
became the iubje^ls of cenfure and abuf«. 
Our nation was held as particularly 
odious, and a conftant theme of impre* 
cation ; and this farce was fo ridiculoufly 
carried on, that a twopenny fubfcription 
was fet on foot to reduce what they 
were pleafed to call the proud Carthage 
of the. North. 

<< If this fooltih fociety had had no 
other objeA in view than fpouting for 
each other's amufement, and bowing amt 
kiffing a bufl of Brutus that was placed 
"befors the roftrum, a ceremonv which 
was conftantly pra6lifed before tne even- 
ing*s debate, it would have been of little 
couiequence to any but the idle people^ 
who preferred this mode of fpending tlielr 
time i but it had other objects of a very 
different tendency, more baneful, ana 
more deftru£live to the peace and morals 
of focietv^that of intoxicating young 
minds with heterogeneous principles th^y 
could not underftand, to fuperfede the 
firftjaws of nature in all the focial du- 
ties \ for there were not wanting men 
who knew how to direct the folly and 
enthufiafm of thofe who did not know 
how to dire£l themfelves. • Here they 
were taught that their duty to the re* 
O a public 
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public craght cVef io be jparain6unt to 
•very other obligation. That the illuf- 
trious Brutus, yrhdfe'buft they had before 
thera^ and whofe - patriotic virtue and 
jufttce ought never to be loft fight of, 
furnished them with the ftrongeft and moft 
httroie exslmplc of the fubordination of 
the dcareft ties of humanity to the public 
rtHx) } and howpver dear parental af- 
leAion ought td be, yet, when put in 
competition with the general welfare of 
i^ci^t^) there could not be a moment's 
iMfitatSon which viras to be preferred.** 
• Afttfr a few further obfervations, he 
proceeds : " This fyftcm, allowing it 
pbopei^ time to ripen and mature, very 
probably would have produced all that 
Could be esfpefled from it, and fome fa- 
milies to my knowledge had already felt 
•he unhsppy effe6ls of thefe nightly meet- 
ings; and it may beeafily imagined that 
it ^as rapidly running; its courfe, when 
«t one of^ the fittings a member had the 
eonfidcBce to recommend to his fellow 
eitizeits, in order as he faid to eftablifh 
the Republic upon aj fafe and permanent 
bafls, to have recourfe to the precedent 
of Carrier on the Loire, of fendingawa'y 
alt thft priefts'in vtflefs down the Tiber, 
^nd fuiking them, and to put to death 
atl men, without difcrimination, that 
were more than {\xty years of age; al- 
Icdging that fuch men were ever fiwnd to 
be too ftrongly Wedded to their preju- 
ilices, to embrace a new mode of think- 
ing, and hence they' became not only 
Ulelefs confumersof provifions, of which 
there was a fcarcity for good and aflive 
tititens, but were at beft tacit enemies 
•f the Revolution 5 sndas for the eccle- 
fiaftics, their lament and unavoidable in- 
ilnence in tlie education of the rifing 
jroiiCh, it was but too obvious would be 
prejudicial to the growth of patiiotic 
virtue and" republicail principles. 
- *• The violent meafure, however, wst^ 
nnanimbuflv cenfured. The folly and 
madnefs of fuch a wild and extravagant 
propofition, at any other time fubfequent 
to the days of Nero, might have been 
juftly confidered as the etfeft of wild 
Iiyperbole, Or the laft* ftage of infanity^ 
if we had riot too recently the experience 
6f how far atrocity could be carried into

•* An eminent painter, whom I had 
the honour of bemg known fo 2n Rome, 
was waited upon by an agent of Com- 
miflary Haller foon after Uie arrival of 
the French, apparently for no other pnr- 
pofe than to pay her compliments upon 
ner diftinguidied abilities ; but in look« 
ing over her works, he took the liberty, 
with great politenefs, of aflcing " Tc| 
whom may this beautifxil piflnre belong r 
and to whom that ^ and wh6fe charming 
ppr trait is this ?" 5rc. then, after paying 
an infinity of compliments, took kit , 
leave. 

" In about a weck*s time the fame 
Gentleman returned, as full of exprefliont 
of praife and admiration as before, but 
diftrefled at being the agent of bufineli 
that was equally unplealant for him 16 
exe cu te, as' it was tor others to compljf 
with J but the laws of the republic; 
which he had the ho«o\ir to fciVe, ini- 
pofed upon hira the tafk of putting fealt 
upon all the works of art that beron|;ed 
to private individuals, witH whofe natioft ^ 
the republle wtfs 4t war j therefore thofc 
portraits of Englffli Gentlemen, ind other 
pifturcs under fimi'.ar circumftances in 
her poflefllon, could not be exempted froiA 
confifcatioii. ' 

•* This unexpcaed Machilvcl?fin Aawtt 
an imprcffion not very iuvourable eithc> 
to hiJi honour or his honcfty ; but to 
remove every caofe of cmbarraffment, 
which it was not difficult for him to* 
perceive he had occafioned, he completed 
nis own charafler by propofing himfelff 
sis a friend, to fiand between his em- 
ployers and the duties of his office, and 
openly rcfcommcnded the hdy to pay 
eighty fequins (forty pounds ftfcrling); 
for which he would be refponfible that 
fhefhould be put to no further incon- 
venience. With ^this advice it waj 
thought moft prudent to complyi and 
the money was paid.** » 

An Appendix is added, Confifting ot 
orierinal documents. Mr. Duppa pro* 
feflcsnotto havt fwellcd his book bt 
Jong refleaions on wh*t he faw, wbicft 
wc are fohy for, as his Work containt 
matter well defcrving of fcriout medi- 
tation. He has, however, added to tM 
hiflory of the times a publication, of the 
authenticity of which we entertahi not 
the leaft doubt, and which w^ thereforl 
recommend to our r^crs* ^ 
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FIW of tlie various ^udies which 
occupy the attention of the public, 
Bare of late year* received raore con- 
fidenble improvement than Biography, 
it is a firi?je^ of great regret, that of the 
■nny eminent diara£lcr$ with which 
Natxutin former ages enriched the world, 
fe very fiDaU a portion Ihould have ob- 
tained that applaufe from pofterity which 
their virtues and their talents entitled 
tiKm to expe£l. Enlightened by the 
wiiddm of Legiflators, and guarded by 
the valour of Heroes, mankind feem to 
bvtbeen content with the prefcnt be- 
nefit to be derived from their afliftancc j. 
toliavcpaid them but cafual and tem- 
^onuy deference whilfl living, and to 
iuTelufitred them to fink into the tomb 
of oblivion, without polTefling a iingle 
dorian, capable of relating their nu. 
. tterou* and important fervices. «* There 
fired (fays Horace) many valiant heroes 
before Agamemnon $* but alas! unaided 
by the powers of the poet, they have 
^uok into oblivion, unlamented and un- 
known •.'* 

Of the writers, w^ofe ftrcnuous en- 

fevoun have reicued Biography from 

^ mift in wHich it was enveloped, 

Jolmfon's name undoubtedly .(hinds tore- 

^»ot. To him we are indelited for a 

^y of Biography^ which perhaps no 

Jge or nation can equal : independent of

JoTinfon, prefixed to a late handfofna 
Edifion of the'Dof^or's-Works, our grtat 
Lexicographer has been fmgjularly •un- 
fortunate in not deriving greater benefit 
from a branch of Ttudy which he him/elf 
fp ably promoted. Acalap.iity fomcwhatf 
fmiilar to the fate of that Italian poet, 
who, having in his youth fquandeied t 
large fortune in public benevolence, was, 
when age and poverty opprefFed him, 
refilled admittance into an hofpiiTal vVhicli 
he had himfelf ere(*lcd. 

No man ever excited more ohfefvation 
while living, than the ilUiftrious per- 
fonage whole life is the fubje6l of our 
prefent notice, and confequentlv we may 
infer that public curiofity has been prti-- 
portlonably excited by the profpea of 
pcruOng his memoirs. To do proper 
juftic* to the life and talents of Edmund 
Burke, muft require an union of rare 
qualifications : among thefc, accuracy 
and extent of information, freedom from 
political prejudices, confiderable literary^ 
acquirements, and habits of ciofe invelli- 
gatlon, together' with a mind feelingly* 
alive to the inipreffions of taf^e and riw* 
fallres of wit, undoubtedly Hand foremolt. 
Nor' would even thefe attainrticnts avails* 
tin lefs aided by a ftile forcible enough to 
give weight to the dijrnity and import- 
aticc of the fuhje^, and yet fiifEciently 
inent to embcllifli the ligh^r traits of 
chai-afler aad temper. Every reader will 
entei' upon the perufal of this wdik with 
great curiofity and expe^ation ; and if 
IS but juit to add, that his expeftations 
muft be fanguine indeed, if they be not 
generally fatisficd. Dr. B. appears to 
be a Gentleman \vt\\ qualified in every 
refpeft for the office he has undertaken*. 
His ftile, though fometimes ob feu red by 
an arrangement of words, unauthorized 
by coitimon pra^lrce, is upon the whole 
forcible and even degant ; his obfer- 
vations are fuch as muft prefent thehi- 
felves to a mind qualified by a liberal 
education to judge of works of elegant 
literature, and in his political decihont 
he. is entitled to particular praife for oc- 
eafionally blaming and occafionally com*

" Edmund Burke was bom m the city 
of Dublin * January i ft, 1 730. lie de- 
rived his defcent from a refpejlable fa- 
mily. His father was of the Prote(hmt 
pcri'uafion> and by profefllon an<attorney> 
of confiderable ability and extenfive prac- 
tice. Young Edmund received the firft 
part of his claflical education under Mr. 
Abraham Shackleton, a quaker> who 
' kept an academy at Ballytore, near Car- 
low. Mr. Shackleton was a very flcilful 
and fuccet'sful teacber, and at his fchool 
Were educated many who became con- 
liderable in their country. 

'< Uiuier the tuition of this mafler, 
Burke devoted htmfelf with great ardour, 
induftiy, and perfeverance, to his ftudics, 
and laid the foundation of a clafTical 
erudition, which alone would have en- 
titled ordinary men to the chara6ler of 
great fcbolarsy. but conftituted a very 
Imall portion of his multifarious know- 
ledge. His claflicai learning was the 
learning of a philofopher, not of a pedant. 
He confidered the ancient languages not 
as arrangements of meafures, but as keys 
to ancient thoughts, lentiments, imagery, 
knowledge, and rtalbning. 

** Johnfon obfervc^, that there is not an 
inftance of any man whofe hi (lory has 
been minutely related, that did not in 
every part of his life difcover the fame 
proportion of intelleftual vigour. Though 
per naps this; as a general pofition, may 
admit of modifications, it is certain that 
Bu/ke, from even boyiOi days, manifefted 
a diftinguifhed fuperiority over his con- 
temporaries. He was the pride of his 
matter, who foreboded every thing great 
from his genius.'* 

Our Author next ftates the different 
opinions entertained of the comparative 
merits of Edmund Burke and his brother 
Kichard : <' Kichard was lively and 
pungent i Edmund perfpicacious, ex- 
pannvc, and energetic* Of the two, 
Kichard would have been the better 
writer of epigrams, Edmund of epic 
poetry." 

Burke, upon leaving fchool, ^ was at 
Dublin College cotemporary with Gold- 
imith, who frequently. afTerted, that 
Burke did not render himfelf very eminent 
in the performance of his academical 
cxerciles. This his Biographer admits, 
but juftifies him by the example of Ba- 



con, Milton, Dryden, and Johnfoo, ^Ito 
all, and efpecially Bacon, it muft be coik<^ 
feffcd, did not render themfelves popular 
by a rigid attention to college exerciies* 
Certain it is, that to a mmd of great and 
excurfive powers, the effort of dtre£iing 
its attention to a dry and unintereftin^ 
fubjedt muft be intolerably repuUive. 

To thofe who are in the habit of 
chargring Burke with political incon- 
fifiency, the following paflage may be sot 
wholly without its ufe t 

** In the year 17491 Lucas, a dema- 
gogue apothecary, wrote a number of 
very daring papers againft Government^ 
and acquired as great popularity at Dub- 
lin as Mr. Wilkes afterwards did in 
London. Burke, whofe principal at- 
tention had been diref^ed to more im- 
portant obje£Vs than the categories of 
Ariitotle, perceived the noxious tendency 
tf le^jfUing doSrnies, He wrote ieveral 
eflays in the flile of Lucas, imitating it 
fo completely as to deceive the public — 
purfuing Lucas*s principles to confe- 
quences obviouily refujting fzom them» | 
and at the fame time (hewing their ab- ^ ; 
ibrdity and dannr. The nrft literary 
effort of his mind was an fxpofure of the 
abfiitdity of detnocratical innovations^ 
This was the Ticinu* of our political 
Scipio.'* 

On his arrival in the metropolis, he 
entered himfelf of the Temple. He ap- 
plied himielf with great adiduity to kit 
ftudies, and pafTed many of his Jeifurt 
hours in the company of Mrs. Woffing- - 
ton* Upon this occafion, his Biogra- 
pher gravely obfervet •• Whether he was 
lb completely chafle as to refill the at- 
tractions or that engaging woman, I 
cannot affirm." We are immediatclr 
afterwards informed, that *< his healtn 
was gradually impaired by his intenfe 
application, and an alarming illnefs en- 
fued.'* To Dr. Nugent he applied for 
medical afHftance, into whofe tioufe he 
entered as a vifitor, and whole daughter 
he fhortly after efpoufed. 

Whoever confiders Edmund Burke thus 
fituated, withof t fortune or great con« 
ne6lions, with a wife and encreafing fa- 
mily, following a profi^fTion of uncertain^ 
emolument, and which it does not appear 
he ever greatly admired, cannot but be, 
ftruck with admiration at the uncommon 
powers of that mind which could, thus 



• His father for fome time reflded at Limerick j 
afllrted that Edmund was bom there. 
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ftnafedy (upport itfelf with alacrity ; 
which could draw upon eenius for the 
deficiencies of fortune, and finally by its 
aertions arrive at the higheft itation of 
political greatnefi. 

About this period he publifhed his 
<* Vindication ofNatural Society, ""which, 
thoagh much read, did not greatly be- 
oefitthe Author^ and is indeed a pro- 
dn^ion more calculated for amuferaent 
than utility. The " Eflay on the Sub- 
lime and Beautifur* was the next pro- 
dodion of his pen, a work which is 
well charafterized by his ingenious Bio- 
grapher, and which foon caufed him to 
emerge from obfcurity by introducing 
him to Sir Jo/hua Reynolds and the 
many eminent men who frequented his 
houie. Johnfon and Burke foon became 
ktimate acquaintance. The reader will 
be pleafed to be again introduced to the 
dob in Gerrard-ftreet, Soho, and will be 
f^led with anecdotes partly new, and 
partly fenred up before. Johnfon fre- 
quently aJTertcdy that Burke did not 
poflefs wit i an aflertion which Dr. B. 
labours to diforove, but is not always 
kicky in the inftances he adduces. 

Edmund Burke foon tmmerged into 
^ ocean of politics ; an event which no 
man of philoibphic views can contem- 
plate Without exclaimingi ^* O what a 
ttoble mind wal' here overthrown !" 
Had he, like his friend Johnfon, devoted 
his great talents to the durable fervice of 
the world ^ had he in fequeftered eafe 
employed the powers of his mighty mind 
In the elucidation of fcience (and what 
branch of fcience is there that his co6i- 
prebenfive genius could not have eluci- 
dated ?) I the confequences would to the 
World have been more beneficial beyond 
•omputaliony and to himfelf independ- 
ence, the firft of earthly blefTings, and at 
the lame time freedom from thole violent 
ebullitions of paiiion, which the con- 
tentjons of party drew forth. 

Upon the AibjeA of Burke^s connection 
with Lord Rockingham, Dr. B. thus 
forcibly exprefles himlcif : «* I do not 
'ej<^ce at the commencement of his ac- 
quaintance with the Marquisjof Rocking, 
bam. From that time be may be pon- 
Uered as a party man $ Burke ought 
Mt to have <toojied to be the object of 
patronage ; like his friend Johnfon, he 
fbould have depended entirely on his own 
(xtnordinary powers. He would "have 
been able uniformly to id as his own 
pesius p^mpted hlsn, infiead of cmpioy- 
Aog his talents in giving currency to the 



do^lrines of others— to have wielded his 
own club, inftead of a party did afF. In 
this part of their condu^V, Joluifon and 
Hume, the only two literary charafters 
of the age who can be placed in the fame 
rank with Burke, afted mpre worthily of 
.the fuperiority with which they were 
blefled by nature. ^They attachea them- - 
felves to no grandees ; they did not de- 
grade the native dignity of &;enius by 
becoming retainers to the adventitious 
dignity of rank. Johnfon in his garret^ 
the abode of independence, was fupericr 
to Burke in his villa, the fee of a party. 
The fojcmer earned his fubfiflence by his 
labour, the latter received his by do- 
native . - Johnfon was independent— JSurke 
dependent. Beftdes, the very extraordi- 
nary talents of Burke did not tend ta 
promote party objects more effcdlually 
than good abilities many degrees inferior 
to his, and mere knowledge of bufinefsy 
would have done. But had he been as 
fuperior to others in p^rty Ik ill as in 
genius and knowledge, the fertility of his 
Fancy, and the iiritabtlity of his temper* 
muft often have prevented him from di- 
recting his ikill fleadily to the molt ule- 
ful ends. For fo much irritability, a 
iituation of contention was ill fuited.^* 

The political tranfad^ions of the coun- 
try at that period are detailed minuteijfy 
and forae may ihink tedioufly. Dr. B« 
feems to be attached to no party fo 
Arongly as to exclude truth ; but, with 
refped td the conteft with America, we 
cannot but think bis ufual candour for- 
fakes him, in uniformly beltowing blame- 
not only on the Mioifler who condufled 
the war, but on the motives finom which 
it originated. For our own parts, we 
know of no opinion that meets our ideas 
better than that of the celebrated Gibbon^ 
who fays, that he fupported with nrany a 
fincere vote •* The Kights, though per- 
haps not the Interelts of the Mother 
Country." 

His villa at Beacon sfield (eems to have 
employed muchof the attention of Burke, 
and it cannot but be pieafing to the con- 
templative mind, to oblerve the Senator 
fatigued with the contefts of parliament, 
turn hi8 attention to the improvement 
of agriculture, and the fober pleafurcs 
of rural retirement j like his favourite^ 
Virgil, who, even in the Court of Au- 
guttus, did not difdain to defcribe the 
I'pade, the rake, and the plough which 
lays the earth equally on both (ides. It 
was on a vifit at Beaconsfieldy that John- 
fon> ftruck with the beauty of the place* 
exclaimed^ 
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exclalmedy in the words of the exiled.. 
MantuaD to the lellored Virgil » 

*' Non equidem invideo *, miror magit.** 

An elaborate comparifon of Cicero and 
Burke occupies ten pages of the Work 
now before us. Ii is evident that Dr. B. 
is qualiiied to do ample juftice to the 
merits of Cicero, were they contrafted 
with any other chara^ler than that of his 
favourite Burke. Upon the prefcnt op- 
cafion, we tlunk that his partiality for 
the firitiih Senator has blinded him to 
many of the excellences of the Koman, 
The conjparifon is well drawn upon the 
whole, but at the fame time artfully 
managed, by, avoiding many of the de- 
ft&s of Burke, and iome of the merits 
of Cicero. Amidft the variety of Burke *s 
qualifications, he has not iiifllicien.tly re- 
probated the tedious and unconne<^ed 
prolixity of many of his orations ; the 
intemperate vulgarity of his perfonality 
to Hailijigs ; his metaphors, happy per- 
haps in their firft ibrmation, but io wire- 
drawn and eTchaufted, as frequently to 
become ludicrous and abfurd j not to 
mention. his illullrations, fometimes ex- 
tra^ed from the lowed and moft repulfive 
objt^s of nature. Upon all thefe occa-. 
fioQS Cicero is certainly his fuperior. In 
o^r ardour for naCional celebrity » let us 
not loie fight of national liberality. The 
Boman orator rarely exbauAshimf^lf and 
his hearers in ebullitions of rage : the 
Britiih orator repeatedly. The flream 
that often burAs its banks muil fome- 
times leave its channel dry. 

We regret that the limits of our Work 
'vill not a^ow us to be more diifufe in 
'otlowing the footileps of the Biographer 
Ihrougfl) the life of this extraordinary 
man. The Work is cmbelliflied with 
well written chara^iers and anecdotes of 
many eminent perfonages now living ; 
)>ut we could wi(h to have been intro- 
duced more frequently to Burke's pri- 
vate chara&er. It is from knowing his 
private fentiments, his hours of ftudy, 
nis favourite authors, together with a 
thoufand trifling occurrences rendered 
important by the character to which tl.ey 
owe birth, that we are enabled to dtrive 
the greatel^ beneftt Irom Biography. In 
this rcipedl we think Dr. B. will be 
found wanting ; we have too much po* 
litical information, and too little private : 
Burke is too/requently in his court drels. 
Were the chancers themielves ima- 
gioBTf or uDintereiliogj we ibouid find 



little pleafure lo the events ivcorded It 
the Apology of Cibber, the Confefiiona 
of Rouileau, the Memoirs of Gibbon, 
and the Anecdotes of Johnfon. The . 
pleafure arifes from the eafy familiarity 
with which we are introduced to their 
private purfuits. When Congrewe was 
vifited by. Voltaire, and infonned by the 
Frenchman that he had quitted Paris pur- 
pofely for the pleafure of being intro- 
duced to him $ his aflertion, ** that he 
wiihed to be vifited as a mere private 
Genilcman,'* war certainly the efle^ of 
vanity j but we think the reply of Vol- 
tairc;, <' that as a private Gentleman he 
ihould not have taken the trouble U> viftt 
him/' was equally injudicioua. It is 
only in private intercourfe, that the mor- 
tifying i'upcriority of great men is, laid 
aiide, and for our own parts we are 
never better pleafcd tlian with thoie 
books, whofe heroes are painted as our 
intimate companions, who ihare with us 
the pleafures and the pains of private 
life, and who, in the words of Cicero, 
'' perno6lant nobtfcum, peregrinanturi 
rutticaotur.** 

Though we are highly plcaied with^ 
the general merits of the Work now be- 
fore us, yet juftice obliges us to poin( 
out feveral errors of the prefs, and Gcvtnl 
of the pen. Among others we obienre 
in page 7, the word << identified'* ufed 
in an improper, or at leail uncommon 
fcnfe — «« The Travellers/* inflead of 
*« The Traveller,** page 4* — ** The 
Changes from metaphyfical difquifition 
to pra^iical confideratiun is not peculiar ^ 
to Burke,** p. 138— Could not be «* pled*- 
for " pleaded,** p.' 141— «* Every other 
globe,** for ** evcsv other part of the 
globe,** p. i8i— *< Old,** for ♦« oldeft,** 
p. 326— A line at the top of page435f 
which ought to have been at tb^ bottom 
of page 456, 3cc. 

in page 103 a fcntiment occur?, which 
we think the Author would find fomc 
difficulty in defending upon conftitutiopal 
grounds : it relates to the proceedings 
rcfpcfting Wilkes : " An alarm for the 
Conftitution was i'pread, an alarm mufh 
beyond^its caule ; fince, admitting one 
conftitutional alTumption of pojwerto 
have taken place, it did not follow from 
a particular faS that a general fyfif^ 
was eMdatgcred.^* On this we ftau 
make no comment. 

Upon the whole we have to conipji««"t 
Dr. BifTet upon the manner in whi^h he 
has written tlie Life of Edmu^ BuricBi

Remarks on the Arabian Nights^ Entertainments, in which the Origin of Sindbad*t 
Voyages, and other Oriental Fi61ions« is particul^ly cDnfidered. By Richard 
Hole, L. L. B. London s T. Cadell, jun. ,and W. Davies, StniAd«

AFTER a few days fail, SindbaJ 
and his new afll ciates arrive at 
aoother coaft, abounding with large 
forefts of •ocoa- trees, inhabited by apes« 
Oor hero ^nd his comrades fill their bags 
vith cocoas by the following ingenious 
ihatagem :»-The tops of the trees, on 
wWch they grew, though from the 
jhiitnefs and Imoothnefs of. their trunks 
huKcefiible to men, afford an agreeable 
fbode to the nimble inhabitants of the 
ifland. To them', on the approach of 
thefe unwelcome intruders, they fly for 
tftigf. The failors pelt them with 
AoDcs ; and the apes i^taliate the infult 
by hurling cocoa nuts at their aflailanti* 
vdu) very contentedly pccket the affront 
and their enemies^ miflfive weapons at the 
^e time. The reality of this circum* 
fence is rendered highlyprobablc by the 
following pafTage in &r<mier^s defcription 
ofthinaj 

** The tea- tree often grows on the 
&|ci of mountains, and among rocky 
^iifti to come at which is frequently 
dangerous, and fometimes impra^icable* 
'^ Chinde, that they may gather the 
^▼es, make ufe of a Angular Jtraugem : 
'^Mt declivities are often the habitation 
«f troops of monkeys, whom they mow 
tt, mock,- and imitate, till the animals, 
to revenge therofelves, break off the 
''nnches, and fliower them down on 
^r inciters ; which branches the Chi- 
Mfe afterwards ftrip of their leaves.** 

Mr. H. farther informs us in a note, 
tbt he was favoured with a fight of a 
Chmefe drawing by Mr. Edwards, book- 
^U«r, in Pall Mall-, but the figures 
^^ introduced aid not appear as if

' they intended, by showing and mockinf^' '

iities. The men feemed evidehtly at*

,exl.ubited any menacing attitude, l^he « 
latter appeared rather as if thty were 
deliberately fulElling an office to whith 
they had been reguUilf trained 1 and the 
idea derived fome: .«Mitional fkrength 
from the reprefeiitation of others, who 
were walking or fitting by the people^ - 
as if tamed or domei^icated. 

The writer of theie pages is id pof* ' 
feil^on of a Chinefe painting, evidently ' 
,deu:ribing a iimilar. procels. SevenU -^ 
monkies, apparently wild, '-areikippinif 
about on an inacccifible precipi<fe, out of 
the crevices of which a plant ftrongiy 
.refembling the tea«pla9t is growing in 
abundance. Four or five perfons are 
below on a kind of promontory, for- ' 
rounded by water, and provided with ' 
baikets j who are ufing ftrong geftures^' ' 
addreflfed to the mpnkies, and fecmingljr ' 
inducing them to throw down fome oif • 
the plants. The monkies -appear equally 
animated in their motions $ and one or 
two of them are in the tSt of gathering * 
the tea. A pagoda is feen at a diitance* 
on the other (ide of the water, which» 
with the other concomitants, fufficiently 
denotes the country in which the fcene it 
placed. 

Jn Sindbad*s fixth voyase he is con- . 
dueled to the King of^ &rendib, or 
Ceylon. He gives a (hort geographical 
defcription of this iiland. •< In the 
middle of it/* fays be, << iUads the ca^ • 
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fiital city, in the end of a fine valler, 
oHDcd bf ft mountain which is tne 
higliett in th« w«rld. There are hihks» ' 
and fevcral fpitt of mineraU in it $ and 
all the rocks are for the moft- part emerald 
(emery), a 'metalline itone, made ufe of 
tofut and fmooth precious Ih^nes. There 
grow ail ibrta of lare plants and trtes> 
cijjecially cedar and cocoas. There is 
alio a pearl ivihery in the month of its, 
riYeCf and in fome of its tallies there are 
found diamonds. r* Our 'Trairelter made, 
bv* way .of. detrotiony^a pilmmage to the 
plagr where Adam was confined after 
his banifliment from Paradile» and had 
the curioiity to go to the top of it. 

^irery dircunrtbahee in this account is' 
fuppervni by ancient or modem autho- 
rity $ commonly^byibothf Ktiox^ Who 
was aimoft twenty years a captive in that 
iilandy and publifhed ao account of it in 
1681, lays, that on the South fide of. 
Coode^Uda it a hllli foppoftd to be 'the 
higtifsft in this ifland, called hy Europeans 
Adiupi's: Beak* Knox proems to notice 
thc'^lilppoliRi impcvinon of Adam's foot 
on.ft ftooe; and people^s annual refort to 
it ii^Mi'dtfroftional motives. He obferves, 
thafr'die fine river of Mavela Gohga runs 
within' leit than a mile of'the city Cande, 
tli^ metrapoiU of «he ifland, placed in 
thf midft.of it in Yaitamouf, bravely 
fit^ted for all convenitnces, and ez- 
ceUientiy wweli watered* It is difficult of 
•cccfsy andenvirantd bv hills. 

In the Mohammedan^s Traifeli to In- 
dia, and China, it rs faid, «• That oh 
ceitain parta of the coatt of Serendib 
th^ fiAi for pearl. Up in the country 
thive is a. .nnovntain called Rsdiun, to the 
top of which Adam a licended) and there 
lett the markt of his ibot in a rock, bn 
th« (op of this fame mountain* There is 
butrontprlMof «i man*s foot, which Is 
7oxttbit«'in 'length, and they fay that 
Adam at the tiSna time ftood with his 
otl^rfbotinthefea. About this moun- 
Hitt are VBihes of the ruby, oflal, and 
anftthyft« ' 

Sir Wiiliam Jones ieems to intimate 

that the lildians underllood it to be the 

ibot of Rama, inljhead of whom the Ara- 

bisi^a in x latter age I'obftitUted Adam. 

< Hi$ words areasfbUbvi^, p. 180. 

« Of htter year« the Indians fecm in 
fome degree td -ha^e chailged the place, 
though not the objcfl of their pilgrimage. 
Between Ceylon and the Continent is a* 
little iiland calted Ramiteram (I preibme 
from Kama), on which there is a pagoda, 
the Lorettir of the Eaft ; the Hindoos 
ftUMiaily lelbit to it^ bringing large of- 



ferings s and its riches are fuppofed to 
beimmenfe. They ftill however occa- 
fionally vifit Adam's Peak, as appeaia 
from a paifage In Wolf j On thia moun- 
tain, Pico d'Adam, the pag2m pricfts 
perform their idolatrous rites, and keep 
a lamp conftantly burning there/* (laO 
In Purchases Pilgiimagc thcr* ia a|- 
moft a literal tranflation from Maffeus's 
account of this ifland, and it. agrees very 
well with that of Sindbad : 

*• Senfe and fcnfuality have here ftum- 

tled on a paradife. The woodic hils (a 

natural amphitheatre) doc encompaflc a 

large plaine (this we may prefurae is 

$indbad s fine valley) i ancl one of them 

as not contenting his beetle browcs with 

that ondy pi'ofpcft, dililaynetU alfo the 

fcliowihi'p ' of the neighbouring moun- 

taynes, lifting lip his fteepe head feven 

leagues in height, and hath in the top a 

plaine, in the midJe^ where9f is a A«n» 

* of 'two cubits, cicfled in manner of a 

table, holding in it the print of a man*s 

foote, who, they faye, came fr^na Deli 

thfther, to teach iheih religion. Tlie 

Jogues and other devout pil^rimes refoiit 

thither from places a thouland leaguca 

- diftant; with great difficulty of panage 

both hrther and hecrc. P'or they arc 

foiled to mount up thlt hil l^y the help 

of nailes and chaines fattened thereto^ 

nahire having prohibited other paflage* 

The Mbores call it Adan> Baba (i* f^ 

father), and fay that from thence Adam 

alcendcd Into heaven. Before th^y com« 

at tht niountayne, they paflc by a fenny 

vaHey full of water, wherein they wad« 

' up to the watte.'' Other circumttances 

are added, that enhance .th« merit qf 

Sirfdbad's pilgrimage. 

^ When the pilgrimes are mounted^ 
they wafli them in a lake or pooIe of 
cleere I'prin^ing water, necre to that fooU 
ftone (t.f, the fuppofed print of Adan'^f 
foolt), and makynge their prayers, do« 
thus account themfelves clean from all 
their finncs.*' This purifying water, 
according to tradition, proceeded from 
the" tears flied by Eve on account of the . 
^deathofAbcl. 

Modern voyagers mention that Adan3*f . 
Peak is fuppofed by many people to be 
higheir than any mountain in IntUa. With 
no great impropriety therefore nug^^ 
Sindbad ftile it the higheft in the vrorld. 
Thib lof^y mountain, the precious gtmt. 
of Ceylon, and the lake, fuppoled to pro- 
ceed from a mutual elfufion of tears fted 
by Adam and Eve on their «[piiliioa 
from Paradife* arc notkcd by Maiwi«* 
villc. 
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Thefc quoUtiou« C^ays Mr, H.) and 
many others might have been added, 
particolariy in reeard to the pearl' filhcry 
and the riches of Ceylon, not only vin- 
dicate the Arabian author, bat poiot out 
a wonderful coincidence, in accounts 
•rittcn ibmetimcs at thediflance of 14.00 • 
years by authors who Kvcd in different 
qoarters of the globe. Thefe could not 
in general have copied from each other, 
nor have derived their intelligence from 
«ie common fourcc. 

The King of Sermdib difinifles Sind- 
had honourably, and with many valuable 
pnefents, and a letter to the famous Ca- 
liph Haroun al Raihid. One of thefe 
prefentft h the flcin of a ferpent, whofc 
feafet were at large as an ordinary piece 
of gold, and which had the virtue to pre- 
fenre firom ficknefs thofc who lay upon 

On this fnbjeA the Arabian writer 
»Hght have ieen in Pliny that the ferpent 
vat- efteemed facred to Efculapius on 
Bccoant of its imaainarv power in ex- 
pelling difcjifes. \lr. Eliot, in. his de- 
fcfiption of the inhabitants of the Gar- 
row Hills, which bound the North.. 
Biftem parts of Bengal, fays, in the 
tWfd volume of the Afiatjc Refearches» 
that the flcin of the fnaJce, called* the 
Burrawar, is efbemol a cure for external 
paini, when applied to the part affcfted^ 
l)iorcorides« Galen, and Hippocrates^ 
lilcewife mention various cures eff^iflcd 
bf its fat and its caft flcin. Some whim- 
fical narratives of fuch ideftl cures, e<- 
tnfted from ' them and other authors, 
may be found in TopfellV edition of 
Gefner's Natural Hittory. 

In the feventh and laft voyan of Sind- 
fcsd, nothing particular need be noted. 
The eiffmordinary fagacity of the tlc- 
phtnr, ^hich is the chiet iiibje^l of it, 
»• as wonderfully exemplified in other 
aathors of -eood credit. Sindbad, how« 
ever, giavety re narks, that the Caliph 
^ould probably have dilbelicved this 
account, had he not known the fincerity 
of the nariaror. This, as Mr. H. ob- 
ferves, is a Jinc fJroke of Cervantic hu- 
mour, and not unlike a pafTage in Swift 
on the proverbial veracity of Gulliver. 

Before he concludes his Work, our 
Amhor makes two or three cafual re- 
lodions on other parts of jhis ancient 
^Vientat fiftlon. He obferves, that the 
^tfcovery of Bedreddin by his manu- 
Wlory of tarts is borrowed from Nclla 
RajjahH deteflton by the fame means ; 
which fs It flory of the hi^heft antiquity, 
>** «ppiioprUte-ionly to immftivc timeJ'; 
*tei ne culinary art was in its infancy. 



At fuch a. time the poTTeflbr of a inucl|. 
approved receipt would derive celebrity 
fi'o'ni that circUmftance. 

The tale of Ainafchar is found in the 
Hecto-podes 6f Veefhnoo-Sarma, tran- 
flated ii'om t}ie i^anicrit by Mr.AViikhir ; 
which is flyJed by Sir W. Jones <* tk 
molt beautiful, if not tlic moft aii^ieoc 
cuIle£lioii of apologues in tlie worlds}* 
Even the outrageousexerciie of political 
and domeftic defpotiliu, exhibited' hy 
Schahriar in the daily facrifice of a nsw 
wetided wife, is not wholly deftitu(e of 
hiltorical fupport. Vertoman gravely 
allures us, that the Sultan of Cambia 
was fo accuftomed to take poifon front 
his infancy, that a certain quantity ev«ry 
day was necelTary to his exigence ; and 
when any of his courtiers offended hiin^ 
he would chew fome of a veiy malignnmt 
nature for a confiderable time, and by 
fpitting it on the culprit's naked bodyt 
would deprive him of life in the fpace of 
half an hour. He adds : << This Prince 
has four thoufand miHrelfes ; for which*' 
ever of th^m has been admitted to, die 
Sultan*s bedinfallibly dlestliencoUdty*** 
This ftrange narrative labours undelr 
fuch difficulties as mud tend to make the 
reader believe that the credulity of Vir^ 
toman was impofed upon. It fliews* 
however, that Schahciar*s ftory was in aii 
probability of Indian extra^ion. 

From this brief analyiis of Mr. HoleU 
Eflay, our readers will iiee that the in* 
jg^eniuus writer has proved, in the evann 
t>le of Sindl)ad, that the Author, whoevw 
he was, of thefe Arabian Ivories had 
archetynes In the hiftory and manaers oif 
tlie £aft, on which he. founded his nar* 
rations. And as the manners of chaS 
portion of the globe are not fubje£( to 
thofe viciiTitudes and mutations which 
prevail in Europe, iheic taks may alfo 
be regarded in that refpe£V as no usu 
faith lul picture of modern Alia. But 
though the philoibpher will now probably 
regai-d them with more refpefl a%d aS« 
tention than before . they were honouxt^ 
by our Author's labours, much is yet 
wanting to obtain for them that reccp* 
tion which perhaps in the original they 
may merit. TiU a much more elegant 
tranflation appears* till the fa^s noft 
abhorrent from European prejudices be 
accounted for from the manners of tha 
Bail, till th^ poetical parts, difplay tbo. 
charms of poetry, and tb^ mond the 
dignity of wifdonci« they muft renaiii 
ctafled with thole aniUi JaltUMw which* 
however acceptable in the Burfcry» csMf 
e6tiirey to* the cultivated mind neither 
profit nordelightt Ri R* 
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An Account of the EogUih Colonv in New South Wales. By David ,ColliQt« £iq» 
4to» Caaeli and Davies. «i. %$.

IT feeim to have been the unceafing en- 
deavour of each fucceflive Gcvernor 
of the Englifh Colony to form and pre- 
'ferve a friendly intercourfe with the na- 
tives. We therefore at length find thcfe 
remote iflanders living in confiderable 
snmbers among our people, without fear 
or ^ftratnt $ acquiring our language, 
Teadily tailing in wiih our manners and 
cuftoms ; enjoying the comforts of^ our 
clothing, and reliming the variety of our 
food. " We faw them (Ikys Captain 
Collins) die in our houfes, and the places 
«f the deccafed inftantly filled by others, 
who obierved nothing in the fate of their 
predeceiTors to deter them from living 
with uSy and placing that entire confi- 
dence in us, which it was our intereft and 
our pjeafure to cultivate. They have 
been always allowed to be fo far their 
own mafters, that we never or but rarely 
interrupted them in any of their defi^ns, 
judging, that by fufFering them to live 
with us as they we)'e accuflomed to live 
before we canoe among them, we ihould 
fooner obtain a knowledge of their man* 
nert and cuftcms, than by waiting til] 
we had acquired a competent (killin their 
langruage to converfe with them. On 
this principle, when they afTcmbled to 
dance or to fight before our houfes, w^ 
never dtrperfed, but freely attended their 
meetings. To them this attention of 
ours appeared to be agreeable and ufe- 
fui ) for thofe who happened to be 
wounded in their contefts inftantly looked 
out for one of our furgeons, and difplayed 
entire confidence in nis fkill, and great 
bravery in the firmncfs with which they 
i>ore the knife and the probe.** 

Our people found the natives of New 
South Wales living in that ftate of na- 
ture which moft have been common to 
all men previous to their uniting in fo- 
ciety and acknowledging but one autho- 
rity. They were dillnbuted into fami- 
lies, the head cr fcnicr of which (under 
the appellation of Be anna, father) ex- 
aftec! compliance from the reft. 
• Wcfind, however, another acceptation 
of the word Be- anna : for in cafe a father 
died, the neareft of kin, or fome other 
friend, would take the care of his child- 
rcn { and on this account the children 

Sled him Be-anna, even in the life-time 
thsir natural parent. This pra^ice 



was adopted accordingly by Bcn-nll- 
long, the native who was ibme time in 
England, and who on the death of hii 
fir It wife convened the care of his infant 
daughter to bis friend Governor Philipi 
telhng him that he was to become the 
Be- anna, or father, of his little ^irl. This 
cudom, our readers will perceive, bears 
fome refemblance to the duties of our 
baptifmal fponforsj but by what we 
gather from the work before us, the 
merit of fuLGIling thofe delesated duties 
is,*generaHy fpeakiiw, greatly in favour 
of the untutored lavage over the en- 
lightened Chriftian 1 

As to reunion, our Author controverts, 
in the cafe of thefe iflandert, the aflertioa 
of Dr. Blair (Vol. I. Serm. ».)» " *^ 
no country has yet been d^fcovcred where 
fome trace of religion waa not to be 
found.'* He affures us, that they do not 
worAiip either fun, moon, or ftar } that, 
however neccfTary fire may be to tbea, 
it is not an objeCl of adoratiqQ s neither 
have they refpe£t for any particular 
beaft, burd, or filh j that he never ^ould 
difcover any object, either fubAsfitial <>f 
Imaginary, that impelled them to the 
commillion of good a£lions, or deterred 
them from the perpetration of what we 
deem crimes. There indeed exifted anioog 
them, we find, fome idea of a future ft*<e> 
but not conncfted in any wiJfe with le- 
ligion ; for it had no inUuenca whatever 
on their lives, and a£lion$. 

*< On their being often queftipned (fayJ 
Capt. C.) as to what became of them 
after their deceafe, ibme anfwered that 
they went either on or beyond the Great 
\yater j but b^ far the greater number 
fignincd, that .they went to the cJoudu 
Converling with Ben-nil-long aftef his 
return from England, where fic ^^ ^ 
taincd much knowledge of our cuftomS 
and manners, I wifhed to learn what 
were his ideas of the place from whi« 
his countrymen came, and led him to toe 
fubjc(^ by oblerving, that all the white 
men here came from England. I then 
afkcd hJm where the black men (orEora) 
came from? He hefitated.— M they 
come from any ifland ? His anfwcr wast 
that he knew of none: they came from 
the clouds (alluding perhaps to the ab- 
or^ines of the country) j and v*»*"J^ 
died, they returned to th« clouds (Boo- 
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pw-t). He wiffied to iaake me undcr- 
taad rbat they aftcnded in the fl\apc of 
iittic children, firit hovering in the tops 
ud in the branches of tr^s ; and men- 
tioned fomething about' their eating, in 
tht ftate, their favourite food, little 
iiibcg. . ■ 

••If this idea of the immortality of 
tie fiwl Ihould excite a fmile, is it more 
c^noidinary than the belief which ob- 
tains amon^ fome of us, that at the laft 
^y the vanous disjointed bones of men 
Aall find out each its proper owner, and 
he re-natted ?— The lavage here treads 
clofeupon the foottteps of the Chriftian."' 
That they have ideas of a diftinftion 
ottwten good and bad, however, is evi- 
^ from their having terms in their 
^S^gP fignificant of thofe qualities : 
Jot their knowledge of the difference 
between right and wrong certainly docs 
>ot extend beyond their exiWence in this 
•oHd, f(Mr they never feemed to believe 
l^at the praAice of either had any re- 
atioB tu their iuture ftate.

Under the head of S/aturf and Ap- 
t'^anu^ we have the following among 
wfcer obfervations : 

•• In general, indeed almofl univerfally, 
tJie limbs of thelc people were fmall } of 
^f^^i tbem the arms, legs, and thighs 
I *«"* thin. This, no doubt, is owing to 
the poornefs of their living, which is 
fWiv on filh J otherwife the finenefs of 
ths cbmatei co-operating with the extr- 
*»ie 5vfaich they take, might have rcn- 
jfnd them more mufcukir* ThoJ^ who 
lire on the fea-coaft depend entirely on 
^ for their fuftenance ; while the few 
^ dwelt in the woods fubfilt on fuch 
ttinialf as they can catch. The verv 
Ipcat Jabgv occeifary for uking tHeie 
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animalsy and the rcantlnefs of the lii^ 
piy, keep the. wood natives in as poor a 
condition as their brethren on the coafL 
It has been remarked, that the native* 
•who have been met with in the woods 
had longer arms and legs than thofe wh» 
lived about us. This might proceed 
from their being compelled to climb the 
trees after honey and. the fmall animak 
which relbrt to them, fuch as the flyirap 
fquirrel and opoffum, which they elFe£ 
by cutting with their, ftone hatchets 
notches in ihe bark of the tree. Of a fuC- 
ficient depth and fize to receive the baK 
of the great toe. The firtt notch beinjg 
cut, the toe is placed in it | and while 
the left arm embraces the tree, a fecond 
is cut at a convenient diftance to receive 
the other foot. By this method ther 
afcend very quick, always cuUtjig witA 
the right hand and clinging with tlie^ 
.left,'relting the whole weight of the bodjf 
on the ball of either foot. 

" In anexcurfion to the weftward witk 
a party, we pafled a tree (of the kind 
named by us the white gum, the bark of 
which is foft) that we judged to be about 
one hundred and thirty feet in height, 
and which had been notched by the na- 
tives at leaft eighty feet beibrc they at- 
tained the firS branchy where it was 
likely they could meet with any ceward 
for fo much toil. 

'** The features of many of theft people 
were far from unpleaftng, particularly of 
the women : in get^eral, the black bufbr 
beards of the men, and the bone or reed 
which they thruH through the cartilage 
of the noie, tended to give them a dif- 
gufting appearance ; but in the women« 
that femimne delicacy which is to bjt 
found among white people was to be 
tiaced even upon their fable cheeks \ and 
though entire (Grangers to the comforts 
and conveniences of clothing, yet ther 
fought with a native modeity to conceal 
by attitude what the want of covering 
would otherwife have revealed. They 
have often brought to my rccolleftion 

" The bending ftatue which cpchanu 
the world j" 

though it mutt be owned that the re- 
femblance confided foleiy in the po(ition» 
« Both women and men ufe the dif- 
gufling praiflice of rubbing filh -oil into 
their Ikins \ but they are compelled to 
this as a guard again ft the effe^ls of the 
air and of mnfquitoe^ and flies \ fome of 
which are large, and bite or iiing with 
much feverity. But the oil, together 
with the petfpntion from their bodies; 

pro. 
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produce t^ in hot weather a moft horrible 
flench. I have ftcn feme with the eD- 
trails of fifti frying in the burning Tun 
upon their heads, until the oil ran down 
over their foreheads. A remarkable in- 
ftance cjncc came under my obiervation 
of the early wle which they make of this 
curious unguent. Ha^ipening to be at 
Camp Cove at a time wj\en thefe people 
were much prelTed with hunger, we found 
in a miitrablc hut a poor Nvretchcd half- 
ftarved native and two chikli-en. The 
man was nearly reduced to a (keleton, 
but the children were in better condition. 
We gave them fome faked beef nnd pork, 
and fome bread, but this they wculd not 
touch. The eldett of the children was a 
female ; and a piece of fat meat being 
given to her, fhe, inftead of eating it 
mftantlr as weexpefled, fqueezed it be- 
tween ner fingers until (he had nearly 
prefied all the fat to a liquid ; with this 
the oiled over her face two or three times, 
and. then gave it to the other, a boy 
:ibout two years of age, to do the like. 
Our wonder was naturally excited at 
feeing fuch knowledge in children Co 
young. To their hair, by means of the 
yellow gum, they fatten the front teeth 
of the kangooroo, and the jaw-bones of 
{arge fi(h, human teeth, pieces of wood, 
featliers of birds, the tail of the dpg, and 
certain bones taken out of the head of a 
JBfhy pot unlike human teeth. The na. 
fives who inhabit the fouth (hore of Bo- 
tany Bay divide the hair into fmall par- 
cels» each of which they mat together 
with gum, and form them into lengths 
like the thrums of a mop. On particular 
occafions they ornament themfelves with 
red and white clay, ufmg the former 
wheo preparing to fight, the latter for 
the more peaceful amufement of dancing. 
The ftlhion of thefe ornaments was left 
to each perfon's tzttt ; and fome, when 
decorated in their bed manner, looked 
perfectly borrible. Nothing could ap. 
pear more teiTible than a black and dif. 
mal face, with a larg^e white circle drawn 
round each eye. In general waved lines 
were BMrked down each arm, thigh, and 
leg ; and in fome the cheeks were daubed ; 
and lines drawn over each rib, prefented 
to thebeholder a truly Ipeftre like figure. 
Previous either to a dance or a combat, 
we always found 'them bufily employed 
in this neceilary preliminary ; and it muft 
be obfcrved, that when other liquid could 
])ot be readily procured, tliey moil^encd 
the clay with their own faliva. Both 
fexes are ornamented with ifars upon 
the )>rcait) acms^ and back> which are cut 



with broken pieces 'of Hk fl&ell thtj «Hk 
at the end of the throwing ftick. Bv 
keeping open, thefe incilionSy the defii 
grows up between the fides of the woun^y 
and after a time, fkinning oTer, forms a 
large wale or icam« I have fccn iniiances 
where thefe fears have been cut to rfe- 
femble the fctt of aninials i and fuch 
boys as underwent the operation while 
they lived with us, appeai-vd to be provid 
of the ornament, and to defpife the pain 
which they muft hkve endui-ed. Xhe 
operation is performed when they are 
young, and until they advice in years 
the icars look large and full ; but cm 
fome of their old men I have been fcarcely 
able to difcern them. As a principal 
ornament, the men, on particular ccca- 
fions, thiuft a bone or reed thron<rh the 
feptum nafi^ the hole through which is 
boied when they are young. . Some boys 
who went away from us for a tiew daya». 
returned dignified with this flrange or* 
nament, having, in the mean time, had 
the o|feration performed upon them \ they 
appeared to be from twelve to £fteen 
years of age. The bone that they wear 
IS the fmall bone in the leg of the kan- __ 
gooioo, one end of which is fliarpened 
to a point. I have feen feveral women 
who had their nofes perforated ia this 
extraordinary manner. 

'< The women are, befides« early Tub- 
jcf^ed to an uncommon mutibition of the 
two firft joints of the little finger of the 
left hand. The operation is performed 
when they are very younc:, *od is done 
with a hair, or fome other flight ligature. 
This being tied round at the joint, the 
iieQi foon fwells, and in a few days the 
circulation being deltroyed, the finger 
mortifies and drops oHf. I never law but 
one inlUnce where the finger was taken oft' 
from the right hand, and that was oe- 
cafioned by the niiftake of the mother* 
Befoi'e we knew them, we took it to be 
their marriage ceremony \ but, on feeing 
their mutilated children we weie con« 
vinced of our miftake \ and at laft teamed, 
that thefe joints of the little finger were 
fuppofed to be in the way when they 
wound their fiihing linet over the hand. 
On our exprefling a difgud of the ap* 
pearance, they always applauded it, and 
fald it was very good. They name it 
Mal-gun \ and among the many womea 
whom I faw, but very iprt had this 
finger perfe^. On my pointing thefe 
out to thole who were fo diftinp^iflml) 
they appeared to look at and Jpeak of 
them with fyme degree of couvempt.

ttyaflcep. 

** Their fight is peculiarly dnc 5 indeed 
tlieir eaiftence very often depends upoii 
tbt accuracy of it'; for a fhort. lighted 
oun (a misfortune ntiknbwn to them, 
aod not vet introduced by (aftion, nor 
rtiieved by the ufeof a glaf<) would 
never be able to defend hlmklf from theif 
feeart, which ar^ thrown with amaiing 
«»)ce and velocity. I have noticed tWQ 
» thrte men with fpecfcs on one eye, and 
once at Broken Bay favi! in a canoe, an 
old man who was perfeftly blind. He 
^M accompanied by a youth who pad- 
^^ his -onoe, and who, to my great 
forprife, (at behind him in it. This may^ 
kwiever, be in Conformity to the idc? 
of -icfpeA whtch is always' paid to old 

•* Tht colour df theft people is not 
uniform. We have (ccn fomc who, even 
^fhm cleanfed from the fmoke and filth 
*hich were always to be found on their 
pcffons, were nearly as black as the 
^fsican negro, while others have ex'hi-, 
bited only a copper or Malay colour. 
The natural covering of their heads is 
Dot wool, as in tnoft other black people, 
bnt hair j this particular may be remem- 
htnd in the two natives who were in 
thU country, BenruiUIong and.Yem- 
ner.ra.wan-nie. The former, on his 
mitrn, byjavin; fome attention paid to 



his drefs while in London, was found to 
have very long black hair. Black in-* 
deed was the general colour of the hair^ 
though I have feen (bine of a reddiih 
caft ; but being unaccomptmed by anr 
perceptible difference oi* consplex«on» it 
was perhaps more the effe& of ibme out* .. • 
ward caule than its natural appearance. 

" Their noies are flat, noitrtls wide^ 
eyes much funk in the head, and covcnsd 
with thick eyebrows $ in addition to 
which, they wear tied round the head a 
net the breadth of the forehead, made of* . 
the fur of the opoiTum, which, when - 
wifhing to fee very clearly, I havcob* 
ferved them draw over the eyebrowa^ 
thereby contrafting the light • Their 
lips arc thick, and the mouth extravar* 
gantly.wide; but when opened diicover* 
ing two rows of white, even, and fovnd 
teeth. Many had very prominent Jaws- 1 . 
and there was one man who, but tor die , 
gift of fpecch, might very well have 
palfed for an oraiie outang. He was 
remarkably hairy ; his arms appeand of - 
an' uncommon length { in hi« gait he waa 
not perfe81y upright j and in his whoif 
manner I'eemed to have more of the bru,tc - 
and lefs of the human fpecies about hijn- . 
than any of his countrymea. Tho(^ • 
who have been in that ^c 'ntry will, frdm • 
thia outline of him, recoiled old We* 
raluig." 

With Kclpc^ to tWir Mode of Liviftgtg 
we find that fifh is their chief i'upports 
and both men and women are employed 
in catching thtm. The women, wliil« 
fiOiing, generally fing I and as they lit 
in their canoes cHew muflels or cockletf 
. or boiled fi(h,;and fpit them into the 
water as baits. In addition to fifli^-^ 
however, they frequently indulge then^ 
felves with a fingujar kind of delicacyy 
which th«;y are 3cry eager to. procure* 
In the body of the dwarf gum-tree are • 
.many iarge worms and.grubS, whieh 
thev fpeedily diveft of.antenniQ, legs, &c» 
and devour, A fervant bejongiiig to 
Capt. CoUinsi who had often joined them 
in eating this luxury, alTured his. mafttt 
that it was Tweeter tlian any marrow he • 
had ever tafied.

«« How will the refined ear of gaU 
Ian try be wounded at reading an account 
of the court/hip of tliele people 1 I ha«e 
faid that there was a delicacy vifibk in 
the manners of the iemalrs.

yet'fuch it is/ and of the molt brutal 
I nature \ 
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Battire : tbeft unfortunate viftims of ]«ft 
amd cruelty ( I can call thein by no better 
name) are, I bclitvc, always felefied from 
tbc women ol'a tribe different from that 
©f the males (for ihtry ouj;ht not to be 
dignified with the litle of men), and 
with whom thty are at enmity. Secrecy 
M neceffarily obfeiyed, and the poor 
•wretch is ftolen upon in the absence of 
her proteAors j being firft ftupified with- 
blows, inill^^d witti ciubs or wooden 
fvitords, on the head, back, and (boulders, 
every our of which is followed by a ftream 
of bicod, (he is dragged through the 
woods by one arm with a perleverance 
and violence that one might fnppofc 
wovid difplace it from its Ibckci j the 
lo^r, or rather the ravifher, is regard- 
left of the ftonet or broken pieces c{ trees 
which may lie in his route, ocing anxious 
only to convey his prize in fafeiv to his 
own party, where a fee c enlucs too 
Shocking to relate. This outrage is not 
re&nteil by the relations" of the female, 
who pn\y retaliate by a fimilar outrage 
when they'find it in their power. This 
is foconftantly the praiHce among them, 
that even the children make it a gtune or 
ezercife $ and I have often^ on heariiig 
thd cries of the girls with whom they 
were playing, ran out of my houfe, 
thinking fomc murder was ccmmitted* 
but have found the whole party laughing 
at mymiftake. 

♦•The w6men thus ravifhed become 
their wives, arf fncorporated into the 
tribe to which the huiband belongs, and 
but iekdom quit him foranoiher. 

•• Many of the men with 'whom we 
were acquainted did not confine them- 
fcl«et to one wonKin. Ben-nil -long,. 
previoua to hit vftt* to England, was 
pofleflfed of two wives (if wives they may 
be -called), both living with him and 
attending on him wherever he went. One 
vamed Ba-rang-a-roo, who was of the 
tribe of Cam-mer-ray (Ben- nil long 
AUBielf was a Wahn-gpl)r, Kved with 
him at the time he was feizM and brought 
a captive to the fettlement with Cole be ;

of monogamy. T dtf not* r^eolleft ever 
noticisg children by both; and obferved, 
that in general, as might be expefVed, 
the two womeiv.were always jealodi of 
ami oparrelling with each other. I hmve 
hMraihem fav, thai tlic lirft wife clainoed 
a priority ot attachment and exciuAtTe 
right to the conjugal embrace f while 
the fecond or Utter choice was compalled 
to be the-flave and drudge- of both-. 

** CbalUty was a virtue in which thejT 
certainly <iid not pride* tbcmfeivee i- at 
leaA, we knew women who for a loaf of 
bread,- a biankett or a fhirt, gave up amy 
claim to it, whe»' either was offered by 
a white man ; and many wh|temen were 
found who held out the tempution.- 
Several girls, who were pvoletiked in the 
ietdementi had not- any obje^lion so 
padias the night on -board of fliipe» 
though fome had. ietrned Ihinne enowgh 
(for. ihame wbs^ka natnraHy inherent in 
them) to ccncejd, on their landing, the

thoueht it ibameful to be'fetn nakeil j 
and I have oberveJ^manydf them ex*

preiencc of only their own peopl^y per- 
i'cAly indifferent, about their appear- 
ancc.*' 

The general account of the Cujhms 
'and ManKiTS of the natives forms a very 
confpicuoue and ti-uly interefting article » 
in the Appendix, occupying^ 33 pages ; 
but our limits will not admit of any ad* 
ditlon to tlie extfaAs we have already 
g»^n. .' 

In all the fcenes a^d circumftances of 
their lives thele people are the iUves of 
foperjiition ; amoiijg many remarkable tn- 
ftances of which, related by our Auihor^ 
a belief in fpirits appears m diftiRguifling 
trait. 

Among the difiafts to which they am 
fubjcA^ we &id two that refpeAively bear 
ftrong refemblances to the itch and the 
fma]i4>ox ; theiv^i vm^tea too had got 
among them, but for the iiiirodu£iion of 
this fcourge, it is not to be doubted that 
our own people were accountable. 

Whenever they lieel a pain (the effeftf 
probably, of a blow or a hdl), they 
taften a tight ligature round the part, 
thereby ftopping the circwlatioD, and 
eafing the part immediately aiefted. 

Hereiiitafy pr^ftf ia not unknown 
among them, and, ftrange aa it may ap« 
pear, they poflefs both peribnal and ml 
cftates. 

In their diJp<ifiMmt tbcj are, is gciieial» 

n- 
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itrengeful, jcalouf* courageous, and 
cuBuing. They are great liars, and 
much addiftedto theft. Yet they are 
fafceptible of friendfliip and capable of 
fttl'uig (brrow | but this latter ItDfation 
they aie not in the habit of encouraging 
long. With attention and kind treat- 
ment, however^ they certainly might be 
made a very ferviceable people. They 
6em to pofleis a fingular talent for 
mimickry ) even the children would imi- 
tate the peculiarities in anv one's gait, 
ice, (a favourite diverfion), and would 
perform it with aftonifiiing accuracy. 

ThiwcfuH<falcer^montei comprife many 
remarkable peculiaritiet ; but we mult 
ititr the reader to the book itfelf for 
further inlornation. 

With an account of the Langut^i of 
tbefe Klanders, and a pretty copious vo- 
cabulacy, our Author concludes hit 
Work J of which it is but juftice to 
iay, that it includes a large body of in- 
foimaticn, which on account ot its no- 
velty muft be entertainintf to the eeneral 
reader, and lor the refleaions which it 
will naturally excite will be at Jeaft 
equally interefting to a philofophic and 
contemplative mind. The ftyle in which 
it is wiitten is well fuited to the I'ubjef^ ; 



and it is impoflible to read miny pages 
of it without conceiving it to be the 
produ^ionof an ingenuous wrijTer, lefs 
deiiroua to aftonilh than to convince. 

On a flight glance over, the Volume it 
will appear to many pcrfona that the' 
Author has occafionally be^n fomething 
too minute { we acknowledge^ that till, 
by an attentive perufal of the whole, we 
had more perfe^iy comprehended, as we 
conceive, the dtjign of the Work, we had 
entertained a (imilar opinion. It evi« 
dently appears, however, to have been 
brended to furnilh this country with 
fuch a complete and particular hiilory of 
the tranfaflions of the Colonifts in the 
infancy of the Settlement, as might fu* 
pericde the neceflity of any other Work 
on the fubjefl. If luch was the purpofe 
of the Author whole book we are now 
about to difmifs, we in our confciencet 
think ^that he has accompli(hed it with 
ci-cdil to himfelf, and nnde a valuable 
addition to our flock of hiltorical know- 
ledge.

caie in the year 1793, when under the 
Aft by which money was advanced by 
loan to ieverai perfons in trade, whnvby 
ft multitude of individuals were relieved 
withoiit at much as their names being 
difdofed.

The firlt claufe that excited attention 
was that of averagijig the ratio of income 
Revived by profemons and trades, upon 
which a debate toot place. The claufe 
l^ated, that the rate ftiould be made for 
the firft year from an aveiage of the 
three years preceding the 31ft of De- 
cember 1798. 

This was fupported by Mr. Pitt, Mr. 
Thornton, Mr. Buxton, and Mr. Wi|. 
berforcc, and oppofed by Alderman 
Combe, Sir F. Baring, and Mr. Tierncy. 

Mr. Tierncy fviggeiied th * fairncfs of 
calculating the average for the five years 
preceding. 

Alderman Curtis was of opinion, that 
no mode could fo fecurely guard againft 
c?afion as that of the average of three 
years : perfons could not e^iVy io (Itape 
or fhuffle with their bocks, as to make 
iaiie entries and fallacious balances : 
already cvafion had prevaile<l, that came 
within his own knowledge, and it would 
bccnr a^ain if not prevented. 

Mr* Tierney exprelTed his Indignation 
at the frequent application of the terni 
•* evafion." Many confcientious perfons 
would think themlelves juftified to take 
every advantage of this law, not fo much 
to evade the letter of it, as to avoid the 
heavy effects of it j but he could illuftrate 
this more prccifcly.

Mr. Tierney did not imagine tltff ttk 
aiTertion loofcly made by the ^my 5>^ ^' 
luftration, could have taken fo ierious 4 
turn.

Mr. Wilberforce was about to proceedt 
wh«n the Chairman interiupted nini> and 
figni Tying how great and how painful 
this digreOion was, proceeded in the bu« 
finels of the Committee, and in tbe cJauie • 
for making deduflions on account of 
children. 

Mr. Pitt arranged it as follows, viz.

Sir W. Pultency faid, there was no 
man more unwilling than he was to op*

the ftri51ett attention. The general mode 
of raifjng Taxes in this country rendered 
them to a certain degree optional, becauir 
they were upon confumption or upo:

Butt* 
was laid the AtTefled Taxes did not p» i 
duce enough, and that they wers evadi ' 
He faw no it^albn why iiicaas might t 
be adopted to prevent thc^ie evafions. t 
was not right to make a man explain s ' • 
lituation, it it was a bad one ; but tn 
if it wai a g^d one^ \t might be a hd« 
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iiip to him to explain it. It might have 
a bad effe6^ upon children to know that 
their parents were rich, bccaufe it might 
make them inattentive. Thefe dilclo. 
fuici would, in his opinion, affeft the 
whole intercourfe of mankind. The 
power which Minifters would thus have 
of knowing the property of every man 
it^ the kingdom, would be a moll power* 
•. f«l inrtrument in tlieir bands j bcfides, 
by knowing the wealth of the country, 
it might lead them to expence. The Bill 
appeared to him, on tne whole, to go 
againlt the fpirit of the Liberty of the 
cbi^ntry.

Jamaita, Nov, 7, 179S. 

MY LORD, 

On the 31ft of Oftohcr I received a / 
diQ)atch from the Bar of Honduras. 

Lieuienant-Cclonel Barrow inforins 
me, that the fettlers had been attacked 
by a flotilla confiding of 31 veffcif, 
having on board 2000 land troops and 
500 feamen : Arthur O'Neil, Gover- 
nor General of Yucatan, and a Fietd- 
Marihal in the fervicc of Spain, com- 
manded in perfon. I have great fatis- 
faftion in tranfmitting the letter of the 
Lieutenant- Colonel, by which your 
Grace win be informed, that this ar- 
mament has been reputfed, and the ex- 
pedition Entirely fruilrated. 

The Lieutenant.CoIonel fpeaks in 
the handfomeil manner of the condi^tt 
of Captain Mofs, of his Majei^y's ihip 
Merlin, and of the wonderful exertions 
of the fetticri and their negro ilavis, 
who manned the guo«boau. 
. . Thfi condua of Lievtenant-Colooel 
Barrow, and of the fcttieis, in putting 
the p«rt of Honduras Bay into a re- 
' fpeaable 
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fotdable ftate of defence, as well as' 
tile galUnc manner in which it was

ezprefs boat Swift, I continued to 
firengtheD our fiotiii^i wh^ich now con*

Bcfides eight Rat gun-boats, carrying 
each a nine-pounder iu the proiv. 

No. I and a are commanded by Mr* 
Gelfton and Mr. Uo(mer, mafters of 
nerchant veflels» who, with fome of 
their crewa, volunteered the bufinefs 
in a very handfome manner : to thofe- 
Geatlemen I am much indebted for their 
able and active ferviccs. The mafters 
and crews of all the other veii'els cnnfift 
entirely of volunteers from the Colonial 
troops, and together amount to 354 men 
now on float. The enemy was fo well, 
watched by Icout.boats and canoes, that 
not a fingle movement could be made 
by him without our knowledge } and 
finding that He aimed at the pofleirioii 
of St. George's Key, the armed veflfcls. 
No. I, 4, and 5, were fent to tlut place 
to guard the narrow channels leadipg 
to that commodious harbour. 

On the 3d of September the eiremy 
endeavoured to force a palTage over 
Montego-K.cy-Shoal with five veffcls,. 
two of which carried heavy metal, but 
was repulfed : he renewed his attempt 
QQ the following day, but our little 
fquadron, being now reinforced by itx 
gun-boats, beat them oS wiih great 
cafe, and the fire veflels returned to tt.e 
main body of the flcet» then at anchor 
about two leagues to the northward. 
This movement gave our people an op- 
portunity of drawing and dedroyingall 
the beacons and dakes which the ene- 
my had placed in this narrow and 
crooked channel, and >without the ufe 



of which nothing bat Veffcls of a very 
eafy draught of water can pafs. Oo 
the 5th, the fame vcfTels, accompanied 
by two others, and a number of launches, 
endeavoured to get over this ihoul bf 
another palTage, but were repulfed, 
apparently with.lofs. On this, as well, 
as on the two preceding days, the 
Spaniards expended an immenfc quan- 
tity of ammunition to no manner of 
purpofe } wbile our people fired com- 
paratively little, but with a fttadiAefa 
which furpalTed my moft fanguine. 
hopes. 

Captain Mofs, in his Majefly^s Ihtp. 
Merlin, left his anchorage at Belize on 
the evening of the.ithi and arrived at 
St. (jtijrgc\ ^ey about neon on the 
6th of September. The Spaniards^ • 
having found a paGTage through the 
Leeward Channels imprafticabie, had 
got under weigh on the morning of 
that day with their whole Beet, feem- 
ingly with a view nf forcing a paffage 
through the windward, a fand bore 
pifTa'ge, to the cad ward of Long- Key s: 
but on feeing the Nlcrlin beatino^ into 
tbc harbour uf St. George's- Rey, and 
that our fleet was rei»>forced by the 
armed vtSeU, No. 2 and 3, aiKl a large 
gun-boar, they returned to their former, 
anchorage between Lottg-K«yand Key-* 
Chappel. 

I was now of opinion that the enemy 
would alter his mode of attack, and 
endeavour to make a landing on the 
main land to the northward of our pofia 
at the Haul-over. Under this idea I 
began to prepare fmall velfels and gun- 
boats, in which I meant to embark, 
with 200 men, including detachments 
of his Majefty's 63d and ^th Weft- 
India regiments, and of the Royal Ar* 
tiilery,' with one howitzer and two 
field-pieces, fix-pounders : with this 
force it was my intention to block up 
the channel between the main and the 
weftern point of Hicks*s Keys, and to 
obftru£t as much as poifibie a landing in 
that quarter ; or, if foiled in both of 
thefe obje6ts, to throw the whole 
ftrength into the works at the UauU 
* over, and to defend th?.t poft to the lad 
extremity ; while a body of experienced 
buih^men, all good (hots, and under 
orders for that purpnfe, fhouM hang on 
the flanks and rear of the enemy. 

On the morning of Monday the toth 
of September, 14 of the large li vt^ch of 
the Spanilh fleet weighed anchor, and 
at nine o*clock brought to about a mile 
and half diftant from our fleet, Capt. 

Mofa 
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Mofs \Tas then of opinion that they 
lUCAnc lo delay the attack till the fol- 
lowing day ; but nine of them ?ot 
tmder weigh about noon : thefe czrried 
c.^ch twenty -four pounders in the bow» 
Mid two eighteen-poundcrsin the ftern: 
oiic fchooner catried rwenty«two> and 
all the reft from eight lo fourteen guns 
in their wafte ; and every one of them, 
befides being crowded with men, tOwed 
a large launch full of foldi'ers. The 
other five vt-ffels, with fcTcral large 
launches all fall of men» remained at' 
this laft anchorage at the djftance of a' 
ifiilc and a half. 

' Our fleet was drawn up with his 
MHJefty*s fiiip Merlin in the centre, and 
rfiret^ly abrfeaft oiF the Channel : the 
iloops with heavy guns, and the gun« 
boats in fome advance to the No*rth* 
ward, were on her Eafteru and Weftern 
flanks. 

The enemy came down in a very 
handfome manner, and with a good 
countenance, in a line abreaft, uting 
both fails and oars. About half after 
two oVlocJc Capt. Mof$ made the ftgnal 
tb engage, which wai obeyed with a 
cool and determined firmnels, that, to 
ii(e his own expreifion to me on the oc- 
c&Aon» would nave done credit to ve- 
terans. The aAion lafted about two 
hours and a half, when the Spaniards 
began to fall into conftifivn, and fobn 
afterwards cut their cables, and farled 
and rowed oflT, allifted by a great num- 
ber of launches, which took them in' 
tow. 

Capt. Mofs, on feeing them retreat, 
made the fignal for our veflcis to cliace ; 
but night coming on, and rendering a 
pxirfuit too dangerous in a narrow chan- 
nel and difficult navigation, they were 
fbon after recalled. 

. At half after three in the afternoon, 
I received a letter from Capt. Mof«, 
ftating that the enemy was preparmg 
to attack him, and requiring all the 
alFiftancc which I could give. X imme- 
diately ordered as many men to cm- 
bark and proceed to his afTrftance, as 
fmall craft to carry ihcm could be pro- 
cured. The alacrity fliewn on this oc- 
cafion was great indeed ; but as a re* 
quifitton of this nature was by no means 
etpe6led, the ncceffary «rrangempents 
had not been made for (6 fpeetHYy em* 
barking the troops, and of confequence 
Ipme irregularity enfued ; for the can. 
itonade being diftinftly heard, an<l a 
ctrCiiinty of aa engagement having ta» 



ken plice, i? became ftnpofflbfc to ft^ 
ftraih the eagernefs of the CdloniftI 
troops, who, poffeiBng eanoes, doriety 
and pit-)>ans, without thought or're- 
trofpefi of thoTe Icf^ behind, hafteo«d 
with impecttofity to join their compa- 
niootf and ihare their dangers hence 
arofe difficulty »nd difappointflieat to 
the reguUr troops, who being under 
arnia, and anxious to proceed with all 
expedition, fuflfercd delay frodi' Want of 
the neceflary boacrand craft to embark 
in. 

As foon as I-faw feventeett craft of 
different deicriptiens, havnog o» board' 
two hundred men, fet off with orders 
to- rally roaod the Me^rlia, I imma<» 
diatelv joined them in hopes of aflift* 
iu'g Cfaptain. Mofs and barrafling the* 
eperny; but although we were only 
two hours in getting on board the' 
Mcriioy a diftance of three leagues and- 
a half, in the wind's eye. we were too 
late to have any fliare In the a^ion* 
Bot I am. of opinion, that the figbt of 
Co maoy craft full of men- coming up, 
with velocity, hafiened the return of 
the enemy, and that ilitk appearance 
on the followft^ day, as^ well as the- ^ 
ji»n£fton of two armediflnps^ the Juba* 
and Columbia, which I had ordered^ 
round to St. George's Key on the jftb,- 
induced the fleet to prepare for retnrn* 
ing to their refpeai^c pofts. The 
Spaniards remained under Key. Chappel 
unttf the 15th; on the morning of 
\*1iich'they made* various movements,- 
and in the coorfe of the- day fome of 
them anchored under Key-Caulker. > 
On the morning of the 16th, it waa 
d^fcovered that they had ftolen oflT;- 
eight of their largeft vcflels got out to 
fea, and ftood to the Northward ; the' 
remainder, being twenty-three in num- 
ber, fliaped theic courle for B^ccalar. 

We have every reafon to believe that 
the enemy fuflTered much in the aftioa 
of the xoth, as wtll in kiNed and' 
wounded as in the hulls and rigging of 
the vttlTeis engaged \ and I am happy ^ 
toinfoim your LordAip that we had 
not a (ingie man hurt, and that no 
injury was done to' any of ovr vefl^ta 
deferving of notice. 

It would be unjuft, my Lord, to- 
mention the n»mes oif any Officers, 
either of the Military or Militia, on 
account of any particular fcrvicc per* 
formed by them ; for the conduft of all 
being fuch as to merit my beft thanks, 
no parciciilar diftindioAcan be made.

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Tt U utto WMtctSatj fqr me to hy 
mny thing refped^ing Capt. Moii i hi« 
^Mruioa ia dtfcoye^ing, and afimtf 
in defcattog the views of the enemy ;

I an nappy to fay, that the 
mo^ cordial co-operation has always 
exifted between as. On the 13th inft.' 
I lent out two /cout canoes, w«U'man< 
iied» with orders to pafs the SpaniCh. 
0eat in the night ; and, proceeding to 
the North wardy to boaixl the firfi fmall 
yelTel they could fall in wSth. On the 
i6tK they captured a fmall packet-boat 
with five hands, when, taking out the 
prifonen, letters, &c. and deftroying 
the boat) they returned here on the 
nth. At day- light of that day the 
canoes were entangled with the retreat- 
ing Spantdi fleet near Savanna-Quay, 
and cicaped with dilRcuity. 

The expedition was commanded by 
Arthar O'Neil, a Pield-Marflial in the 
armies of Spain, and Captain General 
of the Province of Yucatan. The Cam- 
peachy fleet waa oommaoded by Capt. 
Itocca Negrai two thoufand foldiers 
were embarked and difiributed in pro- 
portioii to the drmenfioos of the Tef.

My letters by the Swift fchooner, 
which failed from Hondnrae exprefs ^h 
the irift of lad Auguft, have intormed 
ydu of the cnemv*s force intended for 
the n:du6fiun ot this fettlemem, and 
their fituation at that time ; Hnce which 
our k>ok-out canoes have watched them 
fo clpfely, that all their m<^'eme«ti 
were made known to me as they Itap- 
|)cned. On the>th, of this month they 
were viftble from oi>r maft-heads at 
Belife, and look-ocits reported to m« 
thirty-one fail of all deicriptiens 5 biK 
their exadt force by no means certain. 
The next day fix of their hearieft veffefs 
attempted to force their pafifafe over 
Monttgo-key ihoals, by putting their 
provifions and ftores into other vefiels ^ 
had they eifcOed this, it woirid have 
fecured them all a paflFage to Belize 
over IhoaU water, where I could by no 
means a6t. I ordered three of our 
armed veffels to annoy them in t^icir 
endeavours, which focceeded fo far as 
tooccafion their remoral atdatk, and 
« fmall chtnnel they had merktd by 
driTing down ftakes was alfo taken up 
by our canoes. 1 noiar clearly faw that 
their new ciRwt wtmid be to get pof- 
feifion of St. George's key, from which 
plftce (only nine miles from Belize) they 
might go down through the differeiK 
channels leading to it, and continue to 
harrafs the inhabitants and deftroy th^ 
town at their Jerfurc, and drtve me 
from my anchorage there; this deter- 
mraed me to gain the Key before theiil, 
if poflible 5 I therefore left Belize o«i 
the evening of the 5rh»aod fecured this 
phKCi at ^he inftant tweire of ehehr 

heavieft 
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bcavicft vfflTd* were attempting., the 
fame; they hauled their wind and 
Wurncd to Long-key, on my hauling 
my wind towards them. They conti- 
nued working and anchoring among the 
Ihoais until the iitb, at the diftance of 
three or four miles ; when having made 
their arrangcrocnw, at one P. M, nine 
fail of floops and fchooners, carrying 
from twelve to twenty guns, including 
two twenty-four and two eighteen 
pounders each had in prow and ftera, 
with a large launch a- ft cm of each 
full of men, bore down through the 
channel leading to us in a very band- 
fomc cool manner 5 five fmaller vcffcls 
lay to windward out of gun-ftiot, full of 
troopsy and the remainder of their fqua- 
dron at Long-key Spit to wait the 
^evcnt, each of. which carried fnwU prow 
guns, with fwivels fore and aft. At 
half paft one P. M. feeing their in- 
.tention to board the two (loops, and 
that they <neant to come do nearer, but 
had anchored, I made the fignal to en- 
gage, which began and continued near 
two hours ; they then cut their cables 
and rowed and towed off by fignal in 
great confufion over the (hoals. I had 
.placed the Merlin as near the edge of 
them as polfible, and nothing that I 
had was equal to follow them, unfup- 
ported by the Merlin. At'dark they 
regained their other velTels, and conti- 
nued in fight till the 15th at flight, when 
they moved off with a light Southerly 
' wind : fome arc gone to Bacalar, and 
fome pgfonertf taken report others are 
gone to Campeche. I am happy to add^ 
that the fcrvice waspcrformeJ without 
a man killed oa our fide. The enemy 
J think muft have fuffercd much from 
the great number of men on board, and 
the precipitate manner they made their 
retreat. This armament was commanded 
by General O'Ncil, Governor of the 
Province; troops and failors included, 
about a5ooi«ien; and fo certain were 
the Spaniards cf fucccfs,' that the letters 
found in a canoe taken were aftually 
diredted to Belize and St. Georgc*s 

The behaviour of the oflScers and 
crew of his Majcfty's ihip gave me 
great pleafure, and if we had had deep 
water to follow them in, I think many 
of them would have fallen intoour hands. 
The fpirit of the Negro flaves that 
^wanned the fmall crafts was wonderful, 
'and the good management of the dif- 
ferent CommandcFs does them gr«at 
«r€ditt , -

"'The Army of Rome', now fhe Arm/ 
of Naples, was attacked the ad Pluvoife, 
by .an inn\imcrable multitude, comgofed 
of the remains of the Ncaooliian Army, 
the Lazzaroni, and Peafants, all Well 
armed, well conduced, and inflaii<ed1)j. 
the torch of the moft dcHrioas fa^aritithu 
The foldicrs «f lihtprty furrowded en^U 
T C^ 
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lides routed the affaitants m every point ; 
and after three days, fiffnalUcd by pro- 
digies of valour, which the preceding 
▼i£Vories of the Republicans can alone 
render credible, all the obftacl^s were 
furmounted, and the army eftablifhed it- 
felf in Naples. The energy of the Nca- 
politan Patriots, fo Icng retrained, was 
re-anioiated with vigour; their voice 
vras heard, and, united with the clemency 
t>f the Conqueror, it converted into a 
holy enthufiafm for liberty the fanaticifm 
with which the hearts of a deluded multi- 
tude had been enflamcd. The Neapolitan 
Kepubllc was proclaimed, and a provifi- 
cmal Government organized." 

The reading of this McfTage was fol- 
lowed by the warmeft acclamations, and 
the Hall refounded with (houts of " Long 
Live the Republic P' Several patriotic 
liirs were played by the Council's band of 
iDufic; and fimilar ihouts were again 
reitei-ated. 

The following particulars 'refpe6ling 
the late flight of the Royal Family of 
Naples is given in a letter from an 
Officer on board the Vanguard, dated 
Palermo, Sicily, Jan. t, 1799, to his 
firjends in Norwich : — 

" We arrived here on thc«sth ult. at 
aigbt, having the King and Queen of 
l>laple8 on board, with all theiri'amily, 
Sir W. Hamilton, a number of Nobility, 
Ssc, On our return to Naples, after 
landing Sooo of their troops at Leghorn, 
Ve learnt that the Neapolitan Officers had 
deferted to the French, and the army 
totally dilbanded itfelf. -The Revolution- 
ary Party at Naples being alio very power- 
ful and menacing, the ICing determined 
upon leaving that city in the night, hav- 
iag previously, by our boats, put all his 
treasure on board the Vanguara and Alc- 
mene frigate. There were between 6 
and 700 caiks, half ankers, filled with 
£lver, and k great many otlMfs filled with 

fM, In a heavy fcpiall on the way to 
aieroio, we fnlit three of our top- fails j 
the Royal Family, See, were fo much ter- 
ipfiedy that they called their priefta, ac- 
tually went to confeflion^ and gave them- 



felves up for ioft. One of the yoong 
Princes died on the paflage. At two 
P. M. we put the Queen and Ladies on 
fhore. At nine his Majefty was landed, 
and received by an aftoniihing number 
of people-*-we had a full view of the 
whole fcene, lying not above fifty yards 
from the fhore. Clofe along fight of us 
are three Spanifh (hips, a 64 and a 60f 
and a ftout frigate, which had been up 
the Archipelago for quickfilver, and had 
put in here, being a neutral port. Many 
a wifhful eye is caft upon them every 
day ; and alihough the only Engli(h (hip 
here, every man in the Vanguard would 
rejoice to hear orders to cfear for aflion. 
Government has at length received offi- 
cial advice from Lord Nclfon of the French 
troops having entered Naples. Two 
very fine Neapolitan (hips of the line were 
brought away j .but four others were left 
behind to be deftroyed by the Porlugueie 
Admiral and an Englifh Captain, to 
whom this biifinefs was entrufted, though 
the fuccefs of its being executed wa> 
doubtful." 

The fortnefs of £hrenbreitf(ein has it ^, 
lergth furi:endere<k Modem hillory ^ 
fcarce furniflies an example of a block- 
ade of fuch long duration, having lafled 
from April 1797, to Jan. 1799* This 
noble confiancy of the garrifon and its 
biave commander. Colonel FsiVer, muft 
reitoer its fcrvices for ever memorable. 
By the reduAion of this place, the French 
become mafters of the two Banks of the 
Rhine, from Scaffhaufen to DufTtldoriT*. 
The pofrefTipn of Mayence, £hrenbreit*| 
ftein, and DufTeldorff, opens to thenr 
the provinces of Fi'anconia, H^f 
and Wcftphalia ; and the King of 
Pruflia is the Sovereign mod expofed to 
the danger of their being in the hands of 
the enemy.

THERE IS no chara^er which comes 
more recommended to biographical 
notice than he who delerves wtfll of hitf 
fellow- citizens. The Romans were fo 
feaftblt oi' this, that they decreed public 
honours to the man who faved the life of 
a citizen ; thereby acknowledging, bv 
legiOative authority, the value which 
tliey let upon fo uieful a member of the 
'community. We have ft ill a higher 
claim to refpe^t this character; as, by 
the wide fpread exercife of his talents, 
his induftry, and fortune, an English 
Merchant has it in bis power to give 
daily bread to thoufands, who grow up 
tinder his fupport, and feel all the blei- 
lings of firitifh independence. 

I'hit ^ooti CiUz€Hy whofe portrait ap- 
pears in this publication, has the fairell 
claims to public approbation | as he may 
be laid, literally as well as fubfiantially, 
to give (iatlj bremd to tboufamU — not 
only in the particular line of his bufinef's, 
but as a banker and almoft general 
trader} to thele may be added his un- 
wearied lervices for the public through 
the feveral gradations of city offices. 

The family of Alderman Curtis comes 
originally from Nottingham ; his father 
fettled at Wapping, where he eftabliflied 
himieU fo very extenfively in the bilcuit 
line as to fupply a coniiderabie pait of our 
foreign and domettic trade with this 
article. At his death he left behind him 
£x children, viz. Timothy, James, Wil- 
liam, George, Charles, and a daughter. 
The firft and third ion (Timothy and the 
preient Alderman) lettied in and fup- 
ported the finn of the original houM. 



James is partner in a very coniiderabie 
brewery j George is Captain of an Eaft- 
Indiaman \ Charles, Ke6tor of Birn^ing- 
ham and Solihull, Warwickihire \ and 
the daughter is married to the Rev. Mr. 
Roberts, a very deferving clergyman, 
who was chaplain to his brother-in-law 
during his mayoralty. 

A man with a good capital, carrying 
on an extendve bufmefs in a neighbour- 
hood, where he has Icarcely any other 
competitor, has not only an opportunity 
of making a large fortune, but (what 
(hould be always equally dcfirable, and 
without which fortune is but a dreary 
fupport) of acquiring the good will and 
affe61ion of his neighbours. The houtis 
of Curtis was wife enough to know and 
feel, «* that honetVy is the belt policy.** 
Therefore, befides employing a great 
number of their poor neighbours in their 
bufinels, which of courfe drew on a per- 
fonal attachment, they deported them« 
feives to all with fuch integrity, affabili* . 
ty and refpeft, that in the year 1785, on 
the death of Mr. Atkinfon, a very con- 
siderable and refpe^lable number of the 
inhabitants of the Tower diltrift foliciN 
ed Mr. William Curtis to take upon him 
the oflice of Alderman of that relpei^able 
ward. 

Mr. Curtis at that time had fo little no- 
tion of engaging in corporation honours, 
that he was not fo much as a freeman of 
the city of London % but at the initance of 
fuch a refpe6lable and voluntary an fMtt^ 
he thought he (hould be wanting in duty 
to himi'elf, as well as refpeA to his feU 
law citizens^ if he did not accept their 

• U % folici- 
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folitation ; he therefore immediately qua- 
lified himfelf fcr becoming a candidate, 
and was foon after accordingly ele6led an 
Alderman of the Tower ward. 

Wc now find the Alderman engaged in 
city honours, which he conducted fo 
much to the credit of his ward and the 
general fatisfa6lio^ of the public, that he 
■was elected iheriffat Michaelmas 1789, 
in conjun6lion with Sir Benjamin Hamet. 
This was a bufy and important year, and 
the Alderman's exertions were equal to 
it. He attended his duty upon all occa- 
iions, minute as well as important ; and 
Ijy iiis a£^ivity, his zeal, and dilcretion, 
confirmed the good opinion of his fellow 
citizens, 

A dillblution of parliament taking place 
in the year ly^d, a vacancy for the city 
of London occurred of courle, when a 
\'ariety of candidates were talked of, 
and ;unoi:plt the re(t Mr. Alderman 
Curtis. Moil admitted his future claims 
to this office, but at the prefent thought 
him too young in the corporation to offer 
himiuf as a candidate; particularly as 
he would joftle with the intcrefts of lome 
cf the old members. But the Alderman 
knew the fair hold he had on his fellow- 
citizens— -and '* he faw no lion in the 
way." He made an early canvas, byway of 
experiment, and this more than anfwer- 
ing'his mo(V fanguine expectations } he 
vras now decided. He declared himielf 
publicly as a candidate for the city of 
London, relUng his pretenfions on his 
former condudt, and appealing to his 
heart for the future. He had both claims 
xmequivocally allowed. His fellow- citi. 
7eii6 crowded to his ftandard ; he felt 
iMmfetf rifing in numbers on each days 
} oU, 'till he carried his caufc triumphant- 
ly by a confiderable majority. 

This, no doubt, was a proud day not 
only to himfelf and family, but to his 
friends in general. . The latter teftifitd it 
Ly evei'y mark of the mod cordial latis* 
f aft ion, ami concluded a number of pri- 
vate fcftivities by giving ilicir fucceisful 
pindidate a public dinner at the London 
Tavern, where above three hundred of 
the livery attended, befides a number of 
other relpc^.able charafclers. Amongft 
the varieties of the feafon, which orna- 
mented the dinner of this day, was a fir- 
Join of beef of that quality and magni- 
tude that did equal honour to the ^ted of 
Old England as to the zeal of his conlH- 
tuents ; the center difpiaying a blue flag 
wherein the cxa5l amount of the livery- 
men who voted for him were embroidered 
in gQld chara^eri* 



More honours ft ill awaited him. Tn 
1795 he was called to that high fituation 
which fhould be the zealous difideratum 
of every indufirious and rcfpe^able citi- 
zen, viz. The Mayoralty of the 
City op London j an ofiice which has 
ever been important in the eye of Govern- 
ment and can boaft hereditary honours 
coeval with the Englifh Conftitution. 
This office the Alderman undertook, in 
times which required much vigour^ ac- 
tivity, and circumfpeftion ; as not only 
provifions of every kind were very dear 
(a great touchftone of popular temper), 
but republican opinidns, through the in- 
fluence of Ibme buiy democratic fpirits, 
had been difieminated amongft the lower 
ordeis of the people. He faw both thcfe 
difficulties betore him, and briefly flated 
them at the farewell dinner given by his 
predeccficr Mr. Alderman Skinner j 
wherein, alter paying a handfome coin- 

Eliment to Mr. Skinner as Lord Mayor^ 
e wiih every becoming diffidence called 
upon him and the reft of the corporation 
to fupport \ihgoociin tent ions in the courle 
of hisenluingmagiftracy. Thcfe difficul- 
ties however only quickened his exertions i 
he met them and removed them. His 
zeal and circumfpeftion looked every 
where, by being unremittingly on duty 
himfelf, and feeing the laws duly execut- 
ed in every department under him. 

To thefe more fubftantial duties he 
added all the graces and fplendours of 
hofpitality. He lived as the firft man 
in the fir ft city in the world ffiouid 
live \ an emblem of the coniequenccs of 

INVIOLABLE GOOD FAITH and UN- 
BOUNDED COMMERCE j the Manfion* 
houie was the receptacle of the princes 
and great officers of liaie, together with 
the nobility aiid genti-y of all countries 
who refided in, or vitited the capital in 
the courfe of that year ; the fcveral de- 
partments of the corporation, with the 
iiinatiy &c. &c. ffiared in the feftivities 
of this fccne, fo that the fplendours of the 
country, like the fun, feeraed to burft 
from the eaJUrn horizon. 

In 1796 another didbluticn of parliat- 
ment took place, when the Alderman had 
/b fully eiiablifiied his chara^ler, that in 
offering himfelf as a candidate he met no 
difficulties in his canvas. His conUitu- 
ents knew him by experience, and on this 
experience t^ey again ele(:)ed him as one 
ot their members, which fituadon he now 
refpe^lably fills, and fuch are the happy 
and friendly communications between 
him and his conftituentsi that there i« 

every 
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every probability of his being called upon 
f o rcprcftnt the city of London as long as 
he chooies, which in all probability will 
be as long as he lives. 

The Alderman lecms to be one of 
ihofe charai'iers to which the motto of 
frrtis fouuna jwvat may, with trreat 
propriety, be applied. Early breu to 
Dulinefs, under the example of a very 
induftrluus parent, he was led to calcu- 
late its various and e^tcnfive benefits ; 
hence, what to other young men of his 
family expectations might be looked 
upcn as a drudgery, to him was a duty 
and a pltfafure. He had a conilituticn 
equal to his inclinations, ftrong, robult, 
and active ; he was, by nature, fi.tted for 
the buttle of the world ; fo that his plans, 
/ inftead of freezing under the coldnefs of 
deliberation, or yielding to the torpcr of 
indolence, (as is the condition of too 
many) were no fooner properly matured 
than intlantly put in practice \ and as he 
has a good ftrong common feple to fee 
the right cf an object, he has been In the 
langu:ige of the world, generally called' 
*« A lucky man," but in the language 
of men who know the world better, one 
who has fortune more under his com- 
mand than to be her fport, and fprefight 
and promptnefs to avail himfelf of hrft 
opportunities. 

This appears by his laying the foun- 
dation oi his fortune before he ever 
thought of entering into any of tl'»e city 
offices. By his itill continuing in the 
firm of that bufmefs (notwithlianding 
other profitable avocaiion») when tiie 
fortune of that houfe was made, and 
t which, under careful partners in a com- 
mercial lir.c, may be confidercd as an 
hereditary eiiatc. By his pufhing his 
ciiy itHfi rjl (I'tn the moment he tound 
lie had ihi* lotuntary bank eltabliihed for 
hiin till he obtained its higheli dignity ^ 
ai'd finally by timely ufing that confidence 
which his fellow Citizens placed in him, 
in offering himlelf as a candidate to re- 
prcfent them in Parliament. Others, 
upon this occafion, would have been 
content to take the goods oi fortune from 
one bandt but he faw he could obtain 
her *• with both hands full,'* and by ju- 
dicious and ]:uid able exertions, he became 
afuccei'stul fuitor. 

As a magiftrate^ in all its gradations, 
h( has proved himlcif a^ivc> vigilant^ 



and impartial ; ninch beloved by his 
fellow Citizens in general, but more par- 
ticularly in the ward where he prefides j 
where, from being more intimately ac- 
quainted with his conduft, every year 
corifirms to them the judgment of their 
firft choice. 

Born and educated in the city, and 
early acquainted with bufinefs in a va- 
riety ot branches, he came fitted to re- 
prelent that city in Parliament, vi'hich, 
in our opinion, fiu-uld be always filled by 
a commercial man, who it is nrei'umcd 
belt underlianiiS her interelr, and which 
is in a great dtgiee conne8ed v-ith ail the 
great .trading interctt of the kingdom. 
He has, in confequence of this know, 
ledge, his own zeal, and the gratitude 
with which he always fpeaks ot his con. 
ilituei\ts, became a very active and !er- 
viceablc Member of Parliament, as ap- 
pears by his introducing many petitions^ 
ails, and claufes of ads, which have 
been of very material fervice to his fellow 
Citizens. He is not what political cri- 
tics would call an Orator ^ nor has he the 
lca(t aflfc^lation of one ; plain, fimple, 
and energetic in his fpeeches ; he trurtg 
to his matter, and as he i'peaks well in- 
formed upon his fubjefl, and is known tp 
have no left-handed views, he is always 
well attended to. 

As to his politics, they are like his 
oratory, plain, yet energetic. He has 
lately told his conitituents what they 
were in one (hort fentence, " i feAr. 

COD, AND HONOUR THE KING j" and 

his actions confirm this declaration, hy 
equally fupporting the jult prerogative 
ot the Crown, and the rights of the 
people. 

In the duties of private life, every 
man that knows him mull bear teftirncny 
to the propriety of his chara^er. Sur- 
rounded by a numerous family of children 
and relatives he is kind and affc^Uonate, 
and confequently derives all that happi- 
iiefs which ever flows from a participation 
of thofe tender connexions. To his 
friends and acquaintances he is open, 
cordial, and fcrviceable, relaxing in none 
of thole duties which Jed him \.o fortune 
and popularity, wifely knowing that the 
fame exertions which at firll were necef- 
fary to eltablifli, are, in a great degree, 
ncceflary to preferve both luch valuable 
acquifition*

BY GENERAL BUOTAFOCCO, A COR.SICAN> 

Written in a Letter to J, J. RouJfeaUf 1764. 



I SHALL fpeak to you about General 
Paoli with fincerity. He is thirty- 
obe years of age. He is not married \ 
he has never been married, nor has he 
had any inclination to be fo. During 
the time of the paciHcation of Corfica 
under the Marechaldu Maillabols, Paoli* s 
father, who was one of the Generals of 
the Coriican Nation* went to Naples 
vith the title of General. He took with 
him hi< fon, who was then very youn^, 
^ whom he obtained a place in the Mi- 
litary Academy of Naples. After the 
Fftnch troops were retired from Corfi^a, 
1754* M. Gaforio, General of the Cor- 
ficans, was aflaflinated by fome emiflaries 
«f the Republic of Genoa. M. Paoli, 
who was tiien in the fervice of the King 
^i Naples^ pafled over to Corfica^ and 



there made a kind of V 
and was afterwards elevated' to the Cie« 
neralfhip of the ifland. Hi» attachment 
to the public good, and his fuperior ta- 
lents, rendered him worthy of that ho- 
nour. He has not belied the hopes that 
were formed of him. He afpires only to 
the honour of delivering his country from 
the moft cruel yoke. I have efteem enough 
for him to think, that he will very rea- 
dily become Citizen of that country which 
he has faved, if the good of the nation 
requires it j and I think, that, even if 
his love for the public good (hall not 
carry him on to this pitch of difmteileft.

THERE U not perhaps in the human 
mind, or tke human fyllem, a paff 
fion. ftronger in its operation, or more 
predominant in its energy, than ctfrioHty ; 
I mean that laudable curiofity (for Co 
in m9jf inftanccs it certainly is), which 
impels every individual and evei-y Jfociety 
io endeavour to learn what their friend^, 
thei^ neighbours, their enemies, or ihe 
world in general, fay o^ them. 

Without entering into a difquintion 
telpefting the many benefits that may 
and unqueftionably do arife to the faid 
/ individuals or focieties from this paflion 
or propentity ;' or inquiring in what 
manner our hope, or fears, our love of 
£une, or our dread of difgrace, are Simu- 
lated and a£led upon by this religious^, 
moral, philofophical, political, imperii- 
nent, and in fome cafes frivolous, in 
others dangerous engine j it may be 
fufficient for my pufpofe t6,obicfve, that 
from its fource arifcs, and . in its eddies 
arf enguiphed, thole myriads of pamph- 
lets and newfpapers which are every day, 
every hour, fought for with avidity, aaa 
thote weekly, monthly, and annual pub- 
lications, among which The European 
Magazine makes fo confpicuous a figure. 
Having thus given, my general idea of 
this TuLn^ i^aQion (for fo, in this age, \ 
think curiofity may be termed), I muft 
oblerve, by way of application, that this 
paflion is lb abundantly gratified by my 
niend Mr. Colquhoun, in his "Treatiie 
oh the Police ol the Metropolis,** that I 
conceive, upon the fubjeft which it em- 
braces, we have nothing more to hope 
or expe£l ; for he has not only undrawn 
the curtain^ and enabled us at one glance 
to difcem the immenfe pi^ure of the 
Tarions crimes and enormities of this 
gneat city, delineated with the utmoft. 
accuracy, and placed in the ftrongeft 
point of view, but has enabled us to 
purfue the invefHgation of them through 
their grand fubdivifioni, their meanders, 
and all their branches and ramifications. 
He has alfo, from a mind replete with 
Ihidy, and comprehending every ebjefl 
of exterior and interior police, iuggefted 
a remedy for every fpecies of vice and 
atrocity s and framed, perhaps, the only 
effedual ci^rb to that Ucentioulnefs, 
which is» I fear, from the operation of 
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/// erampte^ making rapid ftrides to^ 
wards d defiance of the prefent mod^ of 
coercion. 

^ This publitation» it is well kn4wn» 
hy the numb^ of editions through which 
it has paficd, and the encomiums it hat 
received* has lirongly excited tlie atten^ 
(ion of our own Countrymen, that is to 
fay^ the inhabitants of Great Britain { 
and indeed, wherefoever the Engliib Ian* 
Ifua^^e is the common medium of con* 
verfation,. that curiofity which I hav6 
mentioned led them. eagerly to Cootem* 
plate that pi^ure of London, Weft* 
minlier, Sputhwark, and their environs^ 
to which I have alluded : and although 
they might in the refulL lament that their 
prominent features appeared f6 terrific* 
their fubordinate parts fo dangerous^ yet 
every one has been convinced by his owa 
obfervation, or his own experience, that 
the whole was a faithful and accuratt 
draught of the outlines of this immenfe 
metropolis \ that the colouring was by 
no means ^unnaturally heightened ; nei* 
ther were any of the obje^s exaggerated* 
or the (hadows too dark iot the i'ubje6l. 

This, I obferve, is the general opinion 
of our own countrymien, of all among 
whom the book has. been circukted in 
its original language \ an opinion like 
thofe which always operate upon th« 
public mind when it is unbiaiied by 
party, unwarped by critical malignity*, 
rounded in good fenfe and juft difcrimi« 
nation. Therefore, having (tated this*

Colcjuhoiin's '« Tfcatife on the Police 
of the Metropolis,** publifhed in Tkp 
fjerman Mercury, FirftPart, 179S, by 
Bottigcr, under the Care of Weiland. 
London is to the modem Europeaft 
world, in more than one point of view, 
«rhat the Queen of the Cities, fituated on 
the Seveiv Hills, was to the ancient 
^Orbis Romanus). More than eighty. 
iix years fince, a French Emigrant • wn- 
^rtook to draw a parallel l^tween an- 
cient Rome and modern London ; and, 
in order to make an exa^ comperiibn, he 
reduced millions of inhabitants, which 
Liplius and Voflius (two philologues of 
the laft century) had adembled in that 
capital of the world, to a reafonable 
number 5 a <omputation which, fcpa- 
nting the Jffwrs from the furmen^ is 
on the whole right : hut how much more 
tnterefting ai\d liriking muft this com- 
parifon appear in our days, when this 
amazing city has extended itfelf on every 
Jidc, or, as the Englifh jocofely fay, run 
9ut of the town, to embrace afl the ad- 
jacent places witlun the fpace of fome 
Qerman miles j fo as to conneft and 
unite them as integral parts of an im- 
menfe whole. 

The power and influence which ancient 
Rome derived froip military (kill and 
unbounded conqueft, is here founded on 
nautical experience and naval warfare, 
that is to fay, on IhipS of commerce and 
ibips of force ; or, in the common phrafe, 
♦•ontheWoodenWallsofOldEnglandj*' 
and the Itiu^ure is ereOcd with the 
materials furni(hed by the notv almoft 
cxclufive trtiile cf the whole world ; a 
world become fo thoroughly mercantile, 
that all the public events, all the wars 



within thefe two laft centuries, turn al- 
raoft entirely upon the acquifition of 
colonies, and the extenfion of trade f. 

Rome had her firft fea port at tht 
mouth of the Tiber, which place becamt 
the great emporium of the trade of Italy, 
where the fleets from Cadiz, MarfeiUes^ 
Utica, Alexandria, and the Black Sea^ 
landed the ufeful and luxurious pro- 
duct ions of the refpeAive countries thea 
fubje£l to that Empire. 

The immenfe power and greatnefs of 
the prefent London confifts principally in 
this, that it is not only the capital of^tbc 
Government of the Empire, but likewife 
the central point to which the whole 
commerce ot the globe is attrafled. Ift 
fliort, it is the pedeftal of that amazing 
Coloflus which ftands with one foot upon 
Bengal, and the other upon the Weft 
Indies ; a mafs which feems almoft too 
heavy for the foundation upon which it 
reHs. Hence London derives that un- 
defcribable a£)ivity and buftle, that /osr- 
billion or whirlpool of bafinefs and plea- 
furc, turning with unintermttting ro- 
tation day and night ) aa activity, which 
no city ancient or modern ever pofleffed, 
and which the Britifh Embaflador to the 
wife King Long, miffed even within the 
walls of the much more numeroufly 
peopled and confcquently extcnfive city 
Pekin J. This likcwife juftifies the 
Britons, who, without fear of a rivallhip 
in the other nations of Europe, apply te 
their enthroned Auguifa upon the 
Thnmea the name of the Metropolis and 
Ruler cf the World || ; and who, while 
they confider themfelves as citizens of 
this capital, look with proud contempt 
Upon thofe other countries who art tri- 
buting to her fleets, and only (erve as 
footUools of her greatnefs. 

An accui*ate knowledge of the metro- 
polis is befidcs nectflary, not only to the 
natural Britons but alio to all thofe 
countries on this fide the ChanntI, and

IJnqueftionaVly there was a time when 
the word folice wsis unknown in the 
]p?nglifli laifguage^ but although tjie 
word vi'as unknown, the thing Was ftill 
hi exiflence,' though certainly not in that 
eminent degree as iince the regulation of 
the year 1791, when the adminillration 
of dbmeftic juftice was taken out of the 
lan^s of a fet of magiftrates, who had 
perhaps in fome inftances abufed theii: 
power, and placed in thofe of others ap- 
|k}ihted by Government. Perhaps, too, 
lb thofe times the morals of the people 
ihight not be fo corrupt ; there might 
^ot then have been three thoufand (hops 
6x places open for the reception of ftolen 
^oods : nor clubs where youngs men 
leam to rob their maimers : nor gaming- 
fioufes, whei*e it has been faid that ladies 
of the firft rank and their alF ciales 
plunder the unwary : nor was there then 
property, to the amount of iiajo fnilliom 
J^Tlingy annually ftolen within the bills 
of mortality by twenty- one different 
cJaiTes of rogues. 

Formerly there exlfted fome ftnic of 
Ihame, and its concomitant fome fenfe of 
honour, among mankind : now, vice has. 
overgrown itl3f. With an iron front, 
and armed hands, (he now bids defiance 
^o the criminal jurifprudence of the 
country 5 and, after every punifhment 
mort of tranfportation to Port Jackfon, 
Or to that land from which no traveliei* 
ever returned, the offender becomes more 
abandoned to profii^cy, more hardened 
in guilt \ more ikilTul in planning, and 
dextrous in executing his nemridus 
fchemes. 

Here let me papfe a moment, and ob- 
Utvi that I hope to merit the thanks of 
moft of the readers of this monthly pub- 



lication, bjr extraajoc ©^il; rf *>• ' -^ 
oT vice, corr4ption, apd lifentiouinefs^ 
tTiofe parts vvhlch afford examples aw 
precepts not only applicable to London, 
but to every metropolis, and endeavour- 
ing to inculcate one fa£l that prefTes upoa 
my mind, nanicly, that, morally fpeak- 
ing, falvation is impoifible but by tbf 
means pointed out by the Intelligent 
Author. It will ftill be remembered, 
that in my faid extrafts I only mean to 
adduce fome of the moft prominent /ra/'/J, 
fft order to excite in the public a curiofity 
to perufe the Worl^ at large with that 
attention it merits j for, as I conceive 
that there is in it no palfage that is Ca- 
perfluous, or without. the moft important 
mtercft, I would wi(h, from a general 
s^d particular view' of it, that import- ^ 
ance to be felt, and that intereft to be ^ 
extended, efpccially to thofe whole habits

1EE DRAMAriZERS OF ROMANCES. 



«« 'T'HERE lived (fays an ancient 
X Northern writer), not many cen- 
turies ago, two friends whofe names were 
Aluithus and Afmundus, both heroes 
and companions in arms.

hopes of finding fome vaft treafure, to 
violate this alyTum ot the dead. His 
pioneers inftantly levelled the hillock, 
and the arch of the vault foon gave way 3 
when, inftead of. the expected folemn 
ftiilnefs of a tc mb, the ghalily figure of 
the furviving hero rufhcd forth, til co- 
vered with blood and deprived of half his 
vifage I

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«« The tale he told to the Swede was 
frightful as his own appearance. As 
(ootif he faid, as the tomb had been 
clofed, a hungry and cruel fpirit had 
taken DoflTeiTion of the body of his (laugh- 
tered fi'iendi and had, without ceaHne: a 
moment, , employed all the force and 
ilrms of the dcceafcd, in 'order to con- 
quer and derour the buried furvivor. 
He added 9 that the fpe^re had fo far 
prevailed, as to have iinfted on the horfe, 
the dog, and half the face of the wretched 
narrator i but that he had at length, by 
the exertion of hil old prowefs, over- 
powered the (peAre, and beheaded and 
Buried tbe.poflefled carcafe.** 

This ftory is in itfelf fufliciently ter. 
Hbie. But the wonder is increafed by 
the etrcumftance of its being related by 
the disngured herb in extempore Latin 
verfes, beginning thus t 
** Quid ftupetis, qui relidum me colore 

cernitis ?" 
which additional charm probably caufed 
Prince Eric to liften to the tale with as 
much pleafure as Queen Dido liftened *to 
the "infandiiffl J>olorem" of the tem- 
peft-toft ^ncas. 

There is an air of wild originality 
about this ftorv* which forms a ftriking 
contraft to the h'igid imaginations of our 
modern romance writers, and prefentl an 
inftance of friendihip, which ouriemi- 
mental Maternity would ftiudder to con- 
template. The heroie attachment^ which 
imhiced Afmundus to be interred with 
his dcceafed Iriend, will be more laughed 
at than applauded, and more applauded 
than imitated. Indeed there is ibmo- 
thing (b repugnant t« humanity in the 
idea of voluntary interment^ that few 
writers, ancient or modern, have con- 
ceived it poiTible. Even the Hindoo 
'Woman, who fuffers on her huiband^t 
funeral pile, does not equal the valour 
of the Norwegian hero ; and, as to the 
adventurous Sindbad, who was buried 
with his dead wife, he cannot be much 
commended upon that account, as he did 
not fubmit to the operation with aU the 
alacrity that the natives jof the place ex. 
pe6ied. 

The idea feems to have croflTed the 
mind of Virgil, who, finely fatirizing the 
conllancy or a widow^s grief, thus makes 
Dido fing, 

Sbd mihi Vel tellus optem priiis ima 

dehifcat, 
Vel pater omnipoteni adigatot^ fliJmine 

ad umbrasy 



Pallentes umbras Erebi, noftcmqiie proi 

fundam, 
Ant^ pudor quam te violo. 

How fincertly this vow was uttered, and 
how rcrupulouflyobferved, need not be 
mentioned. 

The Juliet of Shakfoeare could not 
without agony contemplate her intended ^ 
fepulchral concealment, althoi^h fure of 
a fpeedy releafe : 

How, if when I am laid into the tomb, 
I wake before the time that Romeo 
Comes to redeem me ?— there'* a fearful 
point! 

In the funeral fccnein Hamlet, Laertes 
in a traniport of forrpw leaps into the 
grave, and exclaims, 
Now pile your dull upon the quick and y 

dead, 
Till of this flat a mountain you have 

made 
T' o'ertop old Pelion. 

To which Hamlet, with the fervour of 
defpairing love, replies — 
Be buried quick with her, and lb vnll I j 
And if thou prate of mountains, let 

them throw 
Millions of acres on us. V 

But neither the affeaion of the brother, 
nor the amorous enthuiiafm of the lover, 
bear any proportion to the refolution of 
Afmundus j for, ere the grave digger has 
time to obey tb^r commands, both bro* 
ther and lover quietly ftep out of the 
grave. 

My principal obje£ls, in bruihing the 
duft from the above Norwegian tale, . 
were to (hew the peat fuperiority of \ 
ancient times in adorefllng themfelves to 
the imagination, and to induce our 
falhionable Dramatizers of Romances, 
when they attempt to raife themfelves on 
the works of others, to fearch a little „ 
farther back for fubjcas. It is related 
of the gypfics, that they commit depre- 
dations upon the poultry of thole who 
refide in diftant parts of the country, 
while they carefully ab&ain from attacks 
on th4r immediatfc neighbours. Such 
fliould be the policv of Ihe Romance- 
clippers of the prefent day. A young 
gentleman or young lady (probably the 
latter) fits down to write a romance ;— 
good. The romance hap^ns to have an 
extenfive fale j— good again. A certain 
dramatic Author, with more cunmog 
than genius, lays his unmerciful hands 
upon the book, melts it down in his 
ftciiic crugiblt;, and wwU it as his own >

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tlMit*t ^Haifiout ;<»aImoft upon a par 
with the roguery, of Daniel Defoe, who 
it laid to have embezzled the Adventures 
•f Alexander Selkirk, and to havepub- 
Ulhed them under the title of Robinlbn 
Cnifoe. 

BrfiKh unfair proceedinjrs, the ori- 
giDal Author or Authorefs is reduced to 
an unfortunate dileoima : — if the play 
fuccceda, it runs away with all the popu« 
laritys if it fails, the, failure cads a 
ihadc of ridicule and ^ifg^race on the 
romance. Thus has it fared with manv 
a wrircr^s efiiifions, and particularly with 
thoic natuialy moral, and meritorious 



prbduaiona, Caleb WUlianu, Thelta- 
lian, and The Monk $ whofe falrcft 
flowers are withered by the dulnefs of 
The Iron Cheft, The Italian Monk, and 
Aui^lio and Miranda. But let the ori« 
gtnal proprietors be comforted : the 
good tiroes which they labour to pro* 
duce, may not be far diftant. Thaugb 
pne pants for the fulnefs of democratic 
glory, and th^ other two dwell upon thf 

floom of monaftic fuperftition, their 1%^ 
ours are conducive to the fame crd-^ 
The New Li^bt and ancient darkncfi art * 
more nearly allied than their reipcftiw 
votaries imagine.

The Digitalis, that dele- 
terious plant, fo inimical in general to 
the power of life, he had tried many 
years ago, and, as he told a friend, had 
left it otf, from the uncertainty of its 
eiFe6l8,'it fometimes doing little or no- 
thingi and it fometimes railing conkmo- 
tions in the human conUitution which 
the higlieft etfcits of the medical art 
could not remedy : and perhaps one of 
the reafons for which he paid fuch im- 
plicit obedience to his elegant and 
learned friend Sir George Baker's me- 
dical dire^ions in his lail illncfs, was» 
as he told a friend of his, that he pof- 
fcfTed all the legitimate and {■A.i^ refourcts 
of his art in the grcatclt degree j and 
tiat in his mind no wild thiiit tor novelty, 
no defire of unapproved and dangerous 

reii:edies9 
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itmediety |>rev8!led. No greater tM* 
mony of one amiable virtue in our pre- 
6nt excellent Sovereign was ever given» 
than by this acute and candid apjpre^ 
ciator of the merit of mankind } he laid, 
that he thought him> without exception » 
t^ beftnaiured man in his dominions^ 
"What a bappincfs to rcflefl on the au« 
thority of fuca an opinion, that the dif- 
penier of mercy, and the admin ifhrator 
of joftice to his fubjefls, fliould poflefs 
cza6lly that beatitude of character with 
which every one of them fhould wifli him 
fo be adorned -— that beatitude which 
makes allowance for the failinc^s, and 
creates compaiiioii for the fuffermgs^ oi 
■oankind! 

JOUn, EARL OF SANDWICH, 
FIRST LORD OP THE AD&flRALTT. 

No one ever poflefled greater talents 
for public hufinefs than this acute No* 
bleman j and, had he been careful of his 
condu^ in private life, he would have 
conducted it. '< I have,** faid the late 
Duke d*AguiIIon, «' canvafTcd pretty 
w^Jl to Mr. Archdeacon Edwards the 
chara6iers of moft of your great men in 
England, and I am niiich fMrprifed that 
Loni Sandwich has ^verbeen yet Prime. 
Minifter.*'— ** My good Lord Duke," 
faid the excellent Archdeacco, ** thank 
God, we have ftill fome regard to pri- 
vate chara6ler in England ; that is the 
reaibn ; Lord Sandwich has never been 
fufKctently attentive to that.** Lord 
Sandwich loved bufinefs, and did it well ; 
he went immediately to points, tearing 
tlown all the brufhwood in his vray. He 
bad many noble requifites in a great and 
a public man : he never deferted a friend ; 
and on the fame day, or the day after, 
lie always returned an anfwer to every 
letter he received, which anfwer was 
always at leaft a civil one, which, tliough 
perhaps it did not gain him a friend, 
procured him no enemy. It might be 
faid of him, as Erai'mus faid of his pa- 
tron, the elegant ard excellent Warham, 
*' Quod vcre reginm erat, nemihem a .fc 
triftem demifit.'* 



MADAME DE MAREILLY, 
SECOND LADY BOLINGBROKE, 

was 'niece to the celtbrated Madame de 
Mainttnon, a lady of great elegance of 
£gure and of mirid. Having lived long 
at the poHte Court of Louis XIV. ihc 



eouM not eafily reeoncile hcdelf to tW 
plain manners of that of George I. an4 
Oueen Caroline : and faid of them» that 
they were of fo citizen- like a breed, that 
the throne itfelf cvuld not enooble thenu 
She affeaed much furprizc at the ig- 
norance of foreign aifairs for which the 
Court of Great Britain has always been 
famous ; and (iud, as our diplomatic 
people in general had Do previous edu* 
cation, it was no wonder they knew fo 
little. "What,** (ays ihe, "do they 
expeft to draw their knowledge from the 
clouds ?*• When we do not well know 
what to do in this country with a maa 
of a certain rank, we in general fend him 
abroad as a Mintfter. Hence, our ex* 
trrme ignorance of foreign afeirs *> ani 
our being conftantly duptsd. ^ 

DIDEROT. 

The father of this elegant writer wat 
a maker of lancets for the furgeons. 
When be was told of his fon*s celebrity 
as a writer, he ufed to fay, " The devii 
take the lad t you don*t know how many 
lancets he fpoiled me when he wat tof 
apprentice.** Diderot quarrelled with 
his father, and, on being reconciled to 
him, dedicated an £Cay upon Merit and ^ 
Virtue to bis brother, which he thus 
concludes s " My dear brothei, believe 
ro<, Philofophy lies at the fame diftance 
from Impiety, chat Fanaticiiin does fron 
Piety. There is no Virtue without Re- 
ligiony BO Kappinefs without Virtue.** 

ABBI DtJBOIS. 

Abb^ Dubois* Hiftory of the League 
of Cambrai ends thue : «< So finifiied the . 
League of Cambrai, after having lafted 
eight years. The firft misfortune of the 
Venetians fecmed as abfurd as it vjas 
unexpe^ed, and, in the opinion of Ma- 
chiavei himfelf, was a lenlibk mark that 
there is an intelligence fuperior to the . 
prudence of mankind, and that makei 
the deftiny of ftatcs according to its .own 
pleafure. The Venetians got up at laH, 
but it was not till they had Ictt their 
rich fpoils in the hands of their enemies 
who had defeated them. The Pope pre- 
fervedito himfeU all Romagna, which he 
had taken from them ; and the territory 
of Cremona, with the Ghiorra of the 
Adda, remained united to the State of 
Milan. The Emperor kept Kiva, Ro- 
vcrcdo, and Gradilque, which he had

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tdtn horn the Venetians in the courie 
of the war ; and the pom they poifeifed 
in the kingdom of Naples before it be* 
gan were reunited to the body of that 
State. By means of this war the Duke 
6f Ferrara fineed himfelf frvm the morti- 
fying circumflances which the Venetians 
liad impofed upon him> and which were 
Co many trophies of the ancient vi^lories 
of that RepubJic. tn fliort, the League 
of Cambrai made the Venetians lofe 
nearly the half of their Italian domi- 
ttiofls.*^ 

Ferdinand^ Kingof Arragon, is thus 
dele rib«d in one part of the Abb£ Dubois* 
excellent book fa book which may now 
be perufcd with mfinite uie> as the folly 
of one of the moft formidable Nations in 
Europe ieems at prefent to be continually 
exerting itfelf m contra6ting leagues 
with otaer Princes </^ ho/i griou mattvais 
gri^ as it may happen) : 

<< Fefdtnand made the whole of his 
bonour coniift in the fuccefs of his pro- 
jeAs. His mere fignature was not then 
fufficient to make him obferve any 
txvaty \ but as he fuppolcd in other 
princes the fame intentions which he 
knew to prevail in himlelf, his n^iftruft 
of others often prevented him from pro- 
fiting as much as he might have done of 
hi* own want of faith. Two traits may 
iiiflice to paint his chara6ter, and to in- 
duoe one to pity the princes who had 
an^ thinz to do with him. Frederic, 
King of Naples, his relation, fent an 
Ambaflador to him in 1501, to requeft 
him to afford him fomc afliftance againft 
Louis XI L of France, who was pre- 
paring to fpoil him of his dominions. 
Ferdinand, far from intending to main- 
tain Fredtric, had long in his own mind 
with Louis XII. divided the fpoil of 
that kingdom \ but it fuited him to hide 
this intended partition from the King of 
Naples, to induce him to rely upon an 
afliftance which would moft aRiiredly fail 
him at the inftant he wanted it, and that 
he might be the more eafily plundered. 
For this reafon he toM the Ambaffador, 
in the moft folemn manner, and with the 
ftrongeft oaths, that he looked upon the 
dominions of his confin the King of 
Naples as his own. The other trait of 
Ferdinand's diilimulation is as foil jws : 
Hia own Secretary of State having once 



told him, that Louis XII. of France had 
made a formal complaint againft him 
that he had twice deceived him, <- Twice 
only,* exclaimed Ferdinand, in fpeaking 
<Mf JLouisi who was not quite (obcr enough 
in the opinion of a Spaniard, < Twice 
only have I deceived him I The drunk- 
ard has told a confounded lie ; I have 
deceived him more than ten times */*

<« The plan of this Work/* he ob- 
firftt. •« it to j^ecch the lives of the 
pnadpal aftor^the French Revolotion, 
aadto trace the lailuence of indiTiduala 
ifl producing events which have filled the 
world with alloniihmcnt, and for which 
hilbrieal parallelt arc fought in vain. 
It It alfii no kit the objea of thefe Me- 
BMirt to ihew the nature* fpirit, and 
todencv of thoie principles which con- 
trlbataa to the fucccfs of fiuiguine inno- 
va^s, who, under a pretence of ame- 
liocatisg the condition of nianktnd> me- 
ditated the fcibverfion of ibcial order. 

^ I vras firft induced to undertake 
this Work from obferving the general 
fytem of mifi-emeientation which has 
pnvailed in defcnbing the charaAers of 
thoie who have aC^ed oonfpicnoos parts 
la the French Revolntioo, Writers 
frieadly to the cauie have laboured to 
jaftijv the promoters of it, not by de- 
monnratiog the purity or propriety of 
tbeirticws, but by an unlimited ceniure 
of their opponents. Succeeding fa^ions 
have adopted the fame line ot conduA 
towards their predeceflbrt. Langua|e 
and invention > have been exhauftod m 
tcnnt of abofe and modes of crimination. 

" On the other hand, fome have aT- 
famed the taik of being their own Bio- 
graphers i and, with a ihamelefs difine- 
gard of truth and decency, have laviihed 
on themfeives and on their co'Operators 
all the eulogies which could be claimed 
by wifiSom, virtue, difinureftednefs, and 
pore patriotirm. 

** From fuch publications real xn- 
formation can rarely be derived y if the 
narrators have afforded means of tracing 
the pregrefs of their own condu6l from 
year to year, they have icldom pre^ted 
tnie motiv«t of a6lion, or faithfully dif- 
played their uhimate views. The bio- 
graphical workt which have appeared in 
ue coarfe of the French Revolution are» 
therefore, not to be implicitly depended 
en, but can only obtain a partial credit, 
by a comparifoo with cotemporary nar- 
Mtivcs and with the hiftory of the times* 

** And yet it is from thefe fourcea 
that moft of the wr.tcrt who havf de« 



fended the Revolution Tiive ^rawn their 
materialt, implicitly crediting all the 
unjuft afperfiont which the enemiet of 
^fonarchy have caft on the King and 
Queen, and on their adherents, and re^ 
lymg on the interefted and partial ac* 
counts which the Regicides nave giveft 
of their own conduft and partf • Thef 
have alfo frequently exaggerated what 
they found ; and as they feldom precifely^ 
quote their authoritiet, they have im* 
pofed on raanv, m^om want of leifure* 
or facility of difpofition have prevented 
from purfiiing the proper meant of de«' 
teAion. 

« I have made it my bufineft f&ithfiiUf 
and dilifivntly to examine both fidet or 
the queftion; to fcleft, combine, and 
compare the dlfeordant accountt of the 
fame tranfa£^ion } to weigh the motive* 
which various parties have aifiened for 
their own cond\Kk and that of tneir op- 
ponents) and to draw fuch probable 
refults as were warranted by circum« 
^nces and authoritiet. 

** To avoid every imputation of in* 
tended error, I have made it an invariable 
rule to advance noaflertion for which I 
have not produced my authorities. With* 
out this precaution my Work would 
have had no claim to a dilFerent efti« 
mation from thofe political romances 
which are daily obtruded on the worM 
under the names of hiftory and bto- 

** It is a fingularity in the times 
which have engaged my attention, that 
the lapie of a few years has difelofed 
£b many latent fprings of aflion, that 
what has ufually formed the refearch of 
fttbiequent generations, and been llowlr 
produced under the name of fecret hiu 
tory, now ftands unveiled, and the dili- 
gent inovirer may be gratified with a 
full dirclofure of the private motives, aa 
well as the public conduft of thofe who, 
during a moft interefting* period of the 
French Revolution, direfied the behn of 
afiairs, and engaged the attention of 



*' The nature of the information thus 
to be obtained hat formed, with refpeA 
to tittle, the liinit of my prefent under- 
taking. During the early periodt of tho 
Revolution, and until the latter end of 
the^ year i794> the afperity of crimi« 
nation and the zeal of defence produced 
innumerable publications, in which the 
authors, vindicating themfelvet and ftig- 
matif tng their adverfaries, revealed tholb 
important la^ts which, in times of moi^ 
temperate diicullioay would have beta 

iiudiouily 
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itmliouily ftcreted fVbm the public/ eye* 
Ai'Ur the faU of Kobefpierre, the French 
Government gradually loft ita appearance 
of open viokncey to aiTume ^hccha- 
rafleriftic of mylteriout tyranny. Vio- 
lirnt factions were no longer funered co 
Infult and defy each other in the balls of 
Jcgiilaturei in clubs, and in ftbufive 
journals | but the prevailing party, by 
jneans of fpies, military terror, and the 
fupprtflion of all publications that did 
not extol their condu^k in every parti- 
cular, fuccecdeii in caflijig a veil over 
their motives of a£l ion, which, wbiJe im- 
punity can be fecured, and til] fome». 
perhaps not far diftant, Revolution fliall 
cxpofe the myftcrics of their iniquity, 
will eifeaually baffle the refearch of the 
biographer. To the hiltorian, a ta(k lefs 
dimcult remains J he may, without de- 
icribing the precife line of cpnclu6l pur« 
fued by every individual, ipeak.in terms 
of appropriate abhorrence of the tyranny 
and hypocrJify of the Government: he> 
nray pourtray with the enereyof.indig* 
nant virtue* the fraud, rapaci^, cruelty, 
and general profligacy of that fyftem 
which eitpofcs a nation • eminent ia the 
ibcial arts* in poUteneis> and in evtry 
branch of ufeful and elegant knowledge, 
to general deteftation, and renders thoie, 
whom fituation and fcience have quali- 
fied to enlighten and proteAj the fcourge 
fUid ftigma of the h^manracf .'*. 

After fo copious an account of hit 
plan, we ihall only add, that we do not 
obferve any new fa6)s produced, nor any 
for which authorities are not quoted.

As a fpecimen of the manner in which • 
this Work is executed, we (hail extiad 
the following Character pf Danton t . 

" Danton was not taJJ but broad»with 
lungs of uncommon ifaength» and a htt 
marked by a variety of ftrong and'Ha* ' 
controulable pafTions. Madame Roknd 
pourtray s him forcibly, and thoufh a> 
prejudiced reporter, her means of tn« 
formation were Co good» and her deHenp* 
tion is fo ftrong, at to merit atteotion. 
* Contemplating his fiorbiddin|; and la- 
vage features, I could not bring myfelf 
to aflbciate the idea of a good mai) with 
fuch a couatenance. I never faw anf 
thing that fo perfe£lly chara^erifed ^e 
vieience of brutal padions, and the vAft 
aiioniihing audacity, half cloaked under 
a jovial air, and the afficAatios of frank. 
nefs and a fort of (implicity. My ima- 
gination hat often &i;ured to me J^ton* 
with a dagger in his handi encoururing 
by his voice and aAion a troop ot al- 
failifls, more timid or lefs ierocious tbaa 
himielf, or, (ated with crimes, indicating 
,his habits and prope'nfities by the geftur^s 
of a Sardanapalus. I would dci'j an 
expert painter not to find in the jtribn 
of Danton all the requifitea for luch a 
compofinon.* Dr. Moore's de/crsptioa 
is equally forcible, though left expanded. 
He compares him with Roland. * Dan* 
ton is not So tall, but much broader than 
Roland. s his form is coarfe and un- 
commonly . robutt i Rolando's manner it « 
unaflnming and modeit, that of Danton 
fierce and boifterouft ) he fpeaks with the 
voice of Stentor, declaims on the blef- 
fmgfl of freedom with the arrogance of a 
tyrant, and invites to union and friend- 
ship with the frown of an enemy/ Hit 
mind and genius are thus delineated by 
Garat, but fome allowances muft be 
made for the avowed partiality of a 
friend, and ibme aflcrtions which are not 
biftorically true. * DantQn*s celebrity^ 
began in the Cordelier club, which he 
remiered famous. The great places of 
the Revolution were already pre-occu- 
pied in the iyftemof Uberty aflbciated 
with a throne. Danton, who ft ill wtflied 
for a place, firft conceived the plan of 
turning France into a Republic. There 
are two ways which may be taken ia 
order to accomplifh - a great political 
change ip a ftate* Either the innorators' 
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fntixe t cbange of optmon, which ot 
courSt chaoses powers and inftitutions ; 
AT they overthrow inftituttons and pov^ers, 
by which a confetjueDt change of opinion 
U aifo efFeaed. The firii way is the 
lon^> snd is to he flowly travelled. 
The (econd is not a road but a precipice 
to he pafled over ; it requires but one 
l»W leap, and but a^ moment of time. 
It was the latter which bcit futted the' 
boklners, the flog^nmefs, the ardent, 
Tet indolent charaaer of Danton. He 
bej^iiy therefore, with difturbing and 
ifonfounding every thing, . When aimofl 
an were anarchifts with grand views, re- 
qntring for their inilruments all the 
^afltons of the people^ Danton was a 
prater anarchift than any one elle. Petty 
fuccefles he never con tefted with any one, 
and this waa the reafon why all con- 
cumd to atd him in attaining the greateil 
iiiecefles. He had in him fomething 
which I cannot defcrjbe, but which drew 
loen about him, to make themfelves his^ 
MftramenTS, and to await his orders. 
He was, if the. phrafe may be allowed, 
a |reat lord of thfe rabble. When yoa 
firft approached him, his figure and voice 
were terrible. ' He knfcW it, and was not 
ill pleafcd with the idea ; for the more 
icar he cbmnnanded, fo mnch the lels ill 
^s he obliged to do. He had that in* 
ventjooi that iniliuftive apprehenfion of 
tbe great, which confritutee genius j and 
that filent circumfpe^lion in which con* 
fifts the' majcfty m reafon. His imagi- 
Mtion, and that (p^Us of eloquence, 
sa eloquence (tngularly adapted to his 
figure, his voice, and hia ftature, were 
thofe of a demagogue. His fir ft views 
of men and things were quick, corre^^, 
and impartial. He* pofieflcd that folid 
P«a6lical prudence which e)«i^ericnce alo»c 
«n confer. He knew hardly any thing. 
He did not prttend to foreite 5 but he 
^'poied bis eyei and beheld. In pabltC 
anembltet he uttered fomc expreflions 
'^hieh were l«ng remembered. In pri'- 
pte company hc^ was filent, and liilened 
''ith interefled attention when thofe 
acound him xa^ked little, with allonifh- 
mem when they (i\d a great deal. • He 
mited Camifle Dpfmoulins to fpeak : 
Be endured the prattle of Fabred'Eg- 
iantine. Such was the man who was 
aimofl adored by his friends, and whom 
hi« enemie* ought to have treated with 
|hac delicacy and forbearance which the 
IntereRs of the Republic demanded . ' 

** The following defcription of him, 
J7 «a vonymous Author, Will con-eft 
Vk partiality of Garat« aisd convey, in 



much fewer words, a full reprefentattoit 
of his genius and chara£ler. ' I do noc 
pretend to compare Robefpierre to Dan* 
ton. The firft was a ftiriguinary idiot j' 
he had the genius of a pettik>gger, with ' 
the foul of aSytla ; he was a nop-defcript 
mondet for whom no cota pari Ton can ba 
" found. Danton had a vecy crooked mind, 
but hepofiefied at heart fome fentiipentt^ 
of humanity. He had the inHinfi, pther 
than the genius of a great man. Hit 
ideas were fo exaggerated that be ptOf* 
pop^d to put all Artfiocrats out of the pih" 
teSion of the law^ He concerted tha* 
revolutionary tribunal and army, but h^^ 
directed none of their operations. He 
was dedroyed by his own contrivance^ 
Jike a child playing with gunpowder^ 
He felt the neceifity of creating obftaelef 
and a refilling power, and in that Snftanco 
difplayed a real greatnefs of under (land- 
ing. He was extravagant, deftruftive, 
improvident, cruel in his means, without 
regularity or forefightj in thefe refpcAa' 
'he was below mediocrity, and a fcourgt^ 
of his fpecies. Afraid that the chdriot 
of the revolution did mot proceed wit!^ 
ibfllcient rapidity, he kept continually 
adding frefii tiorfes, till it was carrie<l 
away into an abyfs, and himfeff crufbe<( 
beneath the wheels/' 

The following is -the account df 
P. P, N. Fabre d'Eglantine, to whonk 
the French are indebted for their lieiif ' 
calendar \ 

•« Before the Revolution D'Eglantine 
was a poet and phiyer, and much- tii 
debt. His refidence was a garret, and 
his^ whole property confified in the (hab- 
by furniture of his apartment, which i^ 
was one of his fingularities never after* 
wards to: part with . Hb wrote a comedjr 
in three a^s, in vef le> called he CoU/i^ 
teraly ou t^Atmufet f'thtirSt, which was 
reprcfertted at the Th^tre dc Monfieur, 
'but was not fuccefsfdl. According t« 
the criticifm of M. de la Harpe, and the 
-outline he has drawn of the plot, fentU 
ments, and language, it did not delervto 
fuccefs. 

*• The Revolution did not immediately 
confer on Fabre either wealth or di£ 
tin^lion J he continued his literary la. 
bours, and productd another comedy 
j:allcd Pbilinte, which was alfo in werlo^ 
and in five a6ls. This piece, the pf in* 
f;ipal charafler of which is taken from 
Kloliere, and intended as a continuation 
of' the Mifanthrope, is much praiicd. 
La Harpe conimenda it as a judiciotft 
and fpirited work. The plot is feriout, 
aad wh<]P€ (he author hat deviated fjpom 
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lus model, be has done' it with genlut 
«nd judgment. Hit next produftion wat 
m comedy in verfe, in two a6lt» called 
Le C^nysUtfcent 4e ^ualitS^ §u VAriJlo^ 
ctatet in which, ae nnay be expelled from 
the title, all the faults qf the old eovern- 
tnoit^ all the prejudices and foibles re- 
fuittng from the pride of birth, are viru- 
lently attacked. At the fame time he 
produced another in fi?e a6U, . called 
ulutrigM EpifioUure^ which was much 
applauded, and had c^nfidtrrable fuccefs. 
■* But the dramatic muie, however 
mffiduoufly or fuccef'sfuliy cultivated, was 
not able m the tumult of revolution to 
6cure to her votary either fame or pro« 
£t. Fabre had other qualities which 
jpiromifed to facilitate his progrefs in the 
paths of wealth and political renown. 
The fpirit of intrigue which he diiplaycd 
on the theati'c was his own chara^ttrriftic 
in life. He was fupple, dailardly, in* 
£auating, cunning, laborious ^ he echoed 
Cht ientiments and flattered the pafTiona 
•f his fvperiorsy careful in avoiding pf- 
ftncei an4 careful to obtain the efteetn of 
•11. With thefii re^uifites he commenced 
flatterer of the Duke of Orleans, tnd 
attached himfelf perfonally to Danton* 
DsrntoA introduced him to Madame Ro« 
lasid's cabinet partiev^.and recommended 
kim to cond«i^» Jointly with Camille. 
Pafinoulins and&obcrt, a pofted paper 
ttUled (kmpi€ remHk du F^^USotn/Hrai/t, 
This publication was commenced and 
carried on for a ihort time, but the par. 
tks having received the fum propoM^ 
itwas dilcpntinued. 

** Dan ton made him one of hie fircre* 
taries $ in which fttuation be is fuppoled 
to have acquired great riches previous to» 
«nd during the mvTacres of the prifoners. 
He was alio one of tlie. council- general 
of the commone, ami among the lirft who 
divided with Danton» aftd joined Kobe- 
fpi«rre*t aartv againft Roland* He now 
lived in tiie Kuc du Theatre Franf ais in 
a ftyle of elegance and luxury, and ac- 
Jui^iedged liiiBiislf to be worth twelve 
thou fand li vres ( 5 2 5I . ) a-y ear . Aa he 
aofle^ no vifible means <xf attaining 
fv€k n fbrtuns, it was juftly attribute 
|o his having iuired in the plunder of the 
"iKUfdered capcive»» or perhaps of the 
jewel o£c^, 

" Having diftinguifhed himfelf at the 
Jaa>bin club as a iUpublican, and by his 
«iKrtions agalnft La FaypttCi he was, by 
.|>aBton*f influence* eleaed Membfr of 
Ihe Convention for Paris. Piiring ten 
IDonths he was not confpicuous^ He 
foted with the (tH of 4uc pasty m. %\^ 



trial of' the King,* aod rc^onmeoded 
death in four and twenty hours. ^ He waa 
marked aa a conflaot <q^ponent of Ro- 
land i but docs not appear to hare af- 
fifled aflively in th^ expulfion of tha 
Briflbtines. He was a Member of the 
Committee of Public Safety, and of tha 
Committee of Public Inftru^ion. At 
the beginning of the war with Englandp 
he moved that an Addre(s to the Britiflr 
Nation* againft their Go-vemment»ihoald 
be publiflMd ; and that the perfooa and 
property of EnglKhmen rciiding in France* 
and fubmittirg .to the lawe, (hould ba. 
defended and proteAed 1 hot* in the ian# 
^ear, he propofed the meafure of amft^ 
u)g all the EagUflx, aod other fubjeft^ 
of the King of Kngiandf then ^i the Re* 
public. 

*' Fabre was ambitious to be eftecmad 
a good oeconomitl and financier j ha pre* 
lented to the Convenoion a plan,, of coa-^ 
iidcrable h^ng^h, for fupplymj^ the amy 
with nectflaries* and preventing frauds h 
it feems well adapted to a revoIutionar|^ 
government, but totally inapplicakble tq 
a regular fyflem. He aKb made a re- 
port on the difcredit of aflignats | but 
it furpalTed his talents to prevent that 
calamity. 

" He was aa atCVive member of thedttk 
of Cordeliers, a|id (hewed himfelf worthr 
^f their eHecro by joining earneflly in a&l 
their labours for die extirpation of se- 
ligioa. Oae principal eflbrt towards thifl 
was the formation of a new calendar, of 
which D*Eglantine was the author* and 
which took place from the aid of Sep- 
tember. Thcpbviotts aim of this in- 
vention waSt by a new divi(ion of the 
year, by the abolition of weeks, by the 
alteration of months, and by giving new 
names to th; days, to obliterate every 
trace of Sundays, Saints* days, holidayi^ 
and Chritlian feClivals. The year was 
divided into tweive eqi^ months qf 
thirty days, which were divided into 
decades, or periods of tea days } each of 
theie months had a new name ) fome re- 
ferring to the produce of the earth of 
courie of agricultural employment) as 
• yeMdiwuairet tbrvinOgei AmUorffor 
harveft | FrtUHJor, for fruit } Fiorrmi^ 
for flowers t otliers to the weather ; as 
Brumairet for fbgaj^ NtVBftt for (how, 
&c. Befides the name allotted to each 
day, denoting its ordinal ftation in the 
decade | as FrMdi^ Duodit 6fr. each 
had another appeJiUtive) derived from the 
implemenU ot Jiuibandry, the produce 
of the earth, 0^ the animal creation ) a^ 
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Alt at tbefe twelve fnonthi <mU occupied 
tkee hundred and Cixty dayt^ tnerematn* 
log five in the common year^ and fix jn 
t)ie leap year» were patched on at the enl» 
and denominated Samadotides I The 
tendi day, or end of every decade, wal 
wnfideitd m day of feftivaf, and devoted 
^fome of the viitues, relation*, or ac- 
mntt of Jife. This is the whole of 
tut change which an Engliih lady ex-* 
(^t f t < A fibilofopbUaly and fo pleafant 
to the imagination, that, amidft the 
^guinary meafures of thofe days, it 
ftemed to the opprcfled heart what a fo* 
utuy fpot of frelh verdure appears to 
^ eye amidft the crageinefs of louring 
^ks, or the gloom of favage deferts.* 
It is impoffible to afcertain from what 
^NUtet tM oppiefled heart may derive 
^biaginary relief, but jphilofophy does not 
delight in vain ihew or unneceflary al- 
teration ; it does not affef^ a fingufarity 
attended with no pofllble ufe, or invade 
tbeeftabliihed forms of human lifi!, with- 
Mt the pretence of amelioration, the 
pmmi/e of either pleafure or profit | it 
does not lend its aid to coniecrate the 
pitvailing folly of the day at the expence 
ttf cuftom, much lefs of reafon ; it judges 
flowly, and avoids the levity of prema. 
. ture adoption \ in a word, phibfophy 
has nothing to do with /aMsculoiid^s$ de^ 
cades^ beet-roots, rollers, or geefe. 

** It has been aflerted that Fabre ma- 
terially ail^fted Robefpierre in the com- 
pofition of his fpeeches and writings} 
the fame is faid of Camille Defmoulins \ 
hut thele accounts muft be received with 
caution. They are improbable, becaufe 
the ftyle of Defmoulins was extremely 
carelefs $ and D^Eglantine required a 
judicious friend to reform his own die* 



tionj the works of Robefpierre are fu< 
pcricr in wit, fentiment, and laneuage, 
to the writings of his fuppofed inftruit^

pre. The ftyle !n which Fabre lived* 
and the open profligacy with which h^ 
ibid his patronage, may perhaps have 
given riie to this report \ but it was a 
part of Robe(pierre^-s prudence not to 
prevent peculation in hia inferior agei^ts*. 
that he might ^ at pleafure (kcrifice then^ 
to his revenge oc convenience. Fabitt 
was, however, expoled to denunciations! 
Boileau accufed him in the Convention 
of having propofed the reftoration of 
royalty } but tKe charge was evaded hj 
the influence of his party. Hia ftyle o£ 
living pointed him out to the malice of 
his brother Cordelier Hebert, who at« 
tacked him in his journal, called Le Pird 
Ducbe/ne, as an enriched patriot* Thitf 
offence brought Hebert to the fcaffbld § ' 
but Fabre did not long triumph over hta 
fallen adverfary j foon after the executioik 
of Hebert, he was himfclf arretted, tp^ 
gcther with Chabot and feveral othersp 
and confined, firft in the Luxemburff^ 
afterwards in the Conciergerie* In pri« 
(on he behaved with the moft efteminata 
weaknefs j his health was impaired, and 
he gave way to unmanly lamentations* 
Pride prevented his making the lofs of 
life the apparent topic of his regret ; ht 
therefore afte£^ed concern about a co* 
medy in ^Yt a£ls, which had been feiaed 
and fent to the Committee of Public 
Safety, and of which he was^apprehenfivt 
that Billand de Varennes would {afturoe 
the credit. At his trial he exhibited tlia 
iame defpondencv ; not even the heroilia 
of Danton could animate him. In tht

hut there followed neither voice nor an- 
fver^ihe was gone to Count Stanberg. 
^ Bemdorfy as if a da^^ger had pierced 
bis heart, funk fpeechlels upon the neareft 
fnt, and wildlv ftrock his forehead with* 
bis doubled fift I A few minutes after- 
wards, when he had recovered his fpeech, 
be raifed hibnfelf up, and cried aloud : 
" This too — this too f — Completely 
niined on her account, and yet thus 
diflionoured and deceived 1 Shall I Wait 
for her, aad punifli her ? 6hall the faith- 
lefs woman from my hand— No, no--« 
^ poverty, fhame, and her own con- 
fcienoe be her puniiher. I will Qot an* 
ticipate the vengeance of him, who has 
pnniOied lb fevercly my imprudence/*

In a word» ' 
he is occupied in preparing his mind, 
by, the laborious acquifuion of a multi- 
plicity of fcicnces, either for a life of fe- 
fleftion or a(5livity. He afterwards com- 
municates the relult ot his inquiries in a 
langpage intelligible to the bulk of the 
people } well knowing that the labour of 
the hands engages fo clokiy the time of 
his fellow citizens, as muft entirely pre« 
elude them from the labours of the head* 

Ats it 
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It it in ezpejlition of tliit» and of other 
good offices^ tad not' merely for the lake 
of. hit money, that the plebdans labour 
to render htm comfortable $ and hj fup- 
plying him with the nece^ariet and oon- 
▼eniencet of life, procure him. that leifure 
which he could not otherwiie enjoy. But 
were he to write in a lanfi;uage which 
they do not underftand, what of confe- 
ouence could afford them neither ia« 
ftruflion nor amuieroent» he would de- 
forve but little that they fhould toil in 
his behalf. Such it our way of thinking 
in Britain, and furely the principlet upon 
which it it founded are too juft and 
rational,' not to meet with the approba- 
tion, not only of the Germans, but of 
every nation of fenft/*

Further inquiry has produced 
snore difcoveries, and the Author now be. 
ibre us has whh laudable ptrfeverance con. 
C'nued the purAiit, and here prefents to the 
public the icfult of the pains he has ukeo. 
We agree with him, that' If the reader^s 
•• opinion of Sterne's learning and origina* 
Hty be leflened by the pcrufal, he mull at 
kaft admire the dexterity and good tafte 
•Xvith which he has incorporated in his work 
fo many paiTiges written with very different 
Tiews by their icfpeftive a'..thor5. It was 
evidently Sterne's purpofe to make a pleafant 
i^Itable book coihe qu^ ChUie ; and after

WHILE the fnbjea of French Op- 
preliion is become as trite to re- 
flexion as difgufting to humanity, it is 
iinpoffible to advert to the topics of the 
present Eflimates without being ftruck 
with the <iilference between France and 
Great Britain ; firft, in the amount of 
Revenue compared with Expenditure;

SATURDAY, DEC. 29. 

MR. Smith, Chair/nan of the Com- 
mittee to whom the new claitfcs of 
file Income Bill were referred, brought 
up the Report of that Committee. The 
Report was read, and agreed to. 

Mr. Pitl then moved that the Bill 
fltould be engrofled, and that it (hou Id 
fee read a third time on Monday next. 

Mr. Johiies lubmitted to the Houfe, 
that before they decided on a BiJl of fuch 
ytiy great importance, and which went 
\6\tv\ fo very large a fum of mojiey, it 
^ould be proper to allow fome furtbcf 
flmc for confi^crsttion. He by no means 
thought that they couM be prepared to 
<Qme to a decifion upon it'at .fo early a 
period as Monday next. " 

Mr. Fitt replied, that this Bill had 
aljeatjy- uiidergrne a greater degree of 
difcufiion than almoft any' meafure he 
ever knew of, and l)€ faw no rcaibn fot 
Hjw furtlicr delay, 

Mr. TIerney iajd, that a fuificient time 
had not betn given fcr the confideration 
of tlic new claules. It appeared to him 
Xhat Gentlcmtn could rot be prcpai'ed to 
give a proper degree of dircuifion to this 
Bill on Monday next. ' He ftiould cer- 
^^inl)^ at all times be i-cady to oppcfe the 
principle of the Bill, but really he did 
not comprehend all the new claufes. He 
.was not aware of any inconvenience that 
could refult from putting off the third 
icadkijg (ill Wedncfday, which would 



give time for the printing of the new 
tlaufes. 

Mr. Shaw Lefevre faid a fev^ words 
againft poftponing the third reading. 

The motioA tor reading the Bill a 
third time on Monday was then agreed 
to. 

MONDAY, DEC. $1. 

Mr. Tiemey moved, that' the Order 
for refuming the confideration of his 
complaint of a Breach of Privilege, an<t 
mifreprefentation of what patfed in that 
Houfe, in the newfpaper called Th^ 
Crimes, be difcharged. 

After fprae dpbate, the motion vas 
withdrawn ; when Mr. Pitt moved the 
•Order of the Day for the third reading 
of the Income Bill, which was oppofed 
by Mr. Nichols, Mr. Tierney, and Mr. 
W. Smith, and fupported by Mr. Ab- 
bot, Sir \y. Young, Mr. Peicival^ and 
the Attorney and Solicitor General, 

After a long debate, the queftion for 
the third reading was put, when the 
Houfe divided,' for the motion ^3 } againft 
it i j majority 91. 

Mr. Pitt then brought up a variety of 
hew claules, which were added by way 
of Rider to the Bill. 

, Mr. Tierney wifhed to know whether 
there was any claufe to reftrain the Of* 
ficers of the Exchequer from the fees 
upon fo large a fum, and whether tbofe 
perfons who had contributed a fifth lail 
year intended to do the fiune this yeaV ? 

Mr* 
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^Mr. Pitt iM4,>the fees to the Officers 
of the Exchequer were upon the payment 
•f monejr, and not vpdn its rt;ceipt. 
With relpea to the other point, Gentle- 
men would do as thc¥ thought proper | 
it was a point to whicn he could not give 
an anfwer. The further proceedings in 
the third reading were, on the motion of 
Mr. Pitt» poilponed. 

TUESDAY, JAN. !• 

Mr. John Smith prefented a Bill to 
indole certain wafte lands in the county 
of Norfolk, which was received. 

Sir W, Dolben gave notice of his in* 
tention of moving tor leave to bring in a 
?ilJi or have an Order of the Houftj eftab. 
fifbed, that in all Inclofure Bills a claufe* 
fliould be in{erted> that for every 50 a^res 
^land fo incloied, a certain quantity of 
timber ihould be therein planted. 

Sir W. Pkrpoint approved thereof, 
and iigolfied his intention of Aipportinff 
it whenever the Hon. Baronet ihould 
deem it expedient to call the attention of 
Che Houfe to the fubjea. 

Several new claufes and amendments 
of claufes were introduced by Mr. Pitt, 
which were feverally agreed to, and ad« 
ded to the Income Bill. 

Sir Gregory Page Turner propofed a 
clauie, exempting widows and Ipiniiers 
from paying a tenth of their income, un- • 
Jeff tneir property amounted to 300). per 
»nnum. 

This, after (bme oppofition from Mr. 
Pitt, was negatived without a divifion. 

Sir James Pulteney urged the neceffity 
of SHlopting fome ctaules that rendered 
the fituation of the landed intereft on a 
level with the commercial ; in this he 
was fuppoFted by Sir William Pulteney^ 
wha propoied the adoption of a fpecial 
JcbedtiU for thofe of the landed intereft 
to attcft and fend to the Commiffioners. 

Mr. Pitt oppolcd thefe proportions ik 

Sir W. Pulteney replied 5 they were 
however negatived without a divifion, 
nfter a few oblervations from Mr. Johnes. 

The feveral amendments were then 
{proceeded on.

The Speaker acquainted the Houlf 
that he had received notice from the 
Court of Dire^ors of the Bank, that on 
and after the 14th inft. the Bank would 
pay in ca/h, during the ufual hours of 
butinefs, ail fra^lional Turns under fiv4 
pounds I and that on and after the ift 
of February next, the Bank would pay 
in ca(h for all notes of one and tw« 
pounds value, that are dated prior to the 
I ft of July 1788 \ or exchange them for 
new notes of the fame value at the option 
of the holders ; the Speaker alfo ac^ 
quainted the Houfe that he had, agreeable 
to. an A6k pailed laft Seifion tor con- 
tinuing the reftri^ion on the Ca(h-payf 
ments, caui'td the above notice to be in^ 
ferted in the London Gaaette.

Mr. Dundas delivered a MelTase from 
the King, (imilar to that prefented to the 
Houfe of Lords (St:e page 193), which 
being read, Mr. Dundas moved that the 
Mel&ge be taken into coniideration to* 
morrow. 

Mr. Sheridan faid, he fuppoied it was 
the intention of the Right Hon. Genile* 
man to move to-morrow that an Addreft 
of Thanks be prefented to his Majefty^ 
accompanitd wi^ an tdTcUBncrtluU the/ 
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would protHd to take it into their con* 
iidention. He thought it hit duty to 
give this early petice of hi» intentioii to 
oppofe a loeafure which appeared to 
kim to be replete with roifcliiefy and 
the further progreft of which he con- 
Yequently Mlt himfelf bound to ea« 
dearour to arreft. . 

Mr. Pitt^faidf the Hon. Gentleman 
liad difplayed great candour in giving 
BOtice of an oppofition* which certainly 
nobody could have anticipated. He 
wiihed to ftate that it was hit intention 
to propofe an Addrcfa of Thanks to his 
!M9Jefty, and then that the Houfe ihould 
•ppotnt a day, after a fufficient inter* 
Taiy for the confideration of the fubjeft : 
the day he ihould propofe for that pur« 
fwfe would be Thurfday fe'nnight. It 
was nut, however, his intention on that 
day to call upon the Houfe for a vote 
upon the queftion, but merely to open 
the general outline of the plan. Be 
Ihould then move to have the Refolu- 
tione printed, and then that another 
interval ihould be given for farther 
confideration. 

•The Meflfage was then ordered to be 
taken into coniideration to morrow. 

WEDKESDAT, ;AN. ftj. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas moved the 
tDrder of the Day for con fide ring of the 
JVddreis to his Majefty, on his gracious 
JMeflage relative to Ireland; which 
bein£ agreed to, he then briefly read 
the Addrcfs, which was verbatim the 
fame as that in the Lords, and the 
queftion being put that ^he fame be 
|)rerented to his Majeftyj it was feconded 
by Mr. Pitt. 

Mr. Sfaeridau, in a ftrain of fervid 
ftnd energetic elocution, oppofed it. He 
advened to the Journals of both Par- 
liaments, wherein it was recorded, that 
no power bad a right to deprive Ireland 
of Its legiflative privileges ; and having 
iread extracts irom thefe Journals to 
that effcA, and from thence inferred 
that neither the Irlih or the Briti^ Par* 
liament had a right to change their re- 
ipedive Conilitutions in the degree in- 
tended by this meafure, which he 
thought rather calculated to fow dif- 
cord than create union, propofed an 
eunendment to the Addrcfs : the pur- 
port of which wasf ** That his Majefty 
ihould not take the advice of his Mi. 
Sliders, who at this crifis recommended 
to the Throne a Legiflative Uotpn with 
IreUnd."

Mr. Pitt then eommenced » Terr 
brilliant fpeech, abounding with m«ch 
argument, a^ a profound appeal to 
mens* judgments and underftaBdingSa 
upon the neceifity of an Union. Hit 
fentiments, he faid, were the refult of 
long and mature refle^^ion ; ami he had 
no hefitation in declaring, that no con^ 
fideration of popnlaritT» no prejudice, 
no partiality, no dread of difpleafure, 
nor any hope of praife, ihould ever 
induce him to abandon a meafure which 
he thought calculated to promote the 
mutual fafety, happinefs^ aftd profperitj 
of both countries. 

Mr. Dundas then moved that a Com^ 
mittee be appointed by ballot to-morrow | 
for taking into confideration thepa^ra > 
on the afairt of Ireland he had joft 
prefented to the Houfe» ;ivhich wai 
agreed to.

A Committee wu b^llotted, to whom 
were referred the papers prefented by 
Mr. Secreury Dundas yefterday. Tho 
ufual orders were given that the Com« 
mittee have power to adjourn from placo 
to placcy and At notwithftatidtngaDy ad* 
joumment of the Houfe. 

THURSDAY* JAH. Jt. 

Mr. Pitt opened the bufinefs ofe th4^ 
momentous lubjeA of an Union with 
Ireland, and in a fpeech, the delivery 
of which occupied the period of neariy 
three hours and a half, with his wonted 
talent; but with infinitely more than 
his ufual eloquence, entered into a 
fplendid difplay of argument, abound- 
iflg with a knowledge of the political 
and commercial advantages of Irelandf 
deduced from hiftory, from reafoning, 
and from faas,fuch u feldom occupied 
the attention of any Senate. 

He commenced with regretting th# 
fatality and forbidding circumJUaeca 
under which the bringing forward hi| 
reiblutions apparently laboured from 
the recent majority in the Jrilh Houfe 
againft the fobje^t { but hoped, w tha| 
proceeded moit from paflion than ptae< 
tration, and from heated imagiaatioa 
more than deliberate difcuflion, fi^^i 
that as in this country, and in tba( 
Houfe, no fuch prejudicial biu pre* 
vailed, and that as a cool and temperatf 
difcuifion would attend its confideration 
here, hefeh himfelf perfuaded that fucj^ 
ft difcuifion would uUimatelv tend if 
promote that fair and free debate uplfll 
itinlftbad (wbu ^ wHoie of hi^

Mr. Pitt declared, at all events, that 
ai it had once ferioufljr hecome the 
opei) and nndifguifed intent of the d«« 
liberate coafideration of his Mijeftf, 
and of his Govcmmcnt, and aa the fub- 
Haatial adrantage of Ireland, no lefs 
than that of the whole of the Britifli 
Enpire, attached to it, he ihould feel 
l^inuelf httt pufiUaaioioikiljr and inade- 
^nately fulfilling the- duties of a labo- 
rious office, if he did not with perfe- 
▼erance, as he trufted he ihould with 
prndence, ]>roce€d to an open and argu« 
nenutive invcftigation ox the tucejli/ 
sad uiiiify of an i/uioa viitb Ireland^ 
tod fnboiirting the fame to the Le- 
giflature of the kingdom, then lay the 
fefult before his Majefty, by and through 
hiffl to he laid before the Parliament of 
Ireland, there to undergo that calm and 
ntional atuntion yvhich a fubjed of 
fach magnitude deferved, where, if it 
^ed of being carried with fuccefs, he 
Aoold have at leafb the confolation of 
faring done with fatisfaAion« and with 
the pureft motires, his duty in an ar- 
^oous undertaking* 

Hating proceeded thus fiar, he glanced 
«t the evident contradidory demeanour 
of a Right Hon. Gentleman in the iriih 
Houfe of Commons, whofe coodu6l at 
thii crifis fo governed and commanded 
the heated tempera of hia countrymen, 
as to induce them to refift the proffered 
good, and idly prefer a vain and often* 
tatiottt appearance of Legiflative Inde- 
peodence to the fubftantial benefits of 
hacional and true political advantages ; 
frnm this he Ibewed how much that 
Gentle Aaii*a fentiments differed now 
from what they were in 1782* when he 
vas the avowed advocate of fuch a mea* 
fure as this he now ryeds, and feemed 
from thence to innnuate, that this 
change of opinion arofe from fumething 
elie than pufe patriotifm. He fup- 
pQRed this argument by adverting to 
the Journals oTthe Irifh fiouie of Com* 
Boas of that year, wherein it was fpe- 
cially fet forth, ** how requifite and 
Mceffary for the fakatioo of Ireland, 
and for the welfare of the Empire, that 
& more intimate and laJHng connexion 
fteold (ttbfift between tha twQ kin^- 



He then dwelt at (Aneh length on tha 
prevalence of fadion in Ireland, the 
want of capital to encourage its com^ 
mercial advantages, the excfcme po« 
verty, ignorance, and barbarifm, of the 
peafantry of that kingdom, and in ■ 
ftraip or argumentative and profound 
reafoningt convinced the Houfe thae 
nothing but a firm, lafting,' and tegtfla^ 
tive* Union of the two couarries could 
put down fafttOB, raife drooping com* 
merce, and encouragecapitalifts to fettle 
in that country, the diftribution of 
whofe wealth would be an incttcmcnc 
and encouragement 10 zeal and tn« 
duftry. 

He next entered into the que ft ion of 
the coBspeteney of the Parliament of 
each kingdom to accomplifli the mea* 
fure of an Union, and inftanced the cafe 
of Scotland ; he noticed the difgraccfut 
riots that recently occurred in Dublim 
on the difcuflion'of this fubje^, and 
drew a parallel between them and thole 
which happened in Scotland at the agi« 
tation of a fimitar meafure there ; at 
the fame time he proved how much 
Scotland, nay Edinburgh, the capital of 
that kingdom, has rifen in profpcritjf 
fince the Union took place. From 
thence he inferred, that tne popular cla- 
mour which now prevailed could not 
be taken as an argument againfi the uti- 
lity of the meafure, no more than tiie 
principle of it (hould be ralhly reje6ted 
before the particulars of it wef« an« 
nounced. After recurring to fome of 
his firft obfenrations, and promifing 
through the medium of an Union gra« 
dual emancipation to Catholics and re« 
ligious fe^lt, he moved the following 
Reiblutions : . 

Ifi, That in order to promofe and 
fecure the effential Interefts of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and to confolidace 
the Strength, Power, and Refourccs of 
the Briti£ Empire, it will be advifeable 
to concur in fuch meafuret as may be ft 
tend • to unite the two- Kingdoms of 
Great Britain and Ireland into one King- 
dom, in fuch manner, and on fuch 
Terms and Conditions as may be cRab« . 
li filed by A£ts of the refpe^live P<irlia» ' 
mentsof his Majefty^s faid Kingdoms. 

sd, Th;it it appears to this C^mmittca 
that it would be fit to propofc as the 
firft Article to ferve as a Bifis of the 
faid Union, that the faid Kingdoms of 
Great Britain and Ireland ihati, upon . 
a day to be agreed upon, be united 
into one Kingdom, by the name of 
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the UNffED KrUODOM OF GtiEjft 
BRITAIN AND IRELAND. 

3d, That for rhe Aine purpofe it ap- 
pears alfo to this Committee, that it 
would be fit to propofe that the Suc*> 
celSon to the Monarchy and the Imps- 
rial Crown of the faid United Kingdoms, 
Ihall contiHue limited and fettled, in the 
fame manner at the Imperial Crown of 
the faid Kingdoms of Great Britain and 
Ireland now (lands limited and fettled, 
according to the exiting Laws, and to 
the terms of the Union oetweeu Eng- 
land and Scotland. 

4rh, That for the fame, purpofe it 
appears alfo to this Committee, that it 
would be Bt to propofe that the faid 
United Kingdom be reprefented in one 
and the fame Parliament, to be ftiled 
the Parliament of the United Kingdom 
•f Great Britain and Ireland, and that 
Inch a number of Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and fuch a number of Mem- 
bers of the Houl'e of Commons as ihall 
be hereafter agreed upon by A&s of the 
TefpcAive Parliaments as aforefaid, (hall 
lie and vote in the faid'Parliament on 
the part of Ireland, and ihall be furo- 
moned, chofen, and returned, in fuch 
manner as fhall be fixed by an ACk of 
the Parliament of Irelaud previous to 
the faid Union j and that every Mem- 
ber hereafter to fit and vote in the faid 
Parliament of the United Kingdom ihall, 
until the faid Parliament ihall otherwife 
provide, take and fubfcribe the fame 
Oaths, and make the fame Declarations 
sis arc by Law reauired to be taken, 
fubfcribed, and roaae by the Members 
«f the Parliaments of Great Britain and 
Ireland. 

5th, That for the fame purpofe it 
appears alfo to this Committee, that it 
would be fit to propofe that the Churches 
of England and Ireland, and the Doc- 
trine, Worlhip, Difcipline, and Govern- 
ment thereof, (hall be preferved as now 
by Law E(^ab!iihed. 

6ih, That for the fame purpofe it ap- 
pears alfo to this Committee, that rt 
would be lit to propofe that His Ma- 
jefty's Subjcf^s in Ireland (hall at all 
times hereafter be entitled to the fame 
privileges, and be on the fame footing, 
in refpe£t of Trade and N<ivigation, 
in all Ports and Plates belonging to 
Great Britain, and in all cafes with rc- 
fpedl to which Treat ie& (hall be mad* 
by His Majefty, his Heirs or SuccfcfTors, 
with any Foreign Power, as His Ma- 
jci^y's Subjc^s in Great Britain i that 



no Duty (ball be impofed on the Tmpert 
and Export between Great Britain and 
Ireland of any Ar:tcles now Duty freei 
and that on other Articles there iball 
be eilabliihed, for a time to be limited, 
fuch a moderate rate of ecjual Duties as 
ihall, previous to the Union, be agreed 
upon and approved by the refptdiva 
Parliaments, fubjeft, after the expi- 
ration of fuch limited time, to be di- 
niinilhed equally with refpe£k to boith 
Kingdoms, but in no cafe to be en- 
crcafcd ; that all Articles which may 
at any time hereafter be imported into 
Great Britain from Foreign Parts, ihall 
be importable through either Kingdom 
into the other, fubje^ to the like Duties 
and Regulations as if the fame wero 
imported direftly from Foreign Parts j 
that where any Articles, the growth, \ 
produce,or manufadure of either King- 
don^, are fubjc6t to any internal Duty 
in one Kingdom, fuch countervailing 
Duties (over and above any Duties on 
Import to be fixed as aforefaid) (hall 
be impofcd as (hall i)e nece^ary to pre- 
vent any inequality in that refpe£t -, and 
that all other matters of Trade and 
Commerce other than the foregoing, and 
than fuch others as may before the 
Union be fpecially agreed upon for <hf 
due encouragement of the Agriculture 
and Manuni£tures of the refpediva 
Kingdoms, Ihall i^emain to be regulated 
from time to time -by the United Par- 
liament. 

7th, That for the like purpofe it 
would be fit to propofe, that the charge 
arifing from the payment of the Intcrcft 
or Sinking Fund tor the reduction of 
the Principal of the Debt incurred in 
either Kingdom before the Union, iliall 
continue to be feparately defrayed by 
Great Britain and Ireland refp^£tivelv. 
That for a. number of years to be ii* 
mitcd, the future oj-dinary eispentes of 
the United Kingdom in Peace or War 
ihall be defrayed by Great Britain and 
Ireland jointly, according to fuch pfo* 
portions as (hall be eftabliihed by the 
refpe£^ive Parliaments previous to the 
Union ; and that after the expiration of • 
the time to be fo limited, the proportion 
iball not be liable to be varied^ except 
according to fuch rates and principles 
i^s ihail be in like manner agreed upon 
previous to the Union. 

8th, That for the like purpoffe it 
would be fit to propofe, that all Laws 
in force at the time of. thp Union, and 
that all the Courts of Civil or Eccle-- 
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}itjHca1 J ariCiii^Ion Within the refpcaive 
Crngdomt* ihall remain as now by Law 
eftabliOied within the fame, fubjedt only 
to fuch alterations or regulations from 
lime CO time as circumftances may ap- 
pear to the Parliament of the united 
Kingdom to require. 

Thar the foregoing Refolutiona be 
laid before His Majefty wirh an humble 
Addrcfs affuring His Majcfiy that we 
have proceeded with the utmoft at- 
tention to the confidcration of the im- 
portant objcAs recommended to us in 
His Majcfty-g Gracipus Meffage. 

That we entertain a firm perfualion 
that a complete and entire Union be- 
tween Great Britain and Ireland, found- 
ed on equal and liberal Principles, on 
the fimilarity of Laws, Contlitutiony 
and Government, and on a fenfe of 
mutual Interefts and Affedtions, by pro- 
moting the Security, Wealth, and Com- 
merce of the rcfpe^ive Kingdoms, and 
by allaying the diftra^ions which have 
unhappily prevailed in Ireland, mud 
afford freA meant of oppofmg at all 
times an efte6tual refinance to the de- 
itruftive Projects of our Foreign and 
Domeftic Enemies, and mud tend to 
confirm and augment the Stability, 
Power, and Refources of the Empire. 

Imprefled with thefe confiderations, 
we feel it our duty humbly to lay be- 
fore His Majedy luch Propolitions as 
Appear to us bed calculated to form the 
hzi\% of fuch a Sculement, leaving it to 
HU Majefty*s wifdom, at fuch time and 
in fuch manner as His Majefty, in his 
Parental Solicitude for the happinjcfs of 
his People, Ihall judge fit, to commu- 
nicate thefe propomions to his Parlia- 
ment of Ireland, with whom we (hall 
be at all times ready to concur in all 
fuch Meafures as may be found mod 
conducive to the accomplifliment of this 
great and falutary Work. And we crud 
that, iifter full' and mature confidera- 
tion, fuch a Setilenieni may be framed 
Vind edabtiihed, by the deliberate Con- 
fcrit of the Parliament* of both King- 
'doms, as may be conformalile to t^ie 
Sentimcnrs, Wiflies, and real Intefeds 
of His Majedy *s faithful Subjcfts in 
Great Britain and Ireland, and inay 
unite them fnfcparably in the full en- 
joyment of the biclJings Of our free and 
io%'aluable Condiiution, in the fupport 
cf the Honour and Dignity of His Ma- 
j'.dy*5» Crown, and in the prcfcTvation 
• ikI advancement of the Welfare and 
Profperity di the whtle Bnlilh Erfip5rc, 



' He next moved, '' That the fame be 
taken into confideration by a Committee 
of the whole Houfe." 

Mr. Sheridan then rcfc, and having 
glanced fomewhat feveiely on the de- 
nate relative to this fubje^t upon a for« 
mer night with a degree of humour^ 
and at the fame^time an uncominoA 
ihare of found reafoning, he oppofed 
the general principle of the mcafurc, 
and above ail the impolicy of a^ttatin^ 
it now. 

At length it was agreed to debate 
the merits of the amendnren't on Friday- 
next, and the quedion for going iot9 
the Committee was put* 
For it 140 i againd it 15 ; majority i25* 

THURSDAY, FEB. 7. 

Mr. Wilberforce prefcntcd petitions 
on behalf of perfons confined in the 
gaols of York and Nottingham, whicli 
were ordered to lie on the table. 

Mr. Pitt moved the Order of the Day 
for the Houfe to refolve itfelf into a 
Committee on the fubje£l of the Ad- 
drefs to bis Majedy concerning a Le* 
giflative Union between the kingdoms 
of Great Britain and Ireland. 

Mr. Sheridan rufe to oppofe the mo« 
tion i he dated he (hoiild confine hind, 
feif to a few obfervations, and occupy 
but little of the time of the Houfe. Cm 
the two former occafioas, when he 
claimed their attention, he could n^ 
boad of that accedion of numbers which 
he flattered himfclf would happen this 
night. At the fame time he avowed 
his intention of uniformly redding the 
iydem propofed, even though he dood'' 
rnigly. He adverted to the fenUMttnts 
Mr. Pitt entertained and uttered or, 
making the Legidativc Union with Ire- 
land the purport and bufinefs of bis 
life, and from thence argued tlve ne- 
cdfity of the Irifli Legiflature watching 
with a vigilant eye his dracagcms, and 
the means hfe intends to adopt Tt ac« 
complifhing this favourite ohjcdt, which 
was nothing elfc than a plan of intimi- 
dailm and influence, alrci-iy evinced 
by the ctifmidal from their places of two 
old and confidential ftrvanis of the 
Crown J men high in the opinion and 
edimation of even his Majcdy's Mi- 
nidcrs, who put them out of office, and 
men who were reverenced by all clattcs 
in the fidcr kingdom. He then took s 
^eneiil review of what he termed ihs 
fUiacibus arguments advanced in fup- 
t)ort, 'at d adverted to that part of the 
Inied'dld fyiUm which* Ihoutd introduce 
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the Indi RepKicntatiTf s into that Houfe, 
and contended that a Reform in the 
Hoafes of Parliament^ and the fame in 
the Executive Government of Ireland, 
could only, properly, legitimatelyi and 
conftituiionally, continue and promote a 
feal and lafting bond of amity between 
the two countries ( that would defeat 
£iAion, deftroy religious feuds^ encou- 
rage commerce, induftry, and peace, and 
be elTcinially beneficial to the Empire, 
Convinced, therefore, of thefe fentinDcntSi 
and as he had fuggefted on a former night, 
Ik ftiould propofe, inftead of the Order 
of* the Day, the following propofitions, 

Firft, That this Honfc do refolve, 
that no meafure ought to be introduced 
for increaHng the amity between Great 
Britain and Ireland, that has not for its 
ball 8 the manifdt, fair, and free confent 
jof the Parliaments of both Kingdoms. 

Secondly, That any pcrfon attempting 
to obtain the (ame by cormption and 
intimidation, is an enemy to his Mujcity 
«nd to his country. 

Thefe bein^ read from the Chair, 

Mr. Pitt faid, that as the Honourable 
Centleman had entered rather into a 
general dil'cuflion of the merits of the 
meafure than that of confining himfelf to 
that motion legularly before the Houfe, 
he Aiould not iollow him, but confine 
himfelf merely to that part of the topic 
that mv^re immediately related to the aif- 
miflal of peribns in office, and proceeded 
to fhew the futility of fuch harfh and 
unflatefmanllke language, which carried 
with it the mott milchievous tendency, 
without being calculated to any kind of 
political purpoie or beneficial end, as it 
marked him as an obje6l /eeking to ac- 
complifh a meafure ^hich had not the 
fanaion of a fair and free Irifti Parlia- 
ment, but fuch as intimidation and cor* 
ruption might warp. This he was proud 
to think would not be found the cafe $ 
atid he entertaiced no doubt but the IriOi 
Pailiament, by their decifion, would con- 
.fute the afperfioii. He then concluded 
with urging his original motion. 

Mr. Grey followed Mr. Sheridan upon 
the topic (Siniim/t/nf/oMt to fecure a ma* 
jofity in the Irifh Houfe, and by way of 
illuf^ ration adverted to the dilmifi'al of 
the Prime Serjeant there, whofe fituation, 
merely s^s a law ofFccr, did not make him 
amenabic for politual fins, or even afford 
him an oppprrumty of thwarting any 
Minifler's views in that country. His 
frcfence. was not a^cefjary 9X h^c c^mi- 



cUs, nor his infltieM^ requirecl m M 
cabinet } his difmiflal therefore from his 
profcflional office was a dire£^ aft or 
abfolute intimidation. He dwelt foml 
time on this fubje6l, and concluded with 
ftating his oppofition to the original 
motion, and ins fupport of the propo* 
fitions. 

Mr. Sheridan, byway of cxplanatioih 
in reply to fome obfervations which feO 
from Mr. Pitt, took that opportunity of 
deprtcating in the ftrongefl language tbt 
whole principle of the mtended meafure. 

Mr. Grey then faid a few words alfo 
in explanation, and Mr. Johnes put all 
end to this difcufTion, by ftapng that ia 
confequence of what happened in tht 
Irifh Houfe of Commons, which fcouted 
the fubjeA in litninet he thought it un* 
neceffary to fay a fyllablc. 

The Houfe then divided— For the ori* 
^inal motion by Mr. Pitt 141 } agaiaft 
It 25 } majority 1 1 6. — The motion being 
then put, '( That the Speaker do leave 
the Chair,** it was very warmly opp«)ied 
by Mr. Sheridan. 

Mr. Dundas, in fupport of the motion, 
took occafion to enter into the general 
principles of the meafure, and thence to 
deduce the neceffity and utility of adopt* 
ing it. He entered into a comparative 
confidei-ation of the Parliaments of the 
two kingdoms, and from the analog v in« 
ferred that the Parliament of Ireland, 
from its colonial and iiblatcd condition, 
could neither be confidered independent, 
frttt or locally advantareoul \ in apply* 
Ing thefe obfervations he went at iome 
length into difcufTions applicable to tilt 
fubje6l J but ufed terms rather ardent^ 
and as it was afterwards taken up, fome* 
what fevere in their fignification toward! 
the po^er rather than the perfons of ths 
individuals who compofe the Irifh Le* 
giflature, and ended an animated fpeecb 
with urging the pofitive neceffity of thf 
Houfe fupporting his Majefty*s Minitlerf 
in the adoption of the meafure. 

Mr. Tiemev replied to Mr. DundaSy 
and accufcd the Right Hon. Gentleman 
with ftigmatizing the Irifh Pailiament, 
and charged him with inconfiflency in 
that kind of condufl, when that very 
Parliament, with all its zeal, promoted 
all his meafuret. In applying thefe fen- 
timenty the Hon. Gentleman made ule of 
words rather fevere, which called up 

Mr. Dundas in explanation : he dif* 
avowe;! all intentions of abufing or vili* 
fving the Irifh Parliament, and charged 
the M Cen^l^^i^^^ilh ImitTtinenat, 
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• ibr applying fuch .an accufatlon againft 
him. 

Mr. Tierncy, in tenpt of much warmth, 
took up the expccflion Impertinence ^ and 
was proceeding to notice it in a lerious 
manner, when 

The Speaker interfered, and the alter- 
cation terminated. 

Mr. W. Smith oppofcd the motion, 
on which the Houfc divided, ayes 149 j 
DOCS 24 } majority 125. 

The Houie then, fro forma^ rcfolved 
itfelf into a Committee, Mr. S. Douglas 
in the Chair. 

The Chairman reported progrefs, and 
aUked leave to fit again. 

MONDAY, FEB. !!• 

It was ordered that the time for prc- 
ienting private petitions be limited to 
thi« day fortnight. 

On the motion of Mr. Pitt, it was 
ordered, that the Houfe do on Wednef- 
day next refolve itfelf into a Committee 
of Supply. 

On the motion for the Order of the 
pay, that the Houfe do refolve itfelf 
int6 a Committee on the Addrefs to his 
Majefty, concerning the Rcfolutions be- 
fore the Houfc on the Irifii Union, 

Mr. Sheridan faid, he fiiould fubmit a 
propoHtion, which, if adopted, would 
j render that Union, now the fubje^ of 

confideration, wholly unneceflary \ his 
intention was to prefent a propofition, as 
an inflru£lion to the Committee that 
they ihouid lay the fame before his Ma- 
jefty as the Refolution of that Houfe, 
iignifying the ncccfiity of giving a full 
emancipation to the Catholics of Ireland. 
Here tne Hon. Gentleman entered into 
a diffufe ftrain of argument, expreffive of 
the necefHty of the meafure, afluring the 
Houfe, that if it were adopted upon a 
broad and liberal bafis, it would fuperfede 
the madncfs of the meafure then before 
them. He arraigned at fome length 
what be termed the inconfiftency of Mi- 
nifters, in fuppofmg that they would 
refill a meafure now, which, io late as 
the year 1795, they were defirous of 
adopting ; and to eftabli(h this pnlnt, 
adverted to a letter publifhed by Earl 
Fftzwilliam fubiequent to his recall from 
the government of that country, wherein 
that Nobleman dire6^1y avows << that a 
principal part of the mutual couceifion 
and agreement between him and Mi- 
^ pifters previous to his accepting the high 
office of Viceroy there, was that pofitive 
ftipulation, that the Irilh Catholics 
ibould be completely emancipated. *'[Herf

he read Extra^s of that Nobleman's 
Letter to the foregoingr eflfeft.] 

He proceeded to ftate whit had re- 
fused from the recal of that Nobleman » 
namely, all thdfe' horrors of fury and 
rebellion that fmce defolatcd that un« 
happy kingdom, all of vvhich Lord Fitz- 
william in the fame letter aflually fore- 
told.. He urged many other ob.!ei*vation9 
to the like eflk^, and then fubmiticd his 
propofition, which was to ihe purport 
following, viz. " That it be an in- 
firu^tion to this Committee, that they do 
refolve that the only mode whereby to 
obtain and prefcrve a connexion with 
Ireland upon the moft lafting bafis, will 
be an emancipation of the Catholics of 
Ireland " — which being read in form 
from the Cliair, " 

Mr. Pitt role and objefted to it j he 
refilled it firft in point of form, and then 
in point of fa^s j and was of opinion 
that the Hon. Gentleman (Mr. Sheridan) 
was not ferious in offering the pr6pofition 
to the Houfe. He denied in pofitiva 
* terms that Lord Firzwilliam went to 
Ireland with fuch powers as thefe im- 
puted, iind di(lin6Uy declared that the 
Nobleman in quelHon took out no power 
to Ireland that by any fubiequent aft- 
was withheld. He alio faid that the 
refufal of Catholic emancipation was 
not the caufe of the late Rebtllion, for 
the friend of the Hon. Gentleman, Mr. 
Arthur O'Connor, in behalf of whom 
he appeared a witnefs, and who was a 

f>rincrpal fpring in that bufmefs, potitive- 
y denied it. 

Mr. Sheridan again defended the truth 
of Earl Fitzwilliam's alfertion ; and as 
the Noble Earl and the Right Hon, 
Gentleman were now convinced a& to 
that fait, he could only remark, that 
cither party (l.rinking from further in- 
veftigation of it, would be that pcrfon's 
tacit convi^ion. 

[Here a converfation took place abduC 
the words of the Propofition of Mr. She- 
ridan, which ended in its being firft 
amended, and then, both in its original 
and amended ftate, negatived without a 
divilion.] • 

On the qucftion being then. put, that 
the Speaker do now leave the Chair, 

General Fitzpatrrck rofe, and having 
adverted to the agitated ftate of the pub- 
lic mind in Ireland, obferved, that keep- 
ing this meafure alive even here, withcut 
purfuing it beyond the limits of that 
houfc, was, inftead of accomplifliing 
Union between the two countries, re- 
fuiciutins: 
Dd * 
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fufcltatiDg the embers of bnother violent 
and more formidable rebellion. 

Mr. Ryder entered into a very elabo- 
rate difcuiTion of the utility of the mea« 
fure of a Union in general termt, and 
took a diipaflfionate view of the motives 
which actuated not only the friends of 
Miniftcrs, but Minifters theraldves in 
this matter* and (hewed that both were 
actuated not merely &>r the general good 
of the Empire, but the efpecial welfare 
of Ireland. 

General Fitzpatrick was heard again 
in reply. 

Mr. Pitt followed, and confining him. 
felf fimpiy to the matter in qudtion, 
boldly avowed it to be that which he' 
iguratively expreffed as *' melting down 
the Legiflature of the two countries into 
one common raafs :'• their intercfts mu- 
tual, their operations the fame. He th«n 
came cloCcly to the point concerning the 
intention of Minifters, fo long hack as 
the Viceroy (111 p of the Duke of Portland 
(when Cieneral Fitzpatrick was his Se- 
cretary), and plainly put the quell ion to 
the General, whctlier it was not within 
bis knowledge, that Commi^Tioners were 
to be appointed during that Viceroyfliip 
.fur adjufting the matter of an Union be. 
twccn both kingdoms. He called on 
bim to fay aye or no, and then adverted 
to the Journals in fupport of his decla- 
ration J as to the Duke, he himielf, in 
bis difpatches of that day, lamented tlie 
failure of his hopc&on the matter. 

General Fitzpatrick laid, he remem- 
bfered Commifiioners being talked of to 
arrange differences vvkh Ireland, but 
knew of them no oiherwil'e than as merely 
Commercial Commilfioners. 

Mr. Pitt perfcvered in his original 
alTertion. 

Mr. Johnes was of opinion, that what 
the Mini(ber meant by mdting down the 
two Parliaments, fignificd nothing lels 
than melting them away. 

The Solicitor General, Mr. Pcrcival, 
Mr, Douglas, and Doftor Lawrence 
followed, and at twelve o'clock the Houfc 
divided— for the motion 149 3 again ft it 
19 } majority i;o. 

TUESnAY, FEB. 12. 

The Order of the Day being read, for 
the Houfe to go into a Committee upon 
his Majelty's Mtllage, 

Mr. Siieridan faid, he rofe tp h.y a 
fmgle wcrd to two points which had 
been fubjeH to dilcufUon in the courie of 
the meafure before the Houfc. The firft , 
point was --It had been aifeited, that 
during the whole couxii; of debate upon 



this fnbjed, no one Member ba(f aflbrtel 
that Union, abfira^edly confidered, may 
not be good for Ireland, if it could at 
any future period be carried with ?auti!3) 
harmony and good intent. He rofe m-?*! 
diftinftly to contradift that, and to /isrc 
it as his opinion, though now the atti'n.ut 
would be attended wUh multiplictl rlan- 
^rs, yet at no time it would be a tie- 
iirable meafure. That it muft endanger 
the feparation of the kingdcmS) and not 
incrcafe the happinefs of either, ar.d in 
the end mnft be attended with dangers 
to the Conftitutional Liberties of both. 
The other point ujwn which he wiihed 
to explain his fentimcnts was— An Hon. 
Gentleman had atrumed that no one hat 
ventured dire6)iy to alTert in that Hcuie, 
that Parliament was not competent to 
give faniUcn to a Legiflative Union. 
He had no hefitation in laying, that he 
thought Parliament not competent to 
/urrender an Independent Ltgiflature^ 
and he now publickly avowed his opi- 
nion, that the Parliament of Ireland 
have not and cannot have the right to 
furrender their Independence. They 
cannot do it confiftent with their duty to 
their conftituents. It is not reconcile- 
able to the trult upon which they hold 
their places. 

Mr. Martin faid, he (hould never con* 
fcnt to going into the Committee^ did he 
conceive that any force was intended to 
be ufedagainft Ireland. If he had formed 
a coriefl judgment upon what had been 
iaid, it was dangerous to leave the mea- 
fure of Union unaccomplilhcd nntil Peace» 
as in that cafe Ireland might be loft for 
etrcr. He hoped that time and confi* 
deration would induce the ImOi Nation 
willingly to a'dopt it, but he deprecated 
all force or harih influence. 

The Houfe then refolved itfelf into a 
Committee upon his Majelly's Meflage^ 
and the Refolutions were fcverally put. 
When the fixth Refolution was read, 
which relates to the Regulations to be 
made refj^e^Hng Trade, 

Mr. W. Bird rofe to put in his proteft 
again ft it en the part of the Manu- 
faiflurers of this country. The Right 
Hon. Gentleman had flattered the can- 
dour of the Manufa«5lurers of this CQun« 
try ; this might be very well in the 
mouth of a ipcculative writer, but it 
would come very ill from the Member of 
a Ma..«fa61uring Town. He confidered 
himfclfas bound to prote6l the Manu- 
fa^uring Interefts of this country, ami 
ihould therefore oppofe the Refolution. 

Mr. Dent tbfavcd, that if the Manu* 
fa^tming 
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fefturiug Towns conMcred their intcrefts 
Si affc^cdy they would have petitioned* 
Mr. Pitt faid, the Hon. Grntleman 
had a right to maintain what he con- 
fidered to be the intcrelts of his confti- 
tttents J but he Ihould recolleft that he 
owed a duty to the kingdom at large, 
which was paramount to that which he 
owed to bis conftituents. Confidering 
the fub^ccl with a vi^w to the general 
profperity of the Empire," he had no he- 
fitation in, faying, that he confidercd it 
Us a matter of indifference in what part 
of the Empire the Manufacture flou- 
rilhedy except that it fhould be in that 
part in which they could be carried to 
theEreateft advantage. One great ground 
of the objections maiie by Manchettcr to 
the Commercial Propofitions with Ire- 
land y was, that the advantage given to 
Ireland was not accompanied with a 
praAical Union. If that could have 
been obtained, they would have had no 
objection to them. When he confidercd 
the flouri/hing Rate of the Manufafturcs, 
and the liberal and extended policy of 
the Manufafturcrs, he did not think they 
would oppofe i:. On thefe grounds, he 
hoped the Hon. Gentleman wouljd not 
perfift in oppofing the Refolution. 

The Relolutions were then ail agreed 
to. - 

The other Orders of the Day were then 
difpoied of. 

THURSDAY, FEB. 14. 

Mr. Lloyd fignified his intention of 
bringing in a Bill for preventing perfons 
lelling wines, and other excifable liquors, 
from adulterating the fame ; and alio for 
itamping the bottles which contain fuch 
wines or other liquors ; and appointed 
Monday le^nnTght for bis motion. 
f^ On the qiiclrion being put, that the 
Keport on the Union with Ireland be 
brought up, 

Mr. Hobhoufc faid, he felt no little 
dIfHculty in exprclT:ng his fentiments on 
this fubjeCi ; and his duty now led him, 
being equally convinced of the danger 
of U' ging it at this or any other crins^ 
to give it his moft determined oppofition. 
He then adverted to the ruin that mull 
inevitably attend it. The Militia, who 
were com pofed of Roman Catholics $ the 
Yeomanry, who were chiefly the lame ; 
thcReformltts (not the Rebel Rctonnifts)j 
and the whole Catholic inafs ot the peo- 
ple would find their hopes daflied by it, 
and all their exptfftations blatted j tjiofe 
hopes that led them to believe the day 
was not far off, that, with emancipation, 
their other natural and political rights 



would be, through the medium of their 
own King and their own conltitutional 
independence, granted to them. What 
then muft be the confequcnce, when, with 
this abandonment of their hopes, there is 
alfo to be a total annihilation bt their 
independence, without a hope of ever 
retrieving it ?— Madnefs would fuperfcdc 
reafon, and rebellion be the rcfult. Hav- 
ing ftated at much length his oppofition 
to the Union on feveral fpecial grounds, 
he concluded a . *ig and argumentative 
fpeech with declar. g, that as no good 
but infinite ill mu.. proceed from this 
projcfted Union, as an Englilhman, and 
as an individual of the Empire, he 
would oppofe it. 

Lord G. Levifon fupportcd the mea« 
fure, as did Lord Temple. 

Mr. W. Bird oppofed the Union on 
commercial grounds as highly injurious 
to the Trade and Manufa6lure of this 
country. 

Lord Morpeth, in a maiden fpeech, 
defended the Union as the on)y elTential 
means of faving Ireland and fcrving the 
Empire. 

Mr. Banks obferved that all he heard 
in fupport of this new fyllem only ferved 
to convince him the more of the danger 
of attempting it. 

General Fitzpatrlck recurred to fomc 
of his obfervations relative to the fubjc£t 
of the Union fuppofed to have been ia 
contemplation when he was Secretary to 
the Duke of Portland in Ireland, and 
again denied all knowledge of the matter* 
This brought up 

Mr. Pitt, who undertook, as he faid 
himfelf, to rouze the General's memory^ 
which brought on a (hort altercation be- 
tween the two Hon. Members, which waji 
ended by a cry of motion, when the Houfe 
divided— 'for the queftion lao; againft 
it 16 J majority 104. 

The Refolution s being then feverally 
agreed to, Mr. Pitt moved that they 
(liould be communicated to the Lords, 
and that a conference fliould be had with 
their Lordfhips for that purpofe 5 which 
being agreed to, it was ordered that Lord 
Temple do defire the fame. 

FRIDAY, FEB. 15. 

Sir Philip Stephens moved for leave to 
bring in a Bill for the better resrulating 
his \f ajc ty^s marine forces wnilll on 
ihore. — Leave given. 

MONDAY, PEB. 18. 

Lord Temple informed the Houfe^ 
that he had fignified the requeft of that 
Houfe to the Lords for a conference | 
that they had agreed to it> afid appointed 

D d 2 thift 
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this evening.— A Committee was then 
appointed to manage the conference j 
which having returned, 

Mr. Secretary Dundas ftated, that they 
had communicated to the Lords' Com- 
mittee the Refolutions of Thurlday laft, 
and left them with tjieir Lordftiips, 

TUESDAY, FEB. 119. 

Mr. Shaw Lefcvre gave notice of his 
intention on Monday next to move 'for 
leave to bring in a Bill for altering the 
time allowed by law for killing of par-- 
tridges. The purport of his Bill was, 
that partridges might be fliot on the ift 
of September, and the fport might be 
continued to the 14th of February in 
each year. 

Mr. Simeon moved for leave to bring 
in a Bill to permit the majority of pa- 
ri fliioners paying to the poor-rates, to 
e\e6i and pay a falary to a perfon as 
affiftant to the Overl'eers of the Poor. — 
Leave given. 

WEDNESDAY, FEB. 20. 

Mr. Dundas faid, that as the force 
of the courtry increafed by the vaft 
number of Vohmteers, whofc ardour was 
as great as their loyalty was generous, 
and who.'e zeal led them to tender their 
fcr vices to all parts of the kingdom in 
cafes* of necvjfTity, it was his duty, as fa^ 
as he could, to eafe the public burthen, 
and diminifli individual trouble. There 
were three didinft propofitions he fliould 
fubmit J the firft relpefled Volunteer 
Ccrps. The Houle would recoiled, 
that by an Aft of this SelTion they were 
called upon to ttate, whether, in cafe of 
invafioji, they would extend their fervices 
to the Military Diftrift, and they were 
to give their anfwer by the loth of Fe- 
bruary. But as many places were ex- 
tremely diftant, and as the inclemency of 
the weather had made communication 
extremely difficult, he ihould propofe to 
give them further time to make their 
ofF.rs There was alio another inaccuracy 
in that Aft j for, in reciting feveral 
Afts of Parliament, it ftates an Aft of 
J 797 inllead of 1798. 

The next propolition was rcfpcfting 
the Militia. The Hi)ufe would recol- 
left, that he had Itated the number of the 
militia to be 106,000 men. In point. of 
faft, however, the number of militia 
now embodied amounted to 82,000 ef- 
feftive men. The general efFeft of the 
Bill he meant to propole would be, to 
prevent ther being at prefent increafed 
oeyond that number. The Bill would 
aUb contain fome regulations refpefting 



thofe regiments which had at pi'<c&nt 
more than their regular number. The 
third, Propofition related to the Provi- 
iional Cavalry. Many of them were now 
embodied, aad very much advanced ui 
difcipline. It was his wi(h at prefent to 
relieve the country fromraifmg anymore* 
In doing this he was far from giving up 
the principle on which the Provinonal 
Cavalry Bill was founded 5 on the con- 
trary, he thought it highly beneficial, 
vrhcn the exigencies of the State required 
that a great body of cavalry (hould be 
fpeedily called forth. But fmce the Bill 
for raifing the Provifional Cavalry had 
pafled, another defcription of cavalry had 
very much increafed, he meant the Vo- 
lunteer and Yeomanry Cavalry. They 
only amounted to about 5000 men when 
the Provifional Cavalry Bill was brought 
forward, whereas at prefent they amount- 
ed to very near 30,000 men, as well dif- 
ciplined, and as ufeful a body of cavalry 
as could exift. They were formed of 
perfons whofe fituation in life enabled 
them to fee and value the bleflings they 
enjoyed under the Britilh Conftitution, 
and confequently they were the beft pro- 
teftors this country could have, not only 
a gain ft the domcftic enemies, who would 
again difplay themfelves if it was not for 
the vigilance of Government, but againft 
a foreign invader. He faid this not from 
any knowledge of his own, but from the 
opinions ftated by Officers of the dif- 
ferent diftrifts, who placed the greateft 
reliance upon them. Under thefe cir* 
cumftances he thought it was not ne- 
ceflfary to call out a body of cavalry who 
at prefent were not. But he wifheddif- 
tinftly to be underftood as not in any 
manner giving up the principle of the 
Provifional Cavalry Bill j for, if necef* 
V fity required, he thought it ought to be 
Tefortcd to again. Thefe were the pro* 
pofitions upon which he meant, with the 
permiflTion of the Houfe, to found Bills* 
He fliould therefore move for leave to 
bring in a Bill for giving further time to 
the Volunteer Corps to fend in their 
offers of fervice, and for other purpofes 
therein mentioned, which was agreed to. 
He then moved for a Bill founded upon 
the ftcond propofition refpefting the 
Militia, and concluded by moving that 
leave be given to bring in a Bill to repeal 
fuch Afts as relate to the Provifional 
Cavalry, and to fubllitute in lieu thereof 
other efleftive means.^-Leave given.

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Jan. 13. The French Governmene, 
through the intervencidn of the Spanifh, 
SwediOi, and Batavtan Amba^Tadort, has 
<xpreflcd its wifli to recrtablilh its ancient 
.friendftlip and ailiance with the Porte, 
*with offers to cede ali the iflands in the 
Adriatic Sea» and other poflefllons on the 
coaft of Dahnatia and Greece, viz. the 
iilands which formerly belonged to the 
Venetians, namely, Coifii, Ccrigo, Ce- 
phalonia, &c. (of fonne of which, how. 
ever the French are no longer in pofTef- 
fion) ; as alfo to withdraw, immediately 
after the treaty is figncd, ail their troops 
from Egypt. 

To thefe offers the Porte has replied, 
that the French having broken one treaty 
of peace and amiry, without cauf'e, and 
madeanhof^ile attackon Egypt, the Porte 
had been compel led to enter into an offen- 
five and defenfive alliance with Kuflfia and 
England, which it v^s deter mined faith* 
fttiJy to fulfil. 

Some days fince, the treaties of alli- 
ance between the Porte and the Courts of 
Goeat Britain ami RufTia were exchanged. 
Sir Sydney Smith, aud his brother, the 
£ngliOi Anabadador, on the 4th iJift. had 
a long conference with the Tiirkifli Mi- 
niders on this'occafion. On the 6th, Sir 
^idaey gave a grand dinner in celebration 
ottlic Triple Alliance, on board the Ti- 
<er, at wh:ch the Auiirian Internuncio, 
l^on Herbert, with feveral other diplo- 
matic perfons.and their ladies were prelent. 
A new flag was at the fame time hoifted 
on board the Tiger under a dilcharge oi' 
21 guns, which were anlwered with the 
Cime number fruro the cannon foutu.lry at 
at Tophana. Madame Smith touk a priQ. 
cipal part in the ceremony of the conie- 
cration of the flag. In tlie afternoon a 
farapiuous entertainment way given on 
board the Tiger, when tlic healihsofthc 
allied Sovereigns, and i'uccefs to the 
Triple Alliance, were drank amid the 
aoit joyful acclamations. 

NAPLES, Jan. ip. 
The taking cf this city will form an 
«poch in hidory. A iter l»eating the royal 
army wherever it was to be tound, aj)d 
making themielves maftcrs of Capua, the 
Prench entered tliis capital. Sixty- four 
Vnirs fighting in ilie iireets, on the tops 
of hoaies, and in the midft of flames, 
fcarcely fufficed to fuhdue thofe terrible 
Lazzaroni, who amount to jo,ooo. This 
body has always given the law to Naples. 
The king was conltantly obliged to open 



his treaifury to (atisfy themi and in the 
ia(t moments of hi« reign he ftill influ* 
enced them, dirc6ling them by his gold.< 

When the Ficnch prciented themfelves 
before Naples, the La2zaroni, marched 
out in three columns to attack them t 
this was no Imall indication of their cou- 
rage. They refilkd during three days in 
an open town, fighting obltinately in the 
ftreets, only yielding the ground to the 
valour of^ the troops who charged them* 
and frequently rendering vi^ory uncer^ 
tain, which at laft declared for the French* 

O '.e remarkable circumftance is, that 
St. Janu^rius, the proteflor of Naples* 
declared himself in favour of the con* 
querors. The Cardinal Archbifliop pre- 
tended that great faith and extraordinary 
prayers were ncceffary to make their Saint 
perform his miracles. At laft the blood 
of St. Januarius liquified, and at the lame 
moment Veluvius vomited forth flames; 
Theie two great events occafi^ned the 
finging of a TV Dfttm^ to thank the AU 
mighty on account of the entry of the 
French. 

The following is the advertifement 
which the Archbifliop publiflied on this 
occafion t 

" All the faithful citizens of Naplee 
are invited to be preicnt this day, Friday^ 
the a5th of January, at two in the after- 
noon, at the celebration^ of TV Deumt 
which the Archbifliop, accompanied hf 
the Chapter, the Clergy, the General ia 
Chief, and Staff of the army of Naples* 
will fing in the cathedral church, to thank 
the Moil High for the glorious entry of 
the French troops into this city ; and 
wh9« prote^ed in a peculiar manner by 
Providence, have regenerated this people| 
and are come to eflat}lifli and coni61idat« 
our happinefs.

COUNCIL OF FIVE HUNDRED. 

MARCH 13. 

Delbrel, the Secretary, read feveral 
mcffkges from the Council of Ancients, 
containing the rcrolutions of that council 
on the fiJbjeS of the mefiage of the Di- 
redory, ttaiing that the French Republic 
is at war with the Emperor, King of 
Mupgnry and Bohemia, and with the 
Grand Duke of Tufcany. 

The Dire6lory has explained at length 
in irs meflfage ine complaints of the Re- 
public againft thofc two powers, ft 
declares, with rcfneft to the Emperor, 
that the Treaty of Campo Formio was 
mifiinderftood in its principle, and not 
carried into effe^ in one of its principal 
articles j and that the condu»^l of the 
Aurtrian Cabinet has been always in 00- 
pofition to Peace. It adverts to the coW 
reception of our AmbUffador Bcrnad- tte, 
at Vienna } to the affront offered to hiifi 
the^ J to the hypocrify of that Court in 
the negociaiiens of Seltz, which was 
the more evident, becaufe Baron de De- 
gellmann did not repair to Paris ; to the 
lending of Count Cobentzcl to^ Berlin and 
RuiTia ', and to the ditliculties raifcd at 
Vienna to receive the Cii'alpine Arabaf- 
fador. It fihalhr denjionftrates the hoftile 
difpofition of the Emperor with refpeA 
to the march of the RuHians acrofs Mo- 
ravia and Auftria, which arc on the con- 
fines of Bavaria, already occupied by an 
mrnAy of 100,090 Auftrians. 

Thfc Direaory in the fame melTagc ac- 
cufei the Grand Duke of Tufcany of 
perfidy towards the Republic, and, <rf 
connivance with the enemies of France- 
It exppfes his fecrct negociations wirti 
the Cabinet of St. James's, particularly 
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by th^ pofleiBon of Leghorn by the Eng* 
iifli» againft which he merely oppofed 
ili'difguired efForts. 

The meflfage concludes with a formal 
propofiiion of decHiring war agatnft the 
Emperor and the Grand Duke. 

It was ordered to be printed^ and was 
received with ihoutt of « Long live the 
Republic.** 

The Pairifite of the i jth gives an ac- 
count of the firft f iicccfle* experienced by 
rile Republican arms in the following 
words : 

" We joyfully announces happy pre- 
lude of fuccefs on the part of our armies. 
A courier juft arrived from Switzerland 
brings intelligence that the troops, under 
the command of MclTcna and another 
' General, has taken 4,500 AuHrtans, to- 
gether with the commandant of Coire 
(Chur), the capital of the Grifon coun- 
try, and all the ftaff of that army." 

General Bemadottc, after crofling the 
Rhine, fummoned the Fort of Philipf- 
bourg to furrendcr, which the Governor 

• tefuted. The army under General Jour- 
dan marched direct into the interior of 
Swabia, leaving a garrifon in Offcnbourg. 
His principal Head Quarters were, on

• Poreft. 

15. The Hamburgh mail of the Sth 
inH. brought the important confirmation, 
. that at four o'clock on the morning of 
the ift, Gen. Jourdan, with 25,000 men, 
pafled the Rhine \ at Kchl the right wing 
immediately proceeded through Offcn- 
. burg into the Brifgau. The French 
Minifters, at tlic iame time, delivered to 
the Deputation of the Empire the follow- 
ing Proclamation of the Executive Di.

Majeity to have the fame Icntiments, the 
French Government ha$ demanded a isXiU 
, fadprj declaiation relpe^Uog the march 
of the Ruin an troops, and tlit paflage 
wbieh is granted them/ ' 



''The Emperor has mads no an« 
S WE R. The Executive Direfl ^y there- 
fore feels itfelf forced by the neceffity of 
a lawful defence, and the duty incumbent 
upon every government to provide for its 
£itety, to nuke the French armies takethe 
pofition which circumftances require \ biA.t 
it declares that itf wilh for peace is im- 
mutable, and that from the roomenf> hiy 
Imperial Majefty ihall make known, by a 
friendly declaration, that the RuiTiaof 
have evacuated his dominions,, and that 
his own troops have aeain returned to 
the pof&tions fixed in the Convention of 
Raftadt, the French troops will a^fo, on 
their part, occupy their former poiitioas.'* 

General Jourdan has alfo publifhed an 
Addrefs to his Army, which begins 
thus: 

<' Soldiers ! In contempt of a folemn 
convention, the troops of Auftria have 
pafTed, the firft, the ftipulated line of de- 
marcation ; the Emperor, deceiving the 
pacific difpofition of the French Govern- 
ment, has called into the bofom of Ger- 
many armed ftrapgers, lefs known by 
,their military fuccefs than their ravages 
in former wars^ and while fcrupulous 
obfervers of the faith of treJlies, you re- 
mained behind your lines, in a firm byt 
peaceable attitude^ this Prince dared to 
concert hoftile movements with his new 
allies, and avail himielf, under favour of 
a perfidious filence, of the advantages 
which your fecurity gave him. This 
manifeft infra^ion, this outragje on pub- 
lic faith, refpefled by all civilized na- 
tions, has at length compelled the Bi- 
re^ory to make reprifals. It has done 
every thing for peace, but if war is wifli- 
ed, it will make it. Soldiers, let us 
come out of our linet , and rtcommence 
that career we have hitherto purfued with 
fo much gloiy. We will fight, if we 
meet with op'pofition to our aUuming the 
military portions towards which tibe 
army advances— we will fight, ^ if the 
Emperor does not promptly and flri^l/ 
execute' the exifting convention; but,

THE Gentlemaii who is the fubjea 
of the(e Memoirs, was noticed in 
the Annals of Literature, as far back as 
the year 1750, when his firft Eflay, "An 
Oration on the much lamented Death of 



lebrated Letters on the Study and tTfe of 
Hiftory, viz, to' prefenre the conne^lionr 
of g^eat hiftorical fa£ts ajid public tran- 
ra^ionsy uninterrupted by tedious di*

Wales/' theauguft father of our beloyed 
Sovereign, was publiflied. The ftyle of 
this little piece was much admired at the 
/ time, which encoura^ our young Au- 
thor to cultivate the icience of eloquence, 
and to improve himfelf in elocution, 
with a view to qualify himfelf for the 
profcflion of a private Preceptor of the 
. Be/ies Lf tires. For this purpofe he at- 
tended Mr. Sheridan's LeAures, and 
made Rollins' Belles Lettresy Dodfley^s 
PreceptofyD'AJembert's, and other works 
of dittineuiflied reputation, the modelf 
i and gt^ides of his future fhidies. 

To a confiderable proficiency in the 
Latin tongue, he added, at an early age, 
a competent knowledge in the French 
and Italian Janguaees, which enabled 
him to apply doMy to his favourite 
prfujtji Modem Hillory. The illuftrious 
hiftorians of our own country were then, 
comparativelyfpeaking,butfewj however, 
Ik had the fatis&£lion, in his riper years, 
to find them Tncreafmg; and fome of 
them even exoelling the moft admired 
writers of other nations. By an afliduous 
attention to their works, he ftrengtbened 
bis Judgment, and then ventured to com- 

Jile «« A Hiltory of England from the 
ovafion of the Koroans, to the Peace of 
Verfaillcs, A. D. 1763, in j vols, folio, 
humbly infcribed to the Queen." This 
work was formed on the plan recom- 
0}pided by Lord BoUn^broke in liis cc- 



tions on the Religion, Laws, Commerce^ 
Arts, Manufa^ures, Finances, Manners^ 
and Cuftoms of the Country, form dif- 
tin£^ Chapters at the end of every Cen» 
t4nmal period ; the firft example of the 
kind, which has fince been followed by 
other Britifh hiftorians* 

But before we proceed to enumerate 
the literary labours of this veteran, who 
has kept up- a connexion with the preft 
upwards ox forty-eigbi ^ears^ it maybe 
proper to trace him to his birth, and to

Mr. Mortimer was bom on the 9th of 
December 1730, in Carey- ftreet, Lin* 
coin's- inn- fields, and was the only fon 
of Thomas Mortimer, Efq. principal 
Secretary to his relation Sir Jofeph }tr 
kyll, Knt. Mafter of the Rolls. His 
uncle. Dr. Cromwell Mortimer, waa 
many years fenior Secretary to the Royal 
Society ; the Rev. Dr. Birch being the 
junior. His grandfather was John Mor» 
timer, Efq. F. R. S. of Topingo Hall, 
near Chelmsford, in the county or Eflex } 
Author of '< A PraAical Treatife on 
Hufbandry," 2 vols. 6vo. held in the 
higheft degree of efHmation till of late 
years, when modern improvements in 
Agriculture have rendered it Icfs u/e- 
Ff» .M% 
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fill*. Thedeathof hit father in 1741 » 
at the premature age of )5> which was 
followed bj that oi his mother in i744> 
left him in the ftate of orphanage % but| 
providentially f under the guardianfhip of 
the late John Bakeo E^q. of SpiuU 
£eldS} to whoie kiad patronage, and to 
the continued friendlhip of his family f, 
he has often been heard to declare, he 
fiood principallT indebted for the future 
happinefs of hia life. Mr. Baker was 
one of thofe worthy guardians, rarely to 
be met with, who not only carefully pre- 
ferve, but fedulouily improve the fu«» 
perty of the Wards entrwfted to their 
care. His benevolent difpofition would 
never permit htm to refufe the important 
charge of guardian(hip, bequeathed to 
him by his deceafed friends, fo that other 
Wards of both fexes were under firailar 
obligations to that truly excellent man. 
' Mr. Mortimcr^s 6iueation commenced 
at Harrow fch^ol under the Rev. Dr. 
CcoE» «nd wa» coatin^ued at a private 
academy in the North of England ; but 
hit progrel's in polite literature was the 
tefolt of his own aiTiduIty and attach* 
ment to ftndy, independeot of matters. 
Hik fecond publication was a trandation 
from the Fivnch of <* The Life and Mi- 
litary Exploits «f Pyrrhus, King of 
Epdrns, by M. Gautier,** an o^Uvo 
▼ofUnie, which bears date in 1 7 5 1 . From 
this period to the year 1761, we have no 
partie^ar account of our Author, except 
that, having married very young, he be- 
came lb devoted to a doroeliic Ute, that 
he refofed the offers made him in that 
interval by Dr. Goldiaiith, Mr. Glover^ 
Mi'« Kelly, and other literary cbaraSers 
with whom he was peribnally acquainted, 
to become a member of their focial clubs. 
In the year above mentioned, he publiihed 
the firft Edition of the well known 
trealife on the ftrnds, and on the myftery 
and iniquity of ftock-^obbing, intitlod 
^< Every Man his own Broker,** which 
wfts rapidly bou^t vp, and fucceflive 
EditiiMs were demanded from that period 
down to die month nf July laft« when the 
Twelfth- EditioBy with confid^able 
improvements by the Authtri was pub- 
Uftied. 

In November i7'^»> Mr. Mortimer was 
appointed his Majefty*s Vice>-Coal'ul for 
the Aiiilrmn Netherlands, being recom« 
mended to the Eaii of Sandwich, at that 



time Secretary of State for the Northern 
Pepartmentj on the commencement of 
the following month he repaired to his 
ftation at Oltend, where he bad the hap- 
pinefs to gain the approbation of his 
Maje(iy*t Minifters at home* and of tho 
Britifl) Merchants refiding at Bruges, 
Oftend, and Nieuport. fiut the moft 
important fervice he rendered to his na- 
tive country, in this fituation, wat th« 
fending off a packet boat to Dover, with 
an e:a>refs to Government, giving notice 
of a inip laden with damaged wheat, and 
delUned for the port of Briftol, concern* 
ing which the Magiftrates of Cftend bad 
received the following advice from the 
Flemi(h Government at BrulTels .* <' That 
ihe came from the Levant, a^lually had 
the plafue on bo^rd,^ and had been re- 
fufed admittance into feveral pons ^of . 
Spain, Portugal, and France." T^he ' 
aiafter of thi¥ veffel made preparations K6 
enter the liarbour of Oft end \ but politxve 
orders were lent oyt by a pi lot » with a 
fpeaking trumpet, for him to ieave the 
Koad direfiiy, or the guns on the ram- 
parts, a heady loaded tor the mifpoie» 
would be fired at the ihip. Tne Vice* 
Conful had the pleafure to receive a letter 
of thanks, by his Majeify's coromaod^ 
from the late I.ord Wevmouth, then Sc- ( 
^retary of State for the Northcra D«. 
partment,. for his timely intelligencct 
alfo informing him, that a Privy Council 
had been furomoncd upon the occafioa« 
and that the nece(&ry orders had been 
ient to all the lea-poiis of Great Britain 
and Ireland. The Vice-Conful alter- 
wards learned, that a fhip, anfwertng the 
above deicription, had laundered off the 
Orkney i^%y fuppofed for the want of \ 
hands to work the pumps ; for the 
malter, by a u umpet, ackHowkdged to 
the Oitend pilot, that the greatcft part 
of the erew had died of a fever. . 

Yet,* notwithftanding this and other 
public fervices, and the ftrong roeooi- 
mendation of tliem bv Sir James Por^r^ 
and by his fucceflbr Sir William Gordon^ 
his Majeiy's Minilters at the Court of . 
£i-uilels ; and, tliough he had been pr^* 
miied the reverfion oi' tlie Confulihip by 
two Secretaries of State, viz. Lord Sand* 
wich and the Marquis of Bockingham j 
the Under*Secretary to Lord Weymouth » 
by an intrigue of ofiice, contrived to 
obtain a private refignation of the old

Mr. Mortimer, on his return to London 
in 1768, refumcd his literary purfuits 
and hie preceptor (hi p. In 1771 lie pub- 
iiflicd the firft Edition of <* Elements of 
Commerce^ politics* and Finances,^* a 
quarto volume, defigned as a- fupplement 
to the fcholaftic education or young 
Noblemen and Gentlemen of njnkf likely 
to be called to iituationt in public life. 
Jo the iamc year, the late Empixrfs of 
l^ufHa wrote to her AmbaiTador M. 
Moufchin Poufchini to place under his 

I care, feveral young Ruflian Princes and 

private Gentlemen ; one in particular, a 
▼ery amiable youth, named SilulF, fup. 
poied to be very nearly related to her 
Imperial Majcfty, refidedwith Mr. Mor- 
timer almoft three years. From this 
period, he had the honour to be Pre- 
ceptor for the Engliih Languaf^, and a 
general knowledge of the Political Eco* 

! nomy of Great Britain, to different 

Foreign Minillers. 
' In 1774 his worthy friend the late 

Mr. Edward DiUv, bookieiler, publiihcd 
the fecond Edition of « The Britifli 
Plutarch,^* in fix volumes, compiled for 
him by our Author, who new modelled 
the work $ and, by a judicious arrange* 
ment of the lives of the Statefmen, Ad- 
mirals, Generals, and other public cha* 
raAers, made it an abridgea hittory of 
the kingdom from the reig^n of Henry 
the Seventh, to the death ot George the 
^cond { feparating likewife, the private 
lives of Divines, Lawyers, and Poets, in 
each Volume j lb as not to break the 
thread of civil hiftrry conneAed with the 
public characters f. 

In 1777, he pobiilhed the firft Edition 
of " The "Student's Pocket Diflionary ; 
or. An Epitome of Univerlal Hiftory and 
Biography;'* with authorities annexed 
to cadi article, two Parts in one Volume 
odavo. A fecond Edition was called 
for, and was publilhed in 17&9 ; the only 



work of the kind,: In -which the ufual 
objeftions to abridgements are removed 
by references given to the refpeflable 
authorities that furniflied the Author 
with his epitome. 
. The firlt copy of Neckar's celebrated 
work, « On the Adminiliiationof ^he Fi- 
nances of France, in three volumes 8 vo«'* 
brought to Eneland, was prefented to 
Mr. Mortimer by his Excelleiicy Count 
D*Adbemar, tlie French Ambafiador to 
the Court of LcMidon ; and he tranilated 
it without lofs of time> having firft ob- 
tained penniflion to dedicate it to the 
Right Honourable the Marquis of Lanf- 
downe, who was the friend of Neckar s 
this Tranflation appeared in 1785. 

For the fpace of five years from this 
period, we have no information of any 
literary production of our Author ; but 
we may conjecture that in the year 1791 
he was occupied in preparing for and 
conducting through the prefs the Jifih 
Edition oi that -molt excellent commercial 
work << Beawes's Lex Mercatoria** ^the

JAMES WHITE, ESCL 



IN the courfe of laft montH was found 
dead in his bed at the Carpenter's 
Arms, a public hcule in the pari(h of 
Wick, Gloucefterfhire, about fix miles 
•from Bath, James White, Es<^ a 
Gentleman well known in the literary 
world. He was educated at the Unt- 
verfity of Dublin, and was efteemed an 
admirable fcholar, ' and poiTefled of briU 
liant parts. His conduct for four or five 
yeara ^ft has been marked by ^reat 
wiidneis and eccentricity. He is (aid to 
have conceived an ardent afFeftion for a 
young lady, who, he fuppofeJ, was as 
warmly attached to him ; but (as he 
imagined) fome plot had been contrived 
to wean her regard, and to fruftrate all 
his future jprofpefts in life. He attri- 
buted the failure of his application for 
patronage and employment from the 
great to the machinations of thofe plotr 
ters and contrivers, and even fuppwfed 
their influence upon the London book- 
IcHers prevented his literary talents being 
more amply rewarded. The winters of 
1797 and 179S he pafTed in the neigh- 
|>ourhood of Bath, and many perlons 
noticed in the pump-room, the ftre^ts, or 
▼icinity of the city, a thin, pale, ema- 
ciated man (between 30 and 40), with a 
wild, yet penetrating look, drelfed in a 
light coat of Bath coating. His means 
of fubliflence were very fcanty, and he 
obliged the cravings of nature to keep 
within their limits : he has been known 
fo debar hirafelf of animal food for 
months, and to have given life a barf 
fubfiftence by a bifcuit, a piece of bread, 
or a cold potatoe, and a glafs of water. 
Unable to pay his lodgings, and too 
proud to afk relief, he would many nights 
wander about the fields, or feek repofe 
beneath a hay-flack ; alrooft exhauited, 
he once took refuse in an inn at Bath, 
where his extraordinary condu6t, and his 
refufing every fuflenance, alarmed the 
miflrefs, and impelled her to apply to 
the magiftrates 1 they humanely ordered 
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him to be put under the care of the 
parifli ofBcers. Inftead of appreciating 
thefe precautionary means as he ouglit 
to have done, he, in letters to fome per- 
fons in Bath, complained of <' the undue 
interference of magifterial authority, and 
this unconftitutional infringement of the 
liberty of the fubjeft I" When his mind 
was more compofed, and hiK health partly 
recovered, he behaved with more mo- 
deration, and, though apparently fenfiblQ 
of the good intended him, he flrongly 
fufpe^led that his imaginary holt of 
enemies had again been plotting. It 
was about this time that he publilhedr 
his "Letters to Lord Camden on tha 
State* of Ireland }"* the elegance and 
flrength of his language, the fhi-ewdnels 
of his remarks, and the perfpicuity of 
his arguments, were generally admired. 
A fmai! fubfcription was privately raifei 
for his relief; and, though given to him 
with a degree of delicacy, he could 
fcarcely be prevailed upon to take it but 
as a loan. He then left Bath, nor had 
the writer of this account heard of hin^ 
till he learned that the Coroner^s inquclt 
had been called to determine on bis pre- 
mature death. This unhappy Gentle- 
man had refpcSlable relatives refiding ia 
Bath $ but who polTefled no iufluencs 
over his pafTions, nor means of controul* 
inghis conduit.

WHEN we lately convcrfed together 
upon various fubjefts, ai^ one 
thing drawing out another as ufual in 
converfation, mention happened to be 
inade of the T^ieatre at Saguntum i which, 
when I £ud I had in every particular 
defer ibed in a draught therfot taken by 
ine, vou exprcfled a defire of feeii\g it, 
together with certain Qiort notes or ob- 
Icrvations added by me, not fo much for 
the fake of (hewing my learning, as ex* 
plaining of a very obfcure matter, fie* 
nold it therefore, moft honoured Sir, re* 
flored and brought to light from the 
4arknels of oblivion, although in tattered 
andobfblete c loathing. The true and 
priftine ftruAure whereof, traced out -by 
all its velliges, I (hall confecrate to late 
po(terity in as brief a manner as I can. 

The Tlieatre of Saguntum is iituate 
in a moft fit and healthy place; for.it 
opens itfelf againft the North and the 
nfing Sun, adjacent to a moft pleafant 
-valley, which a river flows befide, and 
has the Eaftem fea in profpefi. It i$ 
defended from Southern and Weftern 
biafts by the interpodtion of a mountain, 
by which it is furrounded, and, as it were, 
embraced in its bofom x wherefore it ad- 
mits only the Northern and Eaftern vital 
breezes to breathe upon it i the reft, that 
are hurtful to human health, being en- 
tirely excluded $ which Vitruvius ad« 
moniihes, in the firft place, to be taken 
care of in building theatres : for when 
the minds of the fpe6lators are over- 
flowing there with the greateft pleasure, 
their bodies, being unmoved and capti- 
▼atttl and allured by delight, have gaping 
pa/Iages and open pores, into which the 
furrounding winds eafily enter, which, if 
they be noxious and unhealthy, or any 
ways infeAed,i nuiy bring deftruAion by 
their blaft ; theret'ore their force from 
the South i$ to be avoided : for when 
the Sun fills the curvity of the theatre 
with its fcorching heat, the air (hut in

in the hemicycle, and having no power 
of getting out, grows het with its con« 
tinual turning, circumaflion, and whirl* 
ing rotation. From whence it comes ta 
pafs, that the bodies.beingexhaufted of 
their natural moifture, are burnt up, and 
being overheated, fall into difeafics; 
Moreover, our .theatre. ta, by thedifpo^ 
fition and nature of. the place, prepared 
for founding, which is very ntctttkry 
therein ; for the .voice being colleAed hf, 
that curvity and cmb|-ace of tbemountaiit 
cUmbinsr with increafe up to the fummit, 
ftrikes iTronger upon the ear with a dif- 
tin£l termination of words, which I iny^ 
&lf experienced ) for Enunanuel Migpanafi 
a moft worthy Gentleman, and moi^ near 
to me in all friendly offices, recited tot 
me fome verfes of Aftnius out of thor 
(cene in Amphitruon, which I heard very 
well, from the top gallery or cavea, 
which, as I live, filled me with incredible 
pleafure $ for ihofe rocks are vocal, nor 
that only, but hvc times (bunding : and 
thus much for tbepofition of the theatre. 
Now as to the ftru^ure— The ambit then 
of its hemicycle, which thp Greeks call- 
Primetron, has 564 of our pahns or 
(pans, or thr^e quarters of a Roman 
foot i and, .meafuring fts diameter, the 
line being drawn from each horn, it hat 
330 and an half of the like palms or 
(pans. The height of the theatre, from 
the 9rcheftra to the top gallery, is 1 33 
palms and an halfj but, to the top of 
the remaining fummit of the decayed 
party wall, 144 palms and an half t alfo 
the diameter of the orcheitra hath oi 
palms ; from which it is certain the 
defcription of the whole theatre arifes, 
as it were, from a center ; therefore the 
name orcheftra was allotted b j the Greeks, 
becaufe in the .Greek theatre it had been 
a place dcftined for dancing and gefticu* 
lations i yet among the Kcmatis it had 

2uite another,^ ufe, at leaft from what 
I. Atilius Senranus and L. Scriboniua 
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Liboi the Curule .£dile8» following the 
fentenee of the fup^ior AfricamiSf af- 
iigned the orcheftra for the feats of the 
ienators : in that therefore, in the moft 
K6noiirab]e place, *fec the Prince or 
Praetor in his ftall) the yeftiges whereof 
ivmaitt in the middie of the orcheitra to 
the podium ; afterwards were placed the 
veftals, prieftsy ambaifadorsy ienators ) 
and, left the profpefl of the ftage ihould 
be taken awajr by My objefts ftanding 
before them* it was ytrj carefully con* 
trived to a nicety that the pavement of 
the orcheftra, from the Prince*s ftall, 
ikouidari(e gently and by dejmes into 
an acclivity up to the loweft ftep of the 
cqueftrians, the pavement being lowered 
and cut away by degrees into a circlci 
In the manner or a belt, by placing and 
ixing the feats : a fpace beinr left be- 
tween the orders of the feats a Tittle more 
advanced that it might aifoid the coming 
in and going out, whieh 1 believe no 
•ne has hitherto taken notice ofj and 
indeed it had (lipped mc, unlefs, having 
called for diggers, I hid not bid them 
Qsmove the earth with which the whole 
orcheftra was buried. From the bottom 
of the orcheftra the equeftry broke forth, 
9r S4 fteps fet apart for the equeftrian 
Older, by thrRoieian and Julian theatric 
laws, to the feventh of which fteps two 
vomitories afford paftage, which therv* 
ibre is wider, left by the ftraitnefs of the 
place Che equeftrian multitude fliould be 
prefted, but might pour themfelves into 
their feats with ftee paflfaee. And be- 
came this theatre is founded in the hardeft 
fione, whoie ftubbomnefs deludes the at- 
tempts and induftry of art, the equeftry 
has only two doors ii> it, which, when 
they are not' fu flic ient to admit the num- 
ber of the knights, there are added from 
thence a double ladder, in the open and 
ipreading place of which the bottom 
iteps go under the arch in the profcene 
itfeif. A precin^ion or inclofure re- 
ferves the higheft ftep of the equeftrian 
order, by which name the ancients called 
the ftep that was doubly higher and 
broader than the reft, which as it were 
begirt and inclofed the reft that were 
imaller, which the Greeks called Dia- 
zomata, for they were a fort ot tranfverfe 
girdles, from whence they are by fome 
called belts, that is, they are breaks and 
little beds of fte|)S running circular ; 
ivhich are fo inlerted, that the dif- 
tin^ions of the fenatorian, equeftrian, 
and plebeian orders migtft appear maniHeft 
to the eyes by that divifion, nor any 
-communication be between them ; aftcr« 



wards follow twelve fteps of the populace 
in a hCgher and more rnnote place, in 
which fat fpe^ators of the plebeian or- 
der^ which they call the upper gallery or 
cavea. Into thefe feats very many pa^ 
fages lead, and thence to the inner arches 
or neft of chambers -, alfo the upper 
poitieo, whofe ufe was twofold, that it 
might have where the people might retire 
themfelves if any I'udden ftorm or ftio^cr 
ftould interrupt the plays $ and that the 
theatre beneath might be defended from 
the injury of waters and filth. That 
portico hath eight fore doors, and as 
many baek doors oppofite, yet oblique, 
and which mutually mce each other $ that 
by the wind admitted through them the 
tfleatre might be refreflied, nor the air 
unmoved grow torpid and ftagnant. 
Into theie doors a flight of feven ftepi 
itftord aicent, bnriking out from the low- 
eft ftep of th^ equeftrians at th^ orcbeftrli 
not indeed interle^ed therefrom and va- 
rying, as in moft amphitheatres, but in 
a direct leading and cdntimiity ; by which 
it comes to paft that they form wedges 
very long, from the loweft ftats to the 
top, very pleaiant to t^ie eyes of the 
fpe^ators; and thefe ftairs were ways 
between the wedges toafcend or defcend ; 
for whereas thofe degrees or fteps of feats 
were higher than a man's ftep, and not 
without the greateft difficulty to ba 
tlimbed, thefe ftairs are contrived nicely 
for the purpofe, by placing a third ftep 
between every two, unlet's where the pre- 
cin6^ions or inclofures intervene, for there 
four are inferted. The brrnith of the 
higheft of thefe is three palms and an 
half, and the height of the fteps a palm 
and an inch and an half, which twofold 
meafure the degrees of feats exhibit. 
Thefe ftairs are fO made that the multi- 
tude, fo feated) might have an eafy exit, 
and as it were at hand where to turn 
themfelves, left, being there inclofed, they 
might be driven to undergo the neceffitics 
of the body. Moreover, thofe that were 
ftiut out of the wedge, or excuneated, to 
ule a theatric expreflion, beheld the Aowa 
ftanding. There is that dift'erence be- 
tween the inner doors and outer, that 
the inner are fquare and open wider, and 
the outer are arched and leis. There is 
befides an upper portico 15 palms broad 
and a quarter, and twelve palms and a 
fpan high, therefore the breadth is greater 
than the height. Wherefore ? For this 
reafon, that left while they are crowding 
in or going out, they ftould labour in 
the ftrait 0^ the portico. Which nortico 
docs not reach to the angles of the theatre, 

but 
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but ihmdf nracfl beibre, cut ciFfrom both 
by an inlcnral of 35 palms, which th« 
qaatern ftep« filled, ieparated by that 
onlj frcm the cave» or ^lery placed 
Under it, bccaufe the top of the populary 
or place of the common people exceeded 
the reft in breadth, and was, ag it were, 
m certain boundary or little fpace diftin- 
fuilhing the fnperior order from the in* 
ferior z from whence it may be gueiTed 
the li^ort, tiprtaves, furamotiers, and 
•riier attendants ot the magir^ratts, fat 
in that place, as well to be ready at call, 
as to deter the cavea or gallery beneath 
from contention and ftrife, and break off 
the infolence of quarrellbme fellows, 
which 1 find to have been the cuftom at 
Athens irom the fcholiaft of Ariftonhanes* 
Eirencs, to which opinion I am the miTe 
inclined, becaufe certain fecret ladders 
lead from thofe very fteps through hidden 
meanders into dungcrrns, one of which 
remains hitherto, and fetters or iron rings 
£xcd in that wall to bind malefactors ; 
add to this, that thil very portico is 
broke in the middle, and a Ipace left of 
as palms, in which both the quatern 
ftairs reach out Icven palms and an half, 
which I judge were built to the end that 
the <»fficers might overlook the feats every 
where, and keep the peace. In the mid- 
dle fpaceof which fome veftiges, although 
decaying and alnnoft obliterated, inform 
IIS Aat there was a ftatue, tor its bale 
indicates as moch ; bccaufe even the 
ratio itlelf of the ttru^re and the proper 
modulation of the work required it, to 
defign the middle of the hemicycle. The 
fides of this bafe are fix palms and a fpan. 
Upon the top ftcp of the cavea or gallery, 
at each angle of the theatre, open nx 
' arched windows, three in each. What 
to let in air? Truly I follow no one, 
If any one can tell me their ufe, I ihould 
be vtfy much obliged to him. Upon the 
portico alio four i^eps are placed. But 
to what order ! Truly the ienatortan fat 
in the oixheftra, the equeffrian in the 
iotincen, the plebeian in the cavea. 
What it left beftdet ? When I levolve 
the Heps in my mind, I am almoft caft 
down from my ftep. Yet if in an affair 
lb oblcuie I may conjefture, I fliall have 
believed that the lervants, freedmen, 
courtezans, and others of that ibrt' of 
iuunelefs ynlgar rabble^ were fpe6^atorr 
' from thofe diftant fteps, to the end that 
ilth of that fort might not be joined 
with the more honeft order of the pie- 
beiana. The ftm^ure of the upper de- 
gree helps nty opinion, for it is the wideft 
«f ail» although you bring in to the 



reckoning the pretinfticma tbemietTet, 
which I think way dibne for this reafon» 
that there mteht be a place in the plain 
for fettine forms foi' the feat of the 
women : /or, by the decree of AuguHut, 
it was not lawful for them to be fpec« 
tators but fi'om the upper place, witeiv 
alfo the moft defpicable men flood lean^ < 
ing upon the wall, and ,

as Calpumius (ayt. Prom the liAort* 
feats into this top gradation, certain rifet 
afford afcent as well to the two horns of 
the theatre, as in the middle, that by them 
the officers might run in time, if by 
chance their help fhould be wanted, into 
thoic feats of the rabble. What afcent 
and what entrances were thcfc? The 
beft truly, and dilpofed with a certain 
proper deiipn ; for there are certain lad* 
ders behind the top portico thrown back* 
ward and forward, Aanding againfl the 
mountain, which lead to certain little 
arched doors in the wall*s extremity, of 
which only one lemains. In the back 
part of this mutilated wall certain of 
them are prominent, feparate from on^ 
another by the fpaee of ten palmar and an 
half in a fquare form, two palms on 
every fide. To the explanation of wh ich 
▼ou ought to know, that formerly um- 
orelias were wont to be fupcrinduced at 
well to theatres aft amphitheatres, for 
keeping off the heat and fun, which virere 
bound to poles, fet up under them, ez« 
tetiding tranfverfe with ropes, that they 
might not flutter by hahging loofe: 
therefore thofe poles being thrown acroft 
through round holes excavated in the 
upper ftones, or tied with ropes, for both 
nied to be done, they were received by 
thefe ffays, in the middle of which, for 
the fake of ftrrnnefs, certain little grooves 
were dug, left by the flipperinefs of the 
ftone, the corcls flipping and unfirm 
fhould give way. The party waH rifing 
over thefe fteps is by the injurf of time 
deftroyed, and a very little pirt of it 
remaining, and that indleed without ridge 
or coping. The degrees of feats are 
higher than mafter woncmen allow for a 
model ; for they have two palms «nd ai 
quarter, far otherwife than VttniviUi 
has prefcrjbed. The breadth anfwera 
exadlyto Vitruyius's role, for it "is of 
three pahns and a quarter : you weuM 
wonder at iuch an enufe breadths nothing 
truly more of life to the fitters i to wit»

left the fpeftttort in tlic next feat above 
ihould be troubled with the continual 
compreiTtoD and retraftioo of their legs» 
or thofe beneath them be offended with 
their feet : perhaps alio that the paflage 
behind .night open, if any ihould rife up 
•renter late. The height of the pre* 
cin^ion or partition is twofold, accoixl- 
ine to prefcription of art» for it is of four 
paTms and a ipan. Alfo the breadth fix 
palms and a quarter. Into thefe icats 
a paflage opens through many doors, 
which the vulgar called vomitories ; firom 
whence men entering in a croud, poor 
themfelves into the (eats as though they 
were vomited. Into thefe porticos two 
paflages lead ; one above and uncovered* 
of which we have faid enough i th6 
other beneath, creeping through the hid- 
den bowels of the mountain in the man- 
ner of a c^ney burrow, and receiving 



light from thofe very doors j unlefs you 
had rather call this a vault tiian a por- 
tico, which is nine palms and a quarter 
broad and twelve high ^ a prepolterotis 
ftruAure* when indeed the breadth ought 
to exceed the height for that reason 
which we alledeed when we treated of 
the dinenfion of the other portico t but 
what could the arclute6l do, the mountain 
reiifting ? He was driven by a certain 
neceility of the place to that foait. For 
left you (hould be ignorant, this work 
was wrought from the caved rock t from 
whence it runs not in equal breadth, but 
in bending form, and on both fides is by 
degrees narrowed and ftraitened. In each 
horn of the theatre there remain many 
▼eftiges, but which have fuftered mucn 
by the injury of fo many ages, but which 
abundantly teftify the majefty of the 
work. In which various arches are to 
be feen, fome half ruined, fome ftill re- 
maining, whl^h fuilained the co-operture 
of the icene, to make ufe of Vitruvius^s 
cxpreifion, by a certain malignant fate 
deftroyed, nor in any place appearing. 
The whole gradation ot this theatre (at 
a moderate computation, nut reckoning 
man by man ana fpan by fpan, and ex- 
cluding all the ftairs and pairases which 
were vacant for afcent and delcent) was 
capable, of containing fevcn thoufand 
four hundred and twentv- fix men ( to 
which ought to be added thofe who fat 
in the upper degree over the portico, or 
in chairs placed there, or who were 
landing f{MeAators leaning upon the 
party wall, which I judge to be about a 
^hoiUiuid, AlfQ there was very ample 



order in the orcheftra, tiie amint of tlK 
hemicycle whereof feemed to me to ad** 
mit {i« hundred ieats in its embrace^ 
which, being collcdcd together, rendera 
the fum total of men nine thoufand and 
twenty- fix; and thefe particulars for 
explaining the afpeA ot the theatre at 
this day, I thought was proper for me 
to take notice of in the mcft brief and 
exa6i manner, pafting by thofe thinga 
which feemed to pertain rather to oma* 
ment and ftiow of learning than my par* 
poie. Now then let us fpeak of the 
front of the theatre. In that is the pro- 
fcene, ftage, and fcene: they call chat 
/pace the profcene which is extended be* 
fore the icene in which the ftage was 
railed, whereon the aftors of the play 
came forth. Nothing in our theatre is 
left of the ftage, befides the foundation 
of the wall, which is diftant about twelve 
palms from the orcheltra } the height of 
which wall, according to the architeft 
rule, feems to have b^en only five feet or 
fix palms of our * meafure, and two 
thirds $ {o that thole viho fat in the 
orcheftra might fee the geftuie of the 
aAors i therefore the ftage was lower 
than the fcene, which is alfo to be found 
in our theatre. They called all that by 
the way of fcene which fpread out from 
the bounds of the theatre between its two 
horns j the length whereof to the dia* 
meter of the orcheftra waa double, aa 
appears by the writings of tbe ancients. 
That in our theatre is ahnoft totally 
fallen, except only the running out party 
wall, which was the limit between the 
fcene and the flage, and reached to the 
angles of the theatre. From the or* 
cheftra to the fcene are sS palms and an 
half, twelve of which were vacant for 
the profcene, the reft affigned to the 
ftage : therefore the breadth of the ftage 
was fixteen palms and an half, which 
fpace feemed convenient for the fcenical 
aielions. In the middle of tliis party 
wall, which refpeAs the centre of th^ 
orcheftra, remains a femicircular plain, 
from whofe teftudinary or convex bending 
ariies a wall, which is hollowed in man- 
ner of a (hell, that they called the royal 
valves from its ornament and amplitude | 
on both were feveral doors of the fane 
form, but the leftcr which they called 
the ftrangers* doors, becaufe they were 
defined tor guefts and ftrangers coming 
into the fcene, certain veliiges of which 
are remaining in the fcene; efpecially 
thofe on the kft of itj^ majr be koLhy 
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h» retondity i that on the right hat en- 
tirely pcriihed; uiilers that the reltckt of 
each wall ihews (otae marks at the angles 
«t a lateral opening. In each of their 
little areas were placed triangular ma- 
chines turning on axles, on the fronts of 
which were depiAed occafionally the 
tolays which they afled, to wit, a comic 
Icene for comedies, a tragic for trap^ies, 
m fatiric for fatire $ which Ibrts of ibenes 
were ornamented to a nicety hy a different 
aod varioufl defign ; to wit, the tragic 
with columns, enligns, head-pieces, and 
other things raifed with royal magni- 
ficence i but the comic with private 
buildings and w^lls and windows, fhew> 
ing the fpecies of coounon houfes ^ and 
the fatiric had trees, caves, mountains, 
and other things of that ruftic fort, 
drasfn in arbour- worlc : therefore thole 
machines were fuddenly turned round for 
the argument of the pla^, and thereupon 
ibewed another face ot pt^ure» . From 
thefe machines the Gods fpoke. Behind 
the fcene remain many walls half ruined, 
of which that which fupports the little 
areas exhibit certain grooves or furrows, 
in which I judge were infcrted ductile 
beams to be drawn upward to the leaf- 
folds. In the relt of the party walls I 
. judge were built rhofe places fi om whence 
the Gods a|>peared to fpeak from an high 
over the fcene. There was. an high 
turning machine like a watch tower, 
from whence Jupiter fulminated* An- 
other place was behind thtf fcene, in which 
with bladders filled with pebbles, and 
turned by the air, they imitated the 
breaking of thunders. Add to thefe the 
drefHng rooms, In which there was chiefly 
i9eed of room and fpace when they pre* 
.'pared for the chonilTes, and there we^e 
kept the fcenical drefles, aod the reft of 
the tnflruroents and furniture of the 
icene ; for from thence were brought 
forth all necef&ries for the plays t even 
at this day we enjoy part remaining of 



thefe drefiing rooms at th^ left fide of tht 
fcene i and the reafon why this theatre 
is fituated on the declivity of the moun- 
tain is, becaufe it had flreams of water 
running down, by the torrent and force 
of the fall whereof it would have grown 
old in a fliort time. There are walla 
placed higher, extending in the nunncr 
of wings, which to this raifice were as a 
bank, and, as I may lay, hedged and 
defended it asainfl the incurfions of the 
waters, b^ the repulfe of which the 
f^ reams of*^ water being^ broken and fe« 

Iiarated, were turned off with an harm* 
ef9 fall through the broken precipices of 
the mountain } but thole waters which 
rained in ihowers, falling into the fewer 
of the orcheftra, went under through the 
profcene' flage, beneath what was their 
privy, which received all that flood, and - 
remains ftill. 1 he inveftigation where* 
of I willingly underwent, together with 
Vincentius Turre(ius,amoft accomplifhed 
youth, and in flri^eft friendihip with 
me, who alfo was my helper in meafuring 
this work, and in bringing out the truth 
from its ruins and veltiges almoft abo- 
lifhed. 

Thefe are what from my poor ftore 
^ou, worthy Sir, are welcome to for 
illuilrating the vefliges of the Theatre 
of Saguntum. In which I doubt not 
there may be many thines which mav 
little pleafe your clear jungment, which 
I pray and befeech you earneftly you 
would render more correft ; for I know 
how knowing your' countrymen are of 
this fort of antiquities ; neither am I 
ignorant how much you are bent upon 
thofe fludies s from whence I have held 
the City and Italy to be the miflrefs of 
things : Italy the nurie of iiteratyre and 
fludies, the top column of learning, and 
the mofl fertile of all countries in the 
production of wits.—- Farewell.

and' the grcatett taients are by no means 
exempt irom the foporiiic inAuence of a 
life of unvaried diverfion. For this rea- 
foD it may be obferved, that in the cir- 
cles oi faibion it is not the profefled Man 
of the Mode who is liftened to with plea- 
fwre when defcanting upon public amufc- 
mepts t novelty, that charm of perpetual 
inflvencey has long ceafed to invigorat^ 
has mind» and he is forced to yield tKe 
MJm ot viSkory to fome obfcure but 
lively novice, undebaached by afteAation 
and unfliackled by falhion, whofe wild 
and unftudied remarks excite the pleafure 
which novelty always produces^ and 
whoft quick glance deters the numerous 
abfurdities apt to be overlooked by a 
partner in the game. Scnfible of this^ 
tbofe writers of cometly who take nature 
for their model generally put the acuteft 
obiervations On life and manners into the 
mouths of -thofe who may be rather called 
by-ftanders than a£lors in the game. 
Xhe Pool> in the trajedy of Lear, utters 
remarks on the vices and follies of man- 
kind which would not have difgraced the 
wifeft jperfonages in the play, and FaU 
Itaff^s Soliloquy on Honour is not injured 
by the reflect ion that he was expatiating 
on that which he had never been in the 
habit of pra^ifing; Without meaning 
to claim either acutenefs or fuperior wif- 
<lom, I proceed toHntbrm yon, Sir, that 
I may almoin be faid to be the novice 
above-mentioned, having lived for many 
years fecluded from the great world i 
though age, aias 1 has in a great meafure 
defpoiled me of the pleafures of novelty, 
and perhaps, in the following complaints, 
has caufed me to afcribe to a degenerate 
public tafte what you may think origi- 
ftatea merely in my own peeviihnefs and 
de^ndencer - 

I was many years ago an afliduous 
frequenter of the theatres, when Colman 
the Elder, Thornton, Gairick, Foote, 
and others, prefided fo properly over the 
public talte, and on the night of a new 
play conftantly took my feat in the pit ; 
that being the beft, and (acconding to 
the Brobdignag conftru^Uon of modern 
theatres) the tjnly place for hearing ; of 
which truth my friend Churchill was fo 
well convinced, that previous to the 
writing of his excellent Kofciad, he con-^ 
ilantly placed himfelf there, as near the 
orchellraas poiTible. There too 1 ufu- 
ally fat, aitiong my ferious and critical 
hrethrtn, with a mind properly (lored 
^it!^ the rales of crittcifm, and a deter* 



niinatton to fee ttrift juftite done to the 
Author, for the hcwour of Letters and' 
the improvement of th« Bririfli Stage.' 
The dtath of a rich relation, and other 
circuThftancet immaterial to mcntieni 
caufed me to quit my theatrical puriuitt, 
and to ^ive almoft in total feclofion in 
a diftant part of' Cumberland . Here, re- 
ftrified from feeing theatrical rcpre- 
"tentations, I transferred my ftudies Irom 
the ftage to the* clofet, and ftofed my 
flielves with the belt dramatic autfaoni 
among whom you may fuppofe Shak- 
fpeare was not forgotten. Shaklpesre 
indeed more than atoned for my departed 
amuiement, as his forcible languagCf 
beautiful lenttmentsy and ardent inaa* 
gination, tiepend not for their celebrity 
on the aid of ftagc diTfs or decoration « 
Modem plays I loon ceat'ed to purchaffi 
having in this article been always de- ' 
frauded by my a^nt, who lent me, under 
the title of comedies, orodndions that 
could only have been a«ed as farces be« 
iore a poii(hed London audience. 

The diibonefty of a ftock-bixiker, to 
whom I had given a power of attorney to 
receive my dividends, caufed tne to halten 
to town $ but difcovering on' my arrival 
that the mifchief was hot coniiderabie 
enough to impair my capital, or even to ^ 
injure my quiet, I quickly forgot it, and 
determined not to futfer the week I had 
fet apart for my ftay in town to he 
wafted in idlenefs or uielefs complaint. 

A preflfing invitation determined me 
to fpend the week in the houfc of my pld 
friend Gradus, formeriy tutor in a family 
of more wealth than elegance, where (by 
what means he beft knows) he fo in- 
gratiated himfelf with the mother, that 
on the death of her fpoufe, and thede-* 
parture of her hopeftll fon, flie very 
kindly fuffered the Teacher of Languagni' 
to lead her to the altar. " It was on tne 
third night of my fojouming with this 
family, thar I' propofrd a party to the 
theatre, to partake of my favourite di« 
verlion." The propofal was approved by 
all prefent, but the mode of accomplifli* 
ing it cau fed fome difficulty . Their own 
carriage, it fetms, as the body of it did 
not .quite iweep the ground, was under 
xeoair lor that purpofe f and, ail neither 
Mrs. Gradus nor Mifs Lartitia (a fallow 
fquare ihoukiered maiden of ilx and« 
thirty) could bear the idea of being 
jumbled in a hack, a glafs coach was fent 
for, and after Ibme time procured, in 
which we repaired to the fcene oif di- 
teriion. In the courfe of our rick 1 
vcntuitd to ftik the name of the aiitbcr 
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*f the night's ^crfbroHtnee, for whicli 
ignonuice I was coroplnncnted bj a loud 
liu|[h from the rtentorian lungs of Mifs 
I'SiUia i though where the jol;e lies in 
hiughing at a man for being ignorant of 
what he never had an opportunity of 
luBowing, I confefs ipyfell unable to dt- 
tcrmine. 

On alighting fiom the coach, and on 
finding them bent towards the boxes, I 
leiblotely determined to take my old 
Nation in the pit, in defiance of the won- 
der of the mother, and the more noify 
«3:pottulation of the fair Laetitia ; we 
therefore feparated for the evening. 

1 will not oonceal my furprize* when 
I entered the pit, to find that tittering 

S'rls had ul'urped ^h« place of th^ c^uon- 
im umbrageous- curled critics ot the 
town J and that the young Gentlemeii 
who had alTumed. that titl^, infiead of 
being in their proper fphcrc, were mount- 
ed to the upper boxes, clattering tht 
doors, or lounging in the lobbies. But 
my furprize at. ibis alteration was hi« 
created bv an alteration of greater nio- 
ment. During the former period of my 
frequenting the theatres^ it had been the 
invariable cuftom to a6l the tragedy or 
comedy firit, and the farce or pantomime 
lait^ and this cuft6m had been Co 
ilrengthened by time, that I thought 
nothing (Hon of fome great revolution 
would be able to Atbvert it. This rc?i>- 
Intion has been efFe6M at one of the 
theatres, with a iaodabie contempt of 
ancient fenfe.aod ancient ufage, but hap- 
piiy has not. yet extended to the other j 
upon which account, I am informed^ thf 
tvwn is divided ; the huge tribe of 
'Inngbcrs and aoti-thinkers frequenting 
tite former, from the pleafure they feel 
iM iecing the pantomime a^ed before the 

£y ; and the comparatively Imall num- 
of advocates for reaion and wit ad* 
hering to the latter. Of the propriety of 
thefe ftriftures, a faithful acccunt of 
what I law and beaid will enable you to 
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The piece firft repreftnted was indeed 
carried on by dialogue (iiich as it was) 5 
tiot I mnembered to have witneifed a 
J^aking pamomime before I left London, 
therefore was not by that circumitance 
induced to alter my opinion. The har- 
lequin of the piece (independent of being 
arrayed in a modern coat, waiftcoat, and 
breeches) a^cd as harlequins ufually do ; 
bring diltinguiihed by a peculiar grimace, 
a llHike of the head, and a twirl of the 
bat, together with a conftant agitation of 
the hinder parts^ and an eternal fidget

from one fide of the ftaee to the other* 
His employment (as uAial) confifted iil 
tormenting by ridiculous fchooi-bof 
falfehoods, or, as he called it^ boaxing 
his fellow- labourers in the pantomime^ 
confifting oi the cuf^omaTy drivelling old 
man, a ftrutting olHcer, a black fei-vanti 
an innkeeper, an old maid, and two o^ 
three' fine ladies and gentlemen whom I 
do not recoiled, by means at which 
common fehle revolted, and which eved 
the indulj;ent hiws of pantomime found 
fome dimculty in reconciling. After 
the above-mentioned fidgetting, capering^ 
and tumbling, had continued n through 
live dtvifions (^a3s I was going to call 
them), the curtain dropped. Upon this 
occafion I could not ayoid remarking to 
thois abound me, that the new fafliioi) 
did not at all pleafe me, as my mind) 
diiiipated and exhauded by theabfurditiea 
I had juft witnefled', was rendered unfit 
{fx receiving the fober beautiee of tra» 
gedy. But I was informed that the 
next piece mnft intereft me, as thtre wat 
an nndergrmtnd firne in it, which wae 
univerfaHy admired, and that every body 
made it a role to fymftathize with the 
Vi^im of Conftancy. The plot of the 
piece was taken from the Hlftorv 6f the 
Duchefs of C— — , related in the Adb* 
laide and Theodore of Madame d« Genlts, 
and feemcdto me, by a judicious manage* 
ment, capable of forming an intereftiA]g 
drama. I amufed myfelfwtth picturing 
to my own mind the chara^ier of the 
piece I the gloomy, jealous, and vin* 
diaive Duke, the gatlant CoMt hit 
nephew, and the unhappy Duchefs now 
facrificing love to duty, and now pnv 
fen'ing the horrors bt fepuIcHral inter-^ 
ment to the difgrace of heaping ruin on 
the head of innocence. | will not ex* 
patiate upon my fecond difappotntment 
at the dravHng up of the curtain, but 
fhall content myfelf with obferving that 
this celebrated tragedy commenced with

He received his education at WeAminftcr fchool under Dr. Bu(by. In 1649 he was cled^d 
lludent of Chrift Church, Oxford, where he took a Bachelor of Arts degree, and then weni 
SP Scotland, ferviog in the Parliament army from 1653 to 1655. He then returned 10 
Oxford, and took a Mailer's degree in 1656, and was nnade Second Keeper of the Bodleian 
library, which he held until 1659, when be was removed. He then retired to Stratford 
upon Avon, in order to pradife phyfic, and in 1661 went to Jamaica, with the title of His 
lfajeAy*s Phyfician for that Ifland $ but the climate not agreeing with him, he returned and 
fettled at Stratford. He afterwards removed to Warwick, where Iw gained very coo- 
fiderable prafiice, as likewife at Bath, which he frequented in the fummer fcafon. He wat 
engaged io a perpetual warfare with Dr. Wallis, Kff. GraviUe^ 4ec. and came to an untimely 
cmd, being drowned, lath July 1676, pafling a riter two miles from Bath. He was buried 
in the Cathedral th«re. Wood, who was contemporary with him at Oxiord, fays *< he waa 
a perfon of moA admirable parts, and had a moft prodigious memory } was the moft noted 
LatlniA and Grecian of his age ; was a fingular mathematician, and thoroughly read in all 
political matters, councils, ecdefiaflical and profane, hiltories ; had a voluble tongue, and 
Icldom hefitated, either in public difputes or common difcourfe } had a voice big and magif. 
terial, and a mind equal to it i was of an high generoos nature, i^omed money and rielies 
apd the adorers of them ; was accounted a very good phyflciao, and excellent in the thingt 
belonging to that profefTioo, as botany, anatomy, and chemifiry. Yet, with all thole Jiobia 
accompliihment», he was extremely rafh and imprudent, and even wanted common dlf- 
cretion* He was a very bold man, uttered any thing tlut came in bis mind, not only 
among his companions » but in public coffea^bolffes, of which he was a great frequenter; 
and would often fpeak freely of perfons then prefent, for which he ofed to be threatened 
with kicking and beating. He had a hot and relUefs head, his hair being carrot>coloured, 
and was ever ready to undergo any enterprize, which was the chief reafon that macerated his 
body almoft to a flcdcton. He was alfo a perfon of no- fixed principles { and whether he 
believed tbofe things whid> every goo.l Chrijlian doth» is not for me to refoWe. Had he 
been endowed with comnnon fobriety and difcretion, and not have made himfelf and his 
karning mercenary and cheap to every ordinal y and ignorant ieUow, he would have been 
admired by all, and might have picked and chufed his preferment; but all thefe things being 
wanting, he became a ridicule^ and undervalued by fober and knowing fcholars and otheis

Finding by tar the greater 
number of my parifhioners too poor to 
afford themfeives^tnedical afliftance, I 
undertook, by the help of fuch books on 
the fubjeft of medicine as were in my ' 
poflclfion, to pi*e!cribe for them. I early 
attended a boy about fourteen years of 
age, who was attacked by the fever. He 
had not been ill many days before the 
fymptom^ were unequivocally putrid. 
I then admin iftered bark, wine, and fuch 
other remedies as my books dire6lcd.-« 
My exertions were however of no avail ) 
his diforder grew every day more un- 
tra^lable and malignapt, fo that I wai

While 1 was in 
converfation on this diftreiling fubjeft 
wi|h his mother, I obf^rved, in a fmall 
corner of the room, i^ tub of wort work* 
inc. The fight brought to roy recol- 
le^on an experiment I had fomewhere 
m«t withk '* of a piece of putrid meat 
bdng made fweet by being fufpended 
o7,6r a tub of wort in the a£l of fcrmenta- 
ti^,** The id<a fiaJhed into my mind, 
that the Yeaft. might correal the putrid 
nature of this diteafe, and I indantly 
gave him two large fpoonfuls. I then 
told the mother, if (he found her fon 
better, to. repeat this dofe every three 
hours. I then fet out for my journey ; 
upon xiy return, after a few days, I 
anxioufly enquired after the boy, and 
was informed he was recovered, I could 
not repcefs my curioiity, though I was 
greatly fatigued with my journey, and 
night was come on ; I went dlre^lly to 
where he lived, which was three miles 
off, in a wild part of the moors. The 
hoy himfelf opened the door, looked fur- 
pnfingly well, and told me he felt better 
Irom the ini^ant he took the yea ft. 

** After I left Brampton, I lived in 
Leiceiterfliire* !t1y parifhioners behig 
there few and opulent, I dropped the 
medical character entirely;) and would not 
preicribe for my own family. One of 
my domeftics falling ill, accordingly the 
apothecary was fent for^ His complaint 
a violent fever^ whkh in its progreis 
became putrid. Having great reliance, 
and defervedly, on the apothecary's pe- 
netration and judgment, the man was left 
fojeiy to his management. His diforder, 
however, kept daily gaining ground, till 
at length the apothecary conhdered him 
in very great danger. At laft, findin^j 
every cflSrt to be or fervice to him bat- 
fled, he told me he confidered it to be a 
loft cafe, and that in his opinion the man 
could not funrive tyiQnty-four hours. 
On the apothecary thus giving him up, I 
determined to try ' the efreA s of yeaft . I 
gave him two large fpconfuls, and in 15 
minutes from takmg the yeaft> his pulfe, 
though ftill feebkf Mgan to get compoAd 



and fiill. He, In 31 mioutea from bit 
uking itt was able to get up from hU 
bed and walk in his room. At the ex- 
piration of the fecond hour I nve him » 
Won of fago, with a good dead of lemon, 
wine» and ginger in it 1 he ate it vrith an 
appetite ; in another hour I repeated t^ 
veaft} an hour afterwards I gave the 
baik as before; at the next hour be had 
food } next had another dole of yeaft | 
and then went to bed { it was nine 
o'clock ;. he told me be luMia good night, 
and was recovered. I however repeated 
th? medicine, and he was foon able to gd 
about his bnfmefs as ufual. 

About a year after this, as I was 
riding paft a detached iarm-houie, at the 
outikirts of the village, { observed a 
farmer^s daughter, ftanding at the door, 
apparently in great a£Biiftion. On en« 
qukring into the canfe of her diftrefs, flie 
told me her father was dying : I dif* 
mounted, and went into the hovfe to fee 
him $ I found hun in the laft fiage of a 
putrid fever. Hia tongue was black, his 
pulfe was fcarcely perceptible, amd he lay ' 
nretcbed out like a corpfe in a ibte •£ 
drowfy infeniibility* I inunediately pro* 
cured fome yeaft, which f diluted wi^ 
water, and poured down his throat ; I 
then left him with little hopes of reco- 
very ; I returned, however, in about two 
hours, and found him fenfible and able to 
convtrle j T then gave him a dole of 
bark ; he afterwards took, at a proper 
interval, fome refreftiment. I ftaid with 
him till he repeated the yeaft, and then 
left him, with direAions how to proceed } 
I called upon him the next morning at ' 
nine o^clock $ I found him apparentiy 
well, and walking in hit garden. He 
was an old man, upwards of 70. 

*' I have fince sidminiftered the yeaft • 
to above 50 peribns labouring binder pu« 
trid fevers *, and what is fmgular (con- • 
tinues this benevolent man), I have not 
loft a patient.** 

The above has been handed to us by a 
Gentleman of Edinbureh, who loft two 
children by the fever which has been fo 
prevalent and fo fatal of late. He had 
a third child who was taken ill, and this 
prefcription having come to his kxiow- 
iedge, he made the experiment. Which 
was happily crowned with fuccefs.. We 
ihall be happy to record ^Eirther proofs t£ 
its efficacy.

was prbrapted to hope, for the good of 
iBinkind> that you would find room in 
your Magazine for a. few extra5^s from 
ajpStper on the uncertainty cif the figns 
cfmiunler in the cafe of baflard children, 
written by that eminent aratomiit Dr. 
VTittiAM Hunter, and publiihed in 
the Medical Obiervations and Enquiries ; 
• paper which cannot be too maturely 
conddercd by thofe who may be called 
upon to fit in judgment on the lives of 
their ^low creatures. 

Dr. Hunter begins his DilTertation in 
iiie n>Howing manner : 

. •« Jn the cowrie of the prefent year 
(1783), one of our friends, diftinguiflied 
by rank, fortune, and fcience, came to 
WBt Qpon the following occafion : — In the 
country (he feid) a young woman was 
taken up, and committed to jail to take 
ber trial, for the fappofed murder of her 
iMftard child. According to the in* 
formation he had received, he was in. 
cliaed to believe, from thecircumllances, 
that ike was innocent ; and yet, under- 
ftaiiding that the minds of the people in 
that pvt of the country were much 
tsafperated againft her, by the popular 
cry of a cruri and tmnatured murder, he 
^red, though innocent, (he might tall a 
Ti6iim to prejudice and blind zeal. What 
he wl0ked> he laid« was to procure an 
unprejudiced inquiry » He had been in- 
fcrmed that it was a fubjeft which I had 
confidercd in my le6lurcs, and made fomc 
remarks upon it, which were not perhaps 
fufficie&tly known> or enough attended 
to; and his vifit to me was to koow 
What thefe remarks were. I told him 
'What I had commonly faid upon that 
fubjeA. He thought fome of the ob- 
iervations fo material, that he imagined 
they might fometimes be the means of 
favmgan iniiocent life : and if they could 
upon tilt f refenc occufion do fo, which he 
thpugh^ very poflible, he vras lure I 
.woold willingly take the trouble of put- 
twig them upon p^per. Next day 1 fent 
them to him in a letter, which I faid be 
wafr at liberty to ufe as he might think 
properr Some time afterwards he told 
ane that he had great pleafure in thank- 
ing me for the letter, and telling me the 
trial was over ; tbat the nntbrtoAate 



woman was acquitted, and that he had 
reafon to believe my letter had been in. 
ftrumental. This having been the fub- 
jed of fome converfation one evening at 
our medical meeting, yon rcmeftiber, 
Oentlemen, that yon thought the fubjeft 
interelUng, and deiired me to give you a 
paper upon it. I now obey your com- 
mand. 

In thofe unhappy cafes of the death of 
baftard children, as in every aflion lA* 
dPed that is either criminal or fufpicious, 
reafon and juftice demand an inquiry into 
all the circumf^ances ; and particularly 
to find out from what views and motives 
the a6l proceeded. For, as nothing cto 
be fo criminal, but that circumfiatices 
might be added by the imagination fo 
make it worfe ; fo nothing ^an be con- 
ceived fo wicked and ofienfive to the 
feelings of a good mind, as not to be 
fomewhsrt foftened or extenuated by cir- 
cumftances and motives. In making dp 
a juft eftimate of any homari a^lon, much 
will depend on the ftate of the agent's 
mind at the time; and therefore the laws 
of all countries make ample allowance 
for infanity. The iulaneape not held to 
be refponi.ble for their aflions. The 
world will give me credit, ftorely, Ux 
having had liifHci^nt opportunities of 
knowing a good deal of female chara6^ers. 
I have ieed private as well as pubKc 
virtues, the private as well as the more 

fmblic frailties of women in all ranks of 
ife. I hav« been in their fecrets, thdr 
counfellor and advifer in the moments of 
their greateft diltrels in body and mind, 
X have been a .witnefs to their private 
conduA when they have been preparing 
themielvesto meet danger, and have heai? 
their laft and moft terious i^6e£lions, 
when they were certain they had But a 
few hours to live. That knowledge of 
women has enabled me to fay, though no 
doubt there will be many exceptions lo 
the general rule, that wotncn who aiiv 
pregnant, without daring to avow their 
iituation, are commonly objefka of the 
greateii compaffion, and generally are 
lei's criminal than the world imagine. In 
molt of thefe caies the father ot the child 
is really criminal, often cruelly lb \ the 
mother is weak, credulous, and deluded* 
Having obtained gratification^ ht thinks 
no n^orrof his promitct t Ihe finds hef- 
felf ahuled, difappouited of his aflFe^ions 
and (upport, and lett to Itroggle as tat 
caii^ with ficknels, pains» poverty, in- 
famy ; in Ihort, with complete ruin for 
life I A worthlefs viroman can never be 
ltd need to that stretched fituation, be- 

cattii 
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Onie iie U mfeiiiitte t6 tnfsMiy $ but 1 
womaii who has that refpedable rirtue, a 
liigh irnfe of (hame» and a ftrong defirc of 
being rcfpe6lable in het character, ^nd- 
inj^ nerfeJf furrottDd«dwith fuch horrdrs, 
oftta hat not ftrength of mind to meet 
them* and in defpair puts an end to a liiv 
which 13 become infupportable. In that 
cafe» can any man« whofe heart ever fett 
what pity is, be angry with filch ai; un- 
fortunate woman for what flie did t 8h< 
itit life to be fo dreadful and oppreflivg, 
tit&t ihe could not- longer fuppoi't it. 
With that view of her (ituation every 
humane heart will hvget the indiftretion 
or crime» and bleed for the fu&ringt 
which a woman muft have gone through ; 
who, for having liftened to the perfidioui 
nroceftationi and vows of our fex, might 
I Lave been an affe^ionate and faitmul 
wi^, a virtuous and honoured mother, 
through a long and happy life ; and 
nrdbably, that very reflection raited the 
laft pang of defpair, which hurried her 
into eternity. To think icrio«ily of 
what a fellow creature muft feel at fuch 
a$ awfuh momentr muft melt to pity 
every man whofe heart is not fteeied with 
habits of cruelty, and every woman who 
d9cs not affeA to be more fevorely vir- 
tuous and chafte than perhaps any good 
woman ever was« It may b^ (aid that 
iiich a woman^s suilt is heightened, 
when we coniidcr that at the fame time 
flic puts an end to her own life, (he mur- 
ders her child. God forbid that killing 
flipuld always be murder 1 It is only 
murder when it is executed with fome 
degree of cool judgment and wicked in- 
teotiod : when committed under a frenzy 
from defpair, can it be more oifenfive in 
the (ight of 6od» than under a frency 
from a fever, or in lunacy } It ihould 
tbcrefbre* as it mufi raiie our horror, 
tdiCt our pity too. What is commonly 
uoderftood to be the murder of a hazard 
cbiid by thfi mother, if the real circum* 
ftances were fully known, would be aU 
lowed to be a very difSerent crime in 
different circumiiances.. 

** Id fome (it is to be hoped rare) in. 
fiances, it is a crime of the deepell dye i 
it is a premeditated contrivance ^or taking 
away the life of the moft inoffenfive and * 
moft heiplcfs of all human creatures, in 
•ppofition not onlpr to the moft tiniverlal • 
diaates of humanity, but of that power- 
ful InfttnAive paffion which, for a wife 
and important pnrpole, the Author of' 
out nature has planted in the breaft of . 
every female creature, a jivooderful eager- f 
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nefs about the pteferyatioB of its yonsig* 
The moft charitable conftruSioa t tii^t 
could be put upon fo favage an aftioBy 
and it ib to *bc hoped the faireft oftea, 
would be to reckon it the work of frenzy 
or temporary infanity. But, as well aa ' 
I can judge, the greatefi nambec <}£ wh^a 
are called murders of bafiard childnof 
are of a very different kind. The mother 
has an unconquerable icnfe of ilnmfi> afvt 
|i4ota after the prefervation ofcharaAev^ 
lb hr ihe is vlrtuotfs and amiable. Shp 
has not the refolation to meet and avow 
infamy. In proportion as (he loles tbo 
hope either of haviag been mtftaken wltli 
regard to pregnancy, of being uefteinedl 
from . her ttrrort by a fortunate, mifo 
carriage, Am tvery day &es her danger 
greater and greater, and her mtad moos 
overwhelmed wjxh terror and defpiur* 
In this, fituation many of theie woiaDim» 
who are afterwards accufed of murder^ 
would deftroy thefaielves, if tliey did 
not know that fuch aa adion would ia« 
failibly lead to an inquiry, which would 
proclaim what they are (6 anxious to 
conceal. In this perplexity, and^mcan« 
in^ nothing lefs than the murder of tha 
iiiiant, they are meditating different 
fchemcs for concealing the birth of tha 
child } but are wavering between difti«'' 
culties on all fidcs« putting off the eril 
hour, and trufttng too miich to chance 
and fortune. In that ftate often they 
are overtaken fooner than they expef^ed ) 
tiieir fcbemes are fruftated i their diftrela 
of body and mind deprives them of ail 
judgment and rational condu5l $ they are 
delivered by themfelves, wherever thef 
happened to retire in their fright and 
conmiion ; |L>metimes dying in the ago« 
nies of child-birth, and fometimes being - 
quite exh^uded they faint away and be* 
come ini'enlibJe of wbat is palpng^ and 
when they recover a little ftreagth, find 
that the child, whether ft ill born or not, 
is completely lilclefs. In fuch a caie, is 
it to be expe3ed, when it couLd anfvir^ 
no purpofe, that a woman fliould divulge 
the iecret? Will not the beft difpo^ 
iitions of mind urge her to prelerve her 
c hara^ler ? "She will therefojfftibide ever/ 
appearance of what has happened as wcQ 
as flie can ; though if the dlfcovery be 
made, that condu6l will be fct down aa ' 
a proof of her guilt* To be conviaceJ, » 
as I am, that mch a cafe often happens^ • 
the reader would wtfti perhaps to have 
fome examples and Uluftration«. I JUv^ 
generally obferved, that in proportioa as 
women more (inccrtly .repent of .^ fuj^a 
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roittoat {fidircreiioAS} it is more difficult 
to prevail upon them to confefs j and it 
is natural.*' 

Dr. Hunter then adduce* feveral in- 
fiances, and proceeds :-^<' In moft of 
tbeTe ca/es we are apt to take up an early 
prejudice % and> when we evidently fee 
an intention of concealing the birthi con- 
clude that there was an intention of de- 
iUoying the child i and we account fof 
every circumftance upon that fuppolition, 
faying, why elfe did fhe do fo and fo >-*- 
and why cUe did (he not do fo and fo ?— * 
Sych queftions would be fair> and draw 
forth iolid conclufions, were the woman 
fqppofed at that time to be under the 
diredion of a calm and unembarrafled 
mind ; but the rachient we refle^l that 
hv mind was violently agitated with a 
cqnfli^l of paHions and terror, an irra- 
tipnal condu^> may appear very natural. 
Allow me to- ill uft rate this tru^h by a 
cafe :— A Lady, who, thank God ! has 
now b*en perfe6Hy recovered many years, 
ioi the laft months of her pregijancy, on 
a £ne fummer^s evening, ilepped out, at- 
tended by her footman > to take a little 
air on a fine new pavement at her own 
door> in one of our moft even, broad, and 
quiet ftreets. Haying walked gently to 
the end of the ftrcet, where there was a 
very fmooth croifing place, (he thought 
ihe would go over for a Uttlc variety, and 
return towards her houfe by walking 
along the other fide of the (Ireet. Being 
heavy and not unmindful of her fituation, 
(he was ftepping very flowly and cau- 
tioufly, for tear of meeting with any ac- 
cident. When (he had advanced a few 
ficps in crofTing the ftreet, a man came 
up on a iinart tret, riding on a cart, 
wiiich made a great rattling noifet he 
was at a fufficient diftance to let her get 
quite over, or to return back with great 
deliberation ; and (he would have been 
perfeaiy fafe» if (he had ftood ftilL But 
ihe was (truck with a panic, loft her 
judgment and fenfes, and in the horror 
of confufion between going on or return- 
ing back, both of which (he attempted, 
ihe crolfed the horfe at the precife point 
of time to l>e'caught and entangled in the 
wJieel, was thrown down, fo torn and 
ina(hed in her fle(h and bones, that (he 
was taken up perfe£tlv fenfelefs, and 
carried home without tne leall profpe£t 
of a recovery. This lady was in the 
prime ot life, living in affluence, beloved 
by her family, and refpe^ed by ail who 
knew her i no imagination could fuggeft 
aa idea of her ioteixiing to ddtroy ba^ 



felf ; tut if her fituatioii in tifeattlial 
time could have favoured fuch afuppo- 
(ition> we fee in fa^ that tiie moft un- 
queftionable proof that flie coukt have 
faved herfelf either by going on, or by 
turnine back, or by ftandrng ftill, wcula 
have iignitied nothing towards proving 
that (he had intended to put an end to 
her own life, and to that of her child. 
One (hudders to think that innocent 
women may have fuffered an ignominious 
death from fuch equivocal proofs and 
inconclufive reatbning. Moft of tbelb 
reflexions would naturally occ<ir to any 
unprejudiced perfon, and therefore upon 
a trial in this country^ where we are fo 
happy as to be under the proteAionof 
Judges, who by their education,' ftndiesi 
and habits, are abore the reach of vul- 
gar prejudices, and make it a rule fof' 
their conduct to fuppofe the acculed ' 
party innocent, till guilt be proved t^-^ 
with fuch Judges, I fay, there will be 
little danger of aa innocent woman being 
condemned by falfe reafoning* But dao-» 
ger, in the cafes in whieh we are now 
treating! may arife from the evidence and 
opinions given by phyfical people, whtf 
are called in to fettle queftions in fcicnce 
which Judges and Jurymen art foppoicd 
not to know with accuracy^ 

*' tn general I am afi-aid too much hat 
been leit to our decifion« Many of our 
profefTion are not fo converfant with 
fcicnce as the world may think | and 
fome of us are a little difpofcd to grafp 
at authority in a publid examination^ by 
giving a quick and decided opinion* 
when it (hould have been guarded with 
doubt ; a character which no man (hould 
be ambitious to acquire, who in his 
profcdion is prefumed every day to be 
deciding nice queftions, upon which the 
life of a patient may depend. To form 
a Iblid judgment about the birth of S 
new-born child, 'from the examination of 
its body; a profeflional man (houkl have 
feen many new- bom chiidreiu both ftili 
bpjn, and fuch as had outlived their butfa 
a (hort time only : and he (honld hare 
differed, or attended the difTe^lions of a 
number ef bodies in the different ftagea 
of advancing putrefaction. I have otrm 
feen various and common and natural 
appearancea, both internal and external, 
miftaken for marks of a violent death/* 

Dr. Hunter then recites a particular 
cafe, and adds, ♦« There are many cir- 
cumftances to be learned by an extenfive 
experience in anatomy and midwifery, 
which, for fear of aaaking this- ?^f^ 
3 pwlixp 
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prolix, and thence left ufeful^ I /hall 
'paft oveo sincl come to the material 
4ue^ion, viz. In fufpicious cafes, how 
Ur may we conclude that the child wat 
born alive, and probably murdered by its 
mother, if the lungs fwim in water ? 

•« Firft, Wc may be aflured that they 
contain air { then we are to find out if 
that air be generated by putrefaftion. 

" fondly, To determine this quef- 
tfon, we are to examine the other internal 
parts, to fee if they be erophyfemato^t 
or contain air $ and we muft examine the 
appearance of the air bubbles in the lungs 
vith particular attention. If the air 
which is in them be that of refpiration, 
th^ air bubbles will hardly be vifible ^o 
the naked eye j but if the air bubbles be 
lar^, or if they run in lines along the 
fiflurcs between the component lobuli of 
the lungs, the air is certainly emphyfe- 
matous, and not air which had been 
taken in by breathing. • 

" Thirdly, If the air in the lungs Be 
found to be contained in the natural air 
velicles, and to have the appearance of 
air received into them by breathing, Jet 
11$ next find out if that air was perhaps 
blown into the lungs after the death of 
the infant. It is lo generally known 
that a child, born apparently "dead, may 
he brought to life by inflating its lungs, 
that^ the mother herfvlf, or fome other 
pei fon, might have tried the experiment. 
It might even h»-ve been done with a 
moft diabolical intention of bringing 
about the condemnation of the mother. 
Bat the moft dangerous and the mcft 
common error into which we are apt to 
fall, is this, viz. fuppoling the expcri- 
nwnt to have been fairly made, and that 
♦^e have guarded agatnlt every deception 
above mentioned, we may ralhly con- 
clude that the child was born alive, and 
therefore mud piobably have been mur- 
dered ; ef'»ccially in a cafe where the 
m'^thcr had taken pains, by fccreting the 
child, to conceal the birth. And this 
latt circumllancc has generally ^reat 
weight with a Jury. I will only obl'erve. 
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that in fair equity it cannot amourft to 
more than a ground of fufpicion, and 
therefore fhould not determine a queftjon, 
otherwife doubtful, between an acquittal 
and an ignominious death. Her^let us 
fiippofe a cafe, which every body will 
allow lo be very poffiblc : 

•' An unmarried woman, beconjing 
pregnant, is ftriving to conceal her fcame, 
and laying the beft Icheme that. fhe* can 
devife for faving her own life and that of 
the child, and at the fame time concealing 
the fecret ; but her plan is at once di(- 
concerted by her being unexpectedly and 
fuddcnly taken ill by herfelf, And de- 
livered of a dead child. If the'1^' 
punifhes fuch a woman with death for 
concealing her (hame, does it not reqiiirt 
more from human nature than weak hu- 
man nature can bear ? In a cafe fo cir. 
cumftanced, furely the only crime is t^c 
having been pregnant, which the h^w 
docs not mean to punifh with death ; ai)d 
the attem;'t to conceal it by fair means 
fhould not be punifliable by death, ^s 
that attempt feeins to arife from a prin- 
ciple of virtuous Ihame. .Having (hewn 
that the fccreting of the child amounts 
at moft to fufpicion only, let us return 
to the moft important queftion of a(l, 
y'iz. In the cafe of a concealed blrth^^yif 
it be clearly made out that the child' h^d 
breathed, may we infer that it may be 
murdered ?'* 

To this queftion the Do6)or anCwrx^, 
*« Certainly not*.*' And this opinion he 
enforces by fafls which he declares he 
knew from experience to be true, arid 
which would he confirmed hy every pcr- 
fon v.'ho has been much employed In 
midwifery, a:^d concludes in the tollovv- 
ing manner : 

** Thefe fafts deferve a fcrious con- 
fide ration from the public j and as I am 
under :> conviftion of mind, that wfa^n 
generally known, they may be the meaos 
of faving fome unhappy and innocent 
woman, I regard the publication of them 
as an indifpenfable duty."

1 DESIRE to make my acknowledge- 
ments to your Correfpondent of lait 
month for his obliging communications 
rcrpefting my •* Ob'lervations on Hamlet." 
The palbge from Aft %» Scene z. con- 
cerning the MoNDAYf .had escaped my 
notice in the many 'times that I have at- 
tentively turned over the pages of Hai^- 
let, and of Dr. Robtrtfon and other 
Scotch hiftorians. I however make no 
hefitation of giving my affcnt to it | and, 
tliough I do not think additional proofs 
as at all wanting to eftabli(h niy hypo- 
thefis, yet I confider fuch parages as 
curious and' valuable. The prclent I 
lock upon as particularly fo from another 
caufe, as itwiUilluftrate a paflage which 
has hitherto puzzled the commentators,, 
and which, m its turn,, will illii/irate 
this. 

Ophelia, in her madnefs, diftributes 
flowers, with forae reflexion upon each. 
STie aJarciTcs the Qu^eeh thus :' •* There's 



rue for youj and here's foroc for me: 
we may call it herb of grace o' Sundays': 
you may wear your rue with a diflTerence."' 
For the different remarks upon tbisi (tt 
the commentators either in Mr. Malonc*s 
or Mr. Stecvens's EdiUons, where it ap* 
pears that the word Sundays is the dk(fi« 
ciiltyj herb of grace being the every- 
day» not the Suuday name only, lor rvc. 
But carrying this idea reipedlng the 
allufion to Mary. in our minds, and the 
two days of Sunday and Monday, which 
are conneftcd with the murder, it ap- 
pears perfeclly intelligible : ** Thac*s 
lue (or ruth— forrow) for you 5 — v»d 
here's feme for w^ : — w k may call it 
btrh ef grace o* Sundays, —on that 
day on vvliich you left* your huiband to 
the power of his murderers : — but on that 
day you may wear your me with a dif- , 
fcfence,— as yov muft not expe6l grace, 
or pardon, for that wicked deed.''

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'wet not only to dlftingui(h berfelf from 
the S^etiy oqt alfo mankind in general. 

During the interval of two years, the * 
fpace of time which has elapfed fmce the 
publication of my Ap^ndix^ I have had 
much rcafoQ to contUM^e in the belief of 
nty hypothcHs, and did I confidcr myfelf 
at liberty to mention names, I could add 
loroe moft refpe£lablc authority in the 
literary world, wlio have given it their 
iao^lion ; fome well known for their 
talle and intimate knowledge of our 
Author, and particularly of this play. 

I could point out many paHages, not 
only in this but in other of our Aolhoi's 
plays, which I confider as throwing new 
and Ilrong lights upon the fubjeft. At 
preicnt I have not leifure; but, at fome 
tuture ptri'xi, I may poiBb^ly \^ induced 
to lay them before the public. Yet one 
of them, hnwtver fanciriil it may appear 
to. fome, I.ccnlider as ib curious, -that 
now 1 am upon the fubje6t I cannot for- 
bear mentioning it to my readers. 

I have already /hewn that the account 
of the niurdtr of the late King in Hamlet 
bears no refemblance to that of Harwen- 
dijlus in the cl^ronicle and black letter 
Hiltoi y of Hamlet ; and that, in almoil 
every particular, it' does bear fome re- 
Icmblance, though perbaus very remote, 
to the death or previous iUnei's of Lord 
D^mley. To th^fe I pan yet add an- 
other : Dr. Robertfon, Vol. I, p. 449, 
fays, on the authority of Crawtorc^ 
."'Severalfufpe^ted per ions were feized. 
Captain Blapkadder and three others were 
condemned and executed ^ but no dif- 
covery of importance was made. If %ve 
believe ibme hiftorians, they were con- 
vu^edon fufficlent evidence. If we give 
credit to others, their fcntence was un- 
jufl, and they denied with their laH bieath 
any knowledge of the crime for which 
they, fuffered.'* When the reader has 
p^ruicd this, let him, bearing all the 
otbcr coincidences in his mindy attend to 
the following paffage from Hamlet, A. x.

To tliele we may add, to give the for- 
mer part of the imputed murderer*s name^ 
the murderer in the plav fcene, beginning .

This mode of murdering a perfun is . 
not very ufual nor poetic, and doen.not . 
feem very likely to be fuggcfted by a 
poet*s mind, unicfs a£>ed upon by, fonw 
external circumltance, which had a^iually 
taken place, and was known to him. 
None would be fo notorious as the « 
burning of theJodging of the King of 
Scotland.

IT waa formerly the reproach of Eng^ 
iiflunen, that although no pcrlons 
were more aiiiduout than themfelves to 
explore the beauties of other countries, 
they were by no means equally attentive 
to the number lei's charms which courted 
their notice at their own doors. This 
c^nf'urcy however, at jirefent cannot with 
juftice be faftened on our countrymen. 
Every part of the kingdom has been 
examined i the beauties of it have bren 
defcribed both in prole and vtrle ; the 
kifure.of the idle, and the labour of the 
iivluflrious, have been equally let in 
motion, and the fame purluits have a^u- 
at^d both the intelligent and the dull, 
the man of affluence who rolls in his 
chariot, and the man of economy who 
fobje^s himfelf to the negled of inn- 
ktepers by pcdcltriau exertions. The 
antiquarian and the man of talte have 
alfo joined thefe'etforts, and at piefent 
icarce any part of thv idand but what 
has been traverfed and dele ri bed. 

Mr. Warner is a pedeitrian, and takes 
his walk through a part of Wales, which 
he had travelled the year before : *' a 
country as remarkable tor the beauty, 
grandeur, and fublimlty of its fcencry, 
ti It is iQtereitiug from the kindncfs of 
lieart and fimplicity of manners which 
characterize iis inhabitants.'"

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" At vrt journeyed on, the country 
irouAd rpmd itfelt before us in a proi- 
ped of wide magnificence ; but it was 
not till we reached Sl Lithian*^ Down, 
an elerated fpot between Cardiff and 
Cowbridge, that we faw it in full per- 
fedion. A bolder view of the Brii^ol 
Channel was now unfolded, increafing 
gcadually in extent till it foft itfelf in the 
ocean ; whilft, to the right, the eye 
roTcd over the rich paliilres of the Vale 
of Glamorgan.

With thefe 
great advantages, one naturally expels 
to find the hu/bandry of the Vale of Gla- 
iporganftiire in a Itate of comparative 
pcrfedion ; a fiance, however, at the 
nrms (exce[»t (uch as are in the bands of 
the Gentlemen of the country) is lufficicnt 
to convince us, that it is as yet verv far 
from being fo. The land, though re- 
markably good, and letting from thirty 
to fbity fliillings per acre, is exhauiled 
by a fucceflion of crops repeated without 
mevcy, and an impolitic oeconomy which 
lefoies a proportionate fupply of manure. 
The Glamorganfhire farmer will force 
his lands to the following rotation t 

lit year Wheat, 

»d — — Barley, 

3d — Oats, 
4th — Barley and Clover ; 
tnd repay its labours, perhaps, 'with 
only one fcanty covering of manure. 
Xime, which is the natural product of 
the country, and which the fcientific 
agriculturiit converts to fuch beneficial 
' purpofes with refpefk to his lands, can 
fcarccly be faid to be an advantage to the 
diamorganifa ire former.. By his indifcri- 
minare ufe of it on every fort of foil he 
miiapplieb ita properties, and frequently 
rather injures than benefits hit farm by 
the miitaken donation. The tffcGi of 
this bad agricultural fyftem is very ob- 
vious 2 the farmers, though renting bar- 
gains firom fixty to one hundred pounds 
a year, on which they ou^ht to make a 
decent livelihood, ai-e all miferably poor j 
their diet is of the coarfeft kind, and 
their cellars ieldom afford a drop of ale 
to comfort them after the Ubours of the 
day. How then is it (it may be a(ked>, 
that a iyttem of huibflidry To obvtoufly 
unwife is not altered, 'and a better one 
l4opt6d f You blow th« cbarader oif 



the common farmer, desp* Sir, too well^ 
not to give iiti immediate an fwerj — 
becaufe he Is ignorant, obftinate, and 
bigoted. Agriculture, though one of 
the neceflary arts of life, and, as fuch^ 
one of the firft to which man paid anr 
atlention, has made a (lower progrcJa 
towards pcrfe^ion than any other. Con- 
ne^ed as it is with manual labour, it 
has been left, till within thefe tew years^ 
atmoft entirely to thofe who, f\'%>m the 
circumftanccs of birth and education, ar^ 
very unlikely to fuggeft experiments, or 
adopt improvements. Little gifted witt 
the faculty of thinking for thcmfelves, 
they are dragged on by the force of pre- 
ceding estampie like their own ploughs 
in one ftraight um^eviating line, lookmg 
neither to the right band nor the left ^ 
refufing. inftruAions, becnufethey think 
it unntcefTary j fatisfied with their fore-*- 
fathers* plan, becaufe they cohtider it a« 
perfcft." 

The following is Mr. Warner** dc». 
fcription of the i>amphtre Gatherers : 

" Though the cliflT do not prefeot to 
the eye fo formidable a defcent as th« 
famous one at Dover, in the animated 
delcription of our great dramatic bar^, 
yet it is fufficiently deep to excite our 
wonder at the hazardous pra^^ice which 
is very common amorgit the inhabitants 
of the neighbouring villages, at the 
proper fealbn of the year. I mean the 
practice of gathering the critbmifmma* 
rittmttm, or rock famphire, which growl 
in great plenty along the ledges, and 
down the perpendicular fides of the cliif. 
Shakfpeare, you may recolieft,.aUude$ 
to this mode of livelihood, and cilU it« 
as he well might, « a dreadful trade j.-* 
tor few avocations are attended with T<i 
much danger. The .method is fimplr 
this '.—The famphire gatherer takes witn 
him a ftout rope and an iron crow bar, 
and proceeds to the clllT. Fixing the 
latter firmly into the earth at the brow 
of the rock, and fattening the fonner 
with equal fecurity to the bar, he take^ 
the rope in his hand, and boldly drops 
over the head of the rock, lowering hin>- 
felf gradually till he reaches the creviccf 
in which the famphire is found. Here 
he loads his baiket or bag with the 
vegetable, and then afcends again tp thf 
top of the cli(F by means ot the rope.

The following legal information is of 
great importance to all tradefmen, who 
jnty have trftnfii6lions of the oature de- 
icribcd with iniants (minors), married 
women lirin^c with their hulbaads, or 
AtJier unqualified pqrfons : << Though a 
Bill is dnwn^ indorfedy or accepted, by 
« perfon incapable of binding himfelf, it 
wUJ nevertheiefs be valid again ft all other 
|ierfons who are competent parties to the 
anftnunent.** So that a taylor receiving 
a PromifTory Note from a minor for ab- 
iblute nccdiaries fumiihed to fuch a 
Ainor> and indorfing it to a third per- 
ion, in order to get it difcounted, be- 
comes liable to an a6lion to recover the 
amount, if the note is not paid. In the 
fiune nuinner» a milliner drawing upon a 
married ladv, who accepts the Bill, be- 
comes Jiab(e for the amount, for which, 
nerhaps, flie has received cafh from a 
Wker ; and thus the parties juft men- 
tioned, inftcad of receiving their origimd 
demand from their debtors, arc fubjed to 
a double lofs. 

It would by no means be candid to 
ftrip the Author of his acknowledged 
inerit, or of the advantages he may de- 
riTe from the publication, by copious 
t3ctra£(s ; for which reafon we ihall con« 
•Inde with giving one more of the many 
inftances which occur throughout the 
Work of uncommon attention to his 
fttl^6t, and of valuable information, 
which entitles it to a place in every ac- 
compting houfe in the kingdom. 

In explaining the nature of a general 
aathority given to an agent, whether at- 
torney or clerk, or under any other de- 
nomination deputed to a£l for another,-—

A competent knowledge of the laws re^ 
ipe6ling the laft article will be very vie* 
nil for workmen ia the raanufaftoriet^ 
and other perfons who may be in the 
habit of iuuing or of receiving fmall 
Notes { but' all the other matters dti^ 
cuil«d in the Second Part ferve chiefly at 
guides to attomies in' their pra^iee % 
with them, theretbre, we leave them-—; 
and the fubje^ finally \ advifing our 
merchants and tradeiinea to ftvdy the 
Firft Part attentively i by which meani 
they will, in moft inftancea, avoid the 
neceflity of recurring to the remcdiet 
ftated in the Second.

THE efcape of the firft of the French 
kings from a Toyage to Cayenne 
hat brought to light more inftances of 
the treacbtry, perfidy, and ambition of 
0ur inveterate enemies. The prefent 
performance bears every mark of authen- 
ticitv. It developes the plans and fchemes 
of the difturbers of mankind, and de- 
mands a very ferious perui'al. 

In the preface, an admirable one, the 
Tntnilator takes a view of Carnot*8 
character and principles ; part of which 
we (hall here infert s 

. ** This Apology, including an arro- 
gant afTumption of merit from the Mur- 
der of his Sovereign, and confining his 
whole exculpation of the innumerable 
murders committed in his own name, and 
under his own authority, to a flight 
aflertion of a difapprobation expreffed in 
the preience of Robefpierre and his other 
Colleagues— This Apology, devoting its 
Author to infamy (ih the opinion of all 
thofe, by whom his condufl may be efti- 
mated according 1<^ the ancient and im- 
mutable principles of morality), is at 
the iame time to contrived, that of the 
three parties exifling in France, the 
Royalifts, the Jacobins, and the Di- 
re^ory, it is calculated to irritate and 
exafperate every one 5 — the Directors, as 
thev are perfonally and virulently, and 
(what is dill more unpardonable) jiiiily 
denounced to the world as the enemies of 
Peace and the oppreflbrs of mankind ;— 
the Royalifls, of courfe;— and the Ja- 
cobins, as their former confpiracies arc 
cited, and a merit aiTumed from having 
afliiled in their fuppreflTion. 
. ** The publication of luch a Work, 
however, though a little extraordinary, 
is not wholly unaccountable. That 
^uUy and Clarendon, men whofe lives 
were devoted not to any ieififh orieniual 
purpofes, but to the benefit and improve- 
ment of mankind ) that fuch men fhouid 
■have thought a portion of their leiltire 
vfefuUy occupied, in accounting to man- 
kind tor the employment of their time 
jind the application of their talents— 
this is not extraordinary. They felt no 
xmbarraflinent, no anxiety for the ar- 
rangement of a fpecious narrative, no 
■cecity for cunceahncnt of the truth or 



for an artful infinuation of falfefaood ; to 
recollect and record the traniaftions of a 
meritorious and honourable life was in 
itfelf no unpleafing duty ; and they were 
confcious tnat the purpofes for which 
alone they extfled would extend them* 
felves, and be perpetuated with the i» 
fluence of their example. 

•* But there are other writers of a very 
different character— men whoie lives have 
been pernicious or ufelefs to fociety ; 
who have, neverthelefs, conceived it im- 
portant that poflerity fhouid b^ acquainted 
with their principles, fuch as thev were, 
and with the courfe of their tranfadions 
and intrigues. This ra^e for perpetu- 
ating the portraitures ot mentail defor- 
mity has been at all times remarkably 
prevalent in France ; and the inunenie 
colleAion of French Memoifs prefents 
us with a feries of thefe felf-accufers un- 
exampled in the literature of any other 
country, 

<« The pafTions by which theft writen 
mufl have been a^luated, like all others, 
ieem to have gained new force and aAi- 
vity from the events of the Revolution. 
The refHeflhefs attendant upon involun- 
tary retirement, that impatience of fiiencc 
and obfcurity which embitters the exile 
or fecefiion of a banifhed or abdicating 
Statefman, the ^a/oin de faire parler dt 
foi^ have been felt in their full force by 
all the fucceffive viflims whom ambition 
has raifed to notice for an inftant, and 
then re- plunged in their original ob- - 
fcurity. It is to thefe pafRons that we 
are indebted for fldmoft all we know of 
the Revolution $ for the Memoirs of 
Garat, and Roland, and Dumourier; 
the Narratives of Louvet, and RioufFc ; 
and the Apologies of Neckar, and fi 
Fouquier Tinville. 

•* This lalt (a worthy Magiftrate, snd 
Prefidcnt of the Revolutionary Tribunal 
under the direction of that Committee of 
which Carnot was a Member) confijiei 
his juflification to the following mcu. 
phorical alTertion, « that bis tender Ik art 
bad expanded like a flower at tbeftji 
daiuning of the Revolutipn j' and he very 
fairly confefles, that fince that time he 
had been milled by his zeal ; and that, in 
point of murder^ he is apprehenflTc hf 
may have carii«d tilings a little farther 

thaa 
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tlian was neceflarfy or indeed perhaps 
altogether juftifiable. 
^ " The apology offered by his prin- 
cipai, the Ex-DircQor, is not quite fo 
modeft 5 he takes upon him to reproach 
the world in general, for their ignorance 
as to what ufed to pafs in the Com- 
mittees of Public Safety—* // is not/uf-^ 
Jicienily known (fays he) that I ufed to 
TepT9acb Robefpierre for bis unnfceffary 
crsteiius,^ — It certainly is not known, 
nor will it be credited, upon fuch af- 
icrtion j nor, even if it were true, would 
it be a fuHicient apology, or any thing 
like it. The. Author would certainly 
haie done better, not }o have deviated 
into thele extraneous exculpations ; un- 
\ti9j indeed, he could have proved that, 
by feme inexplicable chain of obii^atirn, 
it had been originally his duly to become 
a Member of the Committee of Public 
Safety ; and that, once appointed to that 
facred truft, he was bound to continue 
his fcrvices, and to retain life at the 
cxpence of guilt and inlarny. He cer- 
tainly would have done better to have 
confined himfclf to the fingle thefis which 
forms the profcfrcil fubje^l of his Work, 
Damcly, to proye that Caillcurs accu- 
iation of Royalifm, and Lepaux's impu. 
tations of ChrKUanity, arc unfounded ; 
and that the Author is, in iit\i as ibund 
an Atheift and as good a Kcgicide as 
heart could wifh or Repiiblicanihn re- 
quire. Upon this point he is complettly 
triumphant, and rouft be admitted, we 
think, in the opinion of every impartial 
pcrfon, to have left his adveriartes with* 
out the poffibility of a reply. 

" The next point in difcudion i» not 
calculated to inspire much intereit j it 
confifU of the fimple faA of the Auchor^s 
having been betrayed and outwitted by 
his accomplices.

final difappearance throv^h the tra|>» 
door, like Schiller's Fiefco, in the Jaft 
%Si of the Confpiracy, entangled in the 
fkirts of .his Direoorial Toga, and 
dragged overboard and drowned by his 
Republican brethren— in gratitude te 
the .whole of this interefting and far* 
prifmg exhibition, we fhaU offer the 
humble ti'ibute of our artiefs and uo« 
feigned aftonifhment, unmixed with any 
of thofe emotions of iymp^thy, which 
belong to the province of a different 
fpccies of the political drama ; that 
drama which, in the downfal of Empires 
and the overthrow of ancient and eftao-- 
liHied Governments, difptays thofe cha- 
rafters which Heaven itlelf furveyt with 
approbation :

The Work kfelf proves the degraded 
condition of the French Nation, the du- 
plicity of their rulers, and the tyranny 
with which the Government is carried 
on. It (h^ws the danger in which every 
ftate has been, and will be involved, which 
lubmits to their domination.

,llit, Newark Ifland, Feb* i8| 1799. 

IT is with inlioite concern I am to in- 
furm you of. the lofs of bis Majefly^s 
Ihip Profcrpine iate unciec mvcuinmand) 
in the river Elbe, on Fri<iay moroio^ 
the ift infl. having failed from Yar* 
inouih the preceding Monday> ac DOon» 
in compliance with the order you were 
•leafed to give nie« Nothing mateiial 
happened from that time until Wcdnti"- 
d^y morniog following, when bcirr 
elofc in with Heligoland, I made a Hgnal 
for a pilot, w.ijiich I «efy Toon ^ot oa 
t>oard — it being a fine day, with the 
wind at N, N. E. we proceeded for the 
Aed Buoy, where we anchored for the 
night— here we found that the Buoys 
iiad been ti<ken up, and a conluhation, 
it the prcf«Dce ol* Mr. Gicnville, took 
place wich the Heligoland Pilot and t,he 
two belonging co the ibip, who profclTed 
a thorough knowledge of the river^ as 
to the prafticability of getting up the 
river wichout the buoys-: * they ail 
•greed there was not the fmalleft dan- 
ger or fear of oqr getting to Cuxhaveoi 
if I would ^nly proceed on between 
half ebb and half flood ; that in that 
caCs they would fee the fands, and that 
they knew their marks perfectly well; 
in the frkorning we got under weigh, 
having a very fine day> with a fmall 
breeze, at N, N. £• and proceeded lip 
tjiei river, the Prince of Walea packet, 
who kept jcompany with us from Ya4«*. 
mouth* ftanding on a-faead of us. .in 
the afternoon, about four o'clock, being 
within four miles of Cuxhaven, it be^an 
i;ofnoWj and cair.eon v^ry thick, which 
obliged us to ancKor ; at this time we 
Saw but little ice in the river. Ac nine 
p. M. the wind (hifted to E. by S. and 
blew the moft dreadful fnow ftorra that 
can be imagined, and which brcMight 
down fuch torrenti of heavy ice oa us 



with the ebb, that, with all hands om 
deck,, it was with the grcatefi. dificulty» 
and ufjog every precaution to prevent 
the cables being cut, that we preferved 
our ftation till the morning ; at eig)it 
o*clock) the flood tide having neatly 
carried the ice up^ which left an opening 
a-Aead, 'and feeing the river all blocked 
up above us, with the packet on fkore^ 
and no poffibility of either landing Mr. 
Grenville, or proceeding higher up^ 
there was no time to be Toft in making 
our retreat out of the Elbe : I ac- 
cordingly got under weigh, and ftoo^<^ 
out to endeavour to make a landing on ' 
fome part of the <ioaft of Jutland, which 
Mr, GreavHle tnformed me, from the 
importance of the fervice we were on, 
was abfoluteiy nccelTarv, if poflible» to 
effect— ^ui unfortunately, after the pi. 
lots had informed me that we were clear 
offall thefaod^rthe fliip flruck at half 
paft nine, on nearly the extremity oC 
the faod ftretching out from this ifland | 
jt hlowipg .a heavy gale of wind ih# 
went on with great force, though we 
had ne fail let but the fore«tt>p«iit«it 
flay -fail ; there were but ten feet water 
tinder rhe. keel. I immediately hoiked 
out the boats with an intention of carry- 
ing out an anchor, but being high wai- 
ter, the ice returned on us fo foon, that 
it was fquod impra£licable : the ice- 
boats were hoi{{ed in again,' and all 
hairds turned to, to fiiore the fkip, and 
heel her towards the Bank, to prevent 
her from falling into the flream, which 
would have beep fuddcn deftfui^ioi^ to 
all of us— in this we fucceeded, for a« 
the tide ebbed away, Aie'took to I Ik 
Bank ; the firft run of the titfc broujght 
down fach henvy ice on us, viriiieh fin- 
mediately carried awav our fliores, to^e 
all th« copper fi'om tne larikia/d quar- 
ter, cut t*he rudder in two, the lowec 
part of which laj oa the ice under th« 
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coonttr, BOtnrichftandiftg which I ^id 
Mc i;ive up the hope of getting the fliip 
offtbc if zt high water : her guns atid 
(lores were thrown overboard, in order 
io lighten her for that purpofe, all of 
which were borne by the ice, whieh 
will give you fome idea of the thick nefs 
of it. At ten o*clock on Friday night, 
it being high water, the heavy gale at 
S. £. kept out the tide to that degree^ 
that we had three feet water lefs than 
whea we got on, which put an end to 
all our hopes : for on the return of the 
ebbt and during the whole of it, it is 
impofBble to delcribe to you the dread- 
ful ftate we were in, expecting every 
moment to be torn in pieces bv the ice, 
tbe eitreme cold weather, the dark- 
Befs of the night, and the heavy fnow 
, ftoriQ, altogether made one of the tnoft 
, diftreffing and tleplorable (itustions that 
• a fet of unfortunate people were ever 
placed in. — Oa Saturday morning the 
{ale increafed Co an uncomm<^ degree, 
the ice was up to the cabin windows, 
the ftern poft broke in two, and the 
Aip otherwife much damaged ; it was 
propofed by Mr. Grenviile, the Gen- 
demen, and-Officers, to tr^ to get over 
the ice to this place, which was the 
oaly means* left to fave the lives of the 
iitp*t company, and that ftaying on 
txnrd any longer was afelefs, and might 
be attended -with the moft dreadful 
confequences : although the propofal 
(eemed to me a very daneeroas one, 
and little Rkelihood of its fuccefs frum 
ibe thick nefs of the weather, the ex- 
treme cold, our total ignorance of the 
way, and nsaoy other reafons, yet a« it 
was the general wift, and- the ihip in- 
fviubly loft^ I agreed to auitting her. 
Athalf paft one o'clock, it being the 
i»t^ quarter's ebbf the (hip^s company 
commenced their inarch on the ice in 
fob-divifions, attended by their re- 
fpedive officers, in fuch geod order as

< feen every perfon out of the fliip, 1 foU.

INDIA BUDGET.

I have the honour to acquaint you, 
that on tbe 7th indant I fpt^e) to lee- 
ward of St. Thomases, an AmericaOf 
who informed luc that he had been 
boarded the preceding evening by a 
French ihip of war 7 leagues to the 
Eaftward of Virgin Gorda. 

I ufed every exertion to get to wind* 
ward of that iiland, but, from xhc ftrong

Art. !• The French (hall give u|i 
to the Turkiih and Ruffian Commiflariet 
the town and the forts of Corfu, to* 
gether with the artillery, amreonttion^ 
-provifions, ftores, and all other public 
eflfe^ts, as they actually exift in the 
arfenals and magaiines. The Turkida 
and Ruffian Commiflartea ihalt g.vc 
receipts for every thtn^ that may be 
delivered to them upon inv^ncoriet. 

II. The garrifon ihall march, with all 
inilitary honours, out of all the forts 
and pofts which they m^y occupy, one 
day after the (ignature of the prefenc 
Capitulation. They fliaii be drawn op 
in line of battle uoon the £fplanade» 
where they ihall lay down their arms 
and ftandards, with the exception of cha 
Officers, as well civil as military, who 
ihall retain their arms; after which the 
Allied Troops fiiall take pofleffion of 
the pofts. The French ihall enter im- 
mediatelv after into the citadel,, where 
they ihall continue to be lodged until 
the time of their embarkation, which 
Ihall take place at the port of Man* 
daccio. The CommiiTary .General and 
the Staff* ihall have a Ruiiian guard of 
honour until their embarkation* 

III. The garrifon ihall be conveyed 
.to Toulon in velTels furniihed by the 

combined fquadron, and at the. charge 
of. the fald iquadron, and ihall be con* 
voyed by iliips of wary after having

I^epublic : they are permitted to carry 
away with them (as are alfo all the in- 
dividuals compofing the garrifon of 
Corfu} all their efTedts and moveables 
which arc their own private property. 

V, All Frenchmen who have been 
fniide prifoners during the blockade and 
iiege» are in like manner admitted and 
entitled to the advantages specified in 
Articles HI. and IV. They (hail only 
be bound by the parcle oi honour not 
fo carry arms againft the Contra6llng 
Powers during the prefent War^ uo* 
Jefs an exchange be made with the 
Turkiih and Rulfian Empires. 

Vi. A ikip of war of not left than 
20 guns (ball be granted, in order to 
tranfport the Com mi^ary- General, the 
'General, and Staff* 

VII. The General of Divifion Chaboi, 
and the Staff, a Secretary feie^^ed bv 
the Commiffary -General, the two Chiefs 
of Adminiftration of Land and Sea, 
-with their familiesiand two Secretaries 
for eaeh,ihali be permitted to go either 
to Toulon or to Ancona at their ple^ 
fure* and at the expence of the Con* 
trafting Powers.; but if they prefer to 
go to Ancona, their paffage uaU uke 
.place within one month from the prefent 
day. - 

VI n. All p^biic property! whether 
belonging to the town or to the gac-

"be permiued to leave at Corfu an Onicei^ 
with a fum of 6006 livres, and alfo the 
neceffary number ef Officers of Healthy 
to drefs and take care of the Hck. 

XL The Garrifon, the 0$cers^ add 
.rhofc. employed in a civil or mititary 
capacity, Ihatl receive, as well dn ihore 
as on board the vcffels,the fame number 
of rations which are allowed to them* ' 
according to their rank| in conlijrmity 
to the French laws, until their de- 
barkation at Toulon, or at Ancona* 

XII. The ihips of war and tranfportfl 
which (hall be employed in conveying 
the French either to Toulon or Ancooa,

General engages in the name of the 
French Government to caufe faid veffels ^ 
to be refpe£led by the French ihips and 
veffcis, and to guirantee their return

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MR. DAVID LEVI, 

thb learned jew. 
(with a portrait.) 



MR. LEVI was born in London in 
the year 1741: After recti ving 
the rudiments of an Hebrew education* 
his parents intended to fend him to Po- 
land (the great feminary of Jewifli lite- 
rature)» to ftudy under his gveat grand- 
father, who was Rabbi (or, as improperly 
called by Chriftians, High Brieft) of a 
Synagogue in that kingdom ; but juft as 
lie was on the point of commencing his 
journey t his friends received intelligence 
that the old Gentleman had left the prieft. 
hood» and fct out for the Holy Land. 
This put an end to that de/ign, and he 
was bound apprentice to a fhoemaker. 
After Icrving his regular time; and work- 
ing afterwards as a journeyman to gain 
experience, he fet up in hufmefs for 
faimfelf; but experiencing great lof&s 
and difappointments in trade, he fettled 
with his creditors, and paid them as far 
as he could twenty (hillings in the 
pound, and left hlraielf nothing but the 
pook and other debts. He then turned 
his hand to bat -dr effing^ as being able to 
carry it on with a {inalt capital. 

It muft here be obferved, that during 
the time of his apprenticefhip, as well as 
when he Worked journeyWork, or was in 
bufinefs for himfeU, he never lolt fight of 
the one great point he had in view ahnoft 
froni his childhood, viz. a thorough 
knowledge of the facred language \ fo as 
to be able clearly to comprehend, and 
fully nnderftand, the word- of God ; ef- 
pccia]^ the prophetic part : that he might 
thereby be able to judge iairly oi the 



difpute between Jews and Chriftians; 
and thus. come at truth, which he was 
determined to embrace at all eirents, 
without any regard to his worldly In* 
tercft : for, at he obferves in his firft 
Letters to Dr. Pricftley (page 91), «« J 
am not afhamed to tell you that I am a 
Jew by choice, and not becaufe I was 
born a Jew : far from it \ for I am clearly 
of opinion, that every perfon endowed 
with ratiocination ought to have a clear 
idea of the truth of revelation, and a juft 
ground of his faith, as far as human 
wifdom' can go." He therefore took 
every opportunity to improve himfclf in 
the fure H)ebrt"w ♦, as well as in the writ- 
ings of the Rabbin^ j fo that thofe hours 
of relaxation, which others fpend in idle- 
nels and diliipation, he employed in ufe* 
ful (ludy. 

In his new profeflion of hat-dreffing, 
and furrounded with domeftic cares, he 
ftill found time for ftudy \ and actually 
prfKiuced a Volume in 8vo. on the Rites 
and CeremnnUs 9ft be Jrws. Land. 1783. 
In this book, the religious principles and 
tenets of the Jewi(h Nation are clearly 
explained j and the opinion of Doftor 
Prideaux concerning their dofl^ine of the 
RefurreSiofii Prfdejiination,^nd Freewillp 
in'thc Author's opinion, confuted. 

He next publilhed Lingua Sacra, in 
three large volumes d(lavo, which con- 
tains an Hebrew Grammar with points^ 
clearly explained in Engliih, and a com* 
plete Hebrew- Engliih Diftiorary. 

The difficulties, both pecuniary and

P p a literary, 
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litcnry» that be laboured under during 
the compilation and puMicatic^ of that 
Work (which came out in numbers from 
the year 1785 to 1789), are fully ihewn 
in hit addrefs to the public at the end of 
the third Volume : tttf y are a proof of hit 
patience^ indnftry, pcrltvt ranee, and for- 
titude $ a perfect reGgnaiion to the will 
of the Supreme Being, and a firm reliance 
on his protection. 

In 1787 he puhliihed his firft Letters 
to Dr. Prieftley, in anfwer to his Letters 
addrefTed to the Jews, inviting them to 
an amicable difcuiTion of the evidences of 
Chriftianity. Thefe Letters placed his 
chara^er in a very confpicuous point of 
Yiew as a divine, and able ccntroverfialift. 

In 1789 he publtibed his fecond Let- 
ters to Dr. Prieftley, in anfwer to his 
Letters to the Jews, Part II. And alfo 
Letters, ift. To Dr. Cooper (of Great 
Yarmouth), in anfwer to his one great 
argument in favour of Chriftianity from 
a hngle Prophecy, »d. To Mr. Bicheno. 
jd. To Dr. Krauter. 4th, To Mr. 
Swain. 5tb, To Anti-Soctnus, alias 
Anfelm Bailey,' occafioi^ed by their re- 
marks on his firft Letters to Dr. Prieft- 
ley. This publication put an end to the 
controverfy, as none or Mr. Levi's op- 
ponems took up the pen to aniwer it. 

In the fame year he alfo publidied the 
Pentateuch in Hebrew and Englifti, with 
a Tranilation of the Notes of Lion Soef- 
mans, and the fix hundred and 'thirteen 
precepts contained in the Law, according 
to Maimonides. 

Towards the latter end of the fame 
year, at the earneft requcft of the mo ft 
leipeflablc of the Portu^uefe Jews, he 
undertook to tranftate their prayers from 
Hebrew into Englifti : a moft arduous 
taik indeed 1 But which he accomplished 
in four years (although he was confined 
to his bed and room upwaids of twenty, 
feven weeks of the time, fo that his life 
was defpaired of) 5 the'laft Volume being 
publiftied towards the latter end of the 
year 1793. The whole makes fix large 
volumes in oflavo. 

During the time that he tranflated 
thoie prayers, he was engaged on his 
Diftertations on the Prophecies ; the firft 
Volume of which he alio publifhed at the 
cloie of the fame year 1793. * This pub- 
lication may properly be accounted a 
continuation of the controverfy (on his 
part) between him and Dr. Prieftley, &:c. 
For in his firft Letters to Dr. Prieftley, 
heobferves (page 90), <* But if you are 
really In earneft,. and wifli to convert tlie 
Jews to what you call Chriftianity, \ 



think you muft produce more iubftantlat 
proofs in fupport of your hypothcfis than 
what you have yet done. And, if I 
might prefume to offer my opinion in ib 
weiffhtv a caufe, I think that the faireft 
methoa» and that which is the likelieft to 
lead to convi£(ton on either fide, is to 
take a review of all the prophecies cod- 
cerning the Meiliah, from Mofes to Ma- 
iachi, and compare them with the ads 
recorded of Jefus in the New Teftament ; 
to fee whether or no they have been ful- 
iilled in his pcrfon. This is the method 
I took myfeff to fearch for truth/' &c. 
In his fecond Letters to Dr. Prieftley, 
he fpeaks (page 19) to the fame purpoie. 
And in his Preface to the Diftertations, 
he purfues the fame fubje^l, and farther 
obferves (Pref. page 8.), " This fair, 
candid, and equitable fcbeme, I was in 
hopes (confidering the importance of the 
ruhje£>, as being fo highly interefting to 
^il mankind) would have been tagrrly 
embraced by Dr. Prieftley ; but what 
was my furprife, when I perceived that 
neither theDodor, nor any of my other 
opponents, feemed inclined to adopt it* 
But, as I find that Chriftiana of all de* 
nominations highly approve of -the at« 
tempt, and eameftly detire a publication 
of the faid Diftertations, I new venture 
to lay the fame befoxe the impartial pub- 
lie,'' &c. &c. 

In X 794 he publiftied a tranflatioD of 
the lervice for the two firft nights of thf 
Paftbver, as obferved by all the Jews at 
this prefent time, in Hebrew and Englifti, 

In 1795 ^ publiftied Letters to Na- 
thaniel Braftey Halhed, M. P. in Anfwer 
to his Teftimony of the Authenticity of 
the Pr(«phecies of Richard Brothers, and 
his pretended Miflion to recall the Jews. 

In 17^6 he publiftied the (econd Vo- 
lume ot his Dift*ertations on the Pro- 
phecies. This he propofes to complete 
in fix Volumes. 

In the beginning of 1797 he publiflud 
a Defence of the Old Teftament in a 
Series of Letters, addrefTed to Thomas 
Paine, in anfwer to his Age of Reafooy 
Part II. In this publication he brings 
ftiong arguments againft the infidels j 
indeed they are fuch as cannot eaillv be 
overthrown. On the prefent ftate ot the 

Jews, and the prophecies relating to them 
y Mofes, he deferves particular atteo-* 
tion : he has fhewn thtit the great proof 
of the divine Dilflion of Moics is fully 
eftabliHied by the prefent difpericd ftate 
of the Jews, and their prefervat ion as a 
dlftin^ people amidit all their fuftoriags. 
It theretore hath been juftly obiirrved by 

the 
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the JUvWwert (vkle Critical Reiriew for 
September 1797), " To ut, this is an 
arguineiit that the Deifts and Infidels can 
never get over," 

But thefc are not all the labours of 
this learned and ingenious Hebrew ; for 
ik> fooner had he completed the franfla. 
tion of the Portuguese Jews' Prayers, 
than he was folic itcd by the molt re- 
fpef^able ot the German Jews to tranflatc 
tkeir Feftival Prayers fr m Hebrew into 
£Dg)i(h. This talk, which was beyond 
comparifon f^r more ditBcuit than that 
of thePortugoefc Praveis, he nevcrthclcfs 
cbearfully undeitook ; and, notv-ithltand- 
ing the Inany other works that he was 
then engaged in, happily completed it in 
about four years. This alio contains fix 
volumes ino^avo. 

BcHdes all thofe, it muft be obferved, 
that when any of the Synagogues in 
Xondon want any Prayer tranflatcd, that 
is compofed for a particular occiiion, 
fuch as the Prayer For the relloration of 
hit Majefty's health, the fuccels of his 
arms, &c. be is always employed as the 
tranflator. Thus, during his Majedy's 
illoefs, he tranflated the Prayers that 
wereufed in the Synagogues in London, 

In 1789 he traiflated the Form of 
Prayer and ThaRkfgiving that was ufed 
in the great Synagogue, Duke's Place : 
and compofed one in Hebrew, and tranf- 
lated it tor the ufe of the Hambro' Syna- 
gogue in Church Row, Fcnchurch (trect. 

in 1790 he tranflated a Form of Song 
and Praife, ufed at the dedication of the 
Great Synagogue, St. James's Duke's 
Place. In 1795 he tranllaicd a Form of 
prayer for the Portugutie Synagogue in 
Bevis Marks, fur the Faft Day, on the 
19th of April of that year. He alio at 
the fame time tranflated another Form, 
for the fame purpole, for the Great Sy- 
nagogue, St. James's, Duke's Place, 
the Hambro' Synagogue, Fenchurch- 
ftrcet, and the New Synagogue, Leaden- 
halt ftreet. 

In 1795 he compofed a facred Ode in 
Hebrew, on the happy cfcape of our 
Sovereign Lord the King on the 29th 
day of 061ober 1795. This he a!fo 
tranflated into Englifti. It is in the 
hands of a few ef his friends, and is 
highly admired for the purity of the 
Hebrew di^ion, the force and beauty of 
the images, and the judnefs of the ien- 
timents $ all in the Eaiiern iiyle. 

In 17Q6 he tranflatcd another Form of 
a Fall Prayer, for the uie of the three 
S^ joguca above mentioned. 



In 1797 he tranflated the Form of 
Thankfgiving at the dedication of the 
New Synagogue in Denmark Court, in 
the Strand. 

But the intenfe ftudy and application 
necefljiry for the compilation of fuch t 
number ot publications in fo few years* 
withc-ut the aflillance of any one iriend 
to cone^l even a Angle line, either be* 
fore the work went to prels or at the 
prefs, has been the caufe of bringing on 
a violent aflbma^ with which Mr. Levi 
is now aflHi^Ud j and which has delayed 
the publication of bis Third Volume of 
the Diflertations on the Prophecies : yet, 
during the intervals of thediforder, he 
is afljduoufly employed oA that Work i 
and fome time back, he informed the 
writer of this, that the third Volume was 
above half worked oST, and he hoped 
with God*s bletling to bring it out in 
about three months : but unfortunately 
Mr. Levi has flnce that (viz. on the 14th 
of November la(t) been flruck with a 
violent ttroke of the palfv, which has in 
a great mealure depriveu him of the uiii 
of his right hand, ib that he is fcarcely 
able to hold the pen in his hand for five 
minutes together: but amidft all hia 
fulferings, Tie ftill looks forwaid with 
confidence to the completion of th;it 
great Work 5 firmly relying on the 
goodnefs of the God of Ifrael (as he 
fays) for the relloration ot his health i 
frequently alluding to the words of Mofee 
(Deut. 3*, 39. )» ** I wound, and I heal." 

But the molt curious circumltance. in 
Mr. Levies life is, that, with ail his la- 
hours for the feivice of Jewiih theology, 
he has no living whatever in the Jcwifli 
Church : he is, as he tells Thomas Pamc 
in his introdu6lory letter, « but a poor 
iimple Levitt y without any living in the 
Jf wifli Church ; confequently he has no, 
intereil in preaching up tithes." — This^ 
indeed, is a ilrong proof that Mr. Levi 
writes in behalf of^ Revelation from a 
thorough convi^ion uof its being the 
word of God, and not from any mer* i 
cenary views. 

As Mr. Levies labours have been di- 
reeled to Jewifli Literature and J^wifh 
Theology in general, without entering 
into any of the queflions that have un«' 
happily cauled divifions amongit that 
nation j and as he has done a lervic^, 
equally to the two great claffes of Jews, 
the German and Portuguefe, by traiiflat- 
ing their books of prayers ; it is to bc 
hoped he will not be overlooked by thcru^ 
ia the prefent decline of his health. All 
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through life he hss ftrugglcd with cir- 
cumftances that were unfavourable to 
lludy and literary purfuits j thcfe, how- 
ever, he overcame, becaufe they could be 
furmounted by fortitudt and pcrlevcrance ; 
bat dirabilitit'S fiom health, at leai\ fuch 
9* he now labours under, take away the 
powers of aft ion. Deafnefs, afthma, and 
palfy, arc a combination that have re- 
ioced poor Mr. Levi to a real captivity, 
in which he can no longer ul'c his harp. 



It if the 
fervent hope of a Chrifltan, who has be- 
ccme acquainted with Mr. Levi from a 
regard to his ufeful labaurs, that the 
only Jew in this kingdom, who has en- 
deavoured by his writings to do honour 
to the Chair of Mofes, will not be fuf- 
fered by the Jcwifli Nation to fpcnd the 
remainder of his worn-out life, without 
a competent providoD.

PERHAPS the hiflory of the punlfti- 
ment of cutting off the hand may 
meet with the approbation of mod read- 
ers, efpecially fuch as are ftudents in the 
profeflion of the law j and more particu- 
larJy at this tin^e. from the punifhmcnt 
in queilion having lately been agitated in 
Wcftrainfter Hal). It has been faid (but 
it fecms crroneoufly) in the public prints 
•f the day, that the dreadful amputation 
alluded to m.^ be ii^fli6lcd by law on 
criminals convif^cd of having reji ucd ^ 
prifbners from the bar of Courts of 
juflice ; but no convifls are liable thtrtto 
but fuch as have btcn found guilty of 
rfrawing a weapon f on one of the 
Judges, or of having ftruck one of the 
King*s fubje^ls in hU Courts of Juftice, 
or in his pnlaccs J. 

The firft precedent that h*ih occurred 
to tis is fo early as the reign of King 
Alfred, furnamed the Great, and it is 
very concifely reported by a very ancient 
writer § on the law. 

"King Alfred'^ caufed the hand of 
Hanlf to be cut off, becan/c he faved 
Armock's hand, who had been attainted 
before him, for fclonioufly cutting off 
theharrflofRichbold.'* 

We have cited the French edition cf 
the MiHROiR, becaufe we do not think 



Hughs's tranflation corrcft : that the 
reader may judge between us, we take 
leave to lay both before him. 
The original French i-uns thus : 
** Fift il couper le poigne Haolf, pur 
ceo que il falva Armock k poigne que 
fuit attaint devant lui que tl auoit 
COUPA LE POIGNE Richbold felon ioUie- 
meni." 

The Englifh Tranflation is as follows: 
*• He cut off the ^and of Haulf, be- 
caufe^ faved Armock's hand, who was 
attainted before him, of having felo* 
nioufly WOUNDED Richbold.'* 

We contend, that WOUNDED (houli 
have been rendered eu/ off the band. We 
are the rather furprized it was not (b 
tran/lattd, bccaulie of Hughs's following 
paflage ** To the Reader,*' towards the 
end, viz. "I have endeavoured (as all 
tranflators of books, efpecially of books 
of the law, ought) to keep myfclf cbie 
to the words and meaning of the Author, 
and of the law then in ufe and practice, 
well knowing, that laws many timet 
have their interpretation according to the 
liri£t letter, and not according to fuch 
flouriflies of rhetoric and oratory as may 
be put upon thcni." 

This cafe of Hiulf feems to contradifl 
the tullowine obfervation made on the 
lubjcfl by the learned Commentator of

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tie Laws of England, which is this : 
" By the ancient Common Law befoi e 
the Congiieft, ftriking in the King's 
Courts ot Jufticc, or drawing a fword 
therein, was a capital felony } and our 
modern Law retains Co much of the an- 
cient feverity, as only to exchange the 
lofs of life for the Ipfs of the offending 
member/' 

I think it cannot well be conceived but 
that Sir William Blackrtcne is miftaken ; 
for can it be prefumed, that a King Co 
eminent for equal juftice as our Alfred 
was, would have inflifled an illegal pu- 
niOiment j a punifkment not recognized 
by any then known fubfifting law of the 
land J and that too on a Judge, whopi he 

1>unifhed for a breach of the known 
>w : or is it poffible to fuppofe, as be 
was fo (evere in his puniihment of'cor- 
riipt Maridrates, he would not have con- 
demned iuch an offender to a public exe- 
cution, had the law warranted him in 
▼indicating the Injuries of his people in 
fo exemplary a manner. 

On lo June, A. D. 1 54.1, Trin. Term, 
33 Hen. VIII. Sir Edmund Kncvet* 
' was arraigned before the King's Juftices 
fitting in the great Hall at Ureenwich, 
forflriking of one Matter Clerc of Nor- 
folk, fervant to the f Earl of Surrey, 
within the King's Houfc in the Tennis- 
court. Sir Edmund being found guilty, 
had judgment to lofe his right hand, 
thereupon were called to do the exe- 
cution,

§Thu8 every man in his office ready to 
doe the executioD ; thexe was called forth 
Sir William Pickerijjg,marihall, to bring 
in the faid Sir Edmund y and when he 
was brought to the ' bar re, the chief | 
jufiice declared to him his offence, and 
the laid Knevet confeffing hlmfelf to be 
guilty, humbly fubmitted himfelf to the 
King's mercy ; then Sir EMmund defired 
that the King of his benigne favour 
would pardon him of his right hand, and 
take the left j for (quoth he), if my 
right band be fpared, I may hereafter 
doe fuch good iervice to his Grace z$ 
fhall pleafe t¥im to appoint ; of this fub- 
miffion and requeft, the Juftices inform- 
ing the King ; he of his great goodncis 
granted him a free oardon. 

The manner in which (fays the learned 
Editor of ^ the State Trials at Large) Sir 
Edmond Knevet obtained a pardon of 
his offence, muft ttrike every reader of 
fenfibility ; the circiimlUnces do equal 
honour to Sir Edmund and his Sovereigns 
to the former, for his manly requeil, to 
pay the forfeit by his left hand inlleadof 
liis right, that he might be better able 
to ierve his King and country : to the 
latter, for feeling the grcatnel's of mind 
which fuch a requeft denoted. 

The next inllance of note iecms that of 
Wilkins ^f Flower, a monk and pricft, in 
the reign of Queen Mary j who, on IJafr 
ter Sunday, 2. Maryl.ltruck and wounded 
John Cheltam, a prielt, adraioiftering tlw 
faci-ament at the altar of St. Margaret's 
Church, WeflminiU-r, with a wood knife, 
whereby the chaJice was fprinklcd with 
blood i whereupon he was, on St. Mark'a

liis conviction, to have his hand cutt '^\ 
t>£P, which was accordingly done. 



The following fecm« rather a remark- 
able cafe in point. 

John Stubbs, a barrifter of Xincoln't- 
Inn, the author of a book written and pob- 
lifhed againft the marriage of the <^een 
Elizabeth with the Duke of Anjou, jn a 
moft fatirical ftyle, intituled, *« T\a 
Gulph wherein England will befwallow- 
ed by the Frtnch Marriage j" and "Wil» 
liam Page, the publisher, were both fca* 
tenced, that their right •{ bands (boolf) 
be cut off, which was accordingly done 
by a clever driven through the wrift by 
mcars of a mailet, upon a (caffbid in the 
maiket place at Wcltmirftc . Stubbs the 
lawyer, after his right hand was ctittoff*, 
puttjff his hat with the left, and fiud 
with a loud voice, God fave the Queen. 
The multitude ftandiug about (fays the 
hiftorlan) was prcfcundly (ilent, either 
'cut of horror at this •§ new and unwont- 
ed kind of puniftiment, or elieoutof pity 
to the niatl» who was of an honeft and ud- 
blamcable character, or elfe out of hatred 
to the marriage, which mo(t men pre* 
fage would be the overthrow of reUgioQ*

THE Ktne arrived at Lyeth the firft 
day of May, anno 1 5909 with the 
Queene his wife and his tralne in thirteene 
ihippesy accompanied with Peter Munck^ 
Aomirall of Denmarke* one of the Re- 
gen tea of the King, Steven Brave y a 
*Panifh Lorde, and fundry other the Lordes 
of the fame countrey, where at theyr 
arrivall they were wclcommcd by the 
Duke of Lenox f the Earle Botbwell^ and 
fundry other the Scottish Nobility. At 
their landing, one M. James Elphefton, 

^ a Senator of the Colledge of Juftice, with 
a Latine oration welcommtd them into 
the countrey, which done, the King went 
on to the church of Lyeth, where they 
had a icrmon preached by Maifter Patrick 
' Callotuey^ in Engliih, imj>orting a thankf- 
giTing for their fafe arrival!, and fo they 
departed to their lodging, where they 
expeAed the comming in of the reft of 
the nobility, together with fuch prepa- 
ration as was to bee provided in £din- 
borough and the Abbey of the Holy 
Rood Houfe. 

^ This performed, and the nobility 
joyning to the townfhip of Edenborough, 
they receaved the King and Queene from 

/ the town of Lyeth, the King riding be- 
fore,' and the Queene behinde him in her 
chariot, with her maides of honor of ech 
iideof her Majelties one. Her chariot 
was drawne with eight horfes, cappari. 
foned in velvet, imbrodred with filver and 
^old, very rich, her highnefle maifter of 
her hooOioulde, and other Danifh«ladies 
on the one fide, and the Lorde Hamilton 
on the othery togetlier with the reft of 
the nobility, and after her chariot fol- 
lowed the Lorde Chancelours wife, the 
Jj^zdjBotifwe//, and other the ladies, with 
the burgefes of the towne and others 
round about her, as of Edinbrough, of 
Lyeth, of Fi throw, of Middleborow, of 
Prefton, of Dalkith, &c. all the inha- 
bitants being in armour, and giving a 
yoUe of (hotte to the King and Queene 
in their pafla^, in joy of their fate ar- 
rivalK in this manner they pafled to the 
Abbey of Holy Roode Houfe, where they

remained untill the feaventeenth of May, 
upon wiiich day the Qu^ecne was crowned 
in the faid Abbey Church, aftcf the 
fermon was ended by Maifter Robert 
Bruce and M. David Lin/ej', with great 
triumphes. The coronation ended, fhe 
was conveide to her chamber, being led 
by the Lord Chanceler, one the one fide 
and the Embaflador of Engiande on the 
other, fixe ladies bearing uppe theit 
traine, having going before her twelve 
heraultes in their coates of armes, and 
fundrye trumpets ftill founding. The 
Earle of Angus bare the fwordc of honor, 
the L. Hamilton the fcepier, and the 
Duke of Lenox the crowne. Thus was 
that day fpent in joy and mirth. Uppon 
Tuefday the nineteenth of May, her Ma- 
jefty made her entry into Eclinborough 
in her chariot, with the Lordes and No- 
bility giving their attendance, among the 
which ther were fixe and thirty Danes on 
horfebacke with footc clothes, every of 
them being accompanied with fome Scot- 
tifli Lorde or Knight, and all the ladies 
following the chariot. At her comming 
to the South fide of the yardes of the 
Canogit, alorg the parke wall, being in 
fight of the Cartle, they gave her thence 
a great voile of ftiotte, with their banners 
and auncientes diCpIaied upon the walles. 
Thence ftice came to the Weft port, un- 
der the which her highnefTe ftaied, and 
had an oration to welcome her to the 
towne, uttered in Latine by one maifter 
yobn Rujfellf who was thereto appointed 
by the towncfliippe, whofe fonne alfo 
being placed uppon the toppe of the 
portehead, and was let downe by a devife 
made in a globe) which being come 
fomewhat over her Majeftiesheade, opened 
at the toppe into foure quarters, where 
the childe appearing in the refemblance 
of an angell delivered her the keyes of 
the towne in 61ver, which done, the 
quarters clofed, and the globe was taken 
uppe agayne, fo as the childe was no 
more feene there. Shee had aiib a ca- 
napie of purple velvet, embrodered with 
gold, carriea over her by fixe ancient 
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townet-nwn. There were alfo three 
ibpft young men of the towoe lyke Moore», 
and clothed in cloth of filver, with chainea 
about their necket» and bracelets about 
their annee^ (ct with diamondt and other 
precious ftonety verie gorgeous to the 
etci who went before the chariot betwixt 
the horlcmen and it, ef erie one with a 
white ftaffe in his hande to kcepe of the 
throng of people, where alfo rid the 
Provoft and Baileefcs of the towne with 
foote clothes to keepe the people in good 
Older, with moft of the inhabitants in 
their beft araie to doc the like. In this 
ordtr her Grace palled on the Bow ftreety 
where was ereaed a table, whereupon 
ftood a globe of the whole worlde, with 
a boy Gtting therby, who reprefented the 
lierCon of a King, and made her an 
.oration, which done, (he went up the 
Bowc, wher were caft forth a numoer of 
jbanketing diibes as they came by, and 
commin^ to the butter trone, there were 
placed nine maid.ent bravely arraied in 
c]oth of filver and ffold, reprelenting tl;e 
Aitte Mufes, who lung verie fweete mu- 
iickc, where a brave youth played upon 
the organs, which accorded exceilentlit, 
with the finglng of their piahnes, whereat 
her Majeftie ftaied awhile, and thence 
palTed downe through, the high gate of 
Cdinbrough, which was all deckra with 
tapiftry irom the top to the bottom s 
at her Graces comming to the Tolboth, 
there flood on high the four vertues, as 
firft, JuAice witn the ballance in one 
band And the fword of juftice in the 
other j then Temperance, having in the 
one hand a cup ofwine, and in the other 
hande a cup oi water ; Prudence, holding . 
in her hand a ferpent and a dove, de- 
claring that men ought to bee as wife as 
the ferpent to prevent nufchief, but as 
Cimple as a dove eyther in wrath or ma- 
lice. Tlie Uft is Fortitude, who held a 
.broken pillcr in her hand, reprefenting 
the (Irength ol a kingdome* 

Thus fliee paflcd on to the crofle, up- 
pcji the toppe whereof (hee had a plalm 



fung in verie* ffood muficke before her 
commii>fr to the churcbe, whicb done, 
her Majeftie came forth of her chariot, 
and was con?eied unto 8. Giles Church* 
where flie heaid a fermon preached by M* 
RoSfrt Bruce. That ended, with prauert 
for her highnefle, Ihee was conv^od 
againe to her chariot. Agaiaft her con* 
ming forth, diere tiood upon the top of 
the crofle a table covered, whereupon 
ftood cups of gold and filver fioll of wmet 
with the Goddcfle of Corne and Wine 
fitting thereat, and the come on heapei 
by her, who in Latine cried that then 
inould be plentie thereof in her time, ^pA 
on the iide of the crofle fate the God 
Bacchus upon a punchion of wine, drinks 
ing and cafting it by cups full upon the 
people, \}e{ide9 other of the townfmen 
that caft sipplcs and nuts among ihemt 
and the crcUe itfelf xanne claret wine 
upon the caulfway for the royaltie of 
that daie. Thence her Grace rode downe 
the gate to the fault trone, whereupon 
fate all the Kings heretofore of Scotlaiad, 
cne of them lyinr along at their feete, as 
If he had bene hck> whom certain foul- 
diers Teemed to awake at her Majeflies ^ 
comming : whereupon he arofe and made 
her an oration in Latine. Which ended* 
/he nafled down to the neather bow, 
whicn was beautified with the maragc c^ 
a Kin^ and his Quecne, with ail their 
nobilitie about them, among whom at 
her highnefs prefence there arofe a youth 
who applied the fame to the marriage of 
the King and herfelfe, and fo bleflcd that 
marriage. Which done, there was kt 
downe unto her from the top of the porte ^ 
in a filke firing a box covered with purple 
velvet, whereupon was embrodercd an A. 
for ^Hua (her Majefties name) fet with 
diamonds and precious flones, efteemtd 
at tvrentie thoufand crownes, which the 
townfhippe gave for a preient to her 
highnefs $ and then, after fingingof fome 
plalmes with verie good muficke, her 
Grace departed to the Abbey for that 
night.

nr\fi(I8 Gentleman was the only child 

X of the Rev. Mr. William Mitchell, 

«oe of the Miniflen of St. Giles, com* 

Bonly calkd f^ High Cllirch of Edin- 



burgh. His father was firH one of the 
Miniflers of Aberdeen, but afler hia 
tranflation in that country (called liia 
ftttifniaiti or tranfportatioa to £dii». 
I b«rgb}» 
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k»]gli}, he married a widow lady of 
loool. a year fortune, who bad an only 
ehildy a daughter^ the undoubted heir 
thcrepf after her death. 

To malce fure of the fortune, a match 
between the two children was concluded, 
and they were married in 171 5, at a time 
when Matter Mitchell was but eleven 
years of age, and young Mift but ten. 
In the fourth year after their nuptials, 
the Lady died in child bed of her firft 
childy an event which fo much affected 
him that be never married afterwards : 
he diTcominoed the ftudy ,of the law, for 
which his father intended him» applying 
to amufements, by the advice of friends, 
in order to conquer that grief, which, as 
was apprehended^ might bring on a low- 
nefs of fpirits. 

This was the original caufe of an ex* 
tenfive acquaintance with the principal 
Noblemen and Gentlemen in North Bri- 
tata» which afterwards enfued, and for 
atuining which he fecmed to be naturally 
ibnned. Though his prbgrefs in the 
fciences was but froall, yet no perfon had 
^ greater regard for learned men } his 
introduAion to the /irft cbfs was owing 
to Lord President Dalrympls,of the Court 
of SdGon ; and that to the fecond, partly 
to hia being univerlally known to the 
Clersy, and to the feveral Profeflfors of 
the Univerfitv of Edinburgh, which was^ 
at that period, in juft repute and efteera. 

He was, in a particular manner, inti- 
mately acquainted with Mr. M'Laurin f 
and thouffh his knowledge of Algebra 
and naixcd quantity was but inconfide* 
nble» yet be employed Mr* Hendcrfon, 
anno 1736, to write out a copy both of 
the Algebra and Treatife ot Gunnery, 
which Mr. M*Laurin had wrote with 
aflfiaain^ cleamefs and |>erfpicuity. , 

By his being known to the Marquis 
of Twecdale and the Earl of Stair, he 
became Secretary to the former, on his 
Loniihip*s being appointed Miniiter for 
Scots Affairs, anno 1741 1 and in the 
beginning of 1741 he, on Lord Stair's 
arrival in London, put his Lordfliip in 
■lind of the high regard he had alwaya 
bore for Do6tor Pringle (afterwards Sir 

John Pringk), then Profcffor of Moral 
^hiloibphy in the Univerfity of £din« 
burgh. The DoAor was at his own 
houie, in Stone laws-clofe* when a letter 
arrived from Mr. Mitchell, dated the 
14th of June 174s, acouainting him that 
he was appointed Phyiician to the Britiih 
Ambafiuior then at the Hague. 

Though the Marquis of Twecdale re* 
figncd the place of Seactary of Sute, tn 



conlequence of the coavulfimis of th« 
year 1745, 7^ ^- Mitchell ftil! kept fat 
favour. He had taken care, during tba^ 
memorable winter, to keep up a eone* 
fpondence with fome eminent cl e r gy me n » 
^nd, from time to time, communicated 
the intelligence he received | and hia 
afliduity was rewarded with a feat in tbt 
Houfe of Commons, anno 1 747, as ra* 
prefentative for the fliiiv of Aberdeen. 

The next year, 174S, he had the fad 
office to per&rm, of attending the laft 
moments of his firtend the celebrated 
James Thomfon, Author of The Seafons* 
Two days had pafled before his relapit 
was known, when Mi* Mitchell pofted 
down at midnight to Richmond, with 
Mr. Reid ahd I^. Armftronff, juft timt 
enough to endure a fight of aU others the 
moft (hocking to nature, the laft agoniet 
of bis beloved friend. Together with 
Lord Lyttelton, he was appointed one of 
Mr. Tnom(bn's executors. 

In the year 1 751 he was appointed 
his Majefty's Kefident at Brufiels, where 
comlnuing two years, he, in 1753, camt 
over to London, when he was appointed 
AmbaflTador Extraordinary and rlenipo. 
tentiary at the Court of Pnifiia, where^ 
by his polite and genteel behaviour, and 
a previous acquaintance with MaHhal 
Keith, he pined fo much upon the per* 
fon of his Pruflian Majefty as to detach 
him from the French intereft $ an event 
which involved the Court of France in 
the gr^pteft lofles, arifin^ not only from 
vaft and uncommon 'fubfidies to the 
Courts of Vienna, Peteriburgfa, and 
Stockholm, but from the loft of mora 
numerous armies than ever they had been 
ftripped of fince the rrijgn of Francis I. 
By Lord Chefterfield's letters it appears, 
that in 175S he was threatened to be 
diiplaced, but continued at the eameft 
requeft of the King of PruiHa. 

He generally accompanied the King 
through the courfe of his feveral cam- 
paigns» and on the tsth of Auguft 1 759^ 
when the Pruilian army was totally rout* 
ed by Count Soltikoff, the Mui'covite 
General, he with difficulty could be pre. 
vailed Ujpon to quit the King^s tent, 
even while all was in confufion. By his 

Snident management, the late Earl Mar* 
lal of Scotland was introduced to the 
favour of his Majefty King George III» 
anno 1760. In 1765 he again came over 
to England for the recovery of his health* 
which was ibroewhat impaired, fpent 
fome time at Tunbridge Wells, and 
March 1766 asain returned to Berlin, 
and about this time was created t Knight 
<L<1» Af 
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of the Bath. That year he was ho- 
noured in a particular manner at the 
mairiage of the Prince of Orange with 
the Princeft Royal of Pruflia, the King 
'always exprt fling the highelt regard for 
his peribnal merits and accomplilhments j 
for though he was a very temperate man, 
and ihunned pcmp and orientation in his 
own pcrfon, yet no man had nnore at 
hpart the fupporting the dignity of the 
Sovereign whom he reprefented. In a 
word, Uiough not a man of great learning 



or outward fhew, yet he was, in con* 
plex, the fine Gentleman, and poffefled 
of real goodncfs of heart, Mr. Murdoch, 
in his Life of Thomfon, fays of htm, 
that he was equally noted for the truth 
and conftancy of his private friendihips, 
and for his addrefs and fpirit as a public 
Minifter, He died t%th January 1771. 
The Court of Pruflia honoured His fii- 
neral with their prefence, and the King 
himfelf, from a balcony, beheld tM 
proceflion witl^ tears.

THE LIFE AND ADVENTURES OP A PAP-SPOON. 



MY fimily> which it may be prrpcr 
firft to give a brief acccunt of, is 
very ancient, and 'may be clearly traced 
back, farther than that of Gideon the 
Jew, or old Cadwallader the Briton ; 

' not indeed through fuch a multitude of 
anccftcrs as you will find in Jewlfti and 
Wcllh genealogies, but dllHrguiflied by 
one noble father of celeirial origin, and 
one mother of the fame defcent, both 
Wought into being at lealt thiee days 
before Adam. 

My father has been and continues to 
¥e a great traveller j he has vifited every 
climatq^ has been a moft bountiful bene- 
faflor to all nations, a great promoter 
of their trade, and the very life and foul 
of their agiiculture. 

My mother, being nearly of the fame 
age, and of the fame divine original with 
jTiy father, natuially attracted his par- 
ticular rc^rard. He made his addreffes 

•to her with the greattlt afllduity and 
warmth, and fhe foon became enamoured 
of his convcrlation, and found her ovyn 
charms increalcJ by his carcfl«s. 

This circumHsijce of cct:i !c prcduccd 
the ftri6^eft union between tlictn. l^he 
fruits and pledges of ihcir love wrre nu- 
merous and beautiful, but of very dif- 
ferent conftitutions. Thole among them 
of the moft blooming appeal ance and 



niceft texture feldom lived longer than a 
year, and not one in a thoufand retched 
that period ; others, of lefs beautiful but 
more robull make, grew up to a majeftic 
ftature, and many of them have lived to 
the age of fourfcore or an hundred j'cars* 
well known and efteemed in their lives \ 
and, when they were cut cff by death, 
'their remains were the moft effefttial 
amulets or charms againft inclement flcies, 
tempeftuous feas, or even inA'raments of 
'death in the hands of enemies. Others 
of their defendants ^in which rank I 
muft reckon myfelf) were of a conili- 
tution ft ill more durable, but lefs coo- 
fpicuous in the world, ufually leadinr 
the life of anheimit in obicure caves and 
grottoes. It was my fortune to be bora 
in a cave on the warm fide of the moun- 
tains of Potofi ; here I remained unkbcwn 
till the avarice and ambition of the 
Spaniards urged them to ac<)uire by vio- 
lence, this rich fpot ; by them I was foon 
dragged from my retirement, and forced 
to appear ^nd be converlant with men. 
Spanifh education wa» then employed to 
purge away what was looked upoil'ilthc 
drols and dregs of mv nature ; I was ia 
fliort refined, but wnether for my own 
or the public benefit is a qucftion I can- 
not determine j for I am hereby made 
papabk of fcrving or injuring ro»nkiii4 
a$cordIa( 
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ir^ordiiig to the diTpditioii of my mailer. 
Neither my father or owther attempted 
ft refcue me out of the hands of the 
Spanlardty who foon ibid me as a (lave 
to an Englilh merchant } he carried me 
to England, where I arrived in the be- 

g'nning of thereisn of Henry the Eighth. 
?fore I proceed in my .hiftory, it is ne- 
ceilary to obfervey that a certain Deity 
had given a power to whomfoever (hould 
become mafter of me, or any of my bro- 
thers, to compel us to appear in what 
fliape he pleafed } our fubitance, and the 
fiamina of our conftitution, were ftilt of 
the fame kind, though ufuaiiy Uifened 
in quantity under every new form we 
were compelled to aflfume, and all the 
ielf-confcioufnefs and memory we were 
tt any time endued wi(h ilill continued 
the lame { we were all obliged to anlwer 
the purpofe and aflume the manners, 
whettier noble or bale, of the form we 
were i fome of us conflantly were em- 
ployed in relieving the didreUed, or re- 
warding the deferving j others in tyranny 
and oppreifion, corrupting vireins, and 
diftreflm^ orphans. My firft Engliih 
mailer fold me to an eminent filverfmith, 
in London ; he made me aiTume the fliape 
of a magnificent caudle- cup, and under 
that form I was introduced to Court, 
and ferved in my proper capacity at the 
birth and chrift^ning of Queen Elizabeth 
of glorious memory. In this capacity I 
•dminiftered much comfort to the Maids 
of Honour and other Ladies who at- 
tended the Court on this occafion, parti- 
coJarly to the old Duchefs oF Norfolk, 
who, taking a particular aifcflion to me, 
carried me, by her Koval M after* s leave, 
to her feat in Nottingham/hire. Here I 
was placed in her drelfing room, and 
found myfeif more conitantly employed 
than her beads or her mafs book. From 
her I pa^ed into the fcrvice of he> de- 
fcendant Henry Earl of Surry, and was 
by him obliged to wear as a badge the 
arms of England quartered with thofe of 
the Howards. This clrcumliance occa- 
fioned a great change both to my mailer 
and mylelf ; it is well kno^^ that it 
colt him his head, and I was obliged to 
appear in a iha{>e perfe6lly new, but pot 
without fome diminution of my fubftance. 
I Was again fold into mechanic hands, 
and formed into a fmall bafon for the re* 
ception of alms in a paKifti church near 
the Court. Many were the bafe ftuUings 
and iixpences I received, and I very well 
remember the pariih prieil often dropped 
)u« own haUecrowA into the colledioni 



by way of encoungement, and put it in 
his pocket again before he diitributed 
the money. In this office I continued 
during the reign of Edward the Sixth, 
Queen Mary, and great part of Queen 
Elizabeth $ but, uj^on ttie ena^ing of 
laws for providing for the poor, charity 
was no longer thought neceflary ; I was 
therefore kept quiet fome time in the 
pariOi church, where, growing rufty and 
tainted, it was thought lefs trouble to 
new form than to clean me, and I af 
length became the tobacco-box of that 
famous ftatefman and Ibldier Sir Walter 
Raleigh. I was witnefs to the furprize 
of his iervant, when the Knight emitted 
from his mouth the fragrant fumes of 
this falutary herb, as it is recorded in 
the renowned Author of Laugh ami ht 
fal^ and others of equal fame j and, ever 
fince my appearing in this (hape and 
Nation, tobacco has been a help to diu 
courie, the fupport of politics, and the 
promoter of drinking and good fellow- 
fliip. After the execution ot Sir Waiter, 
I lay concealed during the remainder of 
the reign of Jamci the Firft in the pof- 
feflion of an antiquated virgin relation 
of Sir Nicholas Throgmorton, whole ' 
daughter the great Raleigh had married* 
She had the latisfadlion to keep me in 
her pofl'cflion till flie enjoyed the fweet 
revenge of lighting her own pipe, in her 
feveniieth year, with his facred Maje(ly*i 
Counterblafi to lobacco. At her death, 
which happened during the proteflorfliip 
of Cromwell, I fell into the hands of a 
noble Royalift \ i long adminiftered fuel 
to his pipe, and made my attachment to 
the royal family appear, by caufing all 
th^ alHltance this noble Cavalier gave tlic 
Kiog, which was drinking his health. 
But as loyalty was then a Itarving virtue, 
\ fell a lacriHce to my matter's necefllties, 
who parted with me for fome ready 
money to the famous fanatic preacher^ 
Hugh Peters. This Man of God kept 
me but a ihort time \ for, at a charitable 
vifit to anhofier's widow in Cheapfide, 
the good matron accepted of me as a 
compenfation for fuch favours as (he de- 
clared flie would beftow upon none but a 
preacher fo largely and eminently gifted ^ 
however, ihe loon gave me to her jour- 
neyman, a t:|]l Irifhman, who repeated 
to her at night the good lefibns (he learned 
by day at the conventicle, to her great 
contentment. My new mailer, at the 
Keftoration, having made bold with part 
of the widow* s plate, which formerly be- 
. longer) to a Cavalier, retired to Holland* 
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and fcM me with the reft of his trinkets 
to » Burgomaftcr of Rotterdam. This 
Dutchman thought it prudent to give 
ne a new form to conceal from whence 
Ik had me* 

I then appeared as a fmall but ekgant 
filvcr ink^uandy and to mv mortification 
, was conftantly made fubtervient to my 
ttafler*s avaricious puroolcs, and was 
witnefs to a thouiand of his fecret frauds 
^d forgeries. Here I was obferved by 
Dr. Burnet, afterwards the famous Biihop 
of Sali(bury : he purchafed me, and, in 
the latter end of the reign of that nn- 
kappy Monarch James the Second, I 
Inrniihed the prelate with materials for 
writing feveral Letters concerning the 
l^evolution which foon followed, and for 
his Hiftory of his own Thnes ; and 
therefore I fuppofe I had as much merit 
both in the Revolution and Hiftory as 
bis Lordfhip i but all the while I was 
In bis poflfemony the propenfity to lying 
and forgery, contra^ed m Holland, ftill 
adhcrttf to me. 

At his death, in the year 17141 I f<^H 
into the bands of a Portuguefe Lady, a 
Ihvourite of Mr. Thomas, afterwards 
Judge Burnet, the Bifhop^s Ton. She, 
though naturally a lady of great veracity, 
l^lt within her a ftrange propenfity to 
lying and forgery as often as Aie dipped 
lier pen in my ink. She therefore judged 
Ikaturally enough that ihe could difpoie 
of me to great advantage at Briftol, at 
the office ot a Weft India Merchant or a 
City Scrivener. I was accordingly of- 
lered to feveral, but I was there tound 
to be a mere drug ; the BriftoHans were 
ftrftSk in the art I fuggefted, and needed 
no afliftance. I was therefore fold for a 
trifle to a iiWerfmith, who melted me 
down, and converted me into a form 
which I (hall always rrmembcr with 
pitrafure, that of a Pap-Jpoon. I was 
Ibon >diij>olefl of to a good old Welfli 



Ladv, who gave me ts t ^refeot to the 
mother of Htlaria^ an amiable in^t. 
In this new flMpe suad fcrvice I inftantlj 
recovered my virtuotts difpofition» and 
was happy in obfcrviag how I cootri- 
boted to the increafe o^he infant charms 
of Hilaria \ how her beauty increaled 
with her growth, and the bude of msm. 
berlefs virtues dathr vnfoldcd themleheo 
in her mind t in Aort, it was my ad- 
miniftering fnbfiftence to ber that gave 
birth to thofe perfeAioos of body and 
mind flie now poflefiet . 

The hanpinefs I enjoyed in this fta* 
tioQ was tne molt complete X had. known 
from the time of my nrft leaving my na^ 
tive retirement at Potofi, and was greater 
than even that retirement eould afford 
me \ for here I had the (itisfiAaoo of 
feeing my exiftence emineptlv uiefbl. 
Hilana is now admired by all but the 
fullen and the four. SItt baa an Inex- 
hauftible fund of chearfalnefs witbovt 
levity, of good>nature without weakness, 
of piety without morofenefs, andofcha* 
rity without favour to view. She is a 
dutiful daughter, an affeAionate fiftcr, a 
fincere friend, an agreeable companioo. 
How great foever the virtues of the aua 
who manriel Hilaria may be, tbcy will 
be more than equalled) and rewarded 
beyond their deferviog by ber ibperior 
endowments. 

The reft of my hiftory may be dif- 
natched in a few words 1 I was lately 
Droke in pieces by the carelefliiefs of 
Hilaria's maid, and was then bartered 
away for fix filver tea fpoons. I am 
now in the clofe cnftody of a travelling 
Jew. My future life muft be determined 
as the fates fliall decree \ happy, how. 
ever, in this reflexion, that I have had 
as much merit as could fall to any being 
of the longeft exiftence, by contributing 
f^l^r a few years to the fupport or con-

THE INQUISITION. 

IT is a juft but common obferVation, 
that Di icon tent fecms to be com- 
pounded with our natures, and infeparable 
Ircm our very exiftence. Tliough we 
take the philofopher*8 lanthom m onr 
h«ud» ou a clofe and impartial fvnoey of 



mankind, we fliall hardly find a heart 
untainted with its maiigrfancy. 

Ruminating on this fubje^ of late» I 
felt my fpirits U^ deprefled that nature 
gave way to repofe, when Morpheus 
began to plav his magic deceptions npoa 
the mindi and methought X was employed 
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hftbmc itiperior power to feek out a 
twumed man. My commiifion was of 
Voboundcd latihide> and it authorized 
me to interrogate all ranks and degrees, 
from tlie Throne to the Cottage. 

With due obfervance of the rules of 
freccdcnce, I repaired to the palace, and 
announced my cmba/Ty to the Monarch* 
Signified with the infignia of royalty, 
and furroundcd by guards and attendants 
innumerable. 

He informed me that happinefs and 
contentment were not his ^ that, as the 
Father of his People, he participated of 
tfaetr forrows, while he felt his own in- 
abilitr to alleviate all their cares, or 
-comply with all their defires; conie- 
quenthf, murmuring and diflatisfaAions

I now turned from the (cene of humaa 
evils with an aching heart, and utterly 
defpairing of fuccefs, when a diftant cot- 
tage caught mine eye \ it Hood beneath 
the (hehcr of a fpreading oak, and ap- 
peared to have been ralfcd by hands lone 
iince mouldered into duft. The walk 
were clothed with ivy, and the roof co- • 
vered with mofs.

He kindly rofe to 
meet and introduce me with a dieariul 
complacency of countenance, which, ac* 
cording to my notions of physiognomy, 
appeared truly expreflive of the Chriftian 
Philofopher. 

Encouraged by his opennefs and affa- 
bility, I frankly declared to him the oc- 
caiion of my vifit ; to which I added 
fome remarks on my late ill fuccefs. At 
his defire, I then feated myielf befide 
him, on an ancient wainfcot iettee, and 
Mened with picafure to every fentcnce 
which fell from his lips. 

**• If you had made an enquiry after 
HappinefSf"'' faid he, <* after which there 
.have been fo many enquirers, I could 
have told you« that if you fought her on 
|hi» due the grave, all your labours had 
been in vain 3 but this is not the cafe 
with Content ; it is the lot of a chofen 
few to know when they have a fufEciency 
of this world*8 goods, and to reft i'atii- 
fied with the difpenfations of Providence 
—of which number I hope I am one !— 
and I will inform you by what mode of 
reafoning I attained this equanimity of 
JDind. 

' " Experience has convinced me, that 
the rea/ wants of nature are few, and 
cheaply fupplied; but the imaginary 
ones are innumerable and infatiate. The 
man who poffefles a thoufand a year 
looks up with envy to htm who enjoys 
ten thoufand, and the pofTciror of a • 
hundred to him who inherits five hundred { 
and, on a comparifon of circumftances, 
eonfider themfelves as poor and unhappy \ 
The inheritor of a tew paternal acres 
thinks Fortune has dealt partially by 
him, becaufe ihe has not bettowed the 
ample patrimony of his opulent neigh- 
bour ) and that opulent neighbour, in 
his turn, feels aggrieved to lee a fupe- 
rior enjoy the privileges of olhce, or hold 
^e reins of power. 

f < Thus art vre accuftomed to make 



ourfelvet miferabk by an improper cenw 
parifon, while a proper one would con*, 
uderably contribute to our happtneis* 

" Inftead of fcaling the heights of 
ambition, to make obfervations aind draw 
inferences, let us frequently defcend to 
the lowest fituations of human iife-« 
there, while we contemplate and com- 
miferate the misfortunes and calamities 
of our fellow- creatures, funk fo far be- 
neath us in the gulph of diftrefs, our, 
hearts (hould glow with gratitude to that 
fuperintending Providence, which ha^ 

fiacioufiy decreed to us fuch unmerited 
iftinflion. 
« Nor are theie the ody fources of 
difcontent— In temporal afiairs» we are 
apt to look too far forward for our own 
peace— our anxiety for the future em- 
bitters the prejent^ and we anticipat* 
evils that may never arrive! 

" Not fo the Chriftian Philofopher— 
his religion teaches him to fmile on the 
little difliculties which embarrafs the 
man of the world, and to look down with 
contempt on its lying vanities — ^to leave 
the concerns of to-morrow to the all- 
wife Difpofer of Events j and to envy 
thofe only who have made a better pro- 
grefs in goodnefs, and have a nearer 
prolpeft of an eternal reward.'* 

Here the tumults of induftry and toil 
intruded on my repoie ; and rouzed ma *

AUTHOR oi Tclemachus, was ap- 
pointed Chief ot the Mifllonaries 
to convert rhe Proteftants ot Santonge, 
by Louis the Fourttenth, who in fitted 
that he ftiould be accompanied by a 
regiment of Guards. •« The Mioiiters 
of religion. Sire/' laid he to that Pnnce» 
** are the Evangel ifts of peace $ and this 
military appearance would liighten every 
body, but would perfuade no one. It 
was by the force of their morals that the 
Apojtles converted mankind } permit us, 
then, Sir, from their example, to borrow 
no other methods.*' <* But, alas. Sir," 
replied the Monarch, *< have you nothing 
to fear from the fanaticifm of thofe h«ie- 
tics ? Know you not the fury that ani. 
mates them again(t our prieits, and the 
aumbcr they have aflaHinated ?** < I am 
DO Granger to it } but a prielt has not tp 
let fears like thole enter into his calcu* 
lac ion j and I take the liberty of men- 
tioning again to you, Sire, that if we 
would draw to us our diHident brethren, 
we muft go to them like true Apoftle». 
For my own part, I had rather become 
their vi£lim, than lee one ot their Mi- 
nifters exposed to the vexations, the in- 
iult, and the almoft ncceflary viclences of 
our military men.** 

J. J. RoufTeau, not long before he 
died, leeing the religious feminary into 
which Fepelon mad<: his retreat, laid to 
his com}'ajiiun in one of hi^ walks ne^r 
Paris, '* Kfy friend, how happy Oiould I 
have been to hav^ lived. with jthat goqd 
jnan, were it onJy as his yalpt de cham- 
ijrer* 

As Fenelon wag walking near hi| ca- 
thedral with fome of his Canons, a poor 
old woman came up to him with lixpence 
in her hand, aAd iaid, *< My Lord, I am 
afraid I dare not venture to a(k you, bpt 
I have a great deal of confidence in your 
prayers, and I (hould wifh you would 
fay a mats for my ibul." ** Come, good 
woman, give me your money,*' iays the 
pious and iimple Archbifhop s <* I will 
lay a mafs for you : your alms will be 
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agreeable to Heaven." Then, tomintf' 
to his Clergy, he laid, «< How careful 
we ihould<^ always be icr the honour of 
our proteflion T' 

In the hard winter of 1709 he had 
ten thou land pounds worth ot wheat in 
his magazines. He diftributed them to 
the foldiers, who often wanted bread, 
^nd wuuld ritceive no money for them. 
•« His Majclty," iays he, " owes mc 
nothing; and, in tbecahmities that novif 
opprefs the people, I ought, as a French- 
man and a Biihop, to rciioie to the State 
what I have received from it.'* Louis 
the Fourteenth, at the latter part of his 
life, became reconciled to Fenelon's con- 
du^ ; and, when he had found every one 
had deceived or mi (led him, laid, on hear- 
ing of his death, << Alas i he fails us 
when we have thcmoft occaiion tor him.'* 

Fenelon ufed to tell this ftory of him- 
fclf : — That, being a very young Abbe, 
he was at the Chapel Royal ol Verlailles 
one evening, when he fell faft afleep in 
the Sermon. The Preacher cried 'cut 
from the pulpit, << Beadle, go and wake 
that Abbe who fnores ib loud, and is, 
perhaps, at chapel this evening merely 
to picafe the King." 

Not long before he died, Fenelon af- 
cended the pulpit of his Cathedral, and 
excommunicated in perfon his books that 
the Pope had laid under an interdiff ; 
and he placed on the altar- piece a piece 
of facred plate, on which wrte emboiTed 
fome books (with the titles of his fup« 
poled heretical ones), firuck with the 
iire of Heaven. 

The mauibleum that was ereded to 

Fenelon in the Cathedral of Cambrai, 

was no more refpeAed by the modern 

Vandals than the fanitqary itfelf. The 

epitaph was Ion? and dull. D^Aiembcrt 

propolisd the following one : 

Under this ftone 

Repofe the remains of Fenelon. 

PaflTenger, take care not to efface this 

epitaph by thy tcaf s, that all the World 

may read it and weep for the death of 
the fubje6t of it, like^yourfelf. ^

^as a Phyfician upon the Sycienham 
plan ; rather a follower of Nature than a 
dircftcr of her operations ; and, accord- 
ing to Lord fiacon*« wife advice, pre- 
ferred the dull afs to the foaring bird, 
experience to theory. 

His book on the Difeafes of the Army 
was a very uftful and excellent one in its 
time, and has given birth to many ex- 
cellent ones on the fame fubjefl, which 
have now fupcrfedcd the ufc of it. It 
caufed the diftrafes of that valuable part 
of mankind— that part of mankind to 
whom in thcfe times we arc indebted for 
our lives, our liberties, and our religion 
—to be more carefully attended to, and 
in many refpe£ls otfviated. Dr. Car- 
wichnel Smyth's vciy valuable book 
againft Contagion was written, perhaps, 
in confequence of the method of thinking 
in certain difeafes, which Sir John's 
book had encouraged. 
. The Pharmacopoeia is indebted to Sir 
John Pringlc for one veiy powerful niedi- 
t:inc in that horrid difeafe the Dropfy. 
It is known by the name of the B/ue 
Bolui \ a compoiition of mercury nibbed 
down and fquills, and is very well known 
at St. Thomas's Hofpital, where it ufed 
to be given with great faccefs by that 
eminent prafiitioner in medicine the late 
Dr. Buch Saunders. 

Dr. Hugh Smith, of Bbckfriars- 
bridge, was very fend of the Blue Bolus 
in his pra£^ice. He gave with it Ward's 
Fiftula Pafte} a medicine compofed chiefly 
of black pepper, as a ftimulant to enable 
the conftitution to bear the drain which 
the Bolus occafions.

The 
old King, having bft fome of his teeth* 
was complaining one day at his petii 
couvertf that he chewed ill any hand 
fubftances for the want of them. " Pray, 
Sire, who has any teeth ?" laid the Car- 
dinal, who was a very hand fome man, 
and famous for that beautiful ornament 
to the face, excellent teeth. He was one 
day walking by the fide of Louis XIV.

in the gardens otMarli, which in Louis's 
opinion was a terreftrial paradise: it 
rained hard, and the Monarch obferved

IT Is 00 uncommon obfervation, efpe- 
cially in the mouths of foreigners, 
that the Englifti are remarkable for an 
infatiable curioiity in hunting after the 
wonders of other nations, and equally 
remarkable for negligence of the wonders 
of their own. It is impoflible to enter a 
cofFee-houfe in London, without con- 
fefling the truth of this obfervation j we 
are there fure to meet with ibme fagacious 
politician, who has really a very accu- 
rate knowledge ^f the geographical fitu- 
atioD of every kingdom on the continent, 
and can hold the balance of power as 
fleadlly and full as impartially as he 
holds th( icales in his own (hop; but 
olace him in the centre of his native 
kingdom, and defu-e him to find his way 
to any particular county, or requefl him 
to point out the wonders of his native 
town, and it is ten to one you find him 
totally unable to do either. The Englifh 
have generally been deemed a philofophic 
race (according to the old fafhioned no- 
tion of that term) ; but if true philo- 
fophy confiits, a$ an ancient Sage ob- 
ferved, in a difregard of things beyond 
our reach, they muft foiego adl preten- 
fions to the title, fince thty are fo inteni 
upon what is pafling in dillant countries, 
tiiat the ftigma of *' alieni appetens, lui 
profVfus,** which Sallult beiiows upon' 
the rapacious Cataline, may with fome 
juttice be applied to the news-hunters 
of the ' prefent day. Many a worthy 
(Grocer or Chetfemonger, neither fitted 
by natjirc tlor education to flep beyond 



tlie precinfts of Bearbinder-lane, fuffers 
his imall troop of ideas to expatiate over 
the forefts of Germany and mountains of 
Switzerland. A little Haberdaftier pf 
my acquaintance is polTeffed of fo ardent 
a dcfire for the good of his country, that 
he totally overlooks the good of his fa- 
mily J and a Taylor in my neighbour- 
hood, more intent on the Congrefs at 
Radftadt than a propofcd meeting of his 
creditors, fuffers his affronted cultomers 
to make their exit while he is impatiently 
expelling the arrival of the Hamburgh 
mail. 1 have feen in the midft of the 
Strand a Barber and a Baker, " with 
open mouth, Iwallowing'* the contents 
of a daily paper, and at the rifk of their 
lives raiich more attentive to what is 
going on upon the Continent than in the 
itrcct. A man, unaccuflomcd to the 
claftic force of determined folly, might 
iiippofc that the abfurd rumours, contra- 
dictory ftatemcnts, and palpable lalic- 
hoods, that abound in our diurnal prints, 
would have a tendency to check this 
prevailing diftemper; and that the mor» 
tiiication of being laughed at for their 
credulity would in lomc degree diminifh 
the catalogue of our Ephemeral poli- 
ticians. The contrary is evidently the 
cafe i the coffee houlc gleaner, provided 
his fcraps of information procure him % 
Icmi-circle of liftcners, and a momentary 
elevation, little heeds the depreflion that 
follows j is the Brft to laugh at his own 
baldnel's, confeffes the whole accQUnt a 
mrre lake ittt detennines to be more 
R r a ^careful 
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careful in fofuit, runs the whole town 
over next morning for frefh inforn^at2on» 
and in the evening again enjoys the fa> 
tisfaftion of being — latighcd at fur hi» 
pains. 

This infatial>lc thrrft after foreign in- 
telligence operates with incrcafcd force 
during a War, when the mind is more 
heated with political conteft, and when 
the flu6^jiating events of war may in 
fome degree excufc the ferment ihey 
create. At fuch a period, when our , 
blows are *« bound with vif^orious 
wreaths," and the loyal Englilhman 
fhews his abhorrence of French prin- 
ciples by throwing combuftibles into his 
neighbour's houfe j not only martial 
iiabits are afTumed, but martial phrafes 
are incorporated into the language to 
evince our warmth in the common caufe. 
In a bargain I lately had occafion to 
inakc with my Fniiicrer, inftead cf aflc- 
ing me as ulual whether I had made up 
my mind, he laconically demanded my 
itUimatum ; a d a letter I received from 
'a Graxicr laft week^ difcarded the old 
iaftiioned conclufton of Your bumble fer- 
njani, and in its Head begged me to ac- 
cept his ajfurdncfs of bigb tonfideratUn, 
Mr. Drawl, of Lloyd's coffee houfe, in 
making an a<vard between two perfons 
who were fick of a tedious law-fuit, called 
them betligerent powerSj and awarded 
that each party fhould be placed in the 
Jtatus ante bellum, having previoufly in- 
formed one of them that he came to him 
on the part of the other vfithfu// t^oivers 
to negoiiati a peace. If new words were 
the only innovation to be complained of, 
perhaps the misfortune would not -be 
great j but unluckily new words create 
in many minds an inclination to dive 
into their original mtatnng, aiui thus 
men are led into the mazes of political 
difquifition, and dwell with eageir.efs 
upon foreign evens, to the utter de- 
firu6lion of their domeOic comforts. 

I (hall conclude the prefent Number 
with fome extrads from an odd kind of 
Diary, which feems to have been kept 
by fome perfon who has adopted the 
military language, but at the lame time 
appears toc< niider it a felly to pry into 
foreign battles and lieges, when our na. 
tive country can exhibit fo many re- 
markable and interelting occurrences : 

Bond ftrcct.— Yelttrd.y, about half- 
paft three o'cl ck, a prefs-gang (eized 
two men habited in trowftis and check 
fhirts and neckcloths. They Itoutly de- 
nied belonging to the fleet, and fwore 
many Oiiths^ which itreitgthened'thc fuf* 



nicion againft them. Bcihg carried jbe* 
tore a Juftice, and unable to prove by 
what means they gained a livelihood^ 
the trowfers, check (hirts, and neck- 
clorths Were deemed conclufiVe, and ihcy 
Were triomphantly carried awary by the 
prefB g^ng. 

Co&chmakers Hall. — YeYlcrday after- 
noon, Patrick Puzzlebrain, Efq Citizca 
and Soap-boiler, accompahicd^y a nu- 
trterous Train cff tight -ncaded mfkntry', 
proceeded to take poflelfion of our rof- 
'truin, which (having nobody to oppolc 
him) he valiantly cffeded, ^nd forthwith 
gave out for the evening's debate " Devil 
ot na Devil ?" The fubje^ was very 
ably treated by many Gentlemen of pro. 
IfOund erudition and great Statural ta- 
lents. Mr. Slafli, whom fortune, en- 
vious of his rifmg abilities, had con- 
demned to the humble occupation of a 
Surgeon's pupil, evinced great wiidom ia 
the courfe of the debate j and, having 
dearly denlonftratedthe non exiftence of 
a Devil, he proceeded, by a natural git- 
*dat?on, to prove the non-cxiftence of the 
Soul, which hcfhrewdly demouitrated by 
obferving that he had differed every pait 
o^ fhe human body, and could find no 
cavity adapted to receiving it. Tlic 
wh< le alTenibly applauded tbe ingenuity 
of the oblervation i but, in the midft of 
their theological purfuits, hi» Satannic 
Majeffy, ei raged that his old friends 
fhould preiume to annihilate htm without 
his content, founded the alarm to the 
Magiftrate, who immediately made his 
appearance, furrounded by his ftafF offi- 
cers, and the whole gang of Reformers 
were Io<fgcd in the Poultry Compter." 

White Conduit Houle. — Tne inha- 
bitants of this place were laft week put 
into confjderable alarm by the return of 
Captain Cormorant, Deputy of the Ward 
of Giizzledown, and Commander in Chief 
of a Volunteer Corps* He apptarcti in- 
clined to ftorm the fort, but a heavy 
fhower of rain compelled him to retreat 
in lime difcrder.

Serge, a linen-draper, 
hit brcrher-in.law, who with a cholen 
boily ot indentured troops arrived on the 
fpur of the occafion, and valiantiy drove 
the enemy from the citadel, leaving ii 
men dead drunk, and two wounded, bC'- 
fides icvera] fpencers, umbrellas, canes> 
toothpicky, and opera graiTes. 

Drury Lane. — A grand new play 
"(from the German) is in hand, and will 
Jpecdily be produced, cniitUd ** Mote- 
'guma ; or, Barbarilm the only true Ci- 
vilisation." This piece, puriuant to the 
laudable plan which the German Stage 
iias adopted for feme years pad, repre* 
fents in ttrong colours to the good people 
of Europe their folly in lupp .ling that 
they have made any progrels in civili- 
zation, when in fail they every day fink 
deeper in the mire of depravity and fn- 
pefftition, from the fclc circumftance of 
their being governed by Kings In this 
new piece, the grols luperftiiion of the 
Mexicans is denominated holy enthufi- 
•fm i their human facrifices are called 
-excels of piety i and their treachery and 
diflioneliy filtened into policy aiid va- 
lour : while, on rhc oth^r hand, every 
foiling of their livalt the Spaniards is 
byperbolically magniHed and held up to 
public odium •* a la mode de Pari^.'* 
By advices from the upper boxes we learn 
that a fcrious fracas took place a lew 
evenings ago, in which thtee bankers* 
clerks, two orange women, and a corps 
of Cypri^s, j)?iiticularly diliinguilhed 
tbeml'rlves. The cafe-carriers at firft 
floutly Itood their ground, and oflFered to 
give the enemy battle in the plain below. 
But their wary adverlaries were too 
prudent to hazard a general engagement, 
and by hanging on their Ikirt^ and ha- 
ralHng them in ihe rear, To diicom poled 
thcui, chat they foou madv: a precipitate 



retreat, each having left his baggagtf 
behind him. 

Covcnt Garden.— The forces undct 
General H— have given the death- 
blow to the icattered troops of fenle and 
nature by a6\ing for the firft time a 
grand new tragic pantomime, entitled 
♦* The Haunted WcUj or, Harlequin in 
Germany;** in which an effort is made 
how far the pathos of tragedy can bt 
blended with /the tricks of pantomiArfh 
For this porpofe, Harlequin, who is fup<h 
pofed to have heard- that his father ik 
immured in a dungeon, ia the Cattle ef 
GrimgrilEn, takes a furpriaing leap over 
the moat, darts like lightning over H^e 
ramparts of the Ca(He, r»n lacks the 
whole building, and with his wooden 
fword- (a prelent item t4w Genius of 
Pentenville) hews down cvcfy body ikat 
happens to fall in his way. Having 
fearchcd the whole building in vain, h^ 
dives headiong ineo a draw- wd I threb 
hundred and twenty- £ve feet in dept}|» 
and from a cavern at the bottom bringv 
up his father alive, << with ciach tcroctouii 
Stature grim wiih ooose.'* At this tnllant 
Cclumbme is brought upon tlie-flage in 
a white gown and lilac llip|»ers, fhriek*- 
ing and tiruggling in the arms of Har^ 
lequin*s elder brotlier, di-flitigiiiAied Isy 
a black wig and -purple beai^, and a 
protuberance on his' left Aioulder. ->Thfe 
'plot now thickens : the reverend father 
falls dead upon the ilage in a droply-— 
Harlequin Itnior is thrown into the dj'aw. 
well, and Harlequin junior, after et«'- 
bracing his beloved Columbine, ftabs hw 
and makes his exit, with a moralising 
fpeech, to the wonder and deliglu of 
every fpcftator. N. B. The pantomime 
having been received with unbounded 
and raptuious applaufe by a numerous 
and ieipe6lable audience, will be re- 
pented every night during tlie prefent 
century.

where circumftances open a way, I feel 
in m^ place and duty |-* at one wito 

wiibet 
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wilhes to fuint! the Law and the Pro- 
phtts, " Thou ihalt love the Lord thy 
God with aU thy heart, and thy Neigh- 
bour as thytcK."— One of thofc deipiiied 
people, called Quaker*. 

«* The Books/* fays Do Pin, in his 
Ecclefiaflical Hiilory, *' that are attri- 
buted to Hyfiafpes and Hermes Triiroe- 
giftus, alfo called Mercurius Prifmegiftus, 
and cited likewil« by the ancient Fathers, 
jire not nwre genuine than tbe verfes of 
the Sibyls. There is nothing now ex- 
tant of Hyftafpes, and this Author was 
altogether, unknown to the ancient hea- 
thens } but the fame thing cannot be faid 
of Mercurius, fir-naoied Trifmegiftus •, 
who is mentioned by the moft ancient 
Pagan writers f as an incomparable per- 
fon, and an inventor of all the liberal 
arts and fcieoces. He was an Egyptian, 
iuid more ancient than all the Authors 
whofe works are ft ill extant : he is be- 
lieved to be as old as Mofes ; he cither 
wrote, or at leaft it is faid that he vrote 
^enty-fivc or thirty thouland volumes. 
^ut we have only two dialogues a' pie- 
fent under his name, one thereof is called 
Poeniander, and the other Aiclepius, wlio 
arc the principal fpcakcrs. The tint 
treatife is concerning the will of (^od^ 
and the fecond treats of the divine power ; 
thefe have been cited by the ancient 
Faihcrsj to prove the truth of our re- 



ligion, by the authority of & famout aa 
author. But it is certain they cannot 
be his t> for the Author of thefe treatties 
is a modern Platonic k Chriftian, who 
argues from the principles of that pbi- 
loiophy, and hath taken from the Holy 
Scripture that which he writ concerning 
the Word of Gody and the Creation of 
the World." 

Thefe obfervafions of Du Pin fufli* 
ciently confute the aflertion of this Au- 
thor's Editor, of" his bocks being writ* 
ten fomc hundreds of years brfore Mo- 
fes' time i" as it appears they were 
written fomc tboufands of years after^ 
ivarJs ! or he could never nave quoted ' 
Authors v»ho were not then In exiiience. 
The preface of Du Pin contains moft 
excellent rules to form a judgment upon 
the authenticity d bocks, and may tie 
read with great profit on this fubjcA, 
I wifl) not to take up rcom in fuch a 
valuable publication needlelsly, but can- 
not refrain from one more extiaft ^ it i» 
from this preface : 

** The internal proofs are drawn from 
the books 'hcir^felves— either by theiioie 
there fet down, by the opinions roaio- 
taincd, or by tlte ftile wherein it is writ- 
ten. Time is one of the moft certain 
proofs ; a book cannot belong to that 
time, pretended to have been written iat 
when we find in it marks of a later daie^ 



f • In Greek rufffUyx^^ the Egyptians call him Thacut ; fome afiirm that he was ftytod 
Trifmegiftut by the Grecians, bccsafe he was a great King, a great Priefl, and a greai Pb>- 



lofopber J others, as La^antius, that his name was attributed to him by reafs>» of his in 
parable learning. 

f flato in Phatdrus dcchres, that he Invented the Charafters of Letters, together with 
Arts and Sciences. Cicei-<i|, in Lib. 3. de Naturo Deorum, aflTures us, that he governed the 
Bgyptians, and that he gave ihcm laws and found out the charad^ers of their writings ; it is 
recorded by Diodorus Siculus, that he taught the Grecians the art of difcovering the fccrets 
ef the mind. And vre are informed by Jamblichus, who quotes Manettio and Schilus, that 
he wrote above thirty -five thoufand Volumes. St- Clemens Alexandrinus, in Stromal > Lib. 6. 
makes mention of lorty-two books of this Author, and gives an account of the fubjrA of 
fome of them. The works of Mercurius Trifmegiftus are cited as favourable to ihe 
Chriftian Religion by the Autlior of the Exhortation to the Gentiles, faid to be St. Juftm, 
by La£tanuus in the Fourth Book of his Inflitutions, by St. Clement in Lib. 2. Siroma*; 
by St. AuguQine in Traa.xle 5. Heres. and in Lib. S. De Civit. Dei, chap. 23, by St, 
Cyril of Alexandria, In Lib. i. contr. Julianum, and by i;pany others. 

\ The Eternity and Divinity of the Word is clearly explained in the Poemander, and tbf 
Author of this Book attributes to the Son the quality of being confubOantial with the Father ; 
he declares, that he is> the Son of God our God, who proceeds from ihe intellect of the 
Fathe^, and he makes ufe of the very words of the Septuagint, in dcfcribing ilie creation 
of the worid, he difcourfeth of the fall of the firil man t in fhort, he copies out feveral 
paiTages of the Old and New Teflanaent, and follows the principles ot the modern Plaionick 
^ phiiofophy. But the book entitled Afclepius hath not altogether fo great a tinSure of 
Chridianity, The Author treats therein of Idolatry after an exquifite manner ; he explains 
the Greek word a^% \ he tranfcribes many things out of the Holy Scriptures, and the works 
of the Grecian writers : laftly^ he foreteU the extirpation of the Egyptian religion.

Thefe rules, it is anparant, were noC 
adhered to by the Editor of Hermes 
Trifmcg^iftus, who could not know any 
thl^lg of the jargon of Platontck Chril* 
tianity, " feme hundreds of j-ears before 
>4ofes wrote."

ON SOMS or THK PSINCIPAL 

FRENCH DRAMATIC POETS, 

BY A FRENCHMAN. . 



P. CORNCILLE. 

CORNEILLE had the folc and fin- 
gular glory of creating his arc, and 
fixing its limits. 

He has been imitated by many; he 
has been furpalTed by none. 

He found no models, hut he will ferve 
at a model to the lateft poilerity. 

In creating him, Nature made an ef- 
fort, from which (he will perhaps reft for 
many ages. 

To his genius alone he owed his pro- 
ductions, and their fuccefs. 

He was obliged to invent his pieces, 
to form aAors, and to create an axidience. 

He preceded the fblendid age of Louis 
XIV. which, but tor him, would per- 
haps never have exiOed. 

In Richelieu he firft found a patron, 
ami afterwards a rival. But the Mi- 
niRer was always obliged to do homage 
to the Writer. His works extorted ad- 
miration, and his perfon efleem. 

Corneille lived and di«d poor, becau(e 
genius* which produces wonders of ex- 
cellence* knows not how to. ibllcit pen- 
ilons. He had however a penfion, with- 
out aflcing for it, and wnich, but for 
I>erpreaux9 he would have ioft by a court 
intrigue. 

It is perhaps to the tragedies of Cor- 
neille tnat revolution is to be aicribed« 
which regenerated the minds of the 
French ; that republic fermentation, 
which at the (ieath of Louis XIII. had 
nearly changed the face of the kingdom. 

Corneille poflelfed that great character 
which does not always accompany emi- 
nent talent$,hiit which is the feal ftampcd 
by nature on the man of genius. 

Pofterity has not yet decided between 
Cinnat Policu&e» Lc Cid, Rodogunc, and 



Horae/'s. Any one of thefe pieces wouU 
eftabliih the reputation of a great writer; 
all of them conftitute but a part of that 
of Corneille. 

In Nicomede he created a fpecies of 
dramatic writing in which he has had no 
imitators. 

It was rcfcrved for this great man to 
be the father of both fpecies of dramatic 
compofition, and the lame hand whteh 
wrote La Mtjrt de ¥ oniric wrote alfo Le 
MenteuTn 

The MtnteuT is the firft piece of cha- 
rafler that appeared in France, and the 
only coined y before Moliere entitled to x 
continuance of the public efleem. 

Corneille was fcmctimes the friend of 
the great, hut never their flave. He 
Could refift Cardinal Richelieu, who made 
Europe tremble. Power flirinks before 
genius. 

Corneille is the only writer who ob- 
tained with miiverfai confent the fur* 
name of Great, a title that had before • 
been contcrrcd folely on princes and 
heroes. 

All the audience rofe up when Cor* 
neille, loaded with years and with glory > 
entered the theatre, and the great Cond^ 
himfelf did homage to the Author of 
Cinna. 

He lived to a condJerable age without 
furviving his talents, and in his laft 
works we frequently perceivfe the fame 
flafhes of genius which blaze forth in his 
firit. 

He was modeft, fimple, true. If he 
had the confcioufnefs of his ability, he ' 
betrayed at leaft nothing of the pride of 
it. 

The town of Rouen, which has given 
birth to fo many illuftrlous characters, 

I gloriet 
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fflorits partioihvly in having produced 
CorneiJIe. It is honour enough for it, 
and with tbi9 circuniftanc« we conclude 
our eulQgium. 

RACXHE. 

IMAGINE was one of the fir ft omamenta 
of the mo(^ fplen^^ld age of the univerfe. 

The faithful adorer of tlie ancients, he 
learned in their fchool to fubjugatc the' 
admiration of the moderns. 

No perfon knew better than Racine all 
the labyrinths of the human heart. Its 
impenetrable folds were like a book al- 
ways open to his view. He could touch 
the fincft feelings with' a delijcacy peculiar 
to him (elf, and thofe whd have fincc at- 
tempted to imitate him in this rcfjreft 
have only difplayed his fuperiority in 
more flriking colours. 

Racine docs not lay hold of the heart 
at once j he iniinuates himftjif by degrees j 
but once eftabliQied there, he reigr.s cm- 
sipotent. 

Before Racine, we knew nothing of 
thofe fweet emotions, thofe delicious 
cords of fcnftbiiity on which he played j 
^e ihed no real tears over imaginary mil- 
fortunes. 

The heroes whom he paints are in > 
wanner like curftlves. We are inte- 
relicd warmly in their fate j they become 
our. fathers, our brothers, our friends ; 
we participate in ail the ienliments they 
experience. 

Racine paints with equal fuperiority 
the cage of love and the workings of am- 
bition, paternal tcndcrncfs, and the tor- 
ments of jealoufy, the fimplicity and can- 
dour of infancy, and the magnanimity of 
heroifm ; all the paflions are at his com- 
marrd ; nothing is beyond his genius. 

It is not in reading Racine that we 
perceive the weaknefs and lierility of the 
French language. Nothing equals the 
harmony oi his veries, unlefs it be the 
juftnefs of his tiiougbts. 

It is not by a multiplicity of events, 
by theatrical trick, or by the number of 
his perfonages, that he pleafes and in- 
tereds us. Action is the foul of tra- 
gedies '^n general $ the genius of Racine 
could do without it. It is not the in- 
tereft of curiofity that 'prevails in his 
pieces ; we enjoy the preitnt without 
thinking of the future } we wifli to dwell 
on every fcene, and we lament the ra- 
pidity of time. 

Of all the tragedies that have appeared 

on the ft age, that of Berenice has per- 

. baps thei'leaft adion *, and who will fay 

that it is not one of the mod inierelUng. 



Racine is perhapa the ooly draaiatfc 
author who gains py being read, becauie 
the ftage, while it hides the defers of 
iiyle, prevents at the fame time maof 
beauties from being difcovered. 

The mind of Racine was mild, gentle^ 
and fenfibk, yet he had from his infancy 
a tafte for epigram, and it required fome 
effort to give bis genius a different turn. 

I pity thofe who do not reliOi Racine \ 
they are barbarians unworthy the name 
of men of letters. 

Racine has fecured to the French the- 
atre a fuperiority which all nations ac- 
knowledge, and which they dare not 
con reft. 

The refpeft which Racine entertained 
for the Ancients proves how worthy he 
was of being added to their number. 

Thtre is more philofophy in one tra- 
gedy of R::cine than in all the works of 
cur modern reformers, who have daresd 
to accule him of want of philofophy. 

Louis XIV. gave a proof oihi^judg« 
ment in continuing to encourage Racine ; 
and he thus honoured that talent whick 
gave the greateft luftre to his reign. 

Some verfcs of Briianfi/cus weie a Icf- 
fon to the Xfonarch, and caufed him to 
facrifice one of his fondeft propen(itie»*. 
We know not which to admire jn^ft »• 
this, the docility of the Svsivereign, or the 
courag-e of the poet. • 

Racine, fought after, honoured, enter- 
tained by the firft perfonages of the ago* 
preferred the fociety of his friends to that 
of 4 he great. He refufed an entertain- 
ment at the great Con4e*S) to dine on a 
carp with his family; an anecdote that 
proves the goodnefs of his heart, and is 
not unworthy of a place in his hiftory. 

Defpreaux taught Racine with difi* 
cultv to make eaty verfes ; he wils his 
connant admirer and friend, and faid that 
his ji:baltei though it had no fucceU at 
Court, was his beft work. 

Corneille quarrelled with Racine, for 
one line of the comedy of the Plaidem-i^ 
a circumftance not at all to bis honour. 

Moliere, La Fontaine, and Defpreaux 
were the conftant friends of Racine ; they 
pol idled their talents together* and peo> 
te£led their works by the mutual fe- 
verity of their criticifms. 

Recipe ceafed to write for the theatre 
at the age of thirty eight years. There 
were twelve yeais between his Pbidre and 
his Eftber\ and when we refle£^, that in 
this fpace of time he produced fix cbef 
tTauvres^ we cannot but deteft the envy 
of thofe who fow with bitteiitoff the ca- 
reer of genius* itized by dooglc 
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. We ire {oddbtKd to Mad»me dc Main- 
tenon for his 'EJlh^ and Atbalict which 
Racine compofed for S. Cyr, and for thit 
benefit I can pardon in ber a number of 
infirmltiei and errors. 

The prefaces- of Racine are models of 
Kyle, of eoncifenefs^ and modefty. It is 
to be regretted tliat he did not write 
l&cre in profei as there is in it a neatneft 
and elegance vviiich few writers hav4: 
equaUcdT 

Racine iiied in his fifty-ninth vear of 
ma ezcefs of (eofibility, of which his love 
of bunaanity was the caufe.* 

He was the glory of his age and na^ 
tien» 9nd to the ihame of both the nio- 
aumeat is yet to be found that contains 
hisafiica. 

IIOLIKRE. 

If I wece aiktd who was the greateil 
prcacber of the latt a^e, I would anfwer 
without heiltation, Mollere. 

The CQuaed«es of Muliere hare ope- 
rated more retorms than the fermons of 
J^ourdaloue have made converts. 

.The thundering voice of the Chriftian 
orator jterrified the vicious* without era- 
dicating their vices ; the inimitable pen- 
cil of the comic poet forced vice ana ab^ 
furdity to conceal themfeives, to avoid 
the reiemblance of his paintings; 

The firft work of Mollere was a co- 
medy of chara^er, and if it be not a 
^be/ itteuvre^ it at leaft furpalfes all 
t!iat had preceded it, with the exception 
of the Menteur, 

Molicft. was thirty- eight years old 
when he fa^gan to write 3 he died at 
fifty-three} it is di&icuk to conceive 
how he could in fo few years furni^ io 
many admirable pieces. 

Louis XIV.. prediAfd that Moliere 
vt^ould give Juftre to his reign. He was 
bis conftant prote6tor and fuppoct. He 
defended him againlt devotees, phyficians, 
and fops. But for the firmneis of Louis 
XJV. the lart^ffe would never have ^- 
pearcd on tlie ftage. 

The Tartu ffe is without dlfpute the 
fublimeft work that ever came trom the 
' hands of man. The tears ft art from my 
eyes when I think of Molierc's reply to 
' I>erpreauxy who congratulated him on 
' this play j «« Patience, my friend, you 
(hail one day fee fomething much fu- 
t>erior.*' He died fix years after, and 
liis occupations as a comedian and man- 
ager of the company prevented his ful- 
filling his intention. It is luppofed that 
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he referred to L^H^Ptme dt toufy a fub- 
je^ which engaged his attention till his 
death, but of which no fragment could 
be Found among his papers. What a 
lofs for the dramatic art ! And who wilJ 
dare attempt a chara^v which MoUere 
himfelf placed above his Tartuffe. I am 
almoft tempted to reproach the memory 
of Louis XIV. for not freeing Mollere 
from the cares which, neceflary to his 
fortune, hindered the exertions of his 
genius. 

MoKcrc derived fro?! the Aftcicntf 
fome of his works, and it was giving 
th«in new life ; but he borrowecT JFrom 
no (burce but his mind th^ yLifantnrpe^ 
7artuffet and Les Femmes Savdntes. 

He had the ^te of thofe who are bom 
^with a too fulceptible heart, he loved ^ 
more than he was loved, and the bitter* ' 
nefs of jealoufy defeated his fuccefs, and 
accelerated his death. He found, how- 
ever, in friend(hip the confolations which 
a more tender lentiment rcfufed him. 
Pefpreaux, CliapeUe, and La Fontaine 
were thofe of his contemporaries of whofe 
iociety he was mojt fond, and who, by a 
juft return, contributed their uqnoft to 
gain for him before hand the fuffrage of 
j)ofterity. 

Courtiers feared Mollere, but tlie fa» 
vour of the Monarch faved him from 
their fnares. They were frequently ob- 
li^d to applaud chara^leriftic porti-aits* 
ol which they had themfelves furniihed 
the models. 

No writer has better obferved dra- 
matic propriety, better developed the 
charadlers he has treated, better purfued 
the rout of the pailions through ail the 
intricacies of the human heart. 

Moliere is tranllated into all lan> 
^uages, apd played on the theatre of 
every polifhed nation. He has univer- 
Tally extended the empire of French H* 
teratorc. He is the poet of all times, of 
all ages, of all countries ; a glory which 
he divides only with La Fontaine. 

Moliere was the fcourge of the wicked, 
and the father of the unfortunate 5 he 
was jufl, fenfible, and gord* arid never 
did mifery alk hts fuccour in vain. 

Under an exterior ferijus and cold, 
Moliere concealed ari ardent foul, a lively 
imagination, and a coinpaflionate heart. 
It is know'n that his humanity was the 
cant'e of his death, and this facrifice, 
made by virtue to the love of hij* fellow- 
cicaturesi puts the laft ieal to his 
glory.

It U certainly not at a moralift that 
Kegnard occupies the next place to Mo* 
liere in the lift of dramatic writert. 

We will not difpute a rank which 
public opinion feems to have accorded 
h'lmf though the judgnaent of literary 
men runs counter to it. 

Regnard is more say than humourous, 
more humourous than comic. He is 
fatisfied when he makes us laugh, and 
feems to confine to this all his preten. 
fions* The rights of the comic mufe 
are however much more extenfive, ' and 
the drama would never have been the firft 
of arts, if it ferved only to make us 
merry. ^ [ 

Regnard is truly moral in one of his 
pieces only, and the claim to this piece 
bufrefny difputcs with him. 

It will readily be perceived that wc 
refer to the Joneury a work that is placed 
immediately ^tcr the admirable pro- 
duftions of Moliere and the Metromanig, 
What leads us to* think that the clainas 
of Dufrefny are well founded, is, that in 
all his dramatic career Regnard has not 
been able to produce any thing at all to 
compare with it in merit. The other 
pieces of Regnard form a dangerouf 



fchool for manners, but they often bj 
their pleafantry make the mbft rigid phi* 
lofopher fmtle. 

It Regnard had entitled his UgaXoire 
Univerfel the PunitioH du Celibate It 
would have been the moft moral piece oi^ 
the ftage } at prefent it is the moft dan* 
gerous. 

Regnard has done great injury to the 
dramatic art by turning it from its moral 
end, which is confidered by philofbpberi 
as the chief apanage of comedy. He 
Conceived that be ought t<f parfae a dif- 
ferent road from that of the author of 
TariuJ^Ci by ftriving to pieafe by other 
means. He felt that the vicinity of thft 
great mart was too dangerous for him. 

The life of Regnani eaehibits a ro- 
mance very extraordinary, and fcarcely 
credible. The daneert' he ran in hii^ 
numerous travels, the' fmgular adven- 
tuners that happened to him,' the ftrange 
events which iprung up under his .feet, 
air entertaining to r^, and fumiih 
matter for a variety of reflexions. 

Regnard wrote with iingular facility 
in the midft of a diflipated life, whicii 
was not extended beyond his thirty -1£fth 
year.

And what loyal fubje^t can contem- 
plate the attainment of this delirable 
knowledge, 'Without revering the auguft 
Patron o^ thofe repeated Voyages, which, 
fince the year 1764, have enabled Great 
Britain to acquire that vaft acceflion of 
Geographical knowledge, through the 
fNcrfevering fpirit of her fucccflive dif- 
tinguiflied circumnavigators ; encouraged, 
lupported, and honourably rewarded by 
ear patriotic Sovereign. 

The general utility of thefe Voyages 
of Difcovery, we (hall have occafion to 
ftate more at large in our future Reviews 
of the Second and Third Volumes : the 
prefent being confined to VoL I. we (hall 
only notice in this place what Captain 
Vancouver has ftated with refpecl to 
icamen who may hereafter be employed 



either in his Majefty*s,or the Merchants* 
ier^Ice, to navigate (hips to the fame 
coalls : 

" The great improvement, by which 
the moft remote parts of the terrclbrial 
globe are brought fo calily within oui: 
reach (from the introduftion of nautical 
agronomy into marine education), would 
neverthclcfs have been comparatively of 
little utility, had not thofe happy means 
been difcovered for preferving the livef 
and health of the bfhcerft and feamen en* 
gaged in fuch diftant and perilous under* 
takings, which were fo fuccefsfiiliy 
praftifed by Captain Cook, the (irft great 
difcoverer of this falutary fyllem, ui all 
his latter voyages round the globe. But 
in none have the cfFc6^s of his wife re- 
gulations, regimen, and difcipline, been 
more manifeft, than in the courfe of the 
expedition, of which the following pages 
are delignwl to treat. To an unremitting 
attention, not only to food, cleanlinefs, 
ventilation, and an early admini(tratica 
of antifeptic provi(ions and medicines^ 
but alfo to prevent as much as poliible 
the chance ofindifpolition, by prohibiting 
individuals from carelefsfy expofing 
themfelves to the influence of climate, or 
unhealthy indulgcncer in times of ft* 
taxation, and by relieving them from 
fatigue and the inclemency of the weather 
the moment the nature of their duty 
would permit them to retire ; is to b6 
afcribed the prefervation of the health 
and lives of fea- faring people on long 
voyages. Inilead ot vciFels returning 
from parts, by no means very remote^ 
with tne lofs of one half, and fometimes 
two-thirds of their crews, in confequence 
of fcorbutic, and other contagious difor* 
ders ; inftances are now not wanting of 
laborious fer vices having been performed 
in the moft didant regions, in which» 
after an abfence of more than three or 
four years, during which time the veiTels 
had been fubjefted to all the viciffitudes 
of climate, from the fcorching heat of the 
Torrid Zone to the freexin^ blafts of the 
Artie t>r AntarSic circles, the crews have 
returned in perfe6l health, and confifting 
nearly of every individual they had car- 
ried out ; whild thofe ^l)o unfortunately 
had not furvived, either from accident or 
difeafe, did not exceed in number the 
mortality that might reafonably have 
been expelled, during the fame period of 
time, in t^ie moft heahhy fituations cf 
this country. To tliefe valuable im«

Of the great commercial object which 
hia Ma;eft]r had in view, b; commanding 
this expedition, the reader cannot form 
anv adequate judamenty but by the pe- 
ruul of the inftruaions given to Captain 
Vancouver by the Loida of the Ad- 
miralty, which die very properly given 
at large in the Intrcidu^ion to this 
Volume } together with additional in- 
firu^lions Tent aut to him by the X)<r- 
daius tranfport, accompanied with a let- 
ter from Count Florida Blanca, the King 
of Spain^s Prime Minifter, dated at 
Aianjuea, May ixth, i79i» to the Go- 
vernor, or Cammaoder of the Port ot St. 
Lawrence, in Nootka Sound, ordering 
the furrender of all the buildings ana 
diftri6tr, or parcels of land, to his Bri- 
tannic fWajefty*s officer, who (hould be 
t'he bearer of tliat letter, which were cc* 
cupied by BritiHi fubje^s in 17S9 i and 
we find that this iniuortant cefliun was 
itade in due form to Captain Vancouver, 
in conformity to the ^I'lt article of the 
Convention between the Courts of Ma- 
drid and London, dated October aSlh» 
1790. 

An Advcrtifement from the Editor ac- 
counts for the delay of Uie publication 
for fo long a period as nearly three years \ 
it was occaTioned by the iatal illnefs of 
Captain Vancouver, which prevented him 
from fiuiihing his narrative ; but it is 
lieceiTary to obferve, that the two firit 
' Volumes, and as far as page 2SS of the 
lall^ were printed before hi& dtceaic \ that 
he had gene through a laborious exa- 
mination of^he imprcllion, and had com- 
pared it with the engraved Charts and 
Aead* lands pf his Dilcuvcries, from the 
commencement of the Suivey in the year 
1791, to the conclufion ot it at the port 
of Valparaiib, on his return to England 
in 1795. lie had alio prepaied the In- 
trodudtion, and a further part of the 

ioumal, as far as page 401$, of the laii 
^olume. The whole, therefore, of the 
important pait of the Work, which 
comprehends his Geographical diico> 
veries and improvements, i^ now pte- 
fcnted to the public, exa^ly as it would 
have been, had Captain Vancouver been 
fiill living. And upon the mofl authen- 
tic teftimony of proieflionai men we are 
enabled to declare, that the Editor has 
done equal juttice to bis deceafed brother 
and to the public \ for be has fpared no 
faina to procure the informatioa and 



aiTUU^nce vvhich waf tequlfite to cnablt 
him to complete the work, and he ac- 
knowledges bimfelf particularfy indebted 
td Lieutenant, now Captain Puget. 

Before we proceed to giv< a (atis- 
fa£tory account of the progreft of the 
Voyage, To far as it is related is VoI« L . 
we mu ft be permitted to exprefs a Cocot 
regret that fome meafure is not taken by 
the Lords of the Admiralty, to reward 
the Authors of fucfa uieful natiopal 
Works as the prefent, in fp liberal a 
manner as to induce them to be iatisficd 
with publilhing the Narratives of their 
Voyages in a form, and at a price, withia 
the reach of the Mailers and Mates ef 1 
ihips in the Merchanta* fcrvice. In the 
inlfance now before us, it is much to be 
lamented, for we fup^ofe the copy- right 
of this expenlive edition is become the 
property ot rei'pectable t>ookfellers, which 
in point of honour precludes any piratical 
abridgements, yet above one i^/r</ of the 
three Volumes confdls of Nautical, Geo- 
graphical, and Aftronomicai Obiervations | 
iof the firft importance to the numerons j 
clafs of mariners juft mentioned, who ] 
cannot afford to pay Six Guineas even 
for fuch beneficial knowledge. In RuSa» i 
a growing Maritime and Commcrciat 
Empire, books of this kind are printed 
by the Royal Coiieffe at St. Peteriburghi 
and circulated in all the fea-poit towns* 
at a \ ery fmall expei;^. It was the fame 
in j^rance and in HcUand, under their 
former Governments. ^Thia ia throwa 
out as a hint, not as a cenfure. 

The veffels equipped for the Voyage^ 
were The Difiovety Sloop of War, bur-j 
then 34Q tons, and T^r Chatbant arsied 
Tender, of 1 3 5 tons ^ the crew of the 
Diicovcry^ including the officers, con- 
fitted of 100 men, and Mr. Pngetwas 
Sccord Lieutenant. The crew of the 
Tender coniilied of 4.^, including the 
oflFicers, viz. the Coniraander Licutenaat 
Broughton, one Lieutenant, and the 
Matter. 

A proper tribute of gratitude is paid 
in tht Introdnflion to the Board of Ad- 
miralty ^ to Lord Grenville, Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs i to the Com* 
miiTicners of the Navy \ and to the Board 
of Ordnance J for tbe attention, care, and 
lil'eralityy fhewn in the dilferent dcpiit- 
mcnts, to provide every thing neccflary, 
eJcpedient, and comfortable', as well lor 
the perfonal acccmmodation of the oS' 
cers and men, as for the accomplifhoient 
of the obiei^ls of the Vovagc: and we 
particularly recommend tnole whom it 
may concern, toextraJR the lift ^of fuch 

• pro- 
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■rorlfioni and medScinet as were pecu- 
liarly calcolated to preferve the health of 
the <rew«> hi travcrfmg the remote parts 
of the globe they were deftined to explore^ 
and to fupport them under extraorainary 
labour and fatigue. 

The two veneVs failed ffom Fahnouth 
•D the I ft of April 179X $ and as, by 
hia in(lru6^ions, Captain Vancouver was 
to proceed to the Sandwich Iflands, and 
to pafs the enfuing winter in that ttation, 
we find him purluing the accaftomed 
track, and have Urtle to notice iet'pe£)ing 
the Voyage till his arrival on the coads 
of New Holland, where they entered the 
Ih-lt port they had made fmce their de- 
fMurture from the Cape of Good Hope. 
And here it may be laid* that their dif. 
coreries Urtt commenced, as he made a 
saorc accurate furvey ot this coaft than 
any of his predeceilbrs, excepting only 
the iHand called Amjierdam^ by Mr. Cox, 
of which a particular defcription, with 
ibme curious circumftaoces reipe^ing the 
hot and cold fprings adjoining to each 
other, is given by the Editor of his 
Voyage *, lince confirmed by the Editor 
of Lord Macartnty*s EmbaUy to China. 
This ifland, on account of the thick and 
rainy weather, our Navigators could not 

fet fight of. The port they gained waa 
onoured by Capi* Vancouver with the 
same of Kino Uborgs theThird*s 
$9unfi, and having taken pofleffion with 
the ufual formalities of all the land they 
could de(cry Irom this ftation to the 
N. W. of a Cape, on which he had be- 
itowed the title of Ca^t Chatham, in ho- 
nour of the then Firft Lord of the Ad- 
ttiiralty, on the a9th of September $ and 
being the anniverlary of the birth of the 
Princeis Royal, he named the harbour, 
behind the Sound, Princess Royal 
Harhfiur. For a fuller account ot the 
Country and produftions on this part of 
the S. W. Coaft of New Holland, we 
refer the fpeculative reader to Chap. III. 
of this Volume. King George the Third's 
■Sound is fituated in lat. 33 deg. 5 min. 
S. long. 118 deg. 17 min. An elegant 
engraved view o^ a delerted Indian Vil- 
lage, in this Sound, illultrates the de- 

(ci iption of the country. There feems, 
liowcver, to have been an error in calling 
the ovAerbank^ which they named Ox/ier

to be the very identical fpot to which 
Mr. Cox gave the fame name ; and of 
which an engraved Chart and Head land 
is given in a • drawing by Lieut.

In Dulky Bay, New Zealand, our 
Navigators met with violent fturms, in 
one of which the DiCcov'ery was^ in great 
danger, and Capt. Vancouver declare*, 
that thoueh this was his £t'th voyage to 
New Zealand and its neighbourhood, he 
never contended with fo violent a tem- 
peit and fuch boifterous weather \ and in 
iubfeqiient gales he loft light of the 
Chatham, which however arrived fafe at 
Otaheite before the Diicovery., As the 
Sandwich lilands were the appointed fia* 
tions of both fliips, to which they were 
to repair in the intervals of the ^afona 
proper for carrying on, and completing 
the furvey 8 of the continental (hore of 
North Weft America, it necelTarily oc« 
caGoned them to make two vifits of con. 
fiderable duration to thofe Iflands j wt, 
(hall therefore conned our account of 
both in our Review of the Second Vo- 
lume ; and i'or the prefent follow the 
courfe of our Navigator's Voyage at &r 
as it is comprized in Vol. I.. 

On Sunday morning, the 1 8th of M^txh 
1791, they took ^heir departure from the 
Sandwich Iflandx, ftccring to the Eaft* 
ward or Northward, aa the wind vtered^ 
with pleaiant weather^ but with luck a. 
gentle breeze, that on the 7th of April, 
they had only reached the latitude of 35 
dc-g. z5 min. longitude 217 d<:g. t4 min. 
here tliey found theml«i,ves in the midil 
of imnieuie muhituUcs of fea blubber, o£ 
the fpecies of the Midufa Villitia^ ibtka( 
the furftice of the ocean, as far as the 
eye could reach, was covered with theie 
animuU (or rather inie6ls) in fuch abund- 
ance, that even a ()ea could hardly b^ 
dropped cleai- of them, aixi they attended 
the ihips over a fpace of leven degrtes of 
longitude. The particular deicripticoi 
given of this naluial curiofity we do not 
remember to have met with in any for- 
mer Book of Voyages ; we have thercrfof* 
taken the liberty to cxti*aft it, for the 
gratification of the lovers of Natu^ 
Uiftory. Mr. Menzii^s. the SurgeoA of 
the Dilcovcry, and Mr. James Johnttone^ 
Maftcr of the Chatham, arc ilie Gentle* 
men who fpared no pains to infpe^l the

provided with a feftooned membrane, with

tn^fparent there, than en the upper fide. 
Perpendicularly to the plain of their fur- 
fice ilands a very thin membrane, extend- 
ing nearly the whore length of its longeft 
diameter, in a diagonal dircwlion j it is 
about an inch in height, and forms a 
iegment of a circle. This membrane, 
which feemed to ferve all the purposes 
of a. fin and a fail, was fcmctimes ob- 
ferved to be ere6l ; at others, lyin? flat* 
which was generally the cafe tn the 
morniilg ; but as the day advartced, it 
became extended. Whether this was 
▼oluntary, or the effcft of the Sun*s in- 
fluence, was a queftion not eafily to be 
decided. When the membrane was down, 
thefe little animals were collefled into 
fmall cjufters, were apparently dellitute 
of any mv^tion, and their colour at that 
time feemed of a dark green." Such is 
the diftinft account given by the two 
Gentlemen on board of different (hips, 
and Mr. Menzies confidered them as a 
new genus. It remains for experienced 
Katuialifts to conllder if it be fo, or 
\vheth«r the Hate in which they obferved 
them was not one of thole tranlinutations 
fuch as Silk and other Woims or Cater- 
pillars undergo, and whether, after all, 
ihelc were not of that fpccie of the 
Nautilus defcribcd*by former Navigators 
and Naturalifis. 

On the 1 9th cf April they made Cape 
^JcHcioiinOi the higheft prcjc61ing head- 
land on the lea (hore of this part of 
Hevf Albion t This Cape is fooned by 



two high promontoriM, about ten miki 
apart \ the Southemmoft, which is the 
higheft, much reiembles Dunnoxe : it is 
fituated in latitude 40 deg. 19 min. lon- 
gitude 235 deg. 53 min. The (bores of 
this country are defcribcd as corapof«d of 
rocky iflets, extending about a mile into 
the fca : to the moft projeAing, fituated 
in latitude 41 deg. 8 min. longitude 136 
deg. 5 min. the Captain gave the name 
of Roify Point » It IS curious to obferve 
the number of names in the courfe of the 
expedition giveti by him and the Com* 
mander of the Chatham to barren Capes, 
Mountains, Head -lands, and Bays, fuf- 
ficient to form a little pocket didionary, 
and it may excite a good-humoured finile, 
that they comprize great ofHcers of ftate, 
Admirals and Generals, and component 
paits of both Houfes of Parliament. 
The fnrvey of the whole coaft of New 
Albion, the defcription of a port to which 
they gave the name of Port Difcovery, 
from the probability of being its firft 
European vifitors, is highly entertaining j 
and, affording them an agreeable afylum, 
as well as a reliing place, after a fatiguing 
turbulent voyage along the coalts of 
New Albion, they diftingulfiicd the land, 
which was fertile and luxuriant, by the 
name of Prote«Slion Ifland \ it is fituated 
in 4S deg. 7 min. 30 fee. longitude 237 
^^£^* 3>i i^in. Of this part ot the coun- 
try, we have an elegant plate, prefeoting 
a view of four remarkable fupponcd 
poles in a pert, which they named Port 
lownfhend j on the tops of two of ibc 
poles was fVuck a human head, recently 
placed there. The hair and flelh were 
nearly pe'rfe6l ; and the heads appeared 
to carry the evidence of fury or revenge, 
as in driving the (lakes through the throat 
to the cranium,- the fagittal, with part 
of the icalp, was borne on. their points 
fome inches above the reft of the flcull. 
Between the if akes a fire had been made, 
and near it fome calcined bones were 
obferved ; but none of thefe appearances 
enabled us to I'atisfy ourfelves concerning 
the manner in which the bodies were dil- 
pofed of. ** The poles were- undoubtedly 
intended to anfwer fome partitular pur- 
pofe ; but whether of a religious, civil, 
cr military nature, muft be left to fome 
future inveftigatioo.'* 

On Sunday the 6th of May the crews, 
for the (irft time fince they left the Cape 
of Good Hope, were indulged with a 
holiday, and they were vifited by a few 
of the natives, who brought them fome 
fifh and venifon for fale. In their per- 
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Cbey Ceemtd to refemhle the inhabitants 
of Nootka ) they offered two children 
of about fix and feven years of age in 
barter for fome copper> which they were 
▼ery anxious to obtain ; but Captain 
Vancouver cxjjrcfsly prohibited this cruel 
traffic. I>ererted Indian villages were 
difcorered in the inlets which they fur^ 
veyed, fending out detached parties for 
that purpoie. In other parts they met 
with a confiderable number of natives 
fitting together on the grafs, who re- 
mained quite tranquil on their near ap. 
proach, and the Captain obferves, that 
all the Indians of thele parts offered them 
«vcry civiiity, ftiewed tokens ol a friendly 
difpofition, and did not appear to be a 
ferocious race. 

Continuing their courfe Northward, 
they pafied the flraits, fuppofed to be 
thole navigated and defcrihed by John 
dc Fuca, a Greek Pilot, in 159*, and- 
fince called after him } they proceeded 
n^olarly towards the attainment of their 
]»rincipal objeft, and the firft error they 
correfled was the falfe account which had 
i>cen publiihed in England, that the 
American (hip Wajbington^ commanded 
by Mr. Robert Gray, had failed through 
this inland fea : fortunately, they now, 
to their great furprife, met with the 
Columbiay another American veffel, com- 
manded by Mr. Gray, who informed 
I#teut. Puget and Mr. Menzies, who ha(l 
been fent on board to obtain any in* 
formation which might prove ferviceable 
to their future operations, << that he had 
penetrated only 50 miles into the ftreights 
m queftion in an £. S. £. direction, that 
he found the paffage five leagues wide, 
and that the nitives gave him to Yinder- 
ftand, that the opening extended a con- 
fiderable diftance to the Northward.** 
They now explored every inlet or river 
they came to in the moft accurate man. 
iier ; when they were navigable for the 
Chatham, (he was detached on that duty, 
and iMrhen this was not the cafe, the 
yawls and other boats were fent out on 
Tarious excurfiohs, vifiting a number of 



Indian villagesi and being received in a 
friendly manner by the natives. . 

On the 4th of June 1 7929 the anniver« 
fary of his Majefty's birth, they took 
poflfefTion, with the ufuat formalities, of 
all the countries they had lately explored, 
in the name of, and for his Britannic 
Majefty, his heirs and fucceffors ; and 
they are defcribed to be the coaft, from 
that part of New Albion, fituated in the 
latitude of 59 dcg. %o min. N. and lon«> 
gitude 136 deg. a6 min. £. to the en- 
trance of the inlet fuppofed* to be the 
ftraits of Juan de Fuca, as likewife of all 
the coafts, iflands, &c. within the faid 
ftraits, as well on the Northern as the 
Southern ihores. The interior fea they 
honoured with the name of the Gulph of 
Georgia^ and the continent, binding the 
faid gulph, and extending Southward to 
the 45th degree of N. latitude, they named 
Hew GeorgtOt in honour of his Majefty. 
On their further excurfion Northward, 
they -met with two Spanish veflels that 
had been employed on a fimilar fervice 
by the Spanish Government, and Captain 
Vancouver obferves, that *< he had the 
mortification to find that they had pene- 
trated further into the inlets and canal 
already mentioned than himfelf. The 
conduct, however, of the Commanders of 
thefe vefTels was replete with tliat po* 
litenefft and friendfhip, whicK character- 
izes the Spanifh nation. Being informed 
by thefe Gentlemen, that Signior Quadra, 
the Commander in Chief of the Spanidi 
marine at St. Bias and California, was, 
with three frigates and a brig, waiting 
his arrival at Nootka, in order to nego- 
ciate the reiloration of thofe territories 
to th^ Crown of Great Briuin, we ilia II 
refer the curious to Chapter IX. of this 
Volume for the account of their further 
difcov cries in purfuing the fame courie* 
and land them fate in Nootka Sound* 
where they arrived on the x8th of Auguft 
1791 ; and their important tranfa^liont 
at this place (hall be the fubje6l of our 
next Review.

Theic, by the tta» 
blufliing ei&omery of a bookiclkr, with*

iligbteft acknowledgment from wiianoi 
they vrcre derived, hav( been cii-culatcd 
In a pamphlet, with the fiSitious namt 
•f Congreve annexed to it. A proceed- 
ing which cannot be fufficieDtly rcpro* 
bated, at it praventtd the correalon and 
enlargement of fome parts of the narra* 
tivc, which hz&t only could excule, and 
which frelh information enabled us to 
reader more pert'e^l. 

Whatever excufe might be allowed to 
the errors of a haity compilation^ the 
iaiyie favour cannot be extended to a 
aivork which has employed more thaa 
-eighteen months, the time elapfed fmce 
Mr. Macklin^s death. We expeaed to 
have found the prefeBt Work as accurate 
as care and enquiry could render it. 
We have been diiappointtd $ the noark^ 
of caieleiTnels and inattention are To fre* 
quemly to be difcovered, as much ^ to 
ckiminiih ouir confidence in thoie fa^ts 
which now iirft make their appearance. 

According to the preient Author, Mr. 
Macklin was born two months previous 
Co the battle of the Boyne, confequently 
in 1690, but of the accuracy of this date 
we entertain dcubts* His parents were 
jefpe^iable, and poiTefled of coniiderable 
property, which was lolt to them in the 
confufion of the times. The death of his 
father took place in December 1 704., and 
bis mother, m February 1707* married a 
■ &cond husband, who opened a tavern ia 
Werburgh Itreet. Mr. Macklin, then of 
the age of leventeen, was boarded at an 
academy in 1 flstid-bridge, a fmali village 
about a mile to the wtftwani of Dublin, 
where he began to exercife a mifchievoua 
<iifpoGtion on his mailer. In the year 
1 70S the plav oi The Orphan wa& a^cd 
at the khool, and Mr. Macklioj whp 
aau&. then have been eighteen years oldt 
was appointed to perform the part of 
Xloniroia, .which he did with great ap* 
vhniti and from this incident his at- 
Hchment to the Itage is fuppofed to have 
originated. In the lame year hg eloped 
'to London, vvitb two yC9l:g men of 01^- 
«>(»fHions a« wiki as his owni having 6rft 
Tobbed hi« mother, and was reduced to 
.Ureat diltrels. Jn this e^igcrcy ht iound 
a friend in a yoURg woman who had been 
lorvant to his mother, through whofe 
incans he was employed by the landlady 
of a public houfe in the Borough. • He 
was ii»on aitor^iicoverifd by his mother, 
ftelaimed, and lent i>ack to Ireland. He 
tHen became Badgeman to Trinity Cui- 



lege, and afterwards had the-mrottdre of 
being provided for b v a reiatioa, sa 
officer in the Geraoan iervice* with whom 
he came to Loodon, and from whom be 
eloped . He then aflbciated himfelf with 
a iet of people who performed low drols 
at Hockk)' m the Hole, was again found 
by his mother, and perfuaded to tetum 
to Ireland, where, after ibax i^ayi he 
again came to England, and joiaed s 
it rolling coHDfany at Briltol. 
. From this period to the year 179s *< 
have few particulars of Mr. Macklia^s 
iiie, and thofe . eonfufed and without 
dates. . From that ttmci having alrsady 
traced the prrgrefs of his geaiusi «s 
fliall fojbear loUowing Mr. Kirkmia, 
who appears to have availed hioaiclf if 
our accouat, thaugk without any ac- 
iuiowledgment. 

One of the moft faroarable tiaid ef 
Mr. MackUn's charaaer is the attentioi 
ikewn by him to the education and ««1- 
iare of bis ckildi^n. Some letters to bis 
foo, a diflipated idle young mM» faid l« 
have pofletted good talents, who died 4tk 
April 1790, are printed in tbe fecMiA 
Volume^ and do the father infinile cndil; 
4>ne of them we (hall here prcfisit otf 
readers as a fpecimea : 

" London, Martb a, 1770. 

" My dear Child, 

<< You know that my conTerfatian ami 
letters to you always have but one end, 
which is to ^y a ooottaot atteatsea to 
Prudenck> who is the Caniiatl G9- 
'iferntfi of all bad as well as good aatf 
ordinary fortuoe. It i« a aoQftaat at* 
tentioB to her advice and cflrnda£^ onlfi 
that can put you in pofleSion of know- 
ledge, fame, fortune, charaAery and of a 
-rule how to uie them, when you base 
acquired them, ia which confitta huyva 
happineiis. 

" Having difcharged taj duty fo ht% 
I pray you to accept of your aiaiahle 
mother* s Anoere wiibcs aodmine for year 
health and profperity :— (be is in fsed 
health j but a iev^re cold bas vexed IK 
forely, and pulled me down, within theft 
two months \ bin Tam reeovcriag apase* 
At my time of Hie I inuft exped ^at 
fvery tniB!i>g c<dd, or any ottier eontin- 
gency refpe^ing health* rauft every day 
be more and more felt. From oar bhrtb, 
we are but on onr way to the giavt.-^- 
ThtriT IS no remedy agaial^ death— *t is 
as natural as li^ or deep 5 but theie is a 
conlblation tor the event, wbich is a fail 
and upright courie \ that wiU give us a 
com age, j^ay a kind of plealurct ,in the 
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^ital ffefigoa.^ft« Bor 1113^ part* I 2aL, 
and hope I aK¥»y« fliaU b«, ready to pay 
that debt, whenever the- great Btiag «hat 
cavt me lifie ihali piealcj to demand it 
back. You muft now, John, look upoa 
yovrltif as alone in tlus groat ocean o£ 
JUfe i you muft depead uhob your own 
Cikiitaalid iiitegrky« ta make frieadt: amd 
C»rcune $ for I think that I have not ^ 
long tune to buftk. la this world ; aod 
li i had) it it but very iittk in my power 
to aflift you— but what I can do, to the 
lall of my abilities^ be alTured I fliall 
«xert m.y6if in your, favour. I have not 
»&€d this winter. It is not in my power 
•o Ctsid you any money, or any thing clfe« 
jovcr at pcd'ent } when I can» I lay again, 
Pe\y upon it that it ihall be lent. fi«t, 
my dear Johnr, be as good a manager » 
K^nce srkL conHftency, witkotst being 
tnean (if you will allow me the expre^ 
iion), will ad«iit. i hope you think that 
I bare as mucii pride in fupportiiig you 
properly, as you pofltbly can bate your* 
iKlji nuy, I have fo good an opiniofk of 
your uncfcrdaoding, that I am fure yoy 
think fo. God knows whether I fhall 
lee you again or no ^ in the couife of 
nature* tt^e better judgment is that I 
ihall not ; but however poor I (hall dle> 
poverty can be ng reproach to any man, 
provided he leaves a fair character behind 
nim— one, firee from i'pots and infamy— 
and that legacyt I hope I Ihall leave you i 
fur that is in every raan^s power. It is 
a treafuce living, and will be fo to thoie 
we leave behind. 

*' But though it U not probable that 
I fhall (be you again, I am in hopes that 
your dear mother wilt have that comfoit* 
I cannot exprefs how much I am. be- 
holden to her, for her affeciion and at- 
tention to me. She is indet;d an htflp* 
mate, friend, and comforter ^ and X hopej 
among other teilimonies of her goodnci's 
tojfou and ME, that you will treafure up 
this of ber in vour l^eart, and dutihiiiy 
ictl it when I (tall be no mcj e. 

« Do not thiiik this a giqomy letter, 
John ; I hope you know Wetter. Philo- 
fophy will tell you, that we are not the 
poorer for guarding againil poverty ; nor 
nearer death, fbr talking of it lamiliarly 
to our children, or to thofe whom we 
Jove. 

«< This letter comes by the Af«r/Jr, 
Captain Horn, who ts a very good- 
natured man, is univerlaHy liked, and 
will, I helittvey do yoii any I'ervice in his 
t>ower» or yviJl iet ypu have any thing ia 
bis lhip» I mean any of the goods that be 
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has fbr fal«, upon your gWing him a 
draft upon me fbr the pric^. In this 
BMLTter you may a£l as your prudence 
dtFe6is. I do not forefee that you will 
have any occ^fion for any part of his 
cargo— I hope you will not; and my 
advice is, that unlefs you have a very 
particular occafion indeed, not to run in 
debt f6r any thing. I cxpeft, my dear 
John, to hear a mofl pleafing account 
from you of your progrefs in the Perfian 
and Indian hnguage. You are to re- 
mem))er, that language is the kejr of 
bommeree ami of human underllanding ; 
and yoiir only method of rendering your- 
fblf of confe(|u«nce to fociety, is to make 
yourlelf u/efzt/ to it ; and the chief in- 
gredicits, after integrity and prueience^ 
ai'e languages, figures, and a knowledge 
of commodities ; and all thefe^ can be ac» 
<|uired only by attention. The ait of 
making friends in the community that 
ve belong to, is one of the great arts of 
Hfe. Na man ever loves a Har, or a 
pcrfon who is fevere and farcaftic, or who 
wants integrity. Thefe are the ingre- 
dttnts that always create enemies, both 
fccret and open. Have you ever met 
with the obfervation upon the inciinationc 
of Socrates ? If you have not, the ftory 
b wor^h your attention : There was a 
phyfiognomiit at Athens who pretended, 
bv the features of men, to divine the in* 
clinations of their ruling paflions. The 
pupils of Socrates, in order to try the 
power of the phyiidgnomi((, made him 
examine the features of their mafter, and 
defired him to divine his ruling fnjfton. 
He examined them, and declared '-that 
the ruling paffion of Socrates was .to iteal 
and filch : the pupils burft out into a 
laugh of contempt, and were for trrtting 
tke phyftognomlft, who had f)andered the 
honetteft man' in Athens, as an impudent, 
iffnorant, bafe iiap<>(tor ) on which %q» 
crates interpolcd, fbying, '< that the 
pupils were all miliaken, ' and wrong in 
tiieir refenuaent, and affirmed that the 
man fpoke what w.^s ftri^ly true ; far 
that f torn a chtld be bad found a violent 
indination in bimfe{f in fical onfiLJtk'u 
btt^ that be bod the rejoAtUon to J^f^pre^ 

** The fami appKcation- may be made 
to every weak «nd vickmis beat of the* 
human mind. Kefdutt^jyr is the phytic tan 
chat mull cure it ; totenttpn t^ic friend vr 
phyfiognomiH dut foiilt'diicover tbe dv- 
lire. Men always- live ia fear of the 
nan w4io. has ttM habit eP being, fevere 
upon the dailies- of ociK|^P> and never 
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foreWe tbe extrtion of that hahit; nor 
is the vanity of ihcwing: our parts, or 
fupcrior knowledge in converfaiion, kft 
otfcnriwe to men.

In my neutrality, that gratifies even the 
vawity of men in public converfation, be- 
caufe every b<.dy is fend of excelling in 
knowledge and eloquence. It is a long 
time before men learn the wifdom of 
neutrality, in converfation, cfpecially men 
ot parts or information ; but it is won- 
derful how foon dull men and cunning 
men fee the policy of it. 

** As to Indian politics in LeadenhalU 
firect, I know nothing of (hem. The 
Directors and fervants arc too wife even 
to open their lips about them, but to 
their own particular friends* Never 
trouble ^^ar head 'about the politics of 
your matters, but their bufmefs j and 
even in the bufmefs keep your mind to 
youritlf till your duty obliges you to 
I'pcak. To make every man your friend 
is your policy j but remember that the 
friendfhip of a man of honour, a Hast* 
iNGS or a Vansxttart is of inelti* 
mable value.— Make my ^nccre compli- 
ments to Mr. Haftings.

• ' The following is the account of Mr. 
. Macklin*s laft hours 

'* In the beginning of the year 1797 
he enw quite mfirm, and in the month 
of, May his difoider (which may be called 
a gradual decay) became So alarm ing, 
that Dr^ Brockleiby, his itioli intima^te 
friend, was called in. However Mr. 
Macklln refufed to take any medicine. 
Prefcriptigns, be. fa^d, wQuld be of no 
ule to him in the date thai be then was : 



bisfpanof life was nearly fpent. Hi 
difeafe was not fo powerful as to hinder 
him from converune occafionaUy, with 
philofophic chearfulnefs and Chriftia 
refignation. Three weeks before- his 
death he took very little fuftenance ; but 
what is not a little remarkable, his mental 
faculties returned to an aftonifiiirg ^ 

free. He knew every body that vifiied 
im, and he heard, /aw, underftood, and 
converied without the leatt difficuky. 
On Tuelday morning the nth, of Jun* 
1797, Mr. Macklin got up, wafliedhim- 
ielf all over in warm gin (a' praftice ht 
had been accuftomed to for many yean), 
put on frefh linen, and then laid dow* 
again. During the time that he was 
wafhing, he feemcd eafy and corapofed, 
and converfed with Mrs. Macklin with 
great tranquillity. In aboat an hour 
after he retired to his bed, he exclaimed 
to his wife, " Let me go !--Lei roe 
go I"— laid himlelf backward, and ex- 
pared without a groan.** 

Thefc Volumes contain much extra- 
neous matter^ which fervcs only to fvcll 
the Work. The Hiftory of the Theatres 
before Mr. Macklin's time, from Gib- 
ber's Apology J the Speech of Lord Cbcij 
terficld, ignorantly afcribed to Low 
Chatham, who was not in the Houfcof 
Lords until near thirty years afterwardi i 
Dr. Johnfon's Prologue on the com- 
mencement of Garrick's management j 
Mr. Sheridan's Moncdy on Garrickj 
the Epilogue to the Wedding Diy, by 
Fielding ; long Extraas from Plays, as 
Vol. I. a6i, 169 J and Critiques on 
well knovn Dramas (fee Vol. K i3*> 
24.x, 301, &c.y feive only to enlarge the 
Volumes and enhance their price, with- 
out adding in the leart to their value. 
The fame may be faid of the trial ot 
Mr. Macklin for the murder of Mr* 
Hallam, given verbatim, which takes up 
1 5 pages, and the difpute with his op- 
ponents about his performing Macbeth, 
which includes 191 pages, a large pro- 
portion of the ftcond volume, and great 
part of which had been already printed 
m a pamphlet. 

As we mentioned the careleflneft and 
inattention of the Author, it may be nc- 
ceflary to point out lome ii.ftanas. 
They arc fuch as occurred on a Hig^^ 
view. Othejs, which we have doubts 
about, we (hall not ftay to afcertain.

«• SIR, ^gHfl 9* 

** AlthoBgh I hope that the Confuls 
who are. Or ought to be* refident in 
Egypt, have fi^at you an exprcfs of the 
fituaiion of affairs here, yet, as I know 
Mr. Baldwin has fome months left 
Alexandria, it it poffibJe you may not 
be regubrly informed ; 1 ihall there- 
fore relate to you briefly that a French 
army of 40,000 men in 300 tranfpdrts, 
with 13 fail of the line, 11 frigates, 
bomb veiTcIt, gun-boats, &c,&c. arrived 
at Alexandria on the ift of July; on 
the 7th they left it for Cairo, where 
they arrived 00 the tad* During their 
jnarch they had fome anions with the 
Mamelukes, which the French call 
great vidoncs. As I have Buonaparte's 
diibatches now before me, which I took 
yefterday, I fpeak poiitivelv : he fays, 
** I am now going ro fehci oif to take 
Suez and Damietta ;" he does not fpeak 
favourably of either country or people; 
but there is fuch bombaft in his letters 
that it is difficult to get at the truth, 
but you may be fure he is only mailer 
of what his army covers. From all the 
enquiries which I have been able to 
make, I cannot learn that any French 
VeiHfls are at Suez to carry any pan of 
his army to India. Bombay (if they 
can get there) I know is the firft ofai^ 
|e£t; but I iruft the AirAighty God in 
'Egypt will overthrow thefe pefts of the 
human race. It has been in my power 
to prevent ts,ooo men from leaving 
Genoa, and alfo to take 1 1 fail of the 
iioc ud twt frigates; two fail of the 



line and two frigates have efcaped me* 
This glorious battle was fought at the 
Mouth of the Nile, at anchor ; it be* 
gan at fun.fet, and was not fiuiflied at 
three the next morning; it has been 
fevere, but God favoured our endea* 
vours with a great vi^ory. I am now 
at anchor between Alexandria and Ro* 
fetta, to prevent their communicatioa 
by water, and nothing under a reeimenc 
can pafs by land. But I (hould have^ 
informed you, that the French have* 
4000 men pofted at Rofecta to keep 
open the Mouth of the Nile.— Alex- 
andria, both to\^n and (hipping, are fo 
diflreffed for provi(ions that they can 
only get them from the Nile by water ; 
therefore I cannot guefs the good which 
may attend my holding our prefent po- 
rtion, for Buonaparte writes his didrefs 
for ftores, artillery, and things for their 
bofpitAl,Sec. All ufcful communicatioa 
is at an end between Alexandria and 
Cairo: you may be fore 1 fhall remain 
here as long as poliible. ' Buonaparte 
had never yet to contend with an £ng« 
liih Officer, and I ihall endeavour to 
make him refpefl us. 

<' This is ail I have to communicate ; 
I am confident every precfutioft will 
be taken to prevent in future any vefTtls 
going to Suez which mav be . able to 
carry troops to India. It my letter is 
not fo correA as might be expe£^ed, I 
truft your excufe, when I tell you my 
brain is fo Shaken with the wotmd in 
my head, that I am fenfible I am not f« 
clear as could be wiihed ; bvit >vhilft a 
ray of reafon remains, my heart and 
bai»d (hall ever be exerted for the be* 
nelit of our King and Country.

On our approach I 
faw fpm^ ihips at anchor in the Great 
Read, but gs the wo^ather was hazy, and 
the (kips under the landi I could not 
fufficiently afcertain their ftreogth un« 
til we had run the full length of the 
ifland, when I clearly diftinguiihed them 
to be three French rngates, and a large 
failing gun-veffel, with their top-fail- 
yards ready hoilled to come .out to us« 
At this ioftant a heavy and fudden fquall 
of wind from the N. W. carried awaf 
the Amelia's main top-maft, and her 
fore and mizen top gallant mafts ; the 
fall of the former tearing a grtat part 
of tkt main fail from the yard* 

The enemy, who were apparently 
waiting our near approach, got under 
weigh immediately, and made fail to« 
wards us in a line a-head. Circum* 
ftanced as we now were I felt we had 
but one dntv to perform, and that we 
could do nothing more than teftify our 
readinefs to meet them : I therefore 
made the ^enal to prepare for battle i 
and when they had advanced a tittle to 
leeward of us I fliortened fail^ fo as for 
the Amelia to keep under* command, 
with her fore and mizen t6p failf only, 
and made the fignal to bear up, pre* 
ferving the weather-gage, and. keeping 
ctofe order. The enemy tacked to meet 
us, and we inftantly commenced an 
a^ion, receiving the Are from one of 
the batteries on the ifland at the fame 
time. The enemy were fo little difpofed 
to clofe qaarters, that <ve were under 
the necefBty of bearing down upon them 
three times, until they were clofe upon 
the iflands of Houatt and Hedie. After 
engaging them one hour and 55 mtnutet 
they wore fhip and fiood from us. ^I 
am extremely forry we had it not in our 
power to do any thing more with the 
. enemy (who^had a port clofe on each 
fide of them) than compel them to re- 
linquiih an a6lion which, from their 
fuperiority and the crippled (late of the 
Amelia previous to the action, had in- 
fpired them with the hope of fuccefs. 

Soon after the adionceafed they bore 
up for the Loire, two of them appa- 
rentlv much Ihatured j, and the gun^ 
veffel returned to Belle Ifle. 

It is with peculiar fatisfadion 1 ac- 
quaint your Lordfliip, that the adive 
and fpirited conduft of Capt. Herbert

▼ery longcorrefpondels^e from the Arch- 
duke Charles and Lieut. Gen. Kray. 
who have trattfmitted to the Cotirt of 
Vienna very detailed accounts of the 
anions that took phce at Stockach, in 
Germany, and in the neighbourhood 
of Legnano and Verona, in Italy. Of 
the a£^ions of the asth and i6th of 
March near Stockach (the French ac- 
count of which we gave in our laft Ma- 
gazine), the Archduke obfervts, that 
he cannot exactly ftate the lofs in hts 
army, but it is fuppofed that it amoonts 
to 3000 men in Killed, wounded^ and 
miffing. The enemy muft have Joft 5000, 
among whom two thoufand were made 
prifoners. The following is the ac. 
count of the Battle of Legnano : 

On the a6tb of March » at day-bretk^ 
we heard at a great di^anceafeverecaa* 
nonadc in the neighbourhood of Verooa 
and Paftrengo. Aoout 8 o'clock the ad* 
vanced pofts near Legnano were alfoat* 
tacked, upon whi(!h Lieut.Gen.Kray re* 
moved the campat Bevilaqua to L^goaoa 
The garrifon of the town occupied the 
ramparts, and the road,which was not yet 
quite repaired. A battalion of the regi- 
ment de Guilayand another of Latter- 
man were polled in front of the to\\Q, 
to defend the bridges. The enemy it« 
tempted, in every dire&ion, to advance 
towards the town, but were repuiredia 
all quarters. They had ftationed their 
principal forces upon the Adige, aod 
near Anquiari, wiiere they were fhel- 
tcred. After two very furious attacks 
they were obliged to retreat to that 
place. Another formidable attack was 
made on St. Pierre de Lcghano, fron 
whtQCc the high road leads to Manterre. 

After 
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^frer the garri(<>Q' 6f Legnano'at^e • 
had th^s checked the pro^refs of |he 
eQemf for three hours and a half the ' 
advanced guard of tl\e corps of BeviUqua 
arrived, of which the iirll divifion, un- 
der the comn^and of Gen* Froli^h; was 
employed to* attack the enemy in their - 
turn. This attack was directed in 
every road leading from Legnano, in-^' 
afmuch as the country interfeSed by the 
lands woiild permit. The principal at-^ 
tack was made upon St. Pierre. Major' 
Reinwald commanded the advanced 
guard« Colofeel AbfalterA followed with 
the main bodyoftlie cotomn. Major' 

• Count PaMir ''coi»da€ted -khe adfanced' 
^ard on' the* road fowaVcfe $r. Pierre, 
to attack the rea!r of the elkemy. Colonel 
Hudt followed' him with- the remainder 
oftbepolumn. Colonel Somariva com- 
manded the attack upon Anquiari. Be« 
fides thefe principal attacks, fereral 
paitial ones, on different points, had 
been roade> and all ttM troops conduftcd ; 
themfelves with the grdateft bravery, 
every one* having amply difcharged his* 
dury. The artillery, as ivell' that 
within the town, as that which was in' 
the plain near it, refiderd all t^e dif* 
ferent attacks whh that ability ahd 
ardour for which* it has been fo long , 
€onfpicaour« At 7'6Vlock the enemy 
waa every where- pat to dighr. They 
retired in eoafoiion towards Tartaro, 
but ic was imppflible for us, on account- 
of the canals which interfeft the Tand, 
to ptnrfue them with our cavalry, other- 

. wiletlieir lois^wovld have been inAnitely 
greater* This lefs, they themfelves 
confefsi amounts to looo men, amongft 
whom are Generals Vignolles and 
P elm as ; the former killed and the lat- 
ter wounded. We have taken 8 pieces 
of cannon, 3 howitzers, 31 ammunition 
waggons, 511 prifoners, of whom it 
are officers, 9 Serjeants, and 4^0 rank 
and file. Oar lofs amounts ro one fu- 
pcrior officer, 3 officers, 103 from the 
Serjeant to the common folditr. In 
wounded, i4.a£icers, 863 rank and file, 
incloding non-commiirioned officers ; 
Sa mifluig or taken prilbnert. 

BATTLB Of VERONA, MARCH 26. 

According to a more recent report 
of Lieut. Gen. Kray, Lieut. General 
Keim had received advice that the ene- 
my were concentrating their forces 
near Villafraoca and Caftelnuova.— i 
This General was thus upon his guard 
aver fince the i4th» when he received 
^e iaformacioo i h^ comBHmicaied it 



alfo to General Count dc Hohenzollcrn, 
who immediately quitted Venice, and ' 
arrived at Verona on the 25th, with the 
forces under his command. General 
Liptay likewife arrived at Verona in 
the night between the 24.th and 25th* 
with three. battd lions. General Keim 
was thus enabled to (Irengthen the pp. ' 
fition of Padienge with three battalions 
of Schroder and one battery of artiU . 
lery.- In the intrenched lines of this 
poution were {even battalions of infanrry 
and three fbuadrons 6f the new regi- 
ment of huliars. The advanced chain 
commenced from the Lake of Oarda, 
ahd extended along the frontier as far 
as the environs of Beirpaqiie. As this ' 
pofir4on could nor keep up a commu- ' 
uicatlon with Verona upon the right 
bank of the Adige, by reafon of their 
diftahce from each other, they con- 
tented themfelves with fending a drvi-^' 
fi'on of huflars ' from Verona to Cafa 
Carra, to keep up the communication 
as well as they cottld ; but the advanced 
chain of Verona, which extended from 
ofie bank of the Adige to the other» 
was defended by three battalions of in- 
fantry, and was fupported on the glacis 
of -Verona at the New Gate. Three* 
battalions and (ix fquadrons of cavalry 
were pofted near the Porta Nuova; 
four battalions of infantry and five fqua- 
drons of cavalry were pofted as a referve 
behind the Porto Zeno. In this fitua- * 
tion the enemy attacked our chain of 
advanced pofls very early in the morn* 
ittg of the a/Sth. Lieut. Gen. Keim 
immediately marched thither, and, find- 
ing that the enemy's attack was prin* 
cipaliy dire6led again ft St. Lucia, he 
took meafures to reinforce thofe points* 
By the prifoners that were taken it waa 
learnt that the enemy confided of two 
complete diviftons under Generals Vic- 
tor and Grenier ; that one part of the 
divifior. of Serrurier had been added to 
them, together with 6000 Piedmootefeg 
Swifs, and Polifh Emigrants ; that the 
enemy was therefore forming an attack 
upon Verona^ with a force amounting 
to between 25 and 30,000 men, in the 
firm expe^ation of taking that city by 
furprife. The enemy had therefore 
put in the General Orders of the army, 
that, as they had already fubfifled ig 
days without pay, they ihould be in- 
demniried with two ho\irs pillage of the 
city of Verona. General Keim imme« 
diately ordered the corps oft referve to 
advance, fent General, Hohenzotlern to 
the left wing, with orders to fupport 
y r % General 
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General Minkwitz $ and ht went him- 
felf to St. Maffimo. At fix o'clock 
the enemy muftcred all their forces^ 
and dire6^ed their principal attacks up* 
on St. Lucia and St. Mafllmo* The 
firil poft was foon carried by the enemy, 
and twice retaken ; it could not however 
be prefcrvedy and the enemy remained 
in polTeiUon of it during the whole day. 
They did not fucceed equally well at 
St. Mailimo. They made (even fuc- 
ceflive attacks upon it, and carried the 
poft feven times with freih forces, and 
feven times they were repulfcd frojp it> 
by our brave troops. This place occa- 
fioned an immenle lofs to the enemy s 
we not only remained maftcrs of it 
dpring the whole day, but our chain of 
advanced pods was likewtfe maintained, 
with the exception of the poll of St. 
Lucia* Our lofs is confiderable ; <tiat 
of the enemy twice as great. General 
Keim fays, that all the troops under 
his command performed prodigies of 
valour, and that there is no example 
of lb deadly a fire of mulket ^ocs hav** 
ing been fuilained during eighteen 
hours, without the fmalleU interval, 
by reafon of the fuperiority of the ene« 
roy, who continually advanced with fieih 
troops. This heroic, efibrt oif courage 
and perfeverance is fo much the more 
wonderful, as th^. troops were not able 
to procure, during the whole attack, 
any refreihment or comfort* Tovlrards 
twelve o'clock Gen.Keimwaswoundedv. 
l{e did not quit his pod without re- 
4:9m mending to all the Qcnerals not 
to abandon ^hp pod of St. MalFuno, 
and to continue the diveriiona in the 
iiank and rear of the enemy, which 
would neceflarily make them repent of 
the audacity of their enterprife* It was 
cowing to the want of troops, and the 
'e3(haufted Aa^e of tliofe who had been 
ib long fighting, that hindered us from 
profiting of the advantages which tve 
had gained by attacking Suffolengo and 
"^illafranca. We took one canoon, 
one aipmunition waggon, 316 prifoncrs, 
amongft whom were two Chiet^ of bat- 
talions, and 35 Oncers,. The General 
fays, that it is impolfible for him to 
make a lift of thofc who diftiqguiflied 
thcnifclvfs ; each luid (hewn the moft 
invincible courage, and every individual 
reflected by his conduct the greareft 
bonour upon the army of his Majefty, 
pf which he was a part. Our lolTet 
confill of II Officers and 90 men killed,

nano, Gen. Kxay loft no tine in aur^* 
ing with the greater part of tik« aimy " 
to Verona. 

On the ft9th, Gen* Vidor Tent tn 
Officer to the Commander in Chief, to 
propofe to him a truce fpr t4 hoon, in 
order to carry of the flain which ftili 
remained in the field of battle, and oc^ 
calioned a dangerous infection* To thb 
propofai Gen»Kray confented, but fixed 
Its duration to the /oiiowiitg day at 
iz o*clock ; but at ten o'clock the ene- 
my began to attack our advanced pifts 
upon the left Bank of the Adige, pofted 
oppofite to their front at Pola. The 
advanced pofts were imlenfibly repulfcd, 
and at the fane time the earroy filed 
o^ acrofs the mountains near St. Ab« ^ 
brofio, in order to tnra Veronn. The 
retreat of the ad vaneed poft^ was already 
^effedu^ted as far as Paroaa, when fere- 
r4l regimenu put themfclvts in motion, 
attai^ked and overcame the enemy in a 
moment. The attack was innde in three 
columns, .of which one wna oondoAtd 
along tjie . Adige, the other upon the 
Chaoifee of the Tyrol, thi^^hird akag 
t|ie nsountains. The auecke were per* 
formed with fuch proinptneft thae the 
eiKmv f^ould not nMiAUtn thenfelves on 
any udes and we thus, reached their 
bridge, where they had plnnced on the 
oppofite bank a battery of la cannons, 
which obliged us for a. raoeneot to fnf* 
pend our fire; biit after n fliort panfe, 
the afltiult of the bridre was ordered, ^ 
and feon after carried. The enemy 
who had marched over the mountava 
to turn Verona, found thcmferves eut 
off, and were obliged to fnrrtadcr 
themfelves prifoners. A great nomber 
are wandermg in the mountains, who 
will be broueht in by degrees. It is 
remarkable that the enemy in thb ex« 
ptdition had but one piece of caonoB* 
They muft have entertained the hone 
of furprtfing and carrying Verona of 
ftorm. Our lofs does not exdeed 46 ia 
killed, and 166 wounded* The coefliy 
has loft 1 000 men, and 11 11 prtfonert. 
The enemy made this attack with the 
whole divifiou of Serrurier, and with 
the half of that of Vidor, amounting 
in the whole to 15,000 men. Accord- 
ing to^ ftill more recent account frem 
Gmu Kray, the ciiciny had, on the ift

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«f AptWt tnid^ i re'tro|pr»<ie movement, 
whkh iiiduetd hiA to direft the ad-, 
vaaced guard, commanded bf Count 
MohenxoIlerBf^to proceed forward as. far 
«a Caftelnooyo. Thit advanced guard 
was fupported by a diViiGoB wbich had 
vafied the Adige, and encamped under 
Verofia* On the ad of April detach- 
menti were fent to Pefchiera and 
ViHafraiica, and Major Gene'ral Fulda, 
with two fquadrons, mide 29 officers 
and Soo privates prifoners atViliafranca, 
and took two pieces of cannon, nine 
amihunition waggons, and 300 fmall 
arms* Several fliells from two how- 
Itxera wer* thrown into Pefchiera to 
alarm the enemy } and on the fame day 
(ad April) the Oeneral crolTed ,thc 
Adige with his whole army, and took 
pofle/fion of a camp in front of Ve« 
rona, fupported on the left by Tomba, 
tod on the right bv St. Lucia, 

The enemy Am occopies the ground 
between the Adige and the Tartar©, 
towards Legnano, but has fo entirely 
evacuated the whde fpace near the 
I>ago Jfe Garda, that the communication 
^ith the Tyrol' by the valley of the 
Adige is open ; and the Count de St* 
Jtflien has already advanced from t!ie 
Tyrol as far as Rivoli, and has fent 
^trofes as far as Pefchiera. At pre- 
mtftlie enemy appear inclmed to crofs 
llie Adrge, having wfth them 40 pon- 
Itooiis. 

* This ptCage may be txpe&td to be 
attempted near Ronco and Roverchi- 
ano*$ but the Commander in Chief u 
prepared againft every delign which the 
eAemy may endeavour to effe£t in con- 
feqoeilce of our movements forward, 
and wilt attack them in front, or with 
fttll Ei«acer advantage in the rear. Ge- 
neral Klenau his patrolled along the 
river Po, as far as Oftiglia, and has 
alarmed the whole country. The ene - 
mjf who occupied that fpace, with few 
troops only, have retreated in every di« 
re6tion ; and the General, as well as his 
•jyatroles, were received with acclama« 
tioos of joy on both fides of the Po. 
General Klenau has funk in the Lago 
Ofcufo, a fmall armed veffel, and an- 
other has been dragged on fhore ; fince 
frhich the enemy have funk all their 
reflcls armed with cannon, and have 
ftnt the crews to Ferraro, The French 
Geverai has propofed to General Kray 
to exchange. the Officers who had been 
made prifoners on the a6th and 30th. 
He was anfwered. that he muft fir ft 
fpfid hit MajeAy's Officcriy and then 



an fcqual nbmber of French Officers, 
of thofe whom we had made prilbuers, 
would be returned. 

From the report of Field Marflial 
Lieutenant Kray, of the 4th in ft, it 
appears that the advanced guard of Ge* 
oeral Count Hohenzoliern had taken 
more than 500 orifoners; and General 
, Count Klenau Rates, that being defiroua 
of attacking^, with one company, two 
gtkn-boett, which were in the Po 
I>*Ariano, and having pafled the river 
for that pnrpofe, the 10 habitants of the 
Ifland of^ Ariano ha4 ihewn great fatis- 
fa£kton, had taken up arms, had feized 
upon the boats, aad made 60 French* 
men prifoners. 

Field Mar(hal Bellegarde writes from 
Schluderni, April 5, that after an o!)- 
fiinate reiiftance from the Frehch, niar 
Tauffers, Muniler, &€• he had drived 
them paft Cyerne^ with the lofs of 
three pieces of cannon, and 300 prt* 
funers, beiidet a oonfidcrable number 
killed and wounded; the Auftrianift 
having likewife materially faffered.

The Fieid- Marflial Lieutenant Kraf 
has fent the following account 1— -The 
enemy, after the check fuftained on thn

fupported by a fourth. The action fooa 
became general ; the enemy made a 
moft obftinate re(iftance# The ground 
was a long time difputed, but the firm* 
nefs and bravery of the Impel ia! troopa 
obtained the vi6tory. The enemy were 
routed on all fides, and driven from 
their camp at Magnan. Night cuminj^ 
on put an end to the combat.

PARTICULARS of the battle of 
Ofterach, which took place on' the aid 
of March, between the Imperial troops, 
under the orderi of the Archdujcc 
Charles, and the French forces com* 
snant^ed by General Jonrdan. 

Information having been repeatedly 
received that the enemy continued to 
snake farther progrefs in Su^bia, an4 
that they bad driven back our advanced 
pofts and detached corps, his Rojral 
iiighnefs dciermined to march againft 
them. 

On the to'h March, bis Royal Higb- 
pe(s was informed that the enemy had 
attacked the whole line cf our out poftt 
along the Oder^ch ; that they had fuc- 
ceedcd in driving them in on one fide j 
but that, notwithftaoding the inferiority 
of numbers, our troops bad not only 
flopped their progrefs, but had even re- 
pulfed them as far as Polftera, On 
the fide of Attchaufen the enemy coui4 
penetrate no further than Hofzirches, 
from whence they were ihortly after 
diHodgcd. 

The enemy had concentrated the 
greateft part of their forces oehind 
Oiterach, and oUced their advanced 
^uard on the right bank of the river c/ 
that name. 

His Royal Highnefs took the necelTary 
Ipeafures for atucking them on the 
JFollowinjs day : during the nightf he 
divided his trocps into three columns ;

foners, and took three pieces pf cannon*

I refume my recital, Citizen Minif- 
tet : — On the 9th Florc^I (April 28), 
at half paft feven m the evening, a 
Captain of HufTars of Szeklers, (lationed 
at Gengenbach, came, on the part of 
his Calonely to declare verball v to Baron 
d'AIbini, that we might quit Raftadt 
JO fafety ; and afterwards came to (ig. 
Aify to us an order to leave that city in 
24 hours. Already had the huffai-s of 
Szekler taken poflslHon of it, and occu- 
pied all the avenues : at eight o'clock 
we got into ouc carriages : when we 
arrived at the gate of Rafladt, we found 
a general prohibition to let no one en^- 
ter or go out. An hour was fpent in 
]>arleys.— It appears that they ftood in 
need of this delay, in order to organife 
the execrable execution that followed, 
and of which, 1 fay it with convi£tion, 
all the details had been commanded and 
combined beforehand. At length the 
Auftrian Commandant gave an order for 
rhe departure of the French Legation 
only* We demanded an efcort : it was 
refufed, and the Commandant declared, 
that we ihould be as fafe as in our own 
rooms* In confequence of this, we be. 
gan our journey. We were not fifty 
aacea from Ra(iadr» ourfelves and the 
Ligurian Legation « who did not quit 
usy and who participated our dangers 
with unequaUed devotion, when a de* 
tacbmenc of nearly 60 HuflPars of Szek- 
ler» in ambaib upon the Canal of JLa 
Murg, fell upon our carriages, and 
made them ftop. . Mine was the firft 
of them* Six men,, armed with drawn 
fabres, tear me out with violeoce«-I 
am feacched, and robbe.d of all that I 
had* Another^ wha appeared to corri- 
Biaad this expedition, arrives on horfa^ 
backt.aiid alLS fur the Mioifter Jean 
Pebry : I thought he came to fave me. 
It is I, I faid, who am Jean Debry, 
Minifter of France. Scarcely had I 
faid fOf when two cuts from a fnhre 
flretched me upon the ground. I .w<is 
ammediauly alTailcd on all Hdes by 



frefh blows. —Tumbled into a ditch» 
I feigned to be dead : the banditti thea 
quitted me to go to the other carriages. 
I availed myfelf of this inftant, and 
efcaped — wounded in different places, 
Jofing blood on all fides^ and indebted 
for my life:, perhaps, only to the thick* 
nefs of my clothes. Bonnier was kiUed 
in the failte manner I was to have becti, 
' and Roberjot malTacred almoft in the 
atms of his wife. 

The fame'queftlon was put to my ill- 
fated Colleagues as to nie : Are jou 
Bonnier ? Are vou Roberjot f Our car-* 
riagei were pillaged, every thing bQ-> 
came the prev of the brigands j the 
papers of the Legation were carried of^ 
conveyed to the Audrian Commandant^ 
and claimed in vain. The Secretary or 
the Legation threw himfelf into a ditcb» 
and by favour of the night efcaped the 
blows of the affaflins. I crawled to an 
ai^acent wood, hearing the yells of t^a 
cannibals, the fcreams of the vidtims, 
and particularly of their companions, of 
the wife of Roberjot, of my wife feven 
months gone with child, and of m/ 
two daughters calling out for their fa. 
ther. ^fy Private Secretary^ Citizea 
Belin, was held by (ixmen, to be witnefa 
to all thefe fcenes of horror. My Valat 
de Chambre was thrown into the river. 

I know that all the Members of the 
Diplqmatic Corps made the greateft ef- 
forts to break through the line of the 
alTiffins, al)d to jpome to the adiftance 
of thofe to whom afliftance might yet 
be adminiftered ; but it was not till one 
in the morning that the wife of Rube rjoc 
could get to Nl. de Jacobins, the Pruffian 
Minifler ; and my wife and daughters^ 
to M. de Rodon» Mtnifler from Bremen 
and Hanover. I wandered about tfte 
wood during the whole of that dread- 
ful night, fearful of the day, which, 
might expofe me to the Auftrian pa- 
trole:;. About (ix in tht morning, hear- 
ing them go about, and feeing that I 
could not avoid them, penetrated be- 
fides by the rain and the cold, and 
growing more and more enfeebled by 
the blood I lofl, I took the defperate 
refoluiion of returning to Rafiadt* I 
faw on the road the naked bodies of mf 
tw<KCol leagues.

you the torment, and to relate to tou 
the recitals of all the perfont attached 
to the Legation I %vho were the witneffet 
or the objedis of chefe execrable fcenes ;

Notwirhftanding her virtuous courage, 
the wife of Roberjot is like a mad 
' perfon with grief. I implore for her 
all the intereft of the Government. 
Fatigued with the recital which I have 
juft made at two different times* I con- 
line m^felf now to exprefs to you how 
much gratitude each of the |ierfons 
faved owes to the generous devotion of 
the Members of the Diplomatic Corps.

(WITH A PORTRAIT.) 



AT no period of time has the fpirit of 
enterprize been m<)re aSive than the 
prefent, nor at any tinae has the eager- 
Beft for difcoveries been more amply re 
Wdcd, The knowledge of countriea 
Utheito impcrfe^ly deieribed, and fome 
entirety unknown, have been brought to 
the notice of the world grcatlv to the ad- 
vantage: of i'cience, and will hereafter 
prodace benefits of much higher impor 
tance than the gratification of mere idle 
euriofity. To ihc^firmnefs of individuals, 
aided by the liberality of a fociety whofe 
coauiries have been equally meritorious 
sad faccefsfui» a confideraMe portion of 
Africa is now known, which hitherto has 
been impervious to every traveller ; and 
to no one has the world been fo much 
obliged as to the gentleman whofe por- 
trait wenow prefent to the public. 

MvNco Park is. a native of North 
Britain, and was born about the year 
1770. He received a liberal education, 
Rnd was brought up a fiirgeon. In that 
capacity he made a voyage to the £aft 
Indies, from whence he returned in 1793. 
At that jun A ure hearing that the Society, 
aflbciated for profecuting difcoveries in 
the intrrtor of Africa, were defirous of 
^gsg'ing ^ perfon to explore that conti- 
nent by the way of Gambia, he offered 
his fervice, and was accepted. **Ihad,** 
iays he, ** a paflionatc defire to examine 
into the produ^ions of a country i'o little 
known i and to become experimentally 
acquainted with the modes of life- and 
character of the natives. I knew that I 
was able to bear fatigue i and I relied on 
nj youth J and the ftrengtb of my confli^ 



tution to preferve me from the cfTefts of 
the climate. The falary which the Com- 
mittee allowed me was fufficiently large } 
and I made no ftipulation for tuture re- 
ward. If I (bould perifh in my journey 
I was willing that my hopes and expec- 
tations fhould perifh with me j and if I 
fhould fuccced in rendering the geography 
of Africa more familiar to my country- 
men, ard in opening to their ambition and 
indui^ry new iburces of wealth, and new 
channels of commcce, I knew that I was 
in the hands ot men of honour, who would 
not fail to beft>w that remuneratioa 
which my fuccefsful fervices (hould ap- 
pear to them to merit. The Committee 
of the Aflbciation, having made fuch en- 
quiries as they thought nece0ary, declared 
themfelvcs fatikfied with the qualifica- 
tions that I pofTeflfed, and accepted me 
for the fervice j and, with that liberality 
which on all cccafions difiinguiihes their 
conduct, gave me every encouragrement 
which it was in their power to grant, or 
which I could with propriety afk.** 

His iuliru8tons were plain and con« 
cife : " I was direfled," fays he, •* on 
my arrival in Africa, to pais on to the 
river Niger either by the way of Bam- 
bouk, or by fuch other route as fhould 
be found mofl convenient. That I fhould 
afcertain the courfe, and if pofFible, the 
rife and termination of the river. That 
I fhould ufe my utmof^ exertions to vifit 
the principal towns or cities in its neigh- 
bourhood, particularly Tombu^too and 
Houfia ; and that I fhould be aiterwards 
at liberty to return to hurope, either by 
the way of Gambia, or by fuch other 
A a a a route 
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routCf at under all the then exxfting clr- 
cumlfances of my lituation and proipe6ts 
ikouid appear to me to be moft advife* 
able.'' 

He accordingly failed from Portfmouth 
the %%d of May 1795. On the 4fh of 
June faw the mountains over Mogadore 
on the coaft of Africa, and on the a itt of 
the lame month anchored ar Jellifrre on 
the northern bank of the river Gambia. 
On the 23d he departed from JclUfree 
and proceeded to Ventain> which he left 
the 16th, and in fix days reached Jonka- 
konda, where advice was fent to Dr. 
Laidley, to whom he liad letters of credit, 
of his arrival. That gentleman haftened 
to him the following mor* ing, and in- 
vited him to his houfe at Pifaniar where 
be arrived the next day. 

" Being now," fays he, " fettled fomc 
time at my eafe, my firft «bje£k was to 
learn the Mandingo tor gue, being t^e lan- 
guage in aim: ft general ul'e throughout this 
f»art of AUica , and without which I was 
ully convinced that I never could ac 
quire an extenfive knowledge of the 
country or its inhabitants. In this pur< 
fuit I was greatly afliiled J>y Dr.Xaidiey, 
v^ho by a long refidence in the country, 
and conltant refidence with the natives^ 
had made himfelf completely mafter of it. 
Next to the language my great objeft 
^as to collet information concerning 
thee untries I intended to vifit. On this 
occalicn I was referred to certain traders 
called Statees. Thefe are free black 
merchants, of great confidcration in this 

f»art of Africa, who come down from the 
nterior countries chiefly with enflaved 
Negroes for fale ; b^t I foon difcovercd 
that very little de'pendance could be placed 
9n the accounts which they gave $ for 
they contradicted each other in the moft 
important particulars, and all of them 
feemed extremely unwilling that I (hould 
profecute my journey. I'hefe circum- 
ilances increafed my anxiety to afcertain 
the truth from my own perional obferva- 
tions,** 

*' In refcarches of this kind, and in 
obfcrving the manners and cultoms ot the 
natives in a country lb little known to the 
l^ations of Europe, and fnrnlflied with fo 
many ftriking and Tincommon objefls of 
nature, my time pafled not unplealantly j 
and I began to flatter myfelt that I had 
efcaped the fever cr feafoning, to which 
Europeans, en their firft arrival in hot 
climates, are generally fnbjeft. But on 
the 31ft of July I imprudently expofed 
my Tel f to the night dew, in obferving an 
cciipf^; Of the moonj with a vievr to de- 



termine the longitude of the place t te 
next day I found myfelf attacked with a 
fmart fever and delirium ; and fuch an 
illnefs followed as onfined me t« the 
houfe during the greaieft part of Auguft. 
My recovery was very flow : but I em- 
braced every (hort interval of conv ale icence 
to walk out, and make mTfeit acquainted 
with the pnKiu^lions of tne country la 
one of thofe excurlions having rambled 
farther t nan ufual in a hot day, I brought 
on a return of my fever, and on the loth 
of September I was again confined to my 
bed. The fever however was not fo vio- 
lent as before i and in the courfe of three 
weeks I was able, when the weather 
would permit, to renew my botanical 
excurfions $ and when it rained I amulcd 
myfelf with drawing plants. Sec, in my 
chamber ■ The care and attention of Dr. 
Laid ley contributed greatly to aikviate 
my fu^erings ; his company and convcr- 
fation beguiled the tedious hours during 
that gloomy ieafon, when the rain £dls 
in torrents ; when fufFocating heats opprefs 
by day ; and when the night is fpeot by 
the terrified traveller in littening to the 
croaking of frogs (of which the nnmben 
are beyond imagination), the (hriil cry 
of the jackall, and the deep howling of 
the hyena : a difmal concert, interrupted 
only by the roar of fuch tremendous 
thunder as no perfon can form a concep- 
tiv n of but thoie who have heard it." 

On the ad of December 1795 he de- 
parted from the houfe of Dr. Iraidiey in 
order to purfuc his journey, taking with 
him a negro fervant who fpoke both 
Engliih and Mandingo tongues, named 
Johnfon, a native of Afirica, who in hit 
youth had been conveyed to Jamaica as a 
flave, had been made free and taken to 
England by his matter, where he had re- 
fided many years, and at length found hi^ 
way back to his native country. He wss 
alto provided with a negro boy named 
Dtmka, who was promited his freedom 
( n his return if he behaved well. He 
had alfo a horfe, and was accompanied 
by a freeman named Madiboo* who was 
travelling to the kingdom of Bambara, 
and twu Statees or flave merchants of the 
Serawoolli nati'^n, who offered their fer- 
vices as far as they were refpectively to 
proceed, as did a negro named Tami re« 
turning to his native country. 

They were accompanied alfo by Dr. 
Laidley, Mcffrs. Amfley, and a number 
(^f domeftics the two nrd days journey. 
On the 3d of December he took his leave 
of them and rode (lowly into the woods. 
His fenfatioas at thk moment are thus 
defcribfdj 
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dlefcnbed : '* I had now before mc a 
boundlefs foreft, and a country, the in- 
liabitantt of which were ftrangeri to 
civilized life, and to moft of whom a 
white rnan was the objcft of curiofity or 
plimder. I reflcded that I had parted 
M'oni the lalt European I might proba- 
hly behold, and perhaps quitted tor 
ever the comforts of Chriftian fociety. 
Thoughts like thefe would neceflarily 
caft a gloom over the mind, and I rode 
mufing alonefor about three miles, when 
I was awakened from my reverie by a 
body of people who came running up and 
ftoppcd the afles, giving me to under ftand 
thai I muft go with them to Peckaba to 
preient myfeh to the King of Walli, or 
pay cuftcms to them." With this de- 
mand, after fome attempts at explaaatioo, 
he was obliged to comply. 

On the 5th of December he reached 
Medina, the capital of the King of 
IValli's dominions, where he was re- 
ceived with great hufpitality and kind- 
neff . He was prefled not to proceed in 
his journey, and warned of the danger he 
incurred. Thefe warnings, however, 
liad no effe^l :- he took a farewell of the 
Xing, and on the 7 th departetit from Kon 
jour, and croflTing the wildernefs arrived 
at Tallika, in the kingdom of Bpndou. 
On December i4.th he left Tallika, and on 
the ai ft entered Fatteconda, the capital 
of the fame kingdom, where he had more 
than one interview with the King. After 
£omt delays, he was permitted to depart 
00 bis journey, and they took leave of 
each other in terms of friendfhip,. 

On the 24.th of December he arrived at 
Joag, the frontier town of Kajaega, 
where he was ill- treated and robbed of 
half his cfFcfts by order of Batcheri, the 
King, and he was at the fame time 
ilrongly folicited by his companions to 
give up his journey, which it was alledged 
was too dangerous to be periilted in. 
Hit fitoation was critical and hazardous. 
He was kept without food, which it 
appeared inpoflible to procure On this 
occafion he experienced the kindnefs of a 
female, whofe charity deferves particular 
notice. 

** Towards evening," fays he, " as I 
wu 6tiinf upon the Bentaog chewing 
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ftraws, an old female flave, paffing by 
with a balket upon her head, afked me if 
I had got my dinner. As I th>)ught (he 
only laugSed at me, I gave her no anfwer } 
but my boy, who was fitting clofe by, 
anfwer for me, and told her, that, the 
King^s people had robbed me of all my 
money. On hearing this, the good wo« 
man, with a lo( k of unaffeded benevo- 
lence, imfbediately took the baiket from 
her head, and (hewing me that it con- 
tained ground nuts, aiked me if I could 
eat them. Being anfwered in the adir- 
mative, (he pre en ted me with a few 
handfuls, and walked away before I had 
time to thank her for this feafonable 
fupply.—This trifling circumftance gave' 
me peculiar fatisfaaion. I refle^ed 
with pleafure on the conduct of this poor 
untutored (lave, who, without examining 
into my character or circumitance»» 
liftened implicitly to the dictates of her 
own heart. Experience had taught her 
that hunger was painful, and her own 
diftrefTcs made her commiferate thoie of 
others." 

From this dillrefled (ituation he wat 
relieved by a vifit from Demba Sego, 
;iephew of the King of RatTon, who 
offered t condu^ him in fafety to that 
kingdom : an offer which he readily and 
gratefully accepted, and accord^gly fet 
out on the 27th of December. On tlie 
29th he came to Tulee, where he was 
detained foroe time, and on the loth of 
January 1796 left that place for Konia- 
kary, which he reached the i4.th. He 
was the next day admitted to an audience 
of the Kv g, who he found well difpofed 
towards him, but full of doubts as to the 
truth of the motives affigned foi his 
journey. On the ill of February hede* 
parted for Kemmo, and was received with 
great kindnels by the King of Kaarta, 
who adviied him of the dangers he would 
be iubje6^ to from nuri'uing his journey »• 
ofi account of the approaching hottilities 
with the King of^ Bambara. Dif« 
regarding this caution, he took the j^ath 
to Ludamar, a Moorifh kingdom, being 
accommodated with a guide to Jarra* 
the frontier town of the Mooriih terri* 
torics. 

{Jtd ke contiHUid,) 
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JAMES BURNETT LORD MONBODDO. 



THIS gentleman died at the advanced 
age of 85. He was the third on 
the bench) in fuccefTion fince the Revolu> 
tion. His Lordflaip was admitted an ad« 
ipocate in 1717, and v;n the 12th of Feb. 
1767, be was raifed to the bench in the 
room of Lord Milton, appointed a jud^e 
the 4th ot June 174%, and who had fuc> 
ceedcd Sir John Lauder, of Fountainhall, 
admitttd Nov. i, 1689. Thns three per- 
fons have enjoyed the lame gown for 110 
jcars. 

His private life was fpent in the prac- 
tice of ail the focial virtues, and in the 
enjoyment ot much demcftic felicity. He 
had married Mifs Farquharfon, a very 
amiable woman, by whom he had a fon 
and two daughters. Although rigii^ly 
temperate in his habits of life, he, how- 
ever, delighted much in the convivial 
iociety of bis friends, and among thefe 
be could number almoft all the moft emi- 
nent of thole who were diftinguiftied in 
Scotland for virtue, literature, or genu- 
ine elegance of con verfa tion and manners. 
Cn< ot tho(e who eitetmed him the moft 
was the late Loid Gardenftone, a man 
who poflefled no mean portion of .the 
fame ovcrflovtring benignity of difpo- 
ftion, the fame unimpeachable inte- 
grity as a judge, the fame partial fond- 
refs fcr literature and the fine arts. Hit 
fon, a very pn miling boy, in wherfc etlu- 
cation he took great delight, was, indeed, 
fnatched away tiom his aife6)ions by a pre- 
mature death. But, when it was too hte 
tor forrow and anxiety to avail, (he aiBic 
ted father ftiflcd the emotions of nature 
Sn his bieafl, and wound up the energies 
of his ibul to the firnneft tone of itoical 
fortitude. He was, in like manner, be- 
reaved ot his excellent lady, the objeft of 
Ms dearelt tcndenlefs j and he endured 
the lofs with a fimilar firmnefs. fitted 
to do honour either to philofophy or 
to religion. In addition to his oAice 
«s a Judge in the Supreme Civil 
Court in Scotland, an offer was made 
to him of a feat in the Court of Juf- 
ticlary, the Supreme Criminal Court. 
But,' though tne emoluments of this 
would have made a convenient addition 
f his income, he refuled to accept it ; 
left its bufinei's fhould too much detach 
him from the purfuit of his favourite 
iludles. His patrimonial eftate was 
fmali ; not affording a revenue of more 
than 30©!. a year j yet, he would not 
raiie the rcLts^ would never diimifs a 



poor tenant for the fake of any angmenta- 
tion of emolument offered by a richer 
firanger ; and, indeed, (hewed no particu- 
lar iolicitude to accompli (h any impr^va- 
ment upon his lands, lave that of having 
the number of perfons who Ibould reiide 
upon them as tenants^ and be there luf- 
tained by their produce, to be, if poflible 
fuperior to the population of any equal 
portion of the lands ot his neighbours. 

The vacation of the Coui t of SefBen 
afforded him fufiicient lei lure to retire 
every year, in tpring4ind in autumn, to 
the country ; and he ufed then todrefs in 
a flyle of fimplicity, aa it he had beed 
only a plain farmer } and to live amon^ 
the people upon his ettate, with all the 
kind familiarity and attention of an aged 
father among his grown up children. It 
was there he had the pleafure ot receiv- 
ing Dr. Samuel Johnfon, with his friend 
James Bofweil, at the time when tbefe 
two Gentlemen were upon their well- 
known Tour through the Highlands of 
Scotland. Johnfon admired nothing in 
literature io much as the difplay of a 
keen diicrimination ot human charader,a 
jult apprehenfion of the principles of 
moral action, and that vigorous commoil 
fenie which is the moft happily appli> 
cable to the ordinary conduct ot Ufib 
Monboddo delighted in the refineaientSy 
the iubtleties, the abflraftions, theaiitf- 
tations of literature -, and, in comparilba 
with thelc, defpiled the groffrefs of mo- 
dern tafte and ot common affairs. John- 
fon th^:ught learning and fcience to be 
little valuable, except fo tar as they 
could be made iubfcrvient to the.par|>ofct 
of living ufetuUy and happily with the 
world, upon his own terms. Monboddo^s 
favourite fcience taught him to look down 
with contempt upon all fublunary, and 
efpeciaily upon all modern things { aod 
to fit lite to literature and philoibpfaTi 
not literature and phiblophy to lire. 
James Bofweil, therefore, in carryiag 
Johnfon to viiit Monboddo, probably 
thought oipitttng them one againfi ano- 
ther, as two gamecocks, and proniiled 
himfelf much^ fport from the colloqaial 
contefl which he expelled to enfue be- 
tween them. But Monboddo was too 
hofpitable and * courteous to enter into 
keen contention with a ftranger io hit 
own houle. There was much talk be* 
tween them> but no anfry controverfy, no 
exafpera tion of that diflike for each other's 
weiUknown peculiarities withvi^hicbtbef

had met Johnfoil, it it true, iViIl con^ 
tinned to think Lord Monboddo what he 
called a prig in literature. 

Another writer fayt, Lord Monboddo 
lifed frequently to Tifit London, to which 
ke was allured by the opportunity that 
^eat metropolis affords of enjoying the 
converfation of a vaft number of men of 
profound erudition. A journey to the 
capital became a favourite amuiement of 
his periods of vacation from the bufinefs 
of the Court to which he belonged ; and, 
for a time, he made this journey once a 
jrear. A carriage, a vehicle ^hat was not 
in common u(e among the ancients, he 
Confidtred as an engine of effeminacy and 
ijotfa, which it was difgraceful for a man 
to make ufe of in travelling To be 
dragged at the tail of a horfe, inAead of 
mounting upon his back, feemed, in hia 
tyest to be a truly ludicrous degradation 
•f the genuine dignity of human nature. 
In all his journies, therefore, between 
Edinburgh and London, he was wont to 
ride on horfebacfk, with a iingle fervant 
attending him. He continued this prac- 
tice, without finding it too fatiguing for 
his Itrength, till he was upwards of eighty ~ 
years of age. Within thefe few years, 
CD his return from a laft vifit, which he 
inade on purpole to take leave, before his 
deaths OT all his old friends in Lopdoif, 
he became exceedingly ill upon the road, 
and was unable to pr^ ceed ^ and had he 
not been overtaken by a Scotch friend, 
who prevailed upon him to travel the 
rennainder of the way in a carriage, he 
might, perhaps, have aflually perilhed 
hy the way fide, or breathed his laft in 
lome dirty inn. Since that time, he has 
not again attempted an cqueftrian journey 
to London. 

In London, kis vifits were exceedingly 
acceptable to ail his friends, whether of 
the literary or falhionable world. He 
«SeKghted to (hew himfeli at Court ^ and 
the King is (aid to have taken a pleafure 
in converting with the old man with a 
diftinguiihing notice that could not but 
be very Ottering to him. He ufcd to 
mingle, with great fatisfaAion, with the 
learned and the ingenious, at the ho ufe of 
Mrs. Montague. However, after the 
death of his friend, Mr. Harris, he found 
a very fenfibk diminution of the pleafure 
he bad been wont to enjoy in the fociety 
of London. 

Aconftitntioi)of bcdy^naturaUv framed 
t0 wear well and kit long, was ftrength- 
cned to Lord Monboddo by exercife, 
gnardad by Uniferaace, and by a tenor of 



mind too firm to be deeply broken in up* 
on by thofe paffions wnich confume the 
principles of life In the country he has 
always ufed much the exercifes of walking 
in the open air, and of riding. The cold 
bath was a means of preferving the 
health, to which he had recourfe in all 
fcafons, amid every fever it y of the wea- 
ther, under every inconvenience of indi(l 
pofition or bufinefs, with a perfeverance 
invincible. He has been accuftomed» 
alike in winter and in fummcr, to rife at 
a very early hour in the morning, and^ 
without lofsoftime, to betake himielf tor 
fiudy or wholefome exercife. It is faid^ 
that he has even found the u(e of what ho 
called the AIR BATH, or the pra6tice of 
occafionally walking about, for fome nfi* 
nutes, naked, in a room filled with firefh' 
and cool air, to be highly falutary. 

His eldeft daughter became, many yeara' 
iince, the wife of Kirkpatrick William- 
fon, Efq. a Gentleman who holds a' 
refpedable office in the Court of Selfion, 
and is univerfally beloved and efieemed. 
His (econd daughter, in perfonal loveii* 
nefs one of the fined women of the age^ 
was beheld in every public place with 
general admiration, and was ibught in 
marriafi'e by many fuitors. Her mind 
was endowed with all her father^s bene- 
volence of temper, and with all bis taffe 
for elegant literature, without any portion 
of his whim and caprice. It was her 
chief delight to be the nurfe an4 the com- 
panion of his declining age. 

It is (he who is elegantly praifed in one 
of the papers of the Mirror, as rejecting 
the moft flattering and advantageous 
opportunities of fettlement in marriage^ 
that (he might amufe a father** lonelinefs, 
nurfe the (ickly infirmity of his age, and 
cheer him with all the tender caret of 
filial affe^ion and felf- denial. Her pre- 
fence contributed to draw around him, in 
his houfe, and at his table, all that waa 
truly refpedable among the youth of bit 
country. She mingled in the world of 
fa(hion, without fliaring its follies $ and 
heard thole flatteries which are there ad- 
drefied to youth and beauty, withoot 
being betrayed to that light and (elfifli 
vanity which is often the only fentiment 
that fills the heart of the high- praifed 
beauty. She delighted in reading, in 
literary convtrfiition, in poetrv, and in 
the fine arts, without contracting^ (irom 
this tafte, any of that pedantic felf^conceit 
and affectation which ufually characterise 
literary ladies, and whole prelence often 
frightens away the domcftic virtues, the 
graUSj the delicaciesj and all the mote 
•iamftiog 
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intcrefting charms of the fcx. When 
Burns, the well known bcottifh poet,firft 
arrived from the plough in Ayrflfiirc to 
publifh his poems in Edinburgh, there 
was none by whom he was more zralouily 
patronized than by Lord Monboddo and 
his lovely daughter. No man*8 feelings 
were ever more powerfully or exquilitely 
alive than thole of the rultlc bard, to the 
emotions of gratitude, or to the admira- 
.tion of the good and iatr. In a poena 
which he at that time wrote, as a panegy- 
rical addrefs to Edinburgh, he tock oc- 
cafion to celebrate the beauty and excel, 
knee of Mils Burnet, in^ perhaps, the 
fineft ftanza of the whole : 

** Thy daughters bright thy walks adorn, 

** Gay as the gilded fummer flcy, 
•• Sweet as the dewy milk-white thorn, 
" Dear as the raptur'd thrill of joy I 
«• Fair Burnet llrikes th' adoring eye; 

** Heav'n's beauties on my fancy (hine, 
*< I fee the SJrf of Lo*ve on high, 
** And own his work, indeed, divine I" 
She was the ornament of the elegant 
focicty of the city in which (he refided, 
her father's pride, and the comfoit of his 
domeitic life in his declining years. 
Every amiable and every noble lentiment 
was familiar to her heart, every female 
virtue was exemplified in her life. Yet, 
this womani thus lovely, thus elegant^ 
thus wife and virtuous, whofe life, tor^the 
confolation of her father, ihould have 
been prolonged^ till ihe had clofed his 
dying eyes in peace 5 who, for a blefling 
to focicty, fliould have been fparcd till 
ihe had. fet the lame example in the dif- 
diarge of the duties of a wife and mother 
which fhe had exhibited in performing 
thole of a daughter. This woman was 
cut ciF in the flower of her age, and left 
her father bereft of the lalt tender tie 
which bound him to fociety and to life. 
Slie died about fix years fir.ce, of a con- 
ftimption i a diieale that in Scotland 




proves too often fatsd to the lovelteft and 
rooft promiimg among the Kir and ths 
you ngr. Neither hi^^philof' phy , nor th» 
neceflary torpor of the feelings of cxtitve 
old age were capable ot preventing Loid 
Monboddo fr^m being very deeply aftM 
by fo giievous a loff ; and irom tbt 
time he began to droop exceedinj^^ it fail 
health andipirits.

«f npHE time in which thefe Memoirs 
X were publiihed, as wcU as tie 
lingular preface prefixed thereto, has ^vcr 
created fome, doubts about the book. 
Now the truth of this bufinefs ftands 
thus :— Mr. Lockhart aflually wrote 
them, and, what is more, continutd them 
to the time up to* his death, or very near 
it, as his fon informed me. In the laft 
parliament of Queen Anne, while in town, 
AC happened to lodge in the fame houfe 
with Sir John Houtton, who deBred the 
favour of perufin^ them, which being 
grantai,.he was io unpolite as to order 
Kis valet to copy them. Sir John's valet 
telling Sir David Dalrymple*s valet what 
he was about, Sir David dirdfted his 
ienrant to propofe giving him twenty 
^lineas if he would copy them Iikewi4 
tor him, which he did. Sir David, hav- 
ing thus obtained them, thought himfelf 
at full liberty to publiih them, and the 
preface was of his writing. By a very 
odd miftake, as my noble friend the Duke 
of Argyle told me, Bilhop Burnet mif- 
took A , in thefe Memoirs, for 

Argyle, which in reality ftands for 
Annandale | and, in confequence of that 
miflake, makes the Duke of Argyle in 
King James's intercft.

ihip retired thither with his original 
manufcript, after having left feveral co- 
pies of it behind him. In imiution of 
the Earl of Balcarras, fome perfons of the 
fame Jacobite party did lately write other 
Memoirs of the Affairs of Scotland j 
after the late Queen*s acceilion lo the 
throne with the cbarafler of the moft 
confiderable perfons concerned in thofc 
tranfaflions, calculated and defigned for 
the fervice of the Pretender, that he might 
know how to treat both friends and foes, 
when, as they fondly and firmly expect- 
ed, he fiiould come over, upon, or even 
before, the Queen* s demife.

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them with their follies } prefer therefore 
Luciao» Petroniusy and Don ^ixotey to 
Seneca, Plutarch, and Montaigne.*^ In 
the early part of my youth, I happened 
to meet with this paf&ge, and I have 
fince often rtfltfled upon this great truth, 
that events Apparently of very little im- 

gortance have fometinies the greateft in- 
uence upon ourhappinefs or unhappineis 
during tLe courfe ot our lives. 

Tm lively impreflion which the advice 
#f St. Evremond made on niv mind, in- 
duced me very clearly to follow it { and 
whenever I found myfelf too much af- 
fliAed by difappointments or misfortunes, 
I had recourie to his remedy, and always 
with the happieft fuccefs. Refearches 
rcfpe^ingthe nature of that powerful an- 
tidote againft melancholy, will not there* 
ibre I hope diipleafe thofe, who, tor- 
mented bv its black vapours, may have 
need of iuch afllttance. A celebrated 
Cfhyfician of the mind *, who with this 
remedy performed miraculous cures, (hall 
We my ^utde. The Englifli call this an- 
tidote Humour^ and its hiftory is as fol- 
lows. It was found out among the 
Greeks by Ariftophanes t and alter him 
Lucian, and other authois who fucceeded, 
carried it to pcrfefiion. Fiautus, Ho- 
race, and Petronius, among the ancient 
Romans, employed it with advantage j 
among the modem Latinifts, Erafnius, 
8ir Thomas NT ore, and Holberg \ among 
the Italians, Puici Ariofto, Csfar Ca- 
porali, PaiTeroni, Gozzi, and Goldoni \ 
among the Spaniards, Cervantes, Que- 
vedo, Hurtodo de Mendoza, Diego de 
Luna, Luis Velez de Guevera, and Father 
Jfla I among the French, Rabelais, Cy- 
rane de Ber^rac, Sorel, Moliere, Reg- 
nard, Dufreiny, La Fontaine, and Scar- 
ron in his Roman Comtque \ and among 
the Engliih, Shaklpeare, Ben Jonfon, 
Butler, Congreve, Shad well. Swift, Ad- 
dilbn. Steel, Arbuthnot, Fielding, Smol- 
Ict, and Sterne. Of the Germans, I £baU 



fay nothing} by naming no one in pv^ 
ticular, none oi« my countrymeOy who 
have preteniions to Humour, can re* 
proach me with having treated then 
with negleA f « 

England produces nxon charaS^ o£ 
this kind than an^ country in Europe, 
and the caufe of this is attributed to that 
liberty, which diitinguifhes the Engiifll 
Government from all others. This opi- 
nion appears very probable ; but I fiiouU 
believe it to be better founded, were we 
to lake the word liberty in a more ex- 
tend ve ienfe, and to conhder it not only 
as the abfence of arbitrary power, and of 
all reftraint impofed by the laws, hot as 
a negiefl of thofe rules of condu6l, which 
are exprefled bv the words ttrhoMitjf and 
poliunefi, Tnefe laws are not wriitaii 
and the execution of them does not de- 
pend on the fovereign power ; but in ths 
circle where they are adopted, they »« 
perhaps better obierved than thofi: which, 
under the fanftion of Government, haw 
been formed into a code. An entire fite- 
dom from fuch rules, is,if Imiftakepot, 
abfolutely neceflary for Humour.. Field- 
ing's Squire Wcftcrn, and Sir Andrew 
Freeport, in The Spcftator, may ferve as 
examples. Politenefs and good breeding 
tend ipdeed to extirpate all thofe feoU of 
bumonr, which nature has implanted ia 
our fouls. To convince tlie reader of the 
juftneis of this obfervation, I niiift ex- 
plain in what -humour coniifts. Seven! 
authors have ipoken of it, as an impe- 
netrable myitery $ but what it moft ex- 
traordinary is, that others have ^vcn a 
ver^ clear aad juft definition of it, af- 
furmg us, at the fame time* that they 
did not know what it was* Congrevt 
fays, in a letter to Dennis, " We esa- 
not determine what hnmour as,** and a 
little after, '* there is a great diffiertace 
between a comedy in which there sre 
many humourous pafiages, thatistofrT» 
expreilcd with gaiety \ and thofe* the

one may fay,all chips of the fame Mock/' 
This definition of Congreve has been at- 
tacked by Home*. According to this 
author, a m^}eftic and commanding air, 
and julhiefs of expreflion in converfation, 
^u^rht alfo tQ,be called humour, if the 

Sinion of Congreve be true ; and he 
is, that we cannot call humour any 
thing that is juft or proper, or any thing 
that weefteem and refpea, in the aaions, 
the converlation, or the chani£ler of 
aoen.

To be a quality of air. or water,

The cbofer, melancholy, phlegm, and bktod.

It may, by metaphor, apply itfelf 
Unto the general difpofition : 
As when (bme oire peculiar quality 
00th ft> poflefs a man, that It doth draw 
All ha affeas, his fpiiits, and his powers 
li their conilruAions, all to ran one way. 
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Theft thre« explanatioBS may enable 
us to pve a fourth* Humour^ then, ia 
my opinion, is a ftrong impulfe of the 
foul towards a particular objef), which a 
peribn judges to be of great importance, 
although it be not £6 in reality, and 
whith, by conftantly engaging his mod 
ierious attention, makes him diflinguifli 
himfelf from others in a ridiculous man« 
ner. If this etplanation be juA, as t 
hope it will be found, the reader will 
readilv obferve, how much humour moft 
offend again ft the rules of politenefs and 
good breeding $ fince both coniift in thct 
art of fuiting our conduft to certain re- 
gulations, tacitly adopted and generally 
followed by all tkoie who live with us in 
ibciety* 

Thus far have I fpoken of humour, as 
belonging to character : I fhall novir con- 
fider 3ml which is to be found in compo- 
iition. Singularity, and a certain air of 
ftrioufnefs, indicate humour in chara^er, 
and they are alfo the marks of humour ia 
writing. This Angularity and rifibility 
are found either in the invention % or the 
ftylef. An author poflcfles real hu<i 
mour, when, with an air of gravity, he 
paints objects in fuch colours as promote 
mirth and excite laughter j and m com- 
pany, we often obferve the effed which 
this humour produces on the mind. 
When, for example, two perfons amuic 
themfcives in telling ludicrous talcs, he 
who laughs before he begins to Ige'ak^ 
will neither intereft nor entertaih the au- 
ditors half as much as he wlio relates 
gravely, and without the leaft appearance 
even of a fmile. ' The reafon of this, 
perhaps, is the force that, contraft^has 
upon the mind. There are foihe aiitjjors, 
who treat ierious fubjefls in a burletque 
ftyle, as TalToni in the Rape of the 
Bucket t and Scarron in his Typton. *Such 
authors, without doubt, excite mirth ; 
but as they are difltrent from real hq- 
mourifts, we-cannot properly rank them 
in that clafs. They poflefs only the bur* 
lefque, which is ytry diitin^ •fvom.hu* 
mour If. However, if their works are 
good, they are no leifs defeiri^mg of praife. 
No kind of poetry is contemptible, from 
the epopea and tragedy to4airv tales and 
farces. Every thing confifts In treating 
a fubjea well $ and the D^fief Lo^/fiji^

At iength, excited by an irre* 
fiftlbie.ouriDfity to afcertain tiie event of 
their artifice, they rc&ived to return by 
the faoae track, and go again on ihore> to 
ieek the leaains of the deferted exile. 
' It is Dot eaiy to conceive how greatly 
they were conlafed and aftoniflied to find 
him not only alive, but enjoying a bet« 
ter ftate of health than they had ever 
before known hhn poflefs. They con* 
eluded that he mult have been fupplie<l 
with the means of fubiiftence by fomo 
iapematorBl power ; and, having no apo- 
logy to ofier for their perfidy, endea- 
voured to divert his attention by curioua 
interrogations. 

** -Come along with me/* faid he, 
*^ and I will ihew you how I have beeg 
iupplied with food and medicine." 

They follaw^» and he led them ta 
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idea of irgnLtittide, firom i natmtl aB« 
tipathy to its blackncfs and defennity ; 
and i7t have very frequent proofs of itt 
being viewed with deteftatioD by the eye 
of the omnifcient and omnipotent Bein^t 
by his making it the objeft of his fearnu 
reKntmentt 

The generoos Rajah fought the ha- 
nHhed nan in his retreat ; and, having a 
ready penetration, eafily conceived that 
the Sugar Cane, thus accidentally dif- 
covered, would one day be accounted a 
very valuable acqaifitiom 

Vendrapedroo had naturaUy a fi)Dnd 
judgment and a fertile invention i b^ 
cultivated the Cane with aftoniihing fuc- 
ceft, and had contrived a machine ofgFeit 
powers, on a fimple conlbrudion, tots- 
tra5i thefugar in large quantities. 

His patron knew how to appreciate 
merit, while he felt juftly diipofed to 
punifli ingratitude. He laviflicd favoari 
on Yencjrapedroo, and finally procured 
for him a grant of the ifland, as the rs- 
ward of his deferts. He then turned his 
attentions towards his adverfary, whodi 
he caufed to be divefted of his pofleflionSy 
and tranfported to the Fortunate Iflsodi 
to become the flave of Vendrapedroo, 
and do the drudgery of his manufiiAoriet, 
whofe afliduous exertions foon advanced 
him to wealth and honour.

Tlw conicioufnefs of their guilt ftmck

They 
acknowledged the truth, and deprecated 
lus pardon for the part they had taken. 
lie M readily forgave them, and pro*

" f> ILBERT WAKEFIELD, you

to an author, who has been educated, and' 
has lived under the proteftion of its laws,' 
and \\\\\ more fo to a man, who is a 
MiniOer of its Ecclefiaftical Eifablifh- 
ment. To repeat its contents, however 
gratifying it might be to you, would 
notwithftanding beoffenfive to the greater^ 
part of thofe who hear me.

•* Thi» kingdom woirid be loft for ever.'* 
In one part of your addrefs, which is di- 
rected to our ccmpailioD, we learn, that 
in your punifliment muft necefTarlly be 
involved thofe who have committ^ no 
offence*-*ycur children. The Court will 
lever lament that the innocent (liould 
buffer with the guilty. Such, however^ 
is the prcfent ftate of human affairs, that 
in in^aing puniihment, that is and muft 
frequently be tlie unavoidable confe* 
quence. Lamenting this, I ftill moi^ 
lament that before you fent this mif* 
cfaievous produfHon into the world, it 
liad never occurred to you that the future 
happintfs of your children was involved 
in your condu6l, and that your duty and 
afteAion to them, however little you felt 
for your country, had not led you to fup* 
^refs a work that might involve themi 
mt well al* your(elf, in mifery and ruin.. 
Thus you would have fpared the country 
the ne^KIity of this profecution, yourfelf 
jotir prefent difmeefiil fituation, and 
iB^ the painful taik of palling ientence on 
a man whofe talents, whofe Teaming and 
education^ in the opinion of thofe who 
are eminently fitted to judge of literary 
merit, might have proved an qmament 



and a blelEng to the natioa. We hava 
deemed it our duty to confidcr whether a 
puniihment in this cafe, proportioned to 
the magnitude of the offence, might not 
be attended with perpetual imprifonment. 
The fitft great objtdl of punifbment Is 
example — the next is the corredion of 
the offender. It is never the wifh of the 
Court to doom men to perpetual impri- 
fonment, uniefs the law has impofe4 that 
painful duty upon them. 

<« The Court» taking into their con- 
fideration all the circumftances of your 
cafe, doth order and adjudge, that for 
this oftence, you be impriloned in his 
Majefty*s jail of Dorchcftcr, for the 
county of Porfet, for the fpace of two 
years, and that yon give fecurity for 
your good behaviour for the tenn of five 
years, to be computed firom the expiration 
of that term, yoorielf in the fum of 500]. 
with two fufficient fureties in 2501. each, 
and that yon be farther imprifoned till 
fuch fureties be given. And may the 
hours of yourimpriibnment produce con- 
trition and fincere repentance \ And may 
the remainder of your life exhibit one 
uniform fcene of atonement fortheoficnce 
you have committed to your King» your 
Country, and your God !**

are recorded by him, though he was fo 
eminent a writer on the Laws of Eng- 
land. 

The relentlefs Charles, of execrable 
memory, and his devoted minion and 
prime minifter Laud, that imperious 
Churchman, were both for having the 
hand • of Felton cut off, with which he 
murdered George Villiers, the Duke of 
Buckingham; the firft of the name and 
^ family railed to fo hi?h a digni^ \ he 
' ihras the bofoni favourite of two liings, 
Yiz. James and liis fon Charles I. But 



the other Lords of the Council oppoftd 
fuch a ftretch of power, and prevaUcd on 
his Majefty to take the opinions of his 
Judges, which he indeed vouchfafed to 
do, but with the utmoft reluftance. 

The vindictive Monarch, according to 
f Ruihworth, wiOied his Judges to com- 
mit a {crime, in infliftinK a punifhmenty 
for he fent to them, and intimated his 
deiire that Felton*s hand might be cut 
off previous to his execution \ but the 
Cou^t^ as became them, and much to 
their honour, unanimoufly anfwe^* it 
could not be legally done. 

Charles was not only very much vexed 
but alfo extremely furprized to thinks 
that the mere ftrtking a perfon in^Wei-

All thefe he had to amend or to fupply t 
which, with the concurrence and aid of 
the Navy Board, in the courfe of a few 
years lit fubltantialiy effejled, by th« 
ne^ df an extraordinary lag^city, affifted 
by uncommon activity i which penetrated 
into the inmoft recefles of eveiy depart- 
rnKiot^ drfeloDe<Vati the fecret arts then 
■pi^flitecl 5 dilcovercd every defed which 
callcd^for fupply, and every abufe which 
■Wanted veform. New regulations were 
continually occurring to his inquifitive 
mhid, and many material improvemenu 
wwre adopted/* 

Of <he merits of Lord Sandwich in 
this office, the general fentiments of tbt 
public hare been long decided. They 
nave not been lii p iM, iiardly «qua11«d« 
Ta account for this, our Biographer 
fays J «* Added to this knowledge and 
a^ivity, by which he was enabled to 
tai'ry his great plarts into execution, he 
was particularly diftin^uiftied by another 
quality of the firfl confequdnce in fuch a 
department — the eraciout manner In 
which he received au luttors at his office. 
Every pcifon on bufinefs had eafyaccefs 
to him. His attention to the applica- 
tions made to him by thofe who had 
claims on his patronage, when a worthy 
objeft was rcc(5mmertded, defcrves the 
moft unqualified approbation of the pub- 
lic, and the imitation of every one placed 
in the high offices of ft^te. In con- 
f*'imity with this condefcending attention 
he was ever ftriflly puo^aai in returnipg^ 
anfwers to all his corrtfipondents. He 
rofe at an eai ly hcur, and* generally wrote 
aU his letters before bi^cakfaft. It ^^aa

Biographer hat done no more than jailice 
Co him in the following charaAef ;

" Lord Sandwich was in every re^ 
latton of life truly amiable. He was a 
good afld affe^ionate fatlter, a kind 
^ fliafterto his fervants, moft of whciVi 
•iwre known to live in his fervice many 
^ears ; and fome at this day remain in 
the family, maimatncd und^r the pro. 
teaion ot the prcfent Earl. They who 
ivere in the habit of iivtng with him had 
fvcry day occafion to obfcrve and admire 
the fwectnefs of his temper, which flicwcd 
kfelf in continual a61s of kindrefs atid 
benevoknt attention to a41 around him. 
His Lordlhip*s heart was ever open ^ 
the exigences ot the dtftreffed, and at all 
timet nu>ft ready and willing to admi- 
niftcr relief; which he was the niore en- 
abled to do by his influence and intereft, 
when in power, than in his individual 
capacity; his patrimonial eflate, parti- 
€u4arly in iii« early days, being too 
narrow to allow th« exertion of his be- 
nevolence in the extent which he wifhedt 
He was however, as it were, inftinftively 
dlfpofed to relieve the miferies of life, in 
whatever fliape they prcrcnied theinlclves 
to his notice.

^hich hat lately been the objcft of much 
attention, we mean Gi-and Cairo s 

** From Biilac we proceeded to Grand 
Cairo, mounted upon afies, a condelcun- 
iion to which all infidels in this country 
are obliged to fubmit. Graixl Cairo, the 
•prefent capital of -^gypt, was founded 
by Giover, Lieutenant to the CalifiU 
*Meeiledin, Conqueror of ^gypt. If* 
i^rft' begmninig was a large wall, whirti 
(erved only as an entrenchment to fccurt 
the irmy, encamped within, from the 
■affaults of the enemy. The Caliph, find- 
ing this a more agree:ible country than 
that in the neighbourhood of Alexfmdria, 
which was at that time the metropolis Of 
vffi^pt, after the manner of the Arabs, 
ordered his tents to be pitched within the 
entrenchment. This, bfing how become 
the place of refidcncc of the Sjverctgrf, 
began by degrees to increafe by the ad- 
•dttion of fcvcnil moiqdes and houfcs 
'Kuilt out of the ruins of the aJjaceiit 
towns and villages, def'erted by their in- 
habitants, who flocked in great number t 
to this new capital. It was named bV 
the Caliph El Cahera, which in the Ara- 
bian language fignifies the Viftoriout, 
in memory of his conqu^ft. Thi« namct 
by the corruption of inceceding agei/ 
' was -changed into Cairo, which, upon 
account of itsr great extent, and the in- 
credible number of its inhabitant*, was 
diftinguifhed 1>y the Europeans, nndtc 
the title of Grand Cairo, This city» 
comprehending 3ulac, is about twelve 
miles in circuit, fituatted upon the eaftefn 
bank of the Kile, about rourteen mitbg 
to the north- eaft of the fh ins of Memphis, 
In the ftrufture of the city there is little 
regularity or magrtificenoe ; the ftreett 
being narrow, crooked, and without 
pavement, and the houfes built without 
any kind of orna'Tjer.t. They are indeed 
higher than what is ufual in other pai^s 
of Turkey, and eompoled of' better ma- 
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tcrials, bcbff tmlrerially either of brick 
or ftoDc The apartmenu within/ in 
•iotot of them, are fpacious and nobJe» 
adorned with variety of gildings and 
,other decorations^ which are faOiionable 
in thefe couotrics. The topr of. the 
hcules are ail flat, and in the fummer 
time it is frequent for whole faniilies to 
lleep UDon them, ipreading a light tent 
ever their heads to keep off the dew. 
They count in Grand Cairo one thoufand 
Atofques, comprehending thofe which are 
trebled over fome of the lepulchres $ but 
they are all far inferior, both in tafte and 
grandeur, to thoie of Conftantinople. 
Joining to Jametl Azehar, or the Mofquc 
•f Flowers, is a college in which the 
ftudents are inftruded in logicy aftro- 
osomvt judicial aftrology^ hi(toryi and the 
principles of the Mahometan religion. 
There is another moique, contiguous to 
which is an hofpital, with very plentiful 
endowments fcr two thouiand blind men, 
which number is always complete, there 
being above half the inhabitants lof 
^gypt, who have fome natural pr ac- 
quired dth&. in their fight. The 
itru^ure of thefe mofques is very dif^ 
fcrent from thofe of Conftantinople, the 
minar^s being in quite another talie, 
aiHl leem to have nothin? near the £ne 
effeA of thofe made ufe of in the metro- 
polis, which at a diUance make the city 
appear as it it was full of obeJiiks and 
fingle pillars. There is in Grand Cairo 
cue large fquare, called Rumeli Meidani, 
or the Square of Komelia, which is be- 
tween the great mofque and the cafUe ;. 
but it is without any kind of ornament^ 
and is rather a dil'advantage to the ci,ty 
than an embelliihment. The inhabitants 
.of this vaft capital are innumerable ; 
. and, notwithllanding the frequent plagues 
and ficknefles which anfeft the country, 
it undoubtedly maintains itfelf one of the 
belt peopled cities in the world. The 
inhabitants are compofed of Turks, 
Arabs, Jews, and Chriftians; the great- 
eft part of which are coptes, who are 
r<:ekoned to amount to the number of 
thiity thoufand. The city is built on a 
plain, overlcoked by an cmim:nce, on 
which ftands the came or citadel, ima* 
fiincd to have been firft founded by the 
Babylonians, who were eiiabUflied in 
theie parts by Semiramis, in order to 
ki-ep the city of Memphis in fubje£>ion. 
It isjiowtvcr a place of very little de- 
fence-, being commanded by a hill fiiuate 
\ to the ea(l\^ard, whence an enemy could 
in a very few hours oblige it to fur- 
recdtr* It is garriibned by two bodies 



of militia, the |snifilriea«aiid tbta£i^f 
who are lodged in different quartcrst tad 
have their feparate magazines of armoor 
and ammuniticD. Thefe aOips are upon 
a different eftabliihment from thoie in 
other Turkilh provinces, being in ^gypt 
a very confiderable body oi infantrya 
whereas in other parts they un but £etr 
in number, and ferve on horfebatk. In 
this ca(lle the Pacba» conuniiBoned by 
the Grand Signior to aS as fupecint 
Governor over all ^gypt, makes his re* 
fidence. His palace^ tnough ft la but an 
ordinary ftroAure, Is fpacious, and the 
inner apartments magnificent $ it has 
alio joining to. it a very large hall* 
ferving as a divan or fenate-hoa£i} i^ 
which the Pacha dts prefident. Bot 
what is moft remarkable in the citadel is 
the well, commonly called Jofeph^s well. 
It is uncertain who was the author of 
this grand work ; but I am inclined te 
believe it is not of fo great antiquity at 
is commonly imagined. The form of it 
is a iquare of twenty-fix feet, and the 
whole depth two hundred and eighty* 
five : it is cut entirely out of the foUd 
rock, through which, by an eafy wind- 
ing, without the extent of the fquare, 
you defcend for the fpace of one hundred 
and twenty- fix perpendicular feet* after 
which you come to a fquare platforUf 
of the fame dimenfions as the mouth of 
the well, upon which there are conftantly 
nine or ten oxen at work in turning 
round a wheel, which conveys the water 
from oat of the fitcond well one hundred 
and fifty- nine feet deep into a laiy 
ciftern placed upon the platform, wbeo^ 
it is drawn up to the top by an equal 
number of oxen labouring at another 
wheel without the mouth of the welU 
As before the invention of guns this 
citadel mud undoubtedly have been a 
very ttrong place, fome Monarch refolved 
to render it almoft impregnable by re- 
moving the only difficulty which rendered 
it incapable ol maintaining a longr fiege, 
the want of water. With this view he 
contrived this well, which, when he had 
with the utmoft labour and expence 
finiflied, he to his great difappointment 
found the water brackifii and unwhole« 
fome. This did not however dilconrage 
him from purfuing his defign, in a man* 
nerdiiierent indeed, but not Tefs expenfive, 
which was to bring the water of the 
Nile by an aqucdu^V, as it is fumilhed at 
this day; the water of Jofeph^e well 
beine employed in other uies, to which 
its difagreeable tafte is no objedion*. 
Neju* the fouthcra yvzW of the cafUe is a 
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. lirge fqoA/e boUdingi the roof of which 
it i'upportcd by feveral vaft granite pil- 
lars. It is called by the inh93)itants the 
Divan of Joieph» to whom they attribute 
cvety thing which is in the leaft extraor- 
dinary* though it is eafy to difcover it to 
be TurkiOi workmanlhip, by the gildikig 
and oroameiits of the roofy and by the 
cornices filled with infcrtptions in Ara- 
bic characters. Hence one has a fine 
view of the whole city of Cairo* which 
at this diftance affords a moft noble and 
magnificent profpe6^. The caftle is of 
an irregular iigure, and the fortifications 
jaot only very indifferent, but kept in fo 
bad repair* that they arefcarceof lirength 

^fufficient todefend the Pacha from the 
iafults of the populace.** . 

The following account of the Arabs 
may not be unentertaining to our readers : 

<< The Arabs* who form the chief 
body of the inhabitanu of ^gypt» are 
diffinguiflicd by the denomination of the 
sifxit or huftsandmen, and the bedovreens 
or thofe who live under the unts. The 
aifzis live in the towns and villages, 
janploy thenoielves in the cultivation of 
the land and breeding of cattle* and the 
bedoweens pitch their tents upon the 
verge of the defiu't* paying to the public 
a certain fum of money for the land 
which they occupy. Though thele peo« 
pie have maintained the language* name* 
and ibme of the cuftoms of the true 
Arabs* inhabiters of the defart* yet they 
diflfer from them entirely in their tern* 
pers and principles, having as many ill 
qualities as the others have good onest 
'Fhey are univerrallv unpolilhed* brutal* 
and ignorant j guilty of the blackeft 
pieces of treachery i cruel to the iaft 
degree j not fparing even their own bro- 
ther* if his death will turn out any thing 
to their advantage. Their bodies are 
nfoally tall and well proportioned, but 
their features irregular* and their com^ 

esxiont very Uwny ; their drefs (if thev 
ve any) confifts in a blue (hirt* whicii 
they fatten round their middles with a 
piece of packthread ^ but in the fummer 
time botn boys and girls* till the age of 
twelve, go about . ttork naked. The 
women wear veils over their iaces* with 
■ large copper or filver rings ia., their 
nolet and cars, and bracelets of the fame 
sncula about their arms and legs ; in 
every other particular thev are drcHed 
like their hofbands. The Seghs or 
Chiafs of the villages are generally dll'- 
tinguilbed bj a turban* a long black 
robe^ anil a pitce of blue and white Kn«n> 



which they threw over their (boulders in 
the manner of a cloak. In their. food 
and habitationa they cxpreiit the utmoit 
poverty and miliery* living mote like 
beafts than human creatures { their ufual 
food is eggs and a fort of dough cakes« 
which they ftick up againft the walls of 
the oven* and foon after take them out* 
and devour them with the utmoll greedi- 
nefs. They have alio a fort of four 
cheeie* ^ich they produce upon parti** 
cular occafions* and (linking butter, in 
which, upon any extraordinary fefiivaU 
they Iry their eggs. Their houfcs ara 
built entirely of mtkl, and have nothing 
within them but the bare walls, it being 
a very great piece of magnificence to 
have a maturals or carpet to lleep on« 
The Bedoweena are continually at va« 
riance with theiie who inhabit the vil- 
lages* as indeed the latter have reafon to 
fear them, fincei their chief fubliitence ia 
in pillaging their lands and habitations* 
The chief occupation of the Bcdoweena 
Is in exerctfes ot horlemanihip* in which 
they are extremely well (killed. Thcle, 
in their cu(loms* approach nearer to the 
true Arabs j though they are, notwith** 
(tanding, equally defpi&d by them* bein^ 
eft«9eincd as flavcs* upon account of the 
tribute which they pay for the lands oq 
which they fpread their tents. When 
they go out in fearch of booty, they 
^nerally march in a body ot lifty or 
Ibmetimes one hundred men* armed with 
longj lances* and mounted upon excellent 
hories ; in cafe of neceffity» they in a 
very fmall time can be reinforced, by 
difpatching one of their party to alarm 
thofe of the neighbouring hahltationsy 
as they are frequently forced to do, in 
order to oppoie the troops fent from 
Cairo for the defiance of the villages, with 
whom they have frequently very fliarp 
encounters. Nothing is more common 
than for them to rebel* and refule to. pay 
their tribute* in which cale the fieyt 
difpatch large bodies of troops again(t 
them* ami foroetimes mvch out in per* 
fon* as it happened while I waa in 
iEgypt. A B^y was (cnt againit the; 
rebels near Alexandria, who.commiUed 
all forts <^diforders* confining the inba« 
bitants wahin tlio walls of the city» He 
was* however* obliged to return tojGrand 
Cairo* without having hroug)u them 
tq reafon s for the . rebels* immediately 
upon the notice of the approach of fonte * 
fupcrior forcet fly into the innernKli 
parts of t))e defart { where* as they are 
the only p^pl9 is^hQ,are aoqaainled, it is 
very cafy for them to efcape the puriuit 
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*f theiT enemiet. Ttie Bedo*«re<ns art 
Whotty averit to all fcit of indallry, 
looking upofi (Abo^ir at •mean and im» 
manly ; lor which reafon t)»ey make 
their women pertorm all the neceflfary 
drndgericf, r Wing 'rhetnicl vet on horle- 
Hck, while their wive* foHow them on 
loot, loaded with their fpare arms and 
doffieftic utenfils. Thole who inhabit 
rtic villages havt*. however quite diflferenc 
ientinn;nt9, being naturally indaftrious, 
and employing them fel vet daily- ir> the 
kardelt labours. Tlicy are by.no nneaM 
vnfl^ilfui In the- pra^lical part of agri- 
culture, and arc acquainted with feveral 
iteethods of breeding and nourifking their 
cattle, which other nfttivcs ar« tnt'mly 
ignorant of. The moH extraordinary 
prafflice is that of hatching their cfi;g9, 
which they always perform by an arti- 
ficial heat. Thef have for that purpoie 
in each village feveral fquare roouis, the 
walls of which are made of a kind of 
bricks dried in the I'un. In the middle 
#f thcic rooms they make a large lire, 
found which they place their eggs at 
regular dtfiancet , that they may all en- 
joy an eouai degree of heati in this 
Inanner they let them lie for fourteen 
tfiays, now and then turning them, that 
the warmfh may be the better adminiftered 
to all parts alfke ; and on the fifteenth 
day the chicken makes its appearance, 
shid proves in every refpeft as itrong and 
perfeft as thole batched according to tbe 
rules of nature. Nor is this any other 
thari the continuance of a euftom prae- 
tifed by the ancient Egyptians, finc6 
we are taught by Diodoros Siculus that 
they ufed this manner of hatching their 
eh ic kens. They have a ieoriit alfo to 
defend themielves againft the bite of 
vipers, theeffe^is of which are fo extra- 
ordinary, that had I not been an eye 
^vitnefs, I fnould have given very little 
credit to any accounts of them. There 
arc many of thefe Arabs whfo make it 
their livelihood to gather vipers^ which 
they find in great quantities upon the 
verge of the defart, di^vofmg of them 
for three ftquins an hundred to the apo* 
thecarics of Grand Cairo- Thentenner 
of their gathering them is by obferring 
early in the morning their traces in the 
fand,> which they follow till they dif* 
cover the animal, which, without the 
jeaft hefitation, they take up in their 
fingers, and put him iiito a large leather 
Bag, which they bring »o Cuiro, con- 
taining fometimes iix or feven hundred 
vipers. It wat in an apotbe^ary*s (hop 
that I .faw one of theft- people etnoc in 



with a bag df wA htinJrei, who, after %e 
had made his bargaun, Ibited htmfetf 
upcn the ground, together with his two 
companions, and, taking the vipers out 
of the fack oae by one, cot off^ their 
heads* ikinned, and gutted them, ia 
which manner they are Aliged to ddivtr 
Ihera before they receive^ tiSir payment. 
They make no fort of difficulty or pat'* 
ting their hands into the lack, aad 
taking up afl handfiil of theie noxioDi 
animals, in fame nMoiier at I have 6ca 
people put their hands isfvo a balket of 
com, and take up an handfal to estamtiK 
the goodneit of it. Upon afking tfacn 
what wat the rcaibn that thtfe animalt^ 
eommonly fo fatal to whoever toudict, 
them» ihould never fb much au offer to 
bite them, I was anfwered* it wat a gift 
enjoyed only by two families^ delivered 
to them by a Saint many aget ago, who, 
fo recom pence his adhere«u, liad, *by 
bleiTmg them, invcfted then with a power 
of charming alt venomout aniaiaU, fe at 
to be able to manage tbtm without tkr 
kaft hurt. Thit wat the oaly accoost 
I could get out of then, and wat ii>- 
formed, that in rtality the fcciot vrat 
known only by feme huniliet of then, 
who gained their lifclibood by thit ca* 
traordinary traffic. What to ma teat 
moft probable it, that they aroacquaintti 
with feme herb, to which thefeveao^ 
moot creatuiet have fucfa an antipathy, 
that if ihey rob tiieir hands or any pait 
of their bodiet with it, it sncapacitaftet 
theni from biting that part, by theie 
means infeAed wi^ sn odour which in 
a manner I'ufToc^tet and deprivet then of 
their ufual power of hurting. AoK»pg 
thefe vipers there are feme of a fpccies 
peculiar, I believe, to >Egypt« Tfaty aie 
rather iefs than the othort, whom they 
teferabie exa^ly in fom and colour, dit^ 
fering only about the head, vpon which 
they carry two homt about a 4fuarter of 
an inch long. The venom of theie homtd 
vipert is of a far more iavetenite nataie 
than that of the common Ibrt, inlbmuch 
that the bite of one of them, notwith* 
lianding the moft immediate affiftance* is 
inevitable death : the Araba^ howeter, 
treated thelc with the fanne familiarity as 
they did the others, kiting thom ran bt- 
tweeu' their fmgert, patting them imo 
their bofoms, and futher^ to ^citfy wf 
curioitty> running their fingers into their 
mouthsi without the iealt dread or ha6- 
tation.'*

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GNEof theprineipal objeAs of tfatt 
voyagei and without which it 
could not have been lo fucceff fully com. 
pktedt was, the amicable adjultment of 
tile difpotet that had fubfiftcd between 
•he Courts of Madrid and London rela- 
tive to the pofleflion of Nootka Sound 
and territory, a prior right to the whole 
iMiJig claimed bv the Spaniards to the 
tocalexdufion of the EngliOi, and indeed 
^the fubjeds of all other nations, 
•tthcr at navigators or as traders with 
the natives of the country. 

It is therefore well worthy of remark, 
that for fome time previo^ls to, and on 
his arrival at Nootka, Captain Vancou* 
rer experienced every aft of civility and 
friendfhip from the Soanifti Governois 
and other officers belonging to their 
slifferent iettlements in thofe parts ; and 
from various circumftances we have 
every reafon to believe that the Spani- 
ards in general are well difpofcd to- 
wards the Englilh, infomuch that a war 
with Enffland it always regretted by the 
thepcopTe, individually confidered. 

1 he furrender of the building, and 
the dift rifts or parcels of land occupied 
hj firitift fubjefts, as well in the Port 
of Nootka, or of St. Lawrence, as in 
another Port called Port Cox, and of 
which they were forcibly difpoffeflcd in the 
month of April 1789, was accompanied 
with fuch formalities as render the rela- 
tion of that event highly gratifying to 
every loyal Briton, as it affords a con* 
▼incin^ proof of the great care and atten« 
tion oi- our Miniftry to fopport the digni- 
ty of'the Crown, and the commercial in* 
terefts of their fellow fubjefts, in the re* 
fnoteft re|rions of the habitable globe. 
On the /it% meeting of Capt* Vancouver, 
and Signior Quadra, commander in chief 
9f the Spanifli fquadron ftationed at 
Nootka, on board the DifcoTery, where 
the former breakfafted, the utmoft har- 
mony and cordiality prevailed 1 and as 
many of hit officers as could be- fpared 
accompanied the Britiih Commander on 
ihore, the next day, to dine with Signior 
^adra by invkation, when they were 
agretably (brp riaed by a Aimptuous en- 
^citainsMttt, which they had not the moft 
dittant idea of nMcttng with at fiich a 
flace. «« The rcpaft confifted af fin 
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courfes, containing a fbperfluity of tht 
beft provifions, ierved with great ele* 
pancc t a royal falute was fired on drink- 
ing health to the Sovereigns of England 
and Spain, and a falute of feventeen guna 
to the fuccefs of the fervice in which iha 
Difcovery and the Chatham were engag- 
ed.** After this friendly intercourw^ 
Capt. Vancouver fent en ihore his tents, ob* 
fervatory, chronometer, and other inftru • 
ments, and every preparation was mada 
for a temporary lettlement, as well to 
repair the (hips and boats, as to be in 
readinefs to negociate and conclude the 
important bufinei's of ceding the territory^ 
&c. as required by the firn article of the 
Contention of aSth Oftober 17QO, be- 
tween the two Courts, and the letter of 
inftruftion of Count Florida Blanca, the 
Spaniih Minifter, dated the xith of May 
1791. A written correfpondence then 
took place, commenced by Signior Qua* 
dra, who in a lone letter to Captain 
Vancouver entered into a detail of the 
various circumftances which had come to 
his knowledge refpefting to the capture of 
the. Argonaut, and the Princefs Royal 
Britifli merchantmen, in the year 1789, 
by Don Eftevan Jofeph Martinez, who 
firft took poifeffion of the port of Nootka^ 
and on that pofleflion founded the prior 
right of the Crown of Spain, afting under 
the orders of the Viceroy of New Spain. 
The letter was accompanied with (everai 
documents, all calculated to jaftify the 
conduft of Martinez, and to criminate 
Captain Colnctt commanding the English 
veifel called the Argonaut, who, aceotdiny 
to the Spanifli ftatcment^ *' did not con* 
fine his views to the commerce of the 
country, but wiihcd to fortify himfelf 
andtoeftabliffi an Engliih faftory,'^ upoa 
which proceeding Marllncc arrefted him 
and fent him to the S^ifli fettlement at 
St. Bias. He likewife ofiered to demon* 
ftrate in the moft unequivocal manner that 
the injuries, prejudices, and ufurpattons^ 
repreieilted by Captain Meares were chi* 
mertcal. Upon the whole it appears,that 
both/ our own and the American traders 
to the North V^eft Coaft of America aia 
highly cenfikrabie for mifconduft in the 
Spamfli iettlements, and for frauds .and 
impofitions in their traffick with the ua* 
intormcd natives of tht eguntry | hut it 
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was net the bafinefs of Vancouver to en- 
ter into'.ietToi'peAife i >veftigations f ^he 
therefore very prudently declint^ them, 
iind confined himlelf to the cxa6l tenour 
of his inftru8ions, which produced the 
liappieft efFeds $ for on his next vifit to 
Sign lor Quadra » he rtquefted to know 
Vfliq he iiitcnded to leave ia poffeiFiun of 
the territories to be ceded to him » and 
being anfwered, that it would be Mr, 
3roughton in the Chatham, he gave di- 
re£lions that the ftore-houi'es (hould, be 
immediately cleared » had a large new 
oven built exprefs for the fcrvicc of his 
people* ordered all the hpufes to be re- 
paired, and the gardens to be put in order. 
He lilcewiie fupplied them with plenty of 
ppultiy, black cattlC) and fwtne, and 
faid that he ih9uld take only a iufEcicnt 
qimnttty for his paflage te thefouthward. 
If a vine the reft, with a large aBbrtment 
oi* garden feeds for Mr. Brcughton. In 
addition to thefe civilities, Signior Qua- • 
dia with ieveral Spaniih cfiicers accom- 
panied .the Brit lib Commander and his 
officers in diSerent excurfions to the 
neighbouring villages, and introduced 
them to the chicU cr the princes of the 
dtftrids. And he finally ciFexed to ac- 
company Captain Vancouver in bis re- 
ftarcbes to the foutiiwardy and to con* 
du^ htm to any of the Spaniih ports he 
might wiih to vifit, or to fail firft, and 
vait hit airival at any place' he ihould 
think proper to appoint, recommending 
tit. Francifco or Monterrey for that 
purpo&. Yet after all a difference of 
<^inion between the two commander* 
prevented the completion of that rettitu- 
tion which Captain Vancouver's inftruc.< 
tions required $ for Sifrnior Quadra of. 
fered to funender. only that identical 
fpace on which Mr. Mcares's houfe and 
breaft work had been . iitaated, which 
could not poifibly be confidered aa the 
ofajeds txprei&d by the terms ircUis tf 
iaaJf diftri^iy or patcris ofUmti^ in the 
£rll article cf the Convention, and thus 
the negociation terminated, and our Cap- 
tain wrote to the Lords of the Admiralt^r 
an account of his conduA, which be en- 
trufted to the care of Mr. Madge his firft 
Idcatenant, together with eytraf^s from 
the moft important parta of his 'jcnimaiy 
and a-oofy of bia Survey of the coalfr ; « 
aafibgt was procured for him in a veflel 
bound to China* from whence he was to 
•flocnd 'with all fHf^atch to England, 
and the Caiptatn cblcivea, «« that he had 
•fvry re:ifon to indtztge the hopes of hit 
^cXMk^ ^iXtarn, v^ith tuither ioltru^iosa 
^apibis cc^nduwt in thofc regions*'* 



In the meaft time the friendly intef^ 
cpurte continued between the two Cotui 
manders, and the aQiiiaitce givtn by | 
Sigiiior Qu^adra to our Navigators in th« | 
fun her pvrluit of their Voyage of Dif* | 
covery was as effectual, as if no difference 
of ientimcnt had vita refpc^llD'g da 
cfAion Qt. Nootka. 

Accordingly they parted in the mofr 
cordial manner, and our llttvig»tort eo«*: 
tinued their fufvey along the Sootbenr 
Coaft, the particulars of which wcaccfi.* 
ratcly related. On their arrival at a verf 
canfiderabk Spaniih (attlemeat calbdl) 
The Mifliofi of St. Fiancifco on tha istk 
of November 179a, early in tke morningy 
t\»y iound their anchorage to be ia a 
mo(i excellent bay, within three ^narteri < 
of a mile from the neareil Aore. The 
herds of cattle and flocks of Aicep grazing 
on the furrouading hills were a fight th^ 
had long been Grangers to : theie iodi« 
cated the refidence of their proprietors not 
t» be far remote. On hoifting the coJoanr 
at fun rife a gun was fired, and ia a liitia 
tinw afterwards feveral people were i'een 
on horfeback coming from behind tha 
hills down to the beach, who waved their 
hats, and made other fignalt for a boar, / 
which was immediately lent to the ihore, 
and on its return, fays the Captain, « I wat 
favoured with the good company of a prteft 
of the order of St. Francis, and a fergeaot 
in the Spaniih army to breakfaft. The 
reverend Father exprcffed the pleafure 
he felt at our arrival, and aiTured ma 
that every refreibment and Arvicc in tha 
power of himfelf or Miffion to beftow, I 
inight unrefervedly comnoand \ iiace it 
would be conferring on them all a pecu* 
liar obligation to allow them to be ler« 
viccable. The Sergeant ezpreiled hia* 
iclf in the moft Mendlv manner, and ia« 
ionned me, that, in the abfence of the 
commandant, he was dire^cd on oitf 
arrival to render us every aceommodatioa 
the fettlement could afford.'* On the 
returo of the Commandant, he went oa 
boaid the Dif covery, repeated the ofirra 
cf lervioe that had beenasade them by 
their former viiits, sbmI informed tat 
Gaptalin, that Signior Quadra wat wait* 
tag ict him at the ft tticoientof MoBttrrey* 
This polita reception waa tha lafult of 
general ordera itom the Court of Spwi» 
which through Signior Qntdra bad beea 
commnnicatnl to thia comoDBfldaat «A

Their nest vi(ft was to another fettle- 
QKDt called the Miflion of Si. Clara, 
abca£ forty geographical miles from St. 
Fraoci/co, to which they rode on horiie- 
back ; here they nnet with the fani(i hearty 
welcpmey and the aceount of the country* 
ks fiate of cult»vAtion» produAs, and 
niamifa£turea carried on by the native 
Indiaos under the direflton of the jrevt- 
lend Fathers of the Miifion is equally in« 
Urcftittg. «< In this country the Oakv 
as timb«r, appears to tafke the lead. A 
tree of this deice iptioD» near the eftablifli- 
ipent, meafured Atteen feet in the girth ; 
and I am confident tiiat on our journey 
thither, we pafled feveral of greater mag- 
nitude. The timber of thele oake is 
seputed to be equal in<)tialtty to any pfio» 
duced in Europe.** 

At the fam9us Port of Monterrey, fo 
diftinguifhed by the Spaniards, the 
Captain had the fatistaetion ta £nd 
hit iricnd Signior Quadra^ when> after 
leciprocal civilities and the ufual naval* 
ceremonies had palled between them, 
the Spaniard informed him, that he had 
received orders hrom hik Court to capture 
all vefleU he ihould find engaged in com- 
mercial purfuits on this coalt, except the 
yeflels belorging to the people of Great 
Britain, who were to proceed without 
the leali interruption or moleftation. 
Tbeie orders induced both gentlemen to 
l^lieve.that their refpe£live Sovereigns 
had adjuiled, and finally concluded every 
arrangement with refpe6t to the territories 
St Nootka \ and this opinion cemented ftill 
more cloiely their perfonal attachment. 

Captain Vancouver now judged it 
proper to forward fre(h difpaiches to the 
Admiralty> as i( was only by fuch com- 
nunications, that any juil or reafonable 
eonclufion could be drawn, either in 
lefpe^t t« the national advantages which 
were likely to rel'ult from a further pro- 
i^ution of commercial purluits in thefe 
regions, or of the mott proper fituations- 
for the puipofe of eltablifhing. permanent 
eftabiiOiments on the coaii, to protect 
lAd faciUt8C( t^. U:ad«|. Lf (asriifd iM9 



iMcufioD. He had Itke«i4ft obtained the 
pofTelBon of all the charts of the Spanifli 
diicofveries to the northward ot his owir 
reiearches« 

Lieutenant Broughton then commander 
•f the Chatham was enirui^ed with thefe 
documents and the difpatchcs, and the 
liberal condu (loft he $pani(h Commander 
upon this occalion deferves recital iip 
Captain Vancouver's own words : "Oir 
this occadon, I ret|ueftcd Signior Quadra^ 
if it were comjpaiible with his inclination^ 
and the difpohtion of the Span Kb Courts 
that Mr. Broughton (hoold be permitted 
to take his pamage by the way of NeW 
Spain to England. To this Signio# 
Quadra, without the leaft hefitation, arn^ 
in the moft* friendly manner, replied, that 
Mr. Broughton ihig^c accompany him to' 
St. Bias, where he would fjpply hint 
with money, and every other requifite in 
his power, which couW contribute to 
render his laborious journey acrofs thd 
continent of America as pleasant at cculd 
be expe6ied from the nature of the under* 
taking.** * Before his departure Mrj 
Broughton ahb had the fatisfa^lion of 
accompanying the two Commanders and 
Several £nglim and Spaniih officers on anr 
agreeable excurlion to St. Carlos neai^ 
Monterrey. An elegant engraved vievi^ 
of this Miffion iliutirates the del'cription 
of the country. 

To fill up the meafure of Signior Q«a- 
dnr*s liberality, he refufed to receive, oi* 
to fuffer any of his countrymen ,to receivlj 
any mor.ey, or to deliver in any account 
of the llores, cattle, and retrelhmenti 
from time to time detivered^for the u(e of 
the veflTels under the command of Captain 
Vancou ver,and all his remon ft ranees to thii^ 
eifeA only produced this generous reply, 
•* That the only fettUment in which ne 
could pofllbly engage was that of ieeing 
we were accommodated to the extent of 
our wiflies with every fupply the coun* 
try could beftow, and that repayment 
would be mo ft amply made, by the pro* 
miled fuccefs attending every creature and 
produ6Hon) that we had either received 
for our own ufe, or that were deftined for 
other purpofes.** It is the more etfentiat 
to record this tranfa^ion as our Naviga» 
tor met with a very different and even a 
rude feception in the month ot October 
1793s ^^^TSL the then commandant of 
Monterrey, when they anchored in the 
bay, nearly. in the fame fpot, and in the 
vicinity of the Piefidio of St. Francilco, 
where they had been fo holpiiahiy enter- 
tained during the months of Novembet 
and December of the preceding year. 
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Some of the ehaptert of the (ecotid 
Volume neceflfarily oblige the reader to 
xecede from the future progreft of the 
Dllcovery, in order to review the paft tran- 
lii^ions of the tShatham during tier lepa- 
i-ation from the Commander i they parted 
company tn a heavy gale of wind oif the 
entrance of Columbia River on the iitt 
-of Odober ly^i* and from that time to 
*the ^joining the Difcovery in Monterrey 
"Bay about the latter end of November « 
14r, Broughton had explored that river, 
as far a« it wai navigable in the Chatham) 
and where it was not he had made txcur* 
£ont in the cutter and the boats belonging 
to her. The dtfcription of the country 
on iti ihorcs, and of the inhabitants of 
the few Indian villages they vifKed, af. 
fords ample gratification to laudable 
•curiontv. 

By tne additinjial inftruftiont from the 
Lcidsj of the Admiralty recited in Vol. I. 
Captain Vancouver was to eapcA the 
'arrival of the Dadaius ttorefhip either at 
Nootkaorat I'ome of theSnndwich iflands, 
(he was to deliver as much of her cargo 
as the Difcovery and Chatham might 
want, and afterwards to remain under his 
comroand till he fliauld judge it convenient 
to lepd her vtrith a irc(h Itock of cattle, 
and other provJfions for the ule of the 
Colony at Pert Jackfon in Botany Bay, 
' The Daedalus arrived at Nootka during 
the firlt ab(ence of Captain Vancouver in 
the purl'uit of his di'.coveriess but a

her voyage, of which an account is given

near dark. At this time the cutter re- 
turned, with only five perfona tnftead of 
the eight who had gone on (hore in her, 
from whom was learned the diAreflin|^ 
intelligence, that Mr. Hergett» Mu 
Gooch the aftronemcr, and two of the 
boat*s crew being landed unarmed with 
two of the water calks to fill, thetr do« 
fencelefs fituation was perceived by the 
natives who inunedtately attacked theni» 
killed one of the people, and carried off 
the two gentlemen. The other leaman, 
being a very ftout a^ive man, made hia 
efcape through a great number of thde 
lavages, fled to the hoar, and with two 
others landed again, with two muikettp 
and with an intention to reicoe their 
officers, and to recover the body of their 
meflinate. They loon perceived that both 
Mr. Hergeft and Mr. Gooch were yet 
alive amongft a Tatt concourfe of inhabi- 
tants, wh'. were Hripping them, and forc- 
ing them up the hills behind the villages 
they endeavoured to get near the multi- 
(,ude, but were lb afiailed by ftones from 
the croudt who had now gained the fur- 
rounding hills, that they were under the 
painful neceifity of retiring $ and as night 
was faft approaching, they thongbt it 
moft advitable to return on board. Mr. 
New immediately afiembled all the offi- 
cers, to confult with them what was beft 
to be done. It was agreed to ftand off and 
on with the (hip during the night, and in 
the morning to lend the cutter well manned 
and armed on fhore, and if poffible to 
recover their unfortunate commander and 
' his companion. An old Chief belongri^g 
to Auowatf who had been on board unce 
the Daedalus entered the Bay, went alio 
in the boat as an interpreter, and to em- 
ploy his good offices . He wai fuft iandcd» 
and went tovrards the natives, of whom 
he demanded the abient gentlemen ; on 
which he was informed that they were 
both killed the preceding night. Having 
delivered this meflage, be was fent back 
to demand their bodies ^ bat was toki 
in reply, that they had been cut in 
pieces, and divided amongft leven dift- 
r^nt chiefs. 

Thus terminated this horrid tranfiK- 
tion ^ and we find that on his fecond vifit 
to the Sandwich Iflands Capt. Vancouver 
failed to IVoahoo for the exprels parpofi( 
of feeking for atfd puniihing the mur« 
derers. Three of them were accordingly* 
with the confent of the Chiei's of the 
iiland, apprehended, carried on board the 
Diicoveiy, tried and executed fifteen 
moDthi iSxj^ th^ SKUD^hol^ event. Tho 
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irfiole-iH'oeMdiiig it detailed in Chapter 
▼III. of this Volume, and it is ot par* 
ti<ular importauoce, as Ibme of our bro- 
tlicr Reviewers have arraigned the con- 
dud of the Captain upon this occaiiony 
the oblervations we have to fubmit to the 
poUic upon this, and other tranfaflions 
with tbe rude inhabitants of fuch remote 
ngions, vtfitcd by civilized Europeans, 
or Americans, for the purpofes of com- 
owrce, or the improvement of navigation, 
wt reserve for our concluding review of 
tlie third and laft volume. 

A fmali degree of irregularity is dif- 
cernable in the order of relating the pro- 
grefs of the whole voyage, which the 
judicious reader will eaiily re£iity by 
adverting to the chapters which contain 
digreflions from the main rubje<^l, and 
icparatijig them trom the prog'redive fur- 
▼*7s of the coarts of North Wcit America, 
<^rtng the refpe^Uve iummers of the years 
'79*9 3, 4* and 5. For inliance, chere- 
fnmption of the Vo)age of Oiicovery 
commences at Chapter II. Book tbr fourth, 
which in fad is the eleventh chapter of 
Vol. II. and there does not appear to be 
way reafon for the primary divifion into 
books, extendirg through the three vo- 
lumes. It is only after the departure of 
Lieut. Broughton with the difpatches for 
England, and a fccond vifit to the Sand- 
wich IQands, that the Oiicovery and the, 
Chatham, then commanded by Lieutenant 
Puget, failed to the northwaid ; they 
took their departure from thoie iflands on 
the 30th of March 1793 ; the Chatham, 
aa on the former voyage, was detached 
to take a different track from the Dif- 
covery, and the rendezvous was fixed to 
be at Nootka, where (be arrived firii ; 
aad Lieut. Puget, after repairing fome 
damage the keel of his veffel had fultained, 
juid leaving with a Spanilh officer, by 
whom they were faitlifuUy delivered, a 
letter, journal, and other papers for the 
Captain, he purfued his voyage alone to 
the North Weft Coaft of America. Few 
occurrences worthy of particular notice 
had taken place during Mr. Pug^t's 
ieparation, but at Nootka Captain Van. 
couver found another opportunity to for- 
ward difpatches to the Admiralty, con- 
taining a brief abftra^ of their uaniac- 
tions from the commencement to the 
month of May 1793. The Dilcovery 
joined the Chatham in Fitzhugh's Sound, 
the latter end of this month, when they 
again found it neceiTary to lay to, in a 
place called Refolution Cove; for repairs 
|o the Difcovery, and during their Uay 
ih&^ twd bgat cx^uriioni wore nuMJk into 
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the country, by ft canal which thejr 
thought proper to name Burkc^s Canafy 
in honour «f the celebrated Edmund 
Buike t they were now in latitude 5s 
deg. 56 \ mm. N. longitude 231 d^« 
9 min. Many of the inhabitants viiiccJ 
them in a friendly manner, and appeaacd 
to be of a different race from thoie the]f 
had feen to the louthward, uied a differeoa 
laneuage, and were totally unacquaintoi 
with that of Nootka : they brought &nM 
for lale ; amongtf them was that of th« 
animal from ^ hence the wool is procured* 
with which the woollen garments worn 
by the inhabitants of Nwrtb Weil America 
are made. Our Navigators at firii fup. 
poftd them to bel ng to iome animal of the 
canine race, but on meafuring them the^ 
were found to be too large j they wera 
either entirely white or of a cream colour* 
but fo mutilated that it was impciilible xm 
alcertain the Ijpecies, and it appeared verf 
fmgular» that in the re|;bns of New 
Georgia, where the principal part of th* 
people's clothing is made uf wool, thef 
never liaw the animal, nor the (kin trom 
which the raw material was procured. 

The following account of a female' 
party who came on board the Difcovery* 
points out the only elfential different . 
oetween thefe, and the other tribes of 
Indians defcrih«d by Captain Vancouver* 
and former Navigators. ** Thole of the 
women who appeared of the molt conie- 
quence had adopted a vtry fmgular m;:de 
of ornamenting their faces. A horizon* 
tal inciiion is made about three tenths of 
an inch below the upper part of the under 
lip, extending trom one corner of the 
mouth to the other, entirely through the 
fleHi; this orifice is then by degrees 
ftretched fufficienily ta admit an orna* 
ment made of wood, which is confinol 
ciofe to the gums of the lower jaws, an4 
whoi'e external iurface projeAs horizon* 
tally. Thele wooden ornaments are oval^ 
and relemble a Imall oval platter or aifli 
made concave on both fides : they are of 
various fixes, but the fmalleft I was able 
to procure was about two inches and % 
half} the largeft was three ir.chea and 
four tenths in length, and an inch and e 
half broad \ the others decreased in breadth 
in proportion to their length. They are 
about four tenths of an inch in tiiicknefs* 
and have a groove a^ong the middle of 
the outfide edge, for the purpoie of ce« 
ceiving the divided lip. Thefe hideous 
appendages are made of fir, and neatly 
polifhed, but prcfent a molt unnatural 
appearance ana are an inftance of humme 
abferdity, that would fcarcely be credited 

with- 
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^fhout oectiltr proof/* In the ev«niog 
of the 1 7th of June, the Chathain's cutter, 
anid the Diiccvery*8 cutter returned from 
U excarfton, whick, hefidet having been 
Tcry fatiguirvg «nd laborious, was ren 
dered very dilireiTing by the melancholy 
Id fa of eno of their leamen, who had been 
wifortunately poiibned hj eating mufdea. 
Two or three atliera o^ the party nar- 
i^wly escaped the lame fate. In the re- 
HtioQ ot this diiafter, we find two obler- 
vationa worthy of particular notice :, the 
£rrt, that violent excrcife fo at to pro- 
duce perfpiiacion, and copioufly drink- 
i»g warm water, are effe^ual remedies ; 
lix -ndly, tliat the mufcles gathered in 
tke ia; ds were of a deleterious quality, 
aad that thuie tlivy found on the rocjca 
^■ere eaten without producing any bad 
cffe^s. This may ferve as a caution to 
tboie who are fond of this fpcciesof food, 
t^ writur of this article having fuffcred 
fr^m not knowing the diftincUon, yet it 
it a very clear one, for the largelt and 
beft niulcks brought to our (iHi markets 
irc not iandy, but thofe uiually fold 
about the ftreets are remarkably gritty 
evtn within the (helU The fatal place, 
they named Pot/on Cove, and the branch 
Ifjkding to it Mufde Can ait in latitude 
5^deg. 48 mln. longitude z^i deg. 4^1 min.

fMcrnths of July and Auguft. Early in 
lieptt^ntber they leiminated their dii'cove- 
rics foi that year, in a port which they 
mnifd Port Stewart, ntttr one of iheir 
IMtes, lituated in latitude 55 deg. 38 



mill, bat itapptertthft AiyWntlDl^ 
cd their furvey to a point, which thcjT 
called Point Uoq4^ in honouff ok the prt'' 
fent Lord Bridport, in latitude 56 d«{^ 
44min. longitude X2 7 de^. 11 min. Thrf 
tliei. proceeded fouthward and arrired the 
third time at Nootka» on the 5th ol Oc^ 
tobtr, but made no longer ft ay than X^ 
leave a letter with the Commandant for 
the guidance of the Mafter of the IHeda- 
lus, or of any other veflel tbat miglift- 
arrive there with tlores for the Discovery- 
and the Chatham. Proceeding Mill foatli* 
ward, the Chatham was fent to Port 
Bodega, ircm which ftation (he repaired^ 
to Furt Francifco, where (he found the* 
Difcovery, and Mr. Puget gave ao ac* 
count o( his proceedings. Here they met 
with the Dasdalus. But Captain Vaa- < 
couver experienced i'uch a coolneis on the 
part of the new Spanilh Governor, that- 
he thought proper to leave the place a« 
foon as he had procured a fupply of wood 
and w^ter. At Monterrey they found a 
(imilar change of affairs, and tfaie Gover* 
nor lent Captain Vancouver a letter froii» 
his piedeceHor Signi r Quadra, in whicb 
he gave him to underttand that ttie civiiU* 
ties he had (htwn the Captain were onljr 
for that time, and were not to be con* 
fidered a« nece(r3iy to be (hewn him m- 
future, neither did his Excellency expeft 
that the F.ngli(h (hips would repair a 
fecond tim^ to the ports under his juriT- 
di^ion. Thus circumlUnced «^ur Cook' 
mander refolved to pay a third vi(it to tho 
Sandwich Klaiids, of which an ample 
account, as containing feveral* important- 
new trania^Uons will be given- in our 
next, and concluding review. The Vo«- 
lume clofes with aratisfaclorydefcfipttoa 
of the other Spaniih fettlements ia New 
Albion.

Pitarro, tkt famous conqueror of Pern, 
baring by hia cruelty and injuRice alie- 
nated nxany of his countrymen, they join 
the banner of Alonzo, who fupports the 
caufe of the injured Peruvians. Alonzo 
had naarricd Cora, the daughter of Ata- 
liba, Emperor of Peru, by whom he had 
a .f«n, and he has therefore other tiea be-

fides humanity towards the fufferisg na« 
tives for refiftingtl^p injuftice of his coun- 
trymen. It appears t^at Rolla, a noble 
Peruvian, of the moft heroic chara£Ur« 
had been alfo atuched to Cora, but makea 
a eenerous iacrilice of his love in laveuff 
of his friend Alonzo. Pizarro was ac* 
companied to Peru by Elvira* a dpant/h 
lady of great beauty, who became en* 
amoured of him merely on account of hit 
valour and martial fuccefs. An aAioil 
takes place between the Spaniards and 
the Peruvians, in which the latter are 
defeated, and Alonzo falls into the handt 
of Piaarro, ^ho determines on the moit 
fevere vengeance. Alonzo is fentenced 
to death, and Elvira, who becomes fen* 
fible of the de{jraved charader of the mon« 
fler (he has loved, endeavours, however* 
to foften his feelings in behalf of Alonzo^ 
but in vain. The Monarch of Peru and 
his daughter after his d«$^at re(kf into a 
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Aibterraneous care. Cora is in the bit- 
tercd anguifli on the lofs of her hufband, 
KoJia in terms her that Alonzo is not 
dead, but a captive in the hands ot Pi- 
zarro, whofc known cruelty forbids all 
hope that his life will be faved, telling 
ber alfo that Alonzo in his parting words 
delirtd that Jie would be a hu(band to 
Cora and a father to her fon. Cora, 
kncwing the foimer paiTion of Rolja to- 
wards her, accules him in the agony of 
her feelings oi having led her hu(band 
into danger, that Ke might polTefs in. her 
the objeit of bis love. The noble mind 
of Rolla is deeply affe^ed at the injullice 
of this fufpicion j but he determines to 
prove his honour, and the difmterefted- 
nefs of his BicndOiip. Having di {'cover- 
ed the place where Alonzo was imprifon- 
td, Rolla afl'umes the difguife of a friar, 
and obtains admiflion. fie thtn, with 
much difficulty, perfuades Alonzo to 
conceal himielf in the religious habit, 
efcape from the pt^ifon, and leave him to 
endure the vengeance of Pizarro. Elvira 
enters the prilbn, in order to rcleafe 
Alonzo, but finds Rolla, whom (he tempts 
to murder Pi zarro, while he is keeping 
in his tent. Rolla enters the tent where 
the tyrant is enduring all the agonies of 
a perturbed coniicience in his dreams. 
Kb] la is too noble to execute the office of 
an afiaffin, and therefore awakes Pizarro, 
who notwithftunding the cruelty of his 
difpcfition, is too fenlible of the generous 
clemency of Rolla, and has too high a 
regard for military virtues, to injure him« 
Elvira enters, expetUng to fee the tyrant 
dead, and in the rage of her difappoint- 
ment owns that (lie had endeavoured to 
incite Rolla to dettroy htm. The vin- 
diflive temper of Pizarro dooms her to 
death, but Rolla is permitted to return 
to his countrymen. During the abfence 
of Alonzo, Cora, wild with defpair at 
the lofs of her huiband, wanders with her 
child into a foreft, cxpoled to all the hor* 
rors of the liorm. In this fituation flie 
hears the voice of Alonzo, who repeats 
her name with impatient fondntfs. She 
fiies to find her huiband, leaving her child 
under the fhelter of her veil. Soon after 
two Spaniih foldiers enter the foreit, and 
in pity take away the child. Cora re- 
turns with Alonzo, and of courie is dif. 
traaed at the lofs of her fon. The child 
is brought into the prefence of Pizarro 
jufi as Rolla, havijng pleaded in vain for 
the life of Elvira, is going to return to his 
eountrj^men. Seeing the fon of Alonzo, 
Rolla, ia the warmth of his feelings^ dii- 



tovers to whom the child belongs, and 
Pizarro exults in the thought, that tho' 
Alonzo has efcaped, he is Hill capable of 
torturing the father by retaining the 
child. Rolla appeals in the mott affed- 
ing terms to Pizarro, to let him bear the 
child to the affli6\ed parents, and even 
falls upon his knees toeffe^l that purpoie. 
Finding, however, that Pizarro is obdu. 
rate, Rolla fnatches the child and hurries 
away with it. He is purfued, but he 
kills thofe who attempt to deprive hiro of 
the child, and at length reaches a bridge 
on the mountains. In this fituation ht 
is fhot, but the child is unhurt, and he 
has ft ill flrength to bear the infant to hit 
parents, when'he falls exhaufted and dies. 
The battle between the Spaniards an4 
Peruvians is renewed, and at length 
Alonzo and Pizarro are oppofed to each 
other. Alonzo is nearly fallen under the 
prowefs of Pizarro ; but at this momut 
Elvira, who had efcaped from prilbn, 
appears and affilts him with a fWord, with 
which he. kills the Spaniih tyrant. Elvira 
determines on a religious life, to expiate 
her guilt in having lived with Pizarro : 
and the piece concludes with a funeral 
ceremony In honour of Rolla. 

The fable of this play was not origi- 
nally derived from the authentic* hiftory 
of the Conqueil of Peru, but from the 
intereftiog romance of Marmontel. Con* 
fidering that the ftory was not to be in- 
vented, and alfo how ffridtly the original 
drama is followed, it cannot but excite 
fome furprize that it fhould have em- 
ployed the alterer fo many months. It 
cannot however be denied that the drama, 
though originally too long, is very in- 
tereifing, and at preient in many re- 
fpe6ls particularly well timed. It is 
iupported by a ilrong vein of poetry, by 
impairioned fentiments, and by many 
pafiages of beautiful fimpltcity, that 
mak* their way to the heart. The de- 
corations vvere fplcndid and appropriate, 
and the a£ling, particularly by Mr. 
Kemble, Mr. dharles Kemblc, Mrs. Sid- 
dons, and Mrs. Jordan, though in a 
charafler out of her line of ad ing, ua- 
commonly fpirited. The mufic, by Mrt 
ICelly, was folemn and infpiring, fuch 
as was fi^lt and applauded bv the au- 
dience.

General Fitzpatrick was of a different 
opinion, and could not fee how a Lcgif- 
laiivc Union was to prevent fuch a fc- 
paration, if the like wefe intended. On 
tht contrary, a< it would tend to aggra- 
Tatcthe mind of that people, lb it would 
tend to difunite the two countries. He 
aifo thought the forms adopted to carry 
this objefct were highly improper and 
impolitic.

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VIENNA, APRIL 24. 

A LETTER from Marflial Suwar- 
ro\\» dated Veliggio, .April 18, 
ftates* that the French had repafifed 
the Adda, after throwing fifreeo thou* 
fand men into Maatua» and (ivc thou- 
- fand intoPe chiera; and that the Mar* 
Ihal was preparing to follow them, after 
leaving Gen. Kray with a c^rps of about 
twenty ihoufand men to invcft thofc two 
place?. Mari3ial Suwar row's pitt roles 
had been puihed as far %s Cremoaa, 
and Gen. Klenau's to the neigibourr 
hood of Bologna, without meeting any 
•ooRderabie body of the enemy. By 
accounts received in the evening of the 
iame day. It appears rh^t the enemy, 
were employed in thro^vipg up en- 
trenchments at L'idi and CHlTano. Mar. 
fh&\ Suwarrow, wiih a body of between 
forty-five and fifiy thouiand men, was 
to have marched on the 19th to Monta 
Chiarp, on the Chiefa, in order to oc- 
cupv Hrefcia, and then to advance on 
the Oglio and Adda. 

yif SilA, APRIL 26. 
His Royal Highneft the Archduke 
Ciiarles has rep:>rted the f.>llowinj^ par* 
t'culars relative to ihe taking of Schaf* 
haufen : — As the enemy ftill retained 
poGTHfion of the town of Schafhaufen 
and the fuburb of Cod dance, called 
Pctcrfliauren, both (Ituatcd on the right 
bink of the Rhine, with an apparent 
view to afliemble there, and particularly 
in Scbafhaufen, a number of troops, 
and to mnke an advantageous attack 
from both points upon the corps of 
Lieat. Gen. Count Nauendorf, which 
Wdt pAfled in the neighbourhood, his 
Royal Highnefs dire<^e;d that the enemy 
ihould be driven from thofc two points, 
an^d that iheir ftations (hould be occu 
pied by our troops. In cunfequence of 
this arrangement, Lieut. Gen. Count 
t^auendurf was charv^d to oider Lieut. 
Gen. Count Bnillet to advance againft 
Schaf haufen with a confiJcrable body 
of light infantry and cavHlry,rupporccd 
by four battalions of the line, and fome 
referve artillery. He obeyed thefe ort 
dcrsy and fummoned the enemv to 
;|,bandori the town in the Qourfe ot half 
an hour, and to retire to the left b^nlc^ 
nf the river. The Officer whQ com-' 
roanJed In S;haf h-iufeo foughr to gain 



time by negotiation, with a vi^w t« 
draw unto himfelf a reinforcetneut ) 
but Lieut. Gen. Count Baillet, aware 
of the enemy's objed, ordered his ar- 
tillery, which he had pofted to great 
advantage, to fire upon the bridge aa4 
the gate of the town, and without fiir« 
ther delay he attacked the enemy in the 
town ; and notwithftandiat; a very ob« 
ftinate refinance, he drove them acraft 
the Rhine, the bridge over which thef 
burnt in their retreat. The enemy loft 
upon this occaiion Teveral hundred men 
kiiled aud wounded, and one hundred 
taken prifonersj feventeen pieces of 
raanoo, and arms of varioua defcripr 
tions, were t^ken. Our lofs does not 
exceed twentv men. Lieut. Geo. Count 
Bailiet particularizes the fpirited condu^ 
of a private of the regiment of L'cy, 
who volunurily rwam^cxofs the Rhine* 
and, under the prote^ioa of our fire, 
iooCened two veflfels which ware oq the 
left bank, and got back with them a» 
far as the middle of the river, whero» 
however, the current dr«ve bim at^amft 
the burning bridge, which fft fire to 
the two velTelii. This circumftance ob- 
liged the m<u to dive and to Cwim b^ck 
to the right bank. His example en- 
couraged another : both plunged imo 
the Rhine and brought over fome ve£» 
fels ; the confequence of which waf^ 
that feventeen or eighteen more mep* 
of the regiment of Lacy, followed the 
others, and got pofiellion of many more 
velTels. His Royal Highoefii, as a rcr 
ward for fo meritorious a xeal^ and as 
a-.i eocourai^emeot to oihers» gav'e the 
fird man the golden medal, and the 
fecond the iilver medal. On :he i4itb, 
at day-break, Major General Fiaczeck. 
made an attack upon PeterOiaufen with 
great Ipirit and deciAon, drove ihe eoe* 
. my from it, and fuiJc the ihips whicti 
were on the oppodte bank. The de* 
tachmert which was fcnt through Pforz* 
heim and BruckfaU towards Phllipf- 
bur;^, on the fame d^y that it had re- 
ed^iolifhed the commuiiicition with that 
forcref», had pufhed on pa^roUf towards 
Manheim*^ ^t tlie fame tim^ Lieut. 
General ihe Rhine^raf of Saim, Com- 
mandant of Philipiburg, reported that 
a patrole of the inconriderab;e detach- 
ment of the dragoons of Bamberg, which 

formed 
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formed a gart of the earrifon, had 

Eulhed forward through Waghaifel, And 
ad taken* four French chafTcurs with 
their horfts. The Rhinegraf took this 
opportunity of comnneDdingthe condaft 
of the above rietachmenr, at well as the 
femafnder of the garrifon during the 
blocknde.

HTS Royal Highnefs the Arch'^uke 
wHicfi from Stockach, the loth tnft^nt, 
that as the enemy» after having been 
driven from Schauf h^ufen atfd Pttcr* 
ihaufen> ftrti occupied an advantageous 
pofition, in the fmall Town of Eglif^u, 
on the rigttt bnnk of the Rhine, he had 
ditched Prince Schwartzcnt>crg to dif- 
iodge th^m from that poft ; that in pur. 
fuance of thcfe dire6lions he approached 
the place, and Aimmoned the enemy to 
Surrender J that upon an anfwer in ihe 
negative being returned, he had attacked 
them with fuch iropetuofiry, that thty 
^ere foon compelled to abandon their 
Nation and retreat. Our lofs in this 
mffair confifts of only 14 men killed and 
Grounded. 

Hit Royal Highnefs alfo ftates, that 
from the report of Field Marlhal Lieu- 
tenant Rofpoth, it appears, that a de- 
'tachtnent hftd been lent from Fribourg 
to Vicx Brifac, in order to demolish the 
intrenchmcnts that the enemy had raifed 
there, but immediately had abandoned. 
The foliowiirg day, a detachment of the 
enemy, confiSing of 300 cavafry and 
yoo infanrry, made their appearance on 
the right bank of the Rhine. In the 
mean rime, in another quarter, we fell 
'In with an enetAy*s picket of 10 horfe- 
tBcn, who were made prifoneps. 

General Melas fends the following 
account of the proceedings of the army 
io Italv, dated the ijthinll. 

On the 14th, the whole army paflcd 
the Mincic» and encamped near Cam- 
pagnbia and Monte Oiivetnno, pufhing 
the advanced pof^s as far as Marcaria 
on the Oglio> Bi6d Monte Cbiara on the 
Chiefa. 

The enemy retreated on the right 
beyond the Oglio, and on the left beyond 
the Chiefa. 

General VukafTovich inftanily occu- 
pied Saloy by which he tftabliJhcd bis 
^mmunication with the army. 



On the x8th, the army encamped be- 
tween Capriaoo and Caflfclo. Mantaa 
is left to its own means of defence ; it 
is blockatled at a certain diftaoce; and 
our patrolcs advance to its very gate*. 

We took from the enemy, at Caffe! 
Maggiore, a convoy of 56 pontoon^, 
difpcrfed the eTc6rt, and made five offi- 
cers and i?o men prifoners. 

One of our detachments even entered 
Cremona, where they learnc that there 
V'cre only 400 Frenchmen at Piziighe-" 
tone ; that the enemy's army had re- 
treated beyond the A(^da, and their 
licad-quarters were at Lodi. 

A detachment from our Venetian 
flotilla bad caft anchor at the mouth 
«f the Premuna, whtre it h^d made 
feveral prizes, and rcleafcd feveral of 
o^r boats. 

In the Lago Sacro we took Ji% pri- 
foners ((if whom fix were Officers^ 
with 15 brafs cannon in a vcffVl, and 
200 pieces of iron Vdnance, without 
carriages, on the Ihore. 

The armed peafanta, fupported by 
one fingfe e^ctachmcot of General K.tc- 
naa, atracked 3 detachment of Cifalpines 
near Miraqdola, who had two pftccs of 
cannon« andmadc 234 prifoners. 

General Suwarrow has already taken 
the commi^nd of the combined lulian 
army. When thefe accounts came aw^y, 
the firfl column of Ruffian troops were 
at Villafraaca 5 the remainder were fol- 
lowing by forced marches. 

in a-fditiou to the above, Major Ge- 
neral Hohcnzollern mentions the cap- 
ture of tvvo large merchantmen, fevcial 
chcfts filled with uniforms, great c^aan- 
tities of ammunition, one cannon, and 
feveral gun carriages, with fome prifo- 
ners at" Cremona. 

At Caftclnuovo a park of fourteen 
pieces of artillery, four mortars, a pro- 
dij^ious quantity of ammunition, twenty 
htirfcs, atid leveral prifoners fell into 
our han^s. 

Major General Vukaffovich, on tak- 
ing Molfcffjon of Salo, feizcd a large 
vtflcl fully equipped, having on board 
three che^s tuil of mu&ets and other 
military Itorcs- 

Tvvo Lieutenants, with 50 liien, at- 
tacked a poft near Brtfcia at two o'clock 
in the morning, confliiing of tl)rce Of- 
ficers and loo men, of whom 45 were 
^killed, ao made prifoners, and the re- 
mainder, many of them wounded, ftcd.

CmU Bkeikuti advasctd on the high 
raad Itading from Caftel Edolo to Bref^ 
m* wuh a batfeaiion of Anthony Efter- 
luzy» which he commanded ; and two 
batts^iooB *of Nadafiy,: commanded by 
Col. AbfiiJterB*. with the necefiary aiv 
tillety. The battalion of £<ierbazy was 
poflcd on the left of the high road near 
the tow&> to cover the bomb batteries, 
asd the hattaHon of Nadafty was pofted 
on the right to keep up the communi* 
cation with the battalion ftationed at St. 
£uph«mia* The third battalion of Na« 
da0y famtined in referve near St. Polo. 

The£c battalions dire6led their attack 
jMgMkfk the gate of Torre Longo. One 
battalion of Sftcrhazyt commanded by 
Major General Kraus, which was at 
Chedi* marched on the high road of 
Cremona by St. Zeao again ft the gate 
of St» 'Alakaodcr.

Forty piccetof cannon, 18 mor* 
tart, 4S0 hundred weight of p^wder» 
a great number of muftiets and gu« 
carnaget, with am munition and pro- 
viGon of every kind, and a great quan* 
tity of ftores, have fallen into our hands* 
This important conqueft coft lit onljr 
one ani)!ery man.

SIR, 

Having received orders from Captaui 
Cobbe, of his Msjeftyl Ibsp Gbttoa, 
to proceed from Yarmouth Kotds, and 
put myfelf under the command of Csp- 
tain Sotberon, of theLatona, 1 left Yar- 
mouth on the 11th inft. tod on the 
morning of the ittb I obferved a bri{ 
in the aift of capturing a merchant floop, 
about eight or nine leagues ofTWia- 
lenon : J immediately made all fail, 
and at half pad one brought her to dofe 
aaion, proving to be a French privateer 
of 16 guns, of (ix and nine pounders : 
•we continued in clofe a^lioa an hour 
and Forty minutes, when, after every 
excnion being ufed, her fiiperiority cjf 
failing, together with having tbe ad- 
vantage of the wind» Ihe accompliihed 
herefcape, though, I flatter myfelfiin 
that ihattered flate as to render bet 
incapable of continuing htr croize. 
We continued in chace of her till nid- 
night, when it came on thick and foggy 
weather, tve loft fight of her. At day* 
li|!ht in the mornings we perceived a 
vefTel in the Norih-eaft ; uippo6ng k 
to be the brig we had prevtouily ca- 
gaged, again made fail : at eteht csroe 
up with and captured the £ibotteur 
French fcbouner>'of fir 3 pounden, t^o 
of which were thrown overboard in 
chace, and 16 men, whfcb wefoavdto 
be in concert with the brig above- 
mentioned. I have to obfervc» that, it 
the time of my engaging tbe brtg, a 
lugger privateer was then laying at 
icmte diftaoce to leeward, btit Shewed no 
mclination to affift tbe veflel we were 
then engaging. 

I have the pleaAire and fatisla^ten 
to inform you, that no men cooM h^e 
a6ted with- a gveater fpirft of galtanfty 
than all on board the Courier- ; and hare 
particularly to mention Lieac» Camp- 
bell, of the Laiona, and Uteut) ^laa- 
V ill, of the Rartger, for their great af- 
iiilsace 4trring the whole of the en- 
gagcmeat. 
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i^meai:» at well as Mefifrs. TreCcocc 
jurd Campbeil, Mates of the Latona, 
and Mr. WitUs, Mate of the Ranger. 
1 am forry to add we hsd live men 
wouvded; biK have every reafon to 
believe the enemy fuSered confiderably 
more.

Coon fall, as the garpfon does not 
exceed is«o men, of which 400 only are 
French • - The diforder of the enemy in 
their Jiight was extreme f and it is'fup- 
pofed they went towards the Po. An- 
other body of the enemy, it is faid, are 
throwing up works at Keggio and Par- 
ma, in order to cover JMaotua* X en* 
^Loie the Extraordinary Gazette pub^ 
liihed larelaft night on this occafion, 
and moft rincerely consrac^kte your 
Lordfliip on thefe brilTiajit and im- 
portant events* 

It is with great fatisfaAioo that I add» 
that by accounts ju& received from Ge- 
neral Bellegarde, it appears that th^t 
General has driven the enemy from 
nearly the whole of the Lower Eng«^ 
dine.

TRANSLATION 

OP THE VIENNA BXTB AOAOfNART 
GAZITTi£ OP MONDAY, MAT 6« 

Count Bokarroe, who arrived her^ 
this morning as Courier from Field 
Marflial Count Suwarrow Rimni0Loy, 
has brought the following details of the 
movements of the United Imperial Ar- 
mies, from the time of their paffing the 
Oglio un^I their entrance into Mi^n#; 

On the 24.th of Aprils the Enemy 
abandoned the Oglio on the approach of 
Col. Strauch, of Michael Wallis*s Regi.. 
ment, who with feven battallons^ forced 
his way from the . Tyrol through the 
Val Camonica towards Lovers on the 
north point of tbe Lago 4*Itio* 

The Imperial Army paScd the. Oglio 
in two columns, the right commanded 
by General Rofemberg, by the way of 
Palazttolo to Bergamo, the left under 
the command of General Meias by Pont^ 
Oglio, Martinengo, .Solat as far as the 
River Serio, 

The next day the army marched im 
three columus to the Adda* The right 
confining of General VukaifowicVs bri- 
gade, and fome of the RuiFian tvoops^ 
advanced by Poote St. Pietto and Pon- 
tilia towards Lecco ; the fecohd, confid- 
ing of the divifions of Field Marihai 
Lieut. Ott and Zcph, marched againft 
Baprio and encamped oppofite the viU 
lage I the third* commanded by the 
General of Cavalry Melas, marphed 
bv the great road through Caravazio« 
T reviliot and. encamped oppgfit^ Caf* 
fano. 

In tke mean time the enemy had 
ftrongly fortified Caflano. This place 
and the right bank of the Adda were 
defended by formidable batteries, and a 
tete-de-poDt 01^ this fide the river. 

The he adf quarters of General Mo- 
reau were at Inzago» and two divilione 
of his army were polled there in order 
to prevent our pafling thp Adda* 

Near Lecco the enemy was alfo 
ftrongly fortified, and had acete.-de-pont 
on the left bank, A divilion of the 
enemy, under Gen« Serrurier, defended , 
the Upper Adda ; one half of which 
was polled behind Lecco, a part near 
Porto Imberzago, and another near 
Trezzo.

legaide, of the lofs fuftained by the 
^rmy of Italy in the different engage- 
ments on the Adda, and of the great joy 
with which the army was received at

in fionfeouence of orders brought to 



them ov«r land^ evacuated the-plate^ 
and with fuch precipitation aa t^ Icsvtf 
both cheirmagszines and booty. 

VIENNA9 MAY XI. 

Tba General of Ardliery* Bara 
Kray^ who reouined behind* in <ibe« 
dience to the orders of Field Marflial 
Sawarrow, to vndertake the ficge ol 
Pefchiera, has feat here as eonntr tlw 
Firft Lieutenant of Arcilkry, Vopar^ 
teroey, with the agraeable iDtelhgcaee, 
thar^ on the 5th iniL after having made 
every difpoiiiion for the opentag of die 
trenches, and for the bombardment of 
the citadel, he had offered the enemy's 
ganrifun, which, according to all ac- 
counts, confifted of one thonfand &▼€ 
hundred men, a cipitulationi by which 
it (hoe Id be allowed to come out opoa^ 
condition not to ferve for fix moaiha 
againft us or our allies. Our prepare* 
tions and difpofitioas for attack made 
the enemy accept our capitulation, and 
deliver up thefoitrefs, with all the ar- 
tillery» ammunition, and provilioas. 
The firft account of General of Artil- 
lery Kray ic, that ninety cannooe and 
mortars were found in the place ; be* 
fides (ixteea gun-boats equipped, and a 
great quantity of ammunition and pro- 
vifions —Early on the morniag of^the 
6ch, the General of Artillery plieed a 
company at one of the gates of the 
fortrefs, and caufed an invevory of ail 
the ammunition and prerifions to be 
taken. The Firft Lieutenant of En- 
gineers Dannoy and the Major of Ar- 
tillery Gillety the Count St. Jolienyaad 
othc^^, particularly diftingui&ed thenif 
felves.— Tne Grand Duke Canftantine 
arrived at the moment that the garrifoa 
was forced to capitulate. That Prince* 
after the evacuation of the plape, conti- 
nued his journey to the head quarters 
of Field Marlhal Count Suwarrow.

On the departure of th« CmiHer he had 
advanced beyond Pa via » The enemj 
liad left in Ptvia i« pieees of cannon of 
ibiercBt 62e«| it cgfea full of mufquets 
ibr infaatry, ainl a great vany iMrreU 
Af powdfr, with amtnunition for the in* 
lantry and cavalry. General Bukaflb* 
wtch foiind ft Novarri futeen pieces 
of cannon^ four inortan, ^5^ caiLi of 
cartridges, 15 barrel* of cafe (hojs* a^d 
Jevcrar other military eife^s. The 
enemy had alf^ been repullcd'a^ far as 
the little town of Livorno. Field 
li^arilial Lieutenant Kaixn, being cm- 
))t6ycd to take pofleffion of Pizzighc- 
tone» had regulated his difpoAtion in 
luch a manner as to enfure an attack 
vpoB that place at feyen o*clock In the. 
morning; in confequence of which, 
three fiiteen-potinders taken frctn the 
enemy, la twelve-pounders, to how- 
ittcrs, and ft part of the Ruilian artiiiery, 
were fent to hint. Field Marflial Kray, 
Availing himfelf of the pafTagtr of the 
courier, forwarded the further partieu- 
lare of the furrender of Pefchiera, -by 
ivhich be informs us, that, owing to the 
capitulation^ the garrifon, of 1500 men, 
liad qtiitted the town in the morning on 
the 6th ; that the number of cannons 
•nil mortars, according to the inventory, 
ttmouifted to 100 ; that, inftead of only 
16 floops of war, there wcrt found 19, 
completely equipped. 

General Rray, of the Artillery^ ad- 
Tsneed on the 6th towards Mantua, in 
order to beikge that town, and to pof- 
iefs himfelf of the Po ; fo that the pro- 
vifions deffiued for our army, whieh 
moves OB but flowly, fliould not in any 
vray be intercepted. General Major 
Kinau makes very conftdt rable incur- 
sions beyond the Po, and in ttie ft«»gh. 
boarhood of Regio, Modena, and Cento ; 
befides winch, Capt. Buday, who ia in 
front of Modena, announces, that on 
the 4th, in the afternoon, h« had fent a 
detachment forward, in order to difarm 
tl^ofe people whom the enemy had 
'armed in order to defend the town ; 
that, having entered the town, he im- 
mediate iy detached 30 huffars from Fort 
Orbaiio, as far as rtie river Fanaro, 
withm three miles of Modena. The 
fame day, at eight o'clock in the morn-

thence ; and their retreat was fo hafty 
thatthey left behind them^aconfideraWe- 
qutntiry of provifions: '50 barrels of 



powder wtrt left hitb*' Citadel. Th« 
aborve- mentionod Captain, hftt^ingilemt 
that there were at Sttlambcfto (whieh 
i« about ntiie milee from Modena): 90 
quintals of powder, a quantity of fiitt- 
petre, and other articles of ammvoition^ 
kad them ail conveyed to 11 place of 
fiifety during tbe night, by a paifofti 
that be had difpatched thither. A 
Cifalptne Captuin, who could notefcape 
the day liefore, was made prifooer at 
five o'clock in tlie morning by Capt. 
Buday, who has fent him to Sacbecta* 
Our troops were received by the inka* 
bitai>t« with the moft lively joy, and 
their eageraefs to fee us was fo great 
that the army could fcarcely advance; 
the enthufiarm of fome earned chen«fe 
far as even to kSfs ourhorfet. Capt* 
Buday aifo fays, that, from the reporu 
of ffveral of the peafants that came 
there, he learnt that the Tnfcan ter- 
ritories had been moft ihamefuily pil* 
leged ; that the contributions which 
had been exa^ed from them were ia»> 
fuppoi table*, and that even Depnties 
from Florence had arrived at Modena 
to implore alfHlanceagainft theexadiona 
of the enemy. 

His Royal Highnefe the Archduke 
Charles fnformt us, that fince the late 
events notlung of confequencc had hap* 
pened, but that the enemy moft preba- 
tly was endeavouring to engage out 
attention by manceuvres and cocRinuai 
changes in the line of his a^anced 
pofts. In return, the pfetrole feat for^ 
watd by Generals Gorgcr^ Merveld, 
andGuilay, to make inciir^ons^ hara& 
the enemy continually, do him-grcac 
injury, and are perpetually making pri* 
foners. There hive aHb beer, two hnt*^ 
ties at Odenwald, in which the pctfaim 
have taken a part. It was near the 
village of Birkenau, and above ntid be- 
low 6teinftu» with the aid of the divifien 
commanded by the Firft Licutenaftt 
Goringer, and the Huflhra of Szecklcr, 
that the enemy was repnifed with con* 
fiderable lofs. The Huffara* took ae 
borree from the enemy* Upon the 
Bergftraife another party of the (mat 
Hu^ars took upon the Rbiorr^n the 
neighbourhood of Raftadt, a tranfpor^
